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EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 

This Executive Summary presents the results of the Phase I Environmental Site Assessment (ESA) 
performed by Geosyntec Consultants (Geosyntec) for an approximately 9.53-acre property located 
at 8565 Almond Avenue and associated addresses (8625 and 8645 Almond Avenue) in Fontana, 
California.  This Phase I ESA was prepared in accordance with the scope of work provided by 
Geosyntec to Hillwood Enterprises L.P., dated 14 October 2019. Geosyntec understands this Phase 
I ESA may be used to help identify potential environmental liabilities associated with the property 
in preparation for development of the Site with an approximately 186,200 square-foot structure for 
commercial use.   

The objective of performing this Phase I ESA in accordance with ASTM International Standard E 
1527-13 was to identify, to the extent feasible, “Recognized Environmental Conditions” (RECs) 
at the Site as the “REC” term is defined by ASTM E 1527-13. This REC definition eliminates 
from consideration several conditions that could fall under the general definition of 
“environmental issues” and focuses on known or potential releases of hazardous substances and 
petroleum products. 

FINDINGS AND OPINIONS 

The Site is currently used as a private residence and was reportedly recently used for livestock 
grazing. The Site was historically used for agriculture until approximately 1953, then historically 
used as a wood recycling facility and landfilling of demolition and green wastes (from the nearby 
Kaiser Steel Plant Facility) in the southern portion of the Site until approximately 2006, then used 
as tractor trailer staging across the entire site until around 2012.  

Properties in the Site vicinity were historically used for agriculture, commercial, and residential 
purposes. Currently, a residence and truck storage yard is adjoining the Site to the north, truck 
storage and equipment rental facilities are adjoining the Site to the east and south-southeast, a 
water truck storage yard and construction trailer operation is adjoining to the south, and Almond 
Avenue adjoins to the west. Across Almond Avenue, a trucking and transport company and truck 
repair shop are adjacent to the Site.   

The Phase I ESA performed by Geosyntec revealed evidence of recognized environmental 
conditions, historical recognized environmental conditions, and de minimis conditions. No 
controlled recognized environmental conditions were found in connection with the property. The 
following RECs were identified at the Site: 

Recognized Environmental Conditions 

 From prior to 1938 to around 1953, the Site was used for agricultural purposes. Between 1985 
until 1992, the southern portion of the Site was historically used as a vehicle and dismantling 
yard, then occupied by a mulch recycler. Later, the Site was used as tractor trailer storage  
(primarily in the northern portion) until 2012. The mulch recycler that operated in the southern 
portion of the Site reportedly accepted treated wood and stored it in a separate area of the 
recycling facility and turned non-treated wood into mulch.  
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From approximately 1992 through 1998, both the northern and southern portions of the Site 
were used for vehicle dismantling and possible shredding. This may include removing fluids 
within the vehicles and/or crushing vehicles. No pavement is visible on the Site based on 
review of aerial photographs of the Site. Based on review of the historical uses of the Site, 
there is a potential that the soil may have been impacted by chemicals associated with these 
activities, therefore this finding constitutes a REC.   

Historical Recognized Environmental Conditions 

 An unpermitted landfill was created by on the Site by a tenant. The material buried on the Site 
included construction/demolition waste from the nearby Kaiser Steel Company. Several Site 
investigations were conducted from 1997 to 2000 to help evaluate the type and extent of the 
waste. By 2000, approximately 9,000 cubic yards of waste and soil and debris had been 
removed from the landfilled portions of the Site under the oversight of San Bernardino County 
Fire Department (SBCFD), the local oversight program at the time. The remediated southern 
portion of the Site was granted No Further Action (NFA) designation by the SBCFD. Based 
on the closure of this portion of the Site to the satisfaction of the oversight agency at the time, 
this finding constitutes an HREC.  
 

 RGA-LUST and LUST cases were listed at the Site under Bengal Recycling within the EDR 
report under local case number 99049. However, no information related to the tank type or 
contents, or the LUST case is noted on GeoTracker or EnviroStor. The entry indicates that a 
release of hydrocarbons occurred to soil only. No further information is noted in the EDR. 
However, this LUST is noted under the same local case number on the NFA granted by the 
SBCFD in 2009, and further discussion with the SBCFD indicates the LUST was opened and 
closed as part of the clean-up activities. Since this clean-up case has also been granted NFA, 
this finding constitutes an HREC. 

De Minimis Conditions 

 A vehicle maintenance area for personal use was observed behind the residence. This consisted 
of a motor home staged on unpaved ground, a partially-dismantled vehicle staged on bare 
ground and partially on a concrete pad, an intact vehicle staged on bare ground beneath a 
canopy, a forklift staged on the concrete pad, an empty or nearly-empty 40- to 50-gallon tank 
labeled for diesel, an open drum half-full of apparently oily water, and a closed drum labeled 
for motor oil. The tank was not in secondary containment; however, it appeared empty. Minor 
oily staining was noted on the concrete pad near the forklift and the partially-dismantled 
vehicle. No staining was observed on the unpaved ground. Various pieces of auto equipment 
and empty motor oil containers were noted on the ground or on the paved areas closer to the 
residence. The minor oily staining constitutes a de minimis condition. 
 

 A miscellaneous vehicle parts storage area was noted along the eastern-central portion of the 
Site. Two chicken coop structures were observed surrounded by vehicle parts and tires on the 
unpaved ground and on pallets. A container of used oil filters, tires, a gas-powered pump, and 
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several propane tanks were noted in this location. A nearby trailer contained a small white, 
unlabeled tank (approximately 15 gallons with no secondary containment) and the wooden 
flooring appears to have absorbed gasoline based on darkened color and smell. A 40- to 50-
gallon tank labeled for diesel that appeared to have been used on a vehicle was observed on 
the unpaved ground; however, it appeared the tank was empty and no longer used. No staining 
was observed near the tank or beneath the equipment noted near the chicken coops.  

 
 Several 4-inch white polyvinyl chloride (PVC) pipes were observed protruding from the 

ground throughout the Site. Communications with the landowner indicates these are infiltration 
wells used for geotechnical testing conducted in 2018, and are not currently used. No staining 
was observed around these wells; therefore, these wells constitute a de minimis condition.  
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1 INTRODUCTION 

This report documents the results of the Phase I Environmental Site Assessment (ESA) performed 
by Geosyntec Consultants (Geosyntec) for an approximately 9.53-acre property located at 8565 
Almond Avenue and associated addresses (8625 and 8645 Almond Avenue) in Fontana, California 
(the Site; Figure 1). This Phase I ESA was prepared in accordance with the scope of work in the 
proposal provided by Geosyntec to Hillwood Enterprises L.P. (Hillwood) via electronic mail dated 
14 October 2019. This report incorporates, by reference, the ASTM International (ASTM) 
Standard E 1527-13, “Standard Practice for Environmental Site Assessments: Phase I 
Environmental Site Assessment Process.” Exceptions and limitations are provided in Section 1.5 
of this report. Geosyntec performed the Phase I ESA for the sole use of its client, Hillwood 
Enterprises L.P., as described in Section 1.6 of this report.   

1.1 Purpose 

The purpose of this Phase I ESA was to identify, to the extent feasible, “Recognized Environmental 
Conditions1” (RECs) at the Site as the term “REC” is defined by ASTM E 1527-13. This REC 
definition eliminates from consideration several conditions that could fall under the general 
definition of “environmental issues” and focuses on known or potential releases of hazardous 
substances and petroleum products. Geosyntec understands this Phase I ESA may be used to help 
identify potential environmental liabilities associated with the property in preparation for 
development of the Site with an approximately 186,200 square-foot warehouse for commercial 
use.   

1.2 Site Description and Use 

The Site consists of one newly-combined lot totaling 9.53 acres (Assessor’s Parcel Number [APN] 
0230-131-31), containing 3 former parcels  (APNs 0230-131-19, 0230-131-28, and 0230-131-29).  
The parcels were merged into one parcel in 2018. A residential house and garage constructed in 
approximately 1938 are located in the northwestern portion of the Site (Figure 2).  

The Site is currently used as a private residence and was reportedly recently used for livestock 
grazing around 2014 to 2017. The Site was historically used for agriculture from at least 1938 until 
approximately 1953. A wood recycling facility and landfilling of demolition and green wastes 
(from the nearby Kaiser Steel Plant Facility) operated on the Site from 1992 to 1999 (Partner, 
2017). Reportedly, the Site was used for tractor trailer staging across the entire site until 
approximately 2012 (source).  

                                                 
1 As defined by ASTM E 1527-13, a Recognized Environmental Condition is: “the presence or likely presence of any 

hazardous substances or petroleum products in, on, or at a property: (1) due to release to the environment; (2) under 
conditions indicative of a release to the environment; or (3) under conditions that pose a material threat of a future 
release to the environment. De minimis conditions are not recognized environmental conditions.” 
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1.2.1 Site Characteristics 

As shown in Figure 2, the Site is primarily unpaved with native vegetation. The Site perimeter is 
surrounded by chain-link fencing along the southern, western, and northern boundaries, and a 
cinderblock wall along the eastern boundary. A one-story residence and garage are located in the 
northwestern portion of the Site, where several vehicles are also located for possible maintenance. 
A chicken coop, some miscellaneous equipment and auto parts, and a trailer are located in the 
eastern-central portion of the Site along the cinderblock wall. Two vehicles are stored in the 
southwestern corner of the Site beneath a canopy. The remainder of the Site is undeveloped and 
has been partially regraded for planned redevelopment using fill that was reportedly brought in 
from a construction site on Cherry Road.   

1.2.2 Surrounding Land Uses 

As shown on Figure 3, the Site is located within a mixed commercial and residential use area. A 
summary of adjacent and nearby land uses is provided below:  

 North:  A residence and vacant land, followed by Arrow Route, followed by additional 
residences and commercial development.  

 South:  A water truck, equipment, and vehicle staging yard, vacant land, a truck and RV 
sales lot (A&A Sales), and commercial truck repair (Fix-It Diesel), followed by Whittram 
Avenue, Advanced Steel Recovery, a tractor trailer staging yard, and the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe (ATSF) Railroad.  Farther south is the NASCAR Racing Experience 
speedway.   

 East:  Vehicle, staging, and equipment storage and sales yards (Clairemont Equipment 
Rental, Terex Services, and Quinonez Mobile Services).  

 West:  Almond Avenue, followed by truck repair, rental, and staging (AJL, United Diesel)  
and several residences.  

1.3 Geologic and Hydrogeologic Summary 

The Site is located within the Chino groundwater sub-basin within the Santa Ana Valley. The sub-
basin is comprised of alluvial sediment consisting of interbedded sand, silt, clay, and gravel 
(Geosyntec, 2019). According to the Preliminary Geologic Map of the Fontana 7.5’ Quadrangle, 
the Site is underlain by Holocene- and Pleistocene-aged alluvial fan deposits of Lytle Creek, which 
consist of unconsolidated, gray cobbly and boulder alluvium (Morton, 2003).   

Based on a site investigation report prepared for the Advanced Steel Recovery facility to the south, 
first groundwater is estimated to occur 200 to 250 feet below ground surface (ft bgs) in alluvium 
and generally flows to the south (Geosyntec, 2019). The topographic gradient of the area is to the 
southwest, which may present a southwest component to the groundwater flow. Several infiltration 
wells installed to a maximum depth of 16.5 ft bgs were noted at the Site at the time of the Site 
reconnaissance; groundwater was not encountered during the installation of these wells. The Site 
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is within an area of minimal flood hazard, as identified by the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) online mapping tool (fema.gov). No water bodies were observed on the Site.  

1.4 Scope of Services 

On 14 October 2019 Geosyntec was authorized by Mr. Joshua Cox of Hillwood to complete a 
Phase I ESA of the Site. The scope of services included the following: 

 Searching standard local, state, and federal environmental record sources within 
recommended ASTM search distances; 

 Reviewing available physiographic information including topographic, geologic, and 
hydrogeologic information; 

 Reviewing historical aerial photographs; 

 Reviewing historical fire insurance maps;  

 Performing a Site reconnaissance; 

 Conducting an interview with the Site Manager; and 

 Documenting the procedures, findings, opinions, and conclusions of the Phase I ESA in 
this report. 

This work was completed in general accordance with ASTM Practice E 1527-13 with the 
limitations and exceptions described in Section 1.5 of this report. For the purposes of this Phase I 
ESA report, Hillwood represents the “user,” defined as “the party seeking to use Practice E 1527-
13 to complete an environmental site assessment of the property…” 

This ESA report was prepared by Ms. Rose Propst and reviewed by Ms. Martina Litasi, P.G., (WY) 
and Ms. Kimberly Brandt, P.G, C.Hg. (CA) (“environmental professional,” as defined under the 
ASTM Practice E 1527-13) of Geosyntec, in accordance with the peer review policy of the firm 
.Ms. Litasi’s and Ms. Brandt’s professional qualifications are presented in Appendix A. 

1.5 Limitations and Exceptions 

This Phase I ESA was performed according to the agreed upon scope of work with Hillwood. This 
Phase I ESA is intended to reduce, but not eliminate, uncertainty regarding the potential for 
recognized environmental conditions in connection with the Site, and recognizes reasonable limits 
of time and cost. Not every property warrants the same level of assessment. Consistent with good 
commercial or customary practice, the appropriate level of assessment was guided by the type of 
property subject to assessment and the information developed in the course of the inquiry. A 
balance between the competing goals of limiting cost and time demands and the reduction of 
uncertainty about unknown conditions resulting from additional information was identified during 
the Phase I ESA.   

Additional services considered optional by ASTM E 1527-13, such as asbestos-containing 
building materials, radon, lead-based paint, lead in drinking water, wetlands, regulatory 
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compliance, cultural and historic resources, industrial hygiene, health and safety, ecological 
resources, endangered species, indoor air quality, biological agents, and mold were not included 
in the scope of work. 

The findings and conclusions presented in this Phase I ESA are the result of professional 
interpretation of the information collected at the time of this study. This Phase I ESA was not an 
exhaustive search of all available records, nor does it include detailed assessment of all Phase I 
ESA findings. Geosyntec cannot “certify” or guarantee that any property is free of environmental 
impairment; no warranties regarding environmental quality of the Site are expressed or implied.  

This Phase I ESA did not include the sampling of rock, groundwater, surface water, or other onsite 
substances or materials. Therefore, it is not possible to exhaustively identify every hazardous 
substance or petroleum product in the environments associated with the property. 

The findings of this report, to the best of our knowledge, are valid as of the date of this work. 
However, changes in the conditions of a property can occur with the passage of time, whether due 
to natural processes or the works of man on this or adjacent properties. In addition, changes in 
applicable or appropriate regulations and standards may occur, whether they result from 
legislation, from the broadening of knowledge, or from other reasons. Accordingly, the findings 
of this report may be invalidated wholly or partially by changes outside our control. 

Specified information contained in this report has been obtained from publicly available sources 
and other secondary sources of information. Although care has been taken in reviewing the 
information when compiling it, Geosyntec disclaims any and all liability for any errors, omissions, 
or inaccuracies of the third parties in such information and data. 

The work was performed using the degree of care and skill ordinarily exercised under similar 
circumstances by environmental consultants practicing in this or similar localities. No other 
warranty or guarantee, expressed or implied, is made as to the findings, opinions, conclusions, and 
recommendations included in this report. 

1.6 User Reliance 

This Phase I ESA report has been prepared solely for the benefit of Hillwood. Geosyntec has issued 
the Phase I ESA report to its client and grants Hillwood the right to rely on the report contents. 
Except as specifically set forth in Geosyntec’s proposal to Hillwood to perform this work, no third 
party except Hillwood shall have the right to rely on Geosyntec’s opinions rendered in connection 
with the services without Hillwood’s approval and Geosyntec’s written consent, which may be 
conditioned on the third party’s agreement to be bound to acceptable conditions and limitations.

2 USER PROVIDED INFORMATION 

In accordance with ASTM E 1527-13, Geosyntec requested that the user of the Phase I ESA 
provide information that would assist in identifying the possibility of RECs in connection with the 
Site, including but not limited to: 

 Reviewing title and judicial records for environmental liens or activity and use limitations 
recorded against the subject property; 

 Communicating specialized knowledge or experience that is material to RECs in 
connection with the Site; 

 Providing information about previous ownership or uses of the Site; 

 Providing information on a significantly lower purchase price, if applicable; and 

 Designating appropriate personnel that will be interviewed by Geosyntec. 

 Pertinent Site documents, including those provided by user, are provided in Appendix B.  

2.1 Title Records 

The user did not provide Title Records for the Site.   

2.2 Environmental Liens 

The user did not report environmental liens against the Site.     

2.3 Specialized Knowledge 

The user did not provide specialized knowledge pertinent to RECs at the Site. However, the user 
provided a previous Phase I ESA for the Site which is summarized in Section 3.7 of this report.  

2.4 Commonly Known or Reasonably Ascertainable Information 

The user did not provide commonly known or reasonably ascertainable information pertaining to 
RECs in connection with the Site.   

2.5 Valuation Reduction for Environmental Issues 

The user did not report any property valuation information for the Site.   

2.6 Owner, Property Manager, and Occupant Information 

Mr. Sharif Chowdhury, the real estate manager for the for the property owner, was identified as 
the most knowledgeable Site contact. A summary of Geosyntec’s interview with Mr. Chowdhury 
is provided in Section 4.2 of this report. 

2.7 Reason for Performing Phase I ESA 

Geosyntec understands that Hillwood has requested this Phase I ESA in preparation for 
development of the Site with an approximately 186,200 square-foot warehouse for commercial 
use. 
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3 RECORDS REVIEW 

3.1 General 

The following sections present the results of the environmental database search and review of 
reasonably ascertainable historical aerial photographs, topographic maps, fire insurance maps, and 
historical city business directories. 

3.2 Database Search Report 

A database search report was obtained from Environmental Data Resources, Inc. (EDR) 
(Appendix C). The report documents findings of various federal, state, and local regulatory 
database searches regarding properties with known or suspected releases of hazardous materials 
or petroleum hydrocarbons. The searches were performed according to ASTM standards for Phase 
I ESA database searches. A list and description of the databases searched are included within the 
EDR report.   

3.2.1 Site 

The Site was identified by EDR in several databases; a summary of pertinent listings is 
provided below: 

 The Site is listed under the entity Bengal Recycling within the Recovered Government 
Archived (RGA) leaking underground storage tank (LUST), Finds, Cleanup Program 
Site – Spills, Leaks, Investigations, and Cleanups (CPS-SLIC), and California 
Environmental Response System (CERS). It is listed as a cleanup Site for a release of 
hydrocarbons to soil; the CPS-SLIC listing indicates the cleanup has been completed 
and closed as of 20 April 2000. No additional information is listed within the EDR 
entries.  

 The Site is also listed as Apollo Wood Recovery, Inc. in the California Integrated 
Water Quality System (CIWQS) under the industrial storm water program effective 
from 2000 through 2008. No enforcement actions or violations were reported in the 
EDR listing.  

Several adjoining properties were identified in the databases searched by EDR. Summaries of 
notable listings are provided below:  

 Advanced Steel Recovery, LLC, located at 14451 Whittram Avenue, approximately 400 
feet southeast of the Site, is located within the CERS HAZ Waste, CERS tanks, Hazardous 
Waste Information System (HAZNET), CERS, EnviroStor, Above-Ground Storage Tank 
(AST), Voluntary Cleanup Program (VCP), National Pollutant Discharge Elimination 
System (NPDES), San Bern. Co. Permit, WDS, Resource Conservation and Recovery Act 
(RCRA) Non-generator/No Longer Regulated (NLR) and CIWQS databases. The facility 
is listed within the CERS Tanks database for above-ground petroleum storage and is 
enrolled within the industrial general permit for storm water control. Various storm event-
related violations were noted, as well as several minor administrative and housekeeping-
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related violations. Several investigations have been conducted at the Advanced Steel 
Recovery facility under the oversight of the Department of Toxic Substances Control 
(DTSC). Investigation results indicated that potential contaminants of concern at the 
facility include polychlorinated biphenyls (PCBs) and metals in soil. No other specific 
information is listed within the entry. Based on the hydraulically downgradient location of 
the facility, it is unlikely that this facility has adversely affected the Site.  
 

 Pacific Tress Systems, located at 8640 Cherry Avenue approximately 570 feet east-
southeast of the Site, was listed within the Statewide Environmental Evaluation and 
Planning System (SWEEPS) Underground Storage Tank (UST), California Facility 
Inventory Database (FID) UST, Emissions, HAZNET, San Bernardino Co. Permit, and 
CERS databases. One underground storage tank is listed at the Site; however, the contents 
are not reported. Approximately 4 tons of nitrogen oxide (NOx) emissions are emitted per 
year, according to the EDR entry. No other specific information is noted within the entry 
and based on the location hydraulically cross-gradient to the Site and nature of emissions, 
it is unlikely that this facility has adversely affected the Site.  
 

 Clairemont Equipment, located at 8520 Cherry Avenue and approximately 580 feet east-
northeast of the Site, is listed within the CERS Hazardous Waste, CERS tanks, San 
Bernardino Co. Permit, CERS, and RCR Non-Gen/NLR databases. It is listed with the 
CERS Tanks database for above-ground petroleum storage. Several minor administrative 
violations are noted; however, no releases are reported. It is unlikely that this facility has 
adversely affected the Site.  

Several of these listings are supplemented with online database review and are discussed in Section 
3.6.  

3.2.2 Properties within ½-Mile of the Site 

 “Gas Station”, located at 14493 Arrow approximately 0.13 miles northeast of the Site, is listed 
within the Historical UST database. The facility is listed as having four USTs. Two USTs are 
listed as containing unleaded product (inferred to mean gasoline). One UST is listed as 
containing “regular” product (also inferred to mean gasoline). The fourth UST is listed as 
containing waste oil. Two of the USTs are listed as having been installed in 1961. No further 
information, including any indication of releases, is listed within the EDR entry. It is not likely 
that this facility has adversely affected the Site. 
 

 Hawthorne Lift Systems, located at 8575 Cherry Avenue approximately 0.14 miles east-
northeast of the Site, is listed within the AST, CERS Hazardous Waste, San Bernardino Co. 
Permit, WDS, and CERS databases. Many minor administrative and housekeeping/proper 
storage-related violations are noted for this facility; however, no releases were reported. It is 
unlikely that this facility has adversely affected the Site.  
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 Pacific Foundation Equipment, located at 14188 Whittram Avenue approximately 0.15 miles 

west-southwest of the Site, is listed within the Historical UST, SWEEPS UST, CA FID UST, 
and emissions databases. One 10,000-gallon diesel UST is noted at this property, and 2 tons of 
total organic hydrocarbon gases and reactive organic gases are reportedly emitted per year. A 
historical 10,000-gallon waste UST is also listed at this facility. Based on the hydraulically 
downgradient location of this facility, and no reports of leaks or spills, it is unlikely that this 
facility has adversely affected the Site.  
 

 G&M Oil/Jimmy’s Station,  located at 8515 Cherry Avenue approximately 0.16 miles east-
northeast of the Site, is listed within the UST, LUST, CERS Hazardous Waste, CA FID UST, 
CERS Tanks, Historical Cortese, San Bernardino Co. Permit, RCRA Non-Gen/NLR, and 
CERS databases under G&M Oil and Historical UST under Jimmy’s Station. A release of 
gasoline to soil only was reported in November 1996 during an UST closure. The case is listed 
as closed within the EDR entry as of 1998 (what agency closed it?). Four active USTs (two 
regular unleaded unspecified product, one leaded unspecified product, and diesel) are still 
listed at the facility. Several administrative and storage violations are noted for the USTs 
related to failure to operate the UST system to prevent releases, including pressure failures 
noted during inspections, indicating the system lines may be leaking; however, no recent 
releases or ongoing LUST cases were listed in the EDR entry. Based on the lack of 
confirmation of release or ongoing assessment activities at this facility and distance from the 
Site, it is unlikely that this facility has adversely affected the Site.  

Several other properties were listed within AST, UST, LUST, CERS Tanks, and Historical UST 
databases within one-half mile of the Site; however, these were facilities were either hydraulically 
downgradient, closed, and therefore are unlikely to have adversely affected the Site.  

3.2.3 Properties within One Mile of the Site 

Several properties were identified within databases of interest within one mile of the Site: 

 Advanced Environmental, Inc., doing business as (dba) World Oil Environ, located at 13579 
Whittram Avenue 0.9 miles west-southwest of the Site, is listed within the CORRACTs, 
RCRA-Large Quantity Generator (LQG), U.S. Financial Assurance, Protected Areas Database 
(PADs), and Hazardous Waste Program (HWP) databases. Based on the EDR entry, it appears 
an investigation may have been/is being conducted at the facility; however, no specific 
information or case narrative is provided. Multiple permitted oil, oily water, and antifreeze 
storage tanks are noted within the HWP database. Violations appear to be related to financial 
records review and compliance evaluations. Based on the distance from the Site and its 
orientation hydraulically downgradient to the Site, it is unlikely this facility has adversely 
affected the Site.   
 

 Kaiser Ventures, Inc., located at 9400 Cherry Avenue 0.9 miles south of the Site, is listed 
within the Historical Cal-Sites, EnviroStor, Solid Waste Facility/Landfill (SWF/LF), VCP, 
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Deed, California Bond Ex. Plan, and Historical Cortese databases. The former integrated steel 
production plant was demolished, during which hazardous materials were released; the facility 
footprint was investigated, including tar pits, by-products plant, slag landfill, sludge pits, and 
ferrous chloride ponds. As of 2000, a document titled “Groundwater Migration Controlled” 
had been submitted. This facility is hydraulically downgradient to the Site; therefore, it is 
unlikely that this facility has adversely affected the Site.  

3.2.4 Orphan Sites 

EDR identified one “orphan site” that contained insufficient information to be plotted on a map. 
However, review of the information indicates that it is not likely this facility has adversely affected 
the Site.  

3.2.5 Summary of Database Review 

The Site is listed under Bengal Recycling as a former LUST and Cleanup Program Site. The LUST 
case is listed as closed as of April 2000; additional information a regarding this finding is found in 
Section 3.7.  

Several adjoining and adjacent properties were noted within databases indicative of release or the 
potential for release, including VCP, UST, AST, LUST, and CERS Tanks databases. However, 
review of the information available in the EDR entries indicates these facilities are either 
hydraulically downgradient, closed, or otherwise unlikely to have adversely affected the Site. 
Several of these facilities are further discussed in Section 3.6. 

Two facilities were identified in Federal databases indicative of cleanups and corrective action; 
however, based on the distance from the Site and their orientation hydraulically downgradient from 
the Site, it is not likely that these facilities have not adversely affected the Site. These facilities are 
also discussed further in Section 3.6. 

3.3 Historical Aerial Photographs and Topographic Maps 

Historical aerial photographs (aerials) from 1936, 1949, 1953, 1959, 1966, 1975, 1985, 1990, 
1994, 2006, 2009, 2012, and 2016 and USGS topographic maps (topos) for years 1896, 1897, 
1898, 1900, 1901, 1903, 1941, 1942, 1943, 1944,1953, 1954, 1966, 1967, 1973, 1975, 1976, 1980, 
1981, and 2012 were received from EDR and are provided in Appendices D and E, respectively. 
Geosyntec also reviewed aerials from 1938, 1948, 2002, 2005, 2010, and 2014 online at 
www.HistoricAerials.com; and aerials dated 1994, 2002, 2003, 2004, 2005, 2006, 2007, 2009, 
2011, 2012, 2013, 2014, 2016, and 2018 on GoogleEarth Pro [HistoricAerials.com, 2018; 
GoogleEarthPro, 2018]. A summary of historical Site use based on review of the aerials and topos 
is provided below. 

 The earliest available topos indicate that structures did not exist at the Site until around 
1938; the ATSF railroad is shown to the south of the Site running east-west, and the Pacific 
Southwest railroad is also shown northeast of the Site running northwest/southeast. Several 
adjoining roads were also present.  
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 The earliest available aerial photograph from 1938 shows the residence in the northwestern 
corner of the Site has been constructed by this time, and the northern parcel appears to be 
used for agricultural (orchard) purposes and the southern for pasture or fallow purposes. 
Almond Avenue and Arrow Route are visible near the Site, and the surrounding area 
appears to be used largely for agricultural purposes. In the 1942 topo map, the current street 
layout surrounding the Site is shown. 

 By 1953, no discernible agricultural orientation is noted on the Site. Increased residential 
development is noted in the vicinity of the Site, and construction has begun at the Kaiser 
Steel Plant south of the Site. A gravel pit is located southwest of the Site, approximately a 
quarter of a mile away. The steel plant and commercial/industrial development continues 
to increase into 1975, and agricultural vicinity use wanes.  

 By 1985, the southern and northeastern portions  of the Site appear to be used for vehicle 
or debris storage related to the recycling operations. Similar operations are observed at 
adjoining properties to the adjacent south and south of Whittram Avenue. Areas north, 
west, and northeast appear to still be largely residential or undeveloped.  

 From 1985 to 1994, except for the residential home in the northwest corner, the Site appears 
to be used for the debris or equipment staging and recycling purposes; an entrance to the 
Site is observed into the southernmost parcel from the adjoining property to the southeast. 
Stockpiles are also noted in the southern portion of the Site until later in 1994, when most 
of the debris appears to be removed from the Site. Development continues to the east, west, 
and southwest and appears to be largely industrial or commercial. The gravel pit located to 
the southwest  of the Site no longer appears to be mined and is full of water by 1994; the 
steel plant located to the south-southwest of the Site also appears to have been largely 
demolished by 1994.  

 By 2006, the northern portion of the Site is used for tractor trailer staging and the southern 
portion appears to be undergoing earthmoving activities. Heavier industrial development 
is noted to the west, south, southeast, east, and northeast of the Site; and residential 
developments have increased in the northwest. The steel plant to the south-southwest has 
been totally demolished.  

 By 2009, the Site has been cleared of the debris and equipment with the exception of 
several earthen stockpiles in the southern portion of the Site. The residence is still located 
in the northwestern corner of the Site. The greater Site vicinity is similar to the current 
conditions, with largely industrial and commercial developments, and some residences 
farther north and northwest of the Site. The former steel plant location has been repaved 
and the NASCAR race track has been constructed.  

 Slight changes including the construction of several smaller warehouses is noted after 
2009; however, by 2009, the Site and vicinity had been largely developed similar to the 
present conditions.  
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3.4 Sanborn Maps 

EDR conducted a search for Sanborn fire insurance maps for the Site area. EDR reported map 
coverage was not available for the area (Appendix F).   

3.5 City Directories 

City directories were searched by EDR for available years from 1922 to 2014 to assess occupancy 
at the Site and adjoining properties (Appendix G). The Site address (8565 Almond Avenue) was 
listed under Ben Holbrook in 1955, Roland and Helen Gonzales/Maier Brewing in 1965, Joe 
Durham in 1975, Laurencio Guttierez in 1991, John Riley in 1996, Thomas Mushegain in 2003, 
and Ana Gomez in 2008. 8583 Almond Avenue is listed as Ed and Martha Baeilke in 1965. No 
evidence of apparent RECs was identified in the City Directories reviewed. 

3.6 Local Regulatory Agencies 

Geosyntec contacted or accessed publicly-available online databases for the following federal, 
state, and local agencies to identify information pertaining to the Site. Pertinent documents 
obtained from the agencies are provided in Appendix B: 

 United States Environmental Protection Agency, Region IX 

 San Bernardino County Fire Department 

 Cal Fire – Office of the State Fire Marshal 

 San Bernardino County Department of Public Works 

 San Bernardino County Building Department 

 Regional Water Quality Control Board (RWQCB) – Santa Ana Region 

 Department of Toxic Substances Control (DTSC) – Cypress and Chatsworth Offices 

 California DTSC– EnviroStor Database 

 California State Water Resources Control Board – GeoTracker Database 

 California Department of Oil, Gas, and Geothermal Resources Database 

 South Coast Air Quality Management District 

Pertinent records received to date and/or obtained from publicly available online sources are 
summarized below.  

United States Environmental Protection Agency (USEPA) Databases 

As of the date of this report the USEPA had not responded to the records request for records 
pertinent to the Site. Geosyntec accessed the USEPA Enforcement and Compliance History Online 
(ECHO) and EnviroFacts databases for information pertaining to the Site. No listings were shown 
in the ECHO and EnviroFacts databases for the Site. Several adjacent facilities were within these 
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databases; however, the listings provided were not indicative of any releases or potential impact 
to the Site.  

San Bernardino County Fire Department 

The San Bernardino County Fire Department (SBCFD) indicated they had numerous records 
related to Site Remediation for the former Bengal Recycling facility. The SBCFD included the soil 
analysis results for the soil sampling and remediation activities that occurred as a result of the 
Bengal Recycling facility burying green-waste and waste from the Kaiser Steel Plant to the south, 
without the landowner’s permission or knowledge. Numerous test and excavation trenches were 
advanced throughout the Site to evaluate the type and extent of waste. Wastes were originally 
removed by Bengal Recycling, and then landfilled areas were later over-excavated under the 
SBCFD due to compaction problems. Samples from the over-excavations were analyzed for semi-
volatile organic compounds (SVOCs), metals, and total petroleum hydrocarbons (TPH) (Secor, 
2000). Further information regarding the remediation activities is included in Section 3.7.  

Cal Fire – Office of the State Marshal 

As of the date of this report, no response has been provided from the Cal Fire Office of the State 
Marshal. If this entity responds, the response and any associated documents will be provided under 
separate cover.  

San Bernardino County Department of Public Works 

The San Bernardino County Department of Public works indicated that they do not have any 
records on file for the Site.  

California Department of Toxic Substances Control (DTSC) Offices and  EnviroStor database 

The DTSC offices indicated they did not have any records on file for the Site. Geosyntec accessed 
the EnviroStor database to search for files associated with the Site. No files were returned for the 
Site; however, several adjacent properties were identified in this database. A summary of findings 
is presented below: 

 Advanced Steel Recovery at 14451 Whittram Avenue, approximately 600 feet southwest of 
the Site, is listed within GeoTracker as an active cleanup site as of 25 February 2016. The soil 
at this facility has been impacted with PCBs and metals due to scrapyard operations. A removal 
action workplan has been submitted to the DTSC for removal of the impacted soil at the facility 
(dated 11 July 2019). Based on the soil only impacts at this facility, the depth to and flow 
direction of groundwater, it is unlikely this facility has adversely affected the Site.  

 The former Kaiser Steel Plant encompassed approximately 1,592 acres its nearest boundary is 
located approximately 0.25 miles south of the Site, at the current Nascar Racing Experience. 
The steel plant declared bankruptcy and was subsequently investigated and divided into four 
operable units (OUs): Tar Pits and Materials Recovery Facility, Auto Club Speedway, East 
Slag Pile Landfill, and Chemwest upper Ponds/Consolidated Waste Cell, AST and related 
piping, Chrome Ponds, and Adjacent Areas. An area named the “Oily Sludge Beds” was also 
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investigated. A deed restriction is in place site-wide to preclude the construction of residential 
or medical developments. The four OUs have been capped, and gas and groundwater 
monitoring programs are in place at this facility. This facility is located hydraulically 
downgradient from the Site and does not appear that it has adversely affected the Site.  

Santa Ana Regional Water Quality Control Board (RWQCB) and GeoTracker Database 

The request to the RWQCB indicated that any responsive records for the request are on 
GeoTracker. Geosyntec accessed the GeoTracker database to search for files associated with the 
Site or adjacent properties. A summary of findings is presented below: 

 The Site is listed within the GeoTracker database under Bengal Recycling (Site ID 
T0607199042). The GeoTracker summary lists the cleanup status of the Site as completed and 
case closed as of 20 April 2000. The oversight agency is not listed on the GeoTracker database; 
however, based on the SBCFD records (see above), the case was closed by the SBCFD. No 
documents or further information are available.  

 G&M Oil SS #37, located at 8515 Cherry Avenue approximately 870 feet northeast of the Site 
at the current Chevron location, is listed in the GeoTracker database with one available 
document. The available Remedial Action Completion Certification document indicates the 
UST case for the G&M Oil facility has been closed as of January 1998. No further action was 
granted from the SBCFD to the facility. Based on the closed nature of the facility, it is not 
likely this facility has adversely impacted the Site.  

 Angelus Block Co., located at 14515 Whittram Avenue approximately 1,000 feet southeast of 
the Site, is listed in the GeoTracker database as a LUST case that has been completed and 
closed as of 28 April 1004. No further information is available about this listing; based on the 
distance from the Site and location hydraulically downgradient from the Site, it is unlikely that 
this facility has adversely affected the Site.  

 Two permitted USTs are listed on GeoTracker, northwest of the Site: Thind Market Inc. at 
14534 Foothill Boulevard, and G&M Oil Co. #62, both permitted by the SBCFD. No additional 
information is supplied for these listings.  

California Department of Oil, Gas, and Geothermal Resources (DOGGR) Database  

Review of the DOGGR database did not indicate the presence of current or historical oil, gas, or 
geothermal wells within one mile of the Site. 

South Coast Air Quality Management District 

Several records were returned for the Site, including a notice of violation for fugitive dust, a permit 
to operate for Eagle Livestock (expired 2006), and a blank inspection form under the entity name 
Robert Mushegain. No specific information was provided. No records were found for the Site on 
the Facility Information Detail database (FIND). 
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3.7 Previous Site Assessment Reports 

A previous Phase I Environmental Site Assessment (Phase I ESA)was prepared in 2017 by Partner 
Engineering and Science, Inc. (Partner), for Duke Realty Limited Partnership (Partner, 2017) and 
is included in Appendix B. The Phase I ESA summarized the previous investigations that had been 
performed at the Site, and is summarized below:  

Phase I Environmental Site Assessment 

The user provided a previous Phase I ESA prepared for the Site by Partner for Duke Realty Limited 
Partnership in 2017 for the purpose of providing Duke with an assessment of environmental 
conditions at the Site.  The Phase I ESA provided information related to previous operations at the 
Site, including vehicle storage and dismantling operations from 1985 to 1992, a wood recycler 
between 1992 and 1999, and vehicle storage and trailer parking from 2005 until 2012. Several 
investigations were conducted at the Site related to the former wood recycling operations, 
beginning in 1997. Chemically-treated wood had been stored at the Site, untreated wood was 
turned into mulch, and the recycling facility had reportedly accepted and buried 
construction/demolition wastes from the Kaiser Steel Plant.  Several soil sampling and trenching 
investigations were performed in the southern portion of the Site from 1997 through  2000, and 
waste was found to be buried as deep as 32 feet bgs.  A Draft  Phase I ESA by Arcadis, incorporated 
into the Partner Phase I ESA by reference, indicated that approximately 9,000 cubic yards of waste 
material was excavated in 1999 and disposed of at an offsite location. The SBCFD, the local 
regulatory agency, subsequently issued the Site no further action (NFA) designation for the 
southern half of the Site on 14 April 2009. In addition, the 2017 Phase I ESA indicated that an 
unspecified LUST case was opened on 17 March 1999 for the Site; however, Partner indicated that 
no other information was available for this listing.  

A Phase II Subsurface investigation was performed by Partner concurrently to the 2017 Phase I 
ESA to evaluate impacts to the subsurface in the northern portion of the Site related to  the truck 
staging operations.  Soil samples were analyzed for volatile organic compounds (VOCs), metals, 
and total petroleum hydrocarbons (TPH). TPH and VOCs were not detected above laboratory 
detection limits; arsenic was detected above residential and industrial DTSC Regional Screening 
Levels, but below background concentrations for typical California soils (Kearney).  

The Partner Phase I ESA concluded that that asbestos- and lead-based paint containing materials 
(ACM and LBP, respectively) are likely to be present at the Site at the residence, due to its age, 
and recommends that an ACM and LBP survey be conducted prior to demolition. The Phase I ESA 
also identified the following HRECs: 1) former buried waste in the southern portion of the Site 
associated with the recycling facility, 2) former use of the northern portion of the Site for storing, 
dismantling, and possibly shredding trucks and trailers from 1992 through 1998, and 3) a legal 
complaint filed in 2008 indicating the Site was being used for the storage of various items including 
inoperable vehicles, junk, trash, and construction debris. Based on the results of the Phase II 
investigation Partner did not recommend any further investigation with regard to former operations 
on the Site.
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4 INTERVIEWS 

Mr. Manoj Hariya with Omnia Development was present during the Site walk and supplied 
information regarding the current occupant and the infiltration wells. Mr Hariya deferred to Mr. 
Sharif Chowdhury (Real Estate Manager) of Cargo Solutions Express, the entity that owns the 
Site. Mr. Chowdhury, interviewed on 8 November 2019 by Ms. Propst, deferred to the most recent 
Phase I ESA for pertinent information; however, a summary of the information obtained during 
Mr. Chowdhury interview is presented below.   

4.1 Interview of Site Manager 

Mr. Chowdhury indicated that he has been involved with the Site since May 2018 and had limited 
knowledge of the Site. A summary of notable responses is below: 

 Mr. Chowdhury indicated he knew the residence was old and may require some testing prior 
to demolition; however, he did not know if sampling had been conducted. Mr. Chowdhury 
indicated a guard is living inside the house to secure the Site until demolition is complete.  
  

 When asked about utilities at the Site, Mr. Chowdhury indicated he did not know of any 
specific providers; however, the residence on the Site is connected to a septic system, but did 
not specify where this was located.  
 

 When asked if fill has been used onsite, Mr. Chowdhury indicated that gravel fill from a nearby 
construction project on Cherry Lane had been used to grade the Site; however, he did not know 
if any testing had been conducted on the soil prior to its use at the Site.  

4.2 Interview of State and/or Local Officials 

No case managers were identified or available at regulatory agencies which may have had files 
related to the Site; therefore, interview of regulatory personnel was not performed. 
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5 SUMMARY OF SITE RECONNAISSANCE 

5.1 Methodology 

The following section summarizes observations made during the Site reconnaissance performed 
by Ms. Rose Propst on 28 October 2019. The Site reconnaissance included a walking survey of 
the Site. The adjoining properties shown on Figure 3 were inspected from public right-of-way. The 
Site layout and features as identified during the Site reconnaissance are depicted on Figure 2. 
Photographs taken during the Site reconnaissance are included in Appendix H.   

5.2 Reconnaissance Observations 

A summary of the reconnaissance observations is provided in Table 1. Notable observations are 
summarized below: 

 The interior of the house appeared very old and dilapidated. No insulation was observed. A hot 
water heater was observed on the exterior of the building. The location of the septic tank was 
not readily observed.  
 

 A vehicle maintenance area was observed behind the residence, with vehicles parked on 
partially-unpaved ground and staged or undergoing maintenance; minor oily staining was 
noted on the concrete pad between the residence and a staged motor home. Minor oily staining 
was observed below a forklift staged on the concrete pad. The pad had some cracks but was 
otherwise in relatively good condition.  
 

 One approximately 40- to 50-gallon empty or nearly-empty fuel tank that appeared to have 
been used on a vehicle was observed on the unpaved ground near the forklift and labeled 
“Diesel Fuel Only”. No surficial staining or odors were noted near the tank.  
 

 A partially-full open 55-gallon drum of suspected oily water was staged on unpaved ground 
beneath a canopy behind the residence outside of any secondary containment. No staining was 
noted around the drum.  
 

 A closed 55-gallon drum labeled for motor oil was observed behind the garage and not within 
secondary containment. No stained soil was observed around the drum.  
 

 A chicken coop was observed along the eastern side of the Site. A rectangular plastic container 
of used oil filters, equipment and auto parts stored on pallets and the ground, tires, several 1- 
to 5-gallon containers labeled as engine lubricant and motor oil, a gas-powered pump, and 
propane tanks were observed in this area. No stained soil was noted in this area. 
 

 A trailer located near the chicken coop was apparently used for storage and was open. When 
approached, a gasoline-like odor was noticed. A small (approximately 15 gallons) unlabeled 
white fuel tank was observed just inside the trailer. An approximately 40- to 50-gallon empty 
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or nearly-empty fuel tank was observed outside the trailer on the ground. and labeled as low-
sulfur diesel fuel. No surficial staining or odors were observed around this tank. 
 

 Vehicles (a motor home, several SUVs/crossovers, a van, and a sedan) were observed around 
the Site, including near the house in the maintenance area, south of the driveway at the entrance 
to the Site, in the southwestern corner of the Site, and a van near the chicken coop area. Minor 
staining was observed below the partially-dismantled vehicle behind the residence.   
 

 Several 4-inch PVC pipes were observed protruding from the ground throughout the Site. 
Communications with the landowner indicated that these are infiltration wells installed in 2018 
used for geotechnical testing conducted in 2018. These wells are not currently used. No 
permitting information is available about these wells. Construction details were not provided; 
the maximum boring depth was 16.5 feet below ground surface. The infiltration report and 
boring logs provided in Appendix B.  
 

 Several stockpiles of gravel were observed and are reportedly being used to grade the Site in 
preparation for redevelopment and parking. This gravel was reportedly brought in from a 
construction site on Cherry Lane; however, the exact location or testing data were not provided. 

No obvious indications of RECs were observed during the reconnaissance. 
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6 SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 

Geosyntec has performed a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment in conformance with the scope 
and limitations of ASTM Practice E 1527-13 for an approximately 9.53-acre property located at 
8565 Almond Avenue.  

6.1 Site Conditions and Use 

The Site consists of one newly-combined lot totaling 9.53 acres (Assessor’s Parcel Number [APN] 
0230-131-31), containing 3 former parcels  (APNs 0230-131-19, 0230-131-28, and 0230-131-29).  
A residential house and garage constructed in approximately 1938 are located in the northwestern 
portion of the Site (Figure 2).  

The Site is currently used as a private residence and was reportedly recently used for livestock 
grazing. The Site was historically used for agriculture until approximately 1953, then historically 
used as a wood recycling facility and landfilling of demolition and green wastes (from the nearby 
Kaiser Steel Plant Facility) in the southern portion of the Site until approximately 2006, then used 
as tractor trailer staging across the entire site until around 2012.  

6.2 Offsite Conditions and Use 

Properties in the Site vicinity were historically used for agriculture, commercial, and residential 
purposes. Currently, a residence and truck storage yard is adjoining the Site to the north, truck 
storage and equipment rental facilities are adjoining the Site to the east and south-southeast, a 
water truck storage yard and construction trailer operation is adjoining to the south, and Almond 
Avenue adjoins to the west. Across Almond Avenue, a trucking and transport company and truck 
repair shop are adjacent to the Site.   

6.3 Data Gaps 

In accordance with ASTM E1527-13, this section documents data gaps in the information obtained 
and reviewed as part of this Phase I ESA and discusses the associated significance. A data gap is 
defined in ASTM E1527-13 as being “… a lack of or inability to obtain information required by 
this practice despite good faith efforts by the environmental professional to gather such 
information.”  Data gaps were identified, however, Geosyntec does not believe that these data 
gaps are significant enough to change the conclusions of this report.  The following data gaps were 
identified: 

 Lack of information regarding use of the residence prior to current use (residence for 
security guard); 

 Septic tank and below-grade wastewater system infrastructure details were not provided;  

 Duration of ongoing SUV, sedan, and van maintenance observed on-Site and disposal of 
maintenance waste records; and 

 Source of gravel fill materials and any testing data performed on the soils.

These data gaps have been incorporated into our Findings. Collectively, in Geosyntec’s opinion, 
none are considered to be significant with respect to identification of additional RECs for the Site.   

6.4 Recognized Environmental Conditions  

We have performed a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment in conformance with the scope and 
limitations of ASTM Practice E 1527-13 of the Site which encompasses approximately 9.53 acres 
at 8565 Almond Avenue in Fontana, California. Any exceptions to, or deletions from, this practice 
are described in Section 6.3 Data Gaps of this report. This assessment has revealed recognized 
environmental conditions, historical recognized environmental conditions, and de minimis 
conditions.in connection with the property. No controlled recognized environmental conditions 
were found in connection with the property. The following RECs were identified at the Site: 

Recognized Environmental Conditions 

 From prior to 1938 to around 1953, the Site was used for agricultural purposes. Between 1985 
until 1992, the southern portion of the Site was historically used as a vehicle and dismantling 
yard, then occupied by a mulch recycler. Later, the Site was used as tractor trailer storage  
(primarily in the northern portion) until 2012. The mulch recycler that operated in the southern 
portion of the Site reportedly accepted treated wood and stored it in a separate area of the 
recycling facility and turned non-treated wood into mulch.  
From approximately 1992 through 1998, both the northern and southern portions of the Site 
were used for vehicle dismantling and possible shredding. This may include removing fluids 
within the vehicles and/or crushing vehicles. No pavement is visible on the Site based on 
review of aerial photographs of the Site. Based on review of the historical uses of the Site, 
there is a potential that the soil may have been impacted by chemicals associated with these 
activities, therefore this finding constitutes a REC.   

The following HRECs were identified at the Site:  

Historical Recognized Environmental Conditions  

 An unpermitted landfill was created by on the Site by a tenant. The material buried on the Site 
included construction/demolition waste from the nearby Kaiser Steel Company. Several Site 
investigations were conducted from 1997 to 2000 to help evaluate the type and extent of the 
waste. By 2000, approximately 9,000 cubic yards of waste and soil and debris had been 
removed from the landfilled portions of the Site under the oversight of San Bernardino County 
Fire Department (SBCFD), the local oversight program at the time. The remediated southern 
portion of the Site was granted No Further Action (NFA) designation by the SBCFD. Based 
on the closure of this portion of the Site to the satisfaction of the oversight agency at the time, 
this finding constitutes an HREC.  
 

 RGA-LUST and LUST cases were listed at the Site under Bengal Recycling within the EDR 
report under local case number 99049. However, no information related to the tank type or 
contents, or the LUST case is noted on GeoTracker or EnviroStor. The entry indicates that a 
release of hydrocarbons occurred to soil only. No further information is noted in the EDR. 
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However, this LUST is noted under the same local case number on the NFA granted by the 
SBCFD in 2009, and further discussion with the SBCFD indicates the LUST was opened and 
closed as part of the clean-up activities. Since this clean-up case has also been granted NFA, 
this finding constitutes an HREC. 
 

6.5 De Minimis Conditions  

De minimis conditions are environmental conditions which generally do not present a threat to 
human health or the environment and that generally would not be the subject of an enforcement 
action if brought to the attention of the appropriate governmental agencies. Conditions determined 
to be de minimis are not RECs.  

 A vehicle maintenance area for personal use was observed behind the residence. This consisted 
of a motor home staged on unpaved ground, a partially-dismantled vehicle staged on bare 
ground and partially on a concrete pad, an intact vehicle staged on bare ground beneath a 
canopy, a forklift staged on the concrete pad, an empty or nearly-empty 40- to 50-gallon tank 
labeled for diesel, an open drum half-full of apparently oily water, and a closed drum labeled 
for motor oil. The tank was not in secondary containment; however, it appeared empty. Minor 
oily staining was noted on the concrete pad near the forklift and the partially-dismantled 
vehicle. No staining was observed on the unpaved ground. Various pieces of auto equipment 
and empty motor oil containers were noted on the ground or on the paved areas closer to the 
residence. The minor oily staining constitutes a de minimis condition. 
 

 A miscellaneous vehicle parts storage area was noted along the eastern-central portion of the 
Site. Two chicken coop structures were observed surrounded by vehicle parts and tires on the 
unpaved ground and on pallets. A container of used oil filters, tires, a gas-powered pump, and 
several propane tanks were noted in this location. A nearby trailer contained a small white, 
unlabeled tank (approximately 15 gallons with no secondary containment) and the wooden 
flooring appears to have absorbed gasoline based on darkened color and smell. A 40- to 50-
gallon tank labeled for diesel that appeared to have been used on a vehicle was observed on 
the unpaved ground; however, it appeared the tank was empty and no longer used. No staining 
was observed near the tank or beneath the equipment noted near the chicken coops.  

 
 Several 4-inch white polyvinyl chloride (PVC) pipes were observed protruding from the 

ground throughout the Site. Communications with the landowner indicates these are infiltration 
wells used for geotechnical testing conducted in 2018, and are not currently used. No staining 
was observed around these wells; therefore, these wells constitute a de minimis condition.   
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7 NON-SCOPE ITEMS 

7.1 Asbestos-Containing Materials (ACM) 

The buildings on the Subject Site were constructed around 1938. Buildings constructed during or 
before 1981 are presumed to contained ACM, unless inspection or sampling are completed to 
refute this presumption. Mr. Chowdhury indicated he had no knowledge if sampling has 
performed; however, he acknowledged the age of the structures and indicated that ACMs may be 
present.  

Please note that this report should not be construed as constituting an asbestos assessment for the 
purposes of demolition or reconstruction or for complying with applicable regulatory standards. 

7.2 Lead-Based Paint (LBP) 

The buildings on the Subject Site were constructed around 1938. Buildings constructed during or 
before 1978 are presumed to contain LBP, unless inspection or sampling are completed to refute 
this presumption.  Mr. Chowdhury indicated that he had no knowledge if sampling has been 
performed; however, he acknowledged the age of the structures and indicated that LBP may be 
present. 

Please note that this report should not be construed as constituting a lead-based paint survey for 
the purposes of demolition or reconstruction or for complying with applicable regulatory 
standards. 

7.3 Water and Mold 

The buildings onsite were constructed around 1938 and have likely been through many renovations 
to include roof repairs and interior remodeling activities. Mr. Chowdhury was not aware of 
reported water damage or mold issues associated with the residence. The interior of the residence 
was observed to be in general disrepair; however, no obvious water damage or mold were 
observed.  

Note that our assessment did not include a thorough review of all building spaces and areas of 
water damage or mold may be present in areas not readily observable. 

7.4 Other Non-Scope Items 

Per- and polyfluorinated alkyl substances (PFAS) are contaminants of emerging concern (CECs) 
and although currently unregulated in California and by the USEPA,  present future business 
environmental risks. PFAS are commonly found in materials such as weatherproofing chemicals 
and aqueous fire-fighting foam (AFFF). A review of historical documents indicates that the San 
Bernardino County Fire Department Station No. 73 was formerly located approximately 580 feet 
directly north of the Site, on the northern side of Arrow Route. Station 73 moved to a new location 
at 8143 Banana Avenue in 2016, which is approximately  0.65 miles northwest of the Site.  No 
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releases are noted for either station address; therefore, it is unlikely that these properties have 
adversely impacted the Site.

9.4.1.1 & 9.4.1.2 Current and Former Property Usage
The property is currently developed with a residence and garage, and is vacant with the exception of several staged vehicles in the northwest, eastern-central, and southwestern portion of the Site. The Site was first developed as agricultural land, then used for 
vehicle staging, crushing, and possibly shredding; the southern portion was also used as a recycling facility that buried green waste and construction/demolition waste from the nearby Kaiser Steel Plant. The wastes were excavated and the Site was used for 
truck staging until 2012, when it was cleared and has remained vacant except for the residence and garage. 

9.4.1.3 & 9.4.1.4
Current and Former Adjoining Property 
Usage

Adjoining properties are largely commercial/industrial, with several truck staging, repair, and rental facilities to the west, south, and east.  A residence and vacant plot of land are adjoining to the north. These adjoining properties were largely agricultural and 
residential, then were developed for industrial and/or commercial warehouse use similar to today, for truck and equipment staging. 

9.4.1.5
Current and Former Use of Surrounding 
Area

Historically, the Site vicinity began as largely agricultural, with the Kaiser Steel Plant being erected around 1953 near the Atchison, Topeka, and Santa Fe railroad to the South. A gravel mine was present to the southwest from around 1953 until 1994. The 
vicinity continued to develop into commercial/industrial properties until the present including the redevelopment of the northern portion of the Kaiser Steel Plant into the Autoclub Speedway, and the vicinity to the north-northwest is still residential. 

9.4.1.6
Geology, Hydrogeology, Hydrology, 
Topography of Site and Adjoining 
Properties

The property is located within the Chino Subbasin and is underlain by Holocene- to Pleistocene-aged interbedded alluvial deposits. Groundwater is estimated to occur 200-250 feet below ground surface and flow to the south-southwest. The topography at the 
Site is relatively flat, as is the surrounding area, with a slight topographic gradient to the southwest. 

9.4.1.7 Onsite Structures One dilapidated wood-frame residence and garage are present on the Site. According to the aerial photographs for the Site, these buildings were constructed around 1938. 

9.4.1.8 Roads and Parking Areas
A driveway from Almond Avenue extends to the residence. No specifically-delineated parking areas exist on the Site; however, several vehicles are staged behind the residence, to the south of the driveway, beneath a canopy in the southwestern portion of the 
Site, and near the east-central portion of the Site near chicken coops. 

9.4.1.9 Potable Water supply Potable water is supplied by the municipality. No former water wells were observed on the Site.

9.4.1.10 & 9.4.4.7 Sewage Disposal or Septic Systems The residence is reportedly connected to a septic system. No evidence of this was observed.  

9.4.2.3 & 9.4.2.8
Hazardous Substances or Petroleum 
Products

One 55-gallon drum labeled as motor oil was observed behind the garage in the northwestern portion of the Site. Three propane tanks were observed on the Site: one near the garage, and two near the chicken coop area. 1- to 5-gallon empty containers were 
observed behind the house and near the chicken coop area. 

9.4.2.4 Underground Storage Tanks No underground storage tanks were observed. 
9.4.2.4 Above-ground Storage Tanks Two portable  50- to 80-gallon diesel tanks were observed at the Site; however, these appeared to be empty or nearly empty. 
9.4.2.5 Odors An odor similar to gasoline was noted in the trailer staged in the eastern-central portion of the Site. It appeared to originate from the floorboards of the trailer and was not observed on the unpaved ground. No other odors were noted. 

9.4.2.6 Pools of Liquids No pools of liquids were observed.

9.4.2.7 Drums and Containers  > 5 Gallons
Several drums used for tools storage, chicken feed,  water, or empty were observed at the Site. One 55-gallon drum of what appears to be oily water was noted behind the residence on unpaved ground. A 55-gallon drum labeled for motor oil was observed 
behind the garage. 

9.4.2.9 Unidentified Substances/Containers As mentioned above, one 55-gallon drum of suspected oily water was staged behind the residence; the exact contents of the drum were not able to be identified. 

9.4.2.10 PCB Items No transformers, elevators, or hydraulic lifts were observed at the Site. The nearest observed pole transformer was on the property to the north. 

9.4.3.1 Heating and Cooling Systems A gas fireplace was observed in the interior of the residence. A window air conditioning unit was observed on the northern side of the residence. 

9.4.3.2 Stains/Corrosion The interior of the residence was in general disrepair. Minor surficial staining (did not appear to be related to oil) and dirt was observed throughout the residence.  

9.4.3.3 Drains and Sumps Drains from the sink and shower in the bathroom were noted. These reportedly drain to a septic tank on the property. 

9.4.4.1
Pits, Ponds, or Lagoons (Onsite and 
Adjoining)

No pits, ponds, or lagoons were observed on or adjoining the Property. 

9.4.4.2 Stained Soil or Pavement Minor oily staining, approximately 2 square feet total, was observed on the concrete pad beneath a partially-dismantled vehicle and forklift. 

9.4.4.3 Stressed Vegetation No stressed vegetation was observed at the Site.

9.4.4.4 Solid Waste A Burrtec dumpster was noted near the entrance to the Site. Debris was staged near the residence and chicken coops in the eastern portion of the Site and trash was noted within an empty drum. 

9.4.4.5 Wastewater or Stormwater Discharge Wastewater isreportedly conveyed to a septic tank. No obvious stormwater conveyance or discharge systems were noted. 

9.4.4.6 Wells
Two 4-inch PVC infiltration testing wells were observed in the central portion of the Site at the time of the Site reconnaissance. The depth of the wells could not be determined at the time of the reconnaissance. One was covered in black cloth and an orange 
cone, and the second was covered with an orange cone only. No staining was noted around the wells.

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impermeable soil layers were present and for geotechnical evaluation purposes. Earth materials encountered within 
the exploratory test holes and geotechnical borings were classified and logged using the guidelines of ASTM 2487.  
The approximate location of the exploratory test holes is shown on the attached Infiltration Location Map, Plate 1.  
The exploratory logs have been included within Appendix A. 
 
EARTH MATERIALS 
 
A general description of the earth materials observed on site is provided below.   
 

• Topsoil (no map symbol):  Residual topsoil, encountered in the upper 1 to 2 feet, blankets the site and 
underlying bedrock.  These materials were noted to be generally dusky brown, silty gravel, which were very 
porous, dry, and in a loose state. 
 

• Quaternary Young Fan Deposits (map symbol Qyf):  Quaternary young fan deposits were encountered to a 
maximum depth of exploration.  The young fan deposits consist predominately of brown to olive, silty gravel, 
and sand.  These deposits were generally noted to be in a dry to slightly moist, loose to very dense state. 

 
GROUNDWATER 
 
Groundwater was not observed within the exploratory excavations.   
 
PERCOLATION INFILTRATION TESTING 
 
The percolation testing method per San Bernardino County Health Department guidelines, with the Porchet Method 
conversion, was utilized to perform a total of six (6) percolation tests on August 14, 2018 to evaluate near surface 
infiltration rates in order to estimate the amount of storm water runoff that can infiltrate into the WQMP areas.  The 
percolation tests were performed in general accordance with the requirements of Appendix D of the Technical 
Guidance Document for Water Quality Management Plans (WQMP), prepared by San Bernardino County Stormwater 
Program.  The percolation tests were performed within 4-foot-deep, 8- inch diameter tests holes. The final 
percolation test reading and infiltration rate is summarized in the following table and the test data recorded in the 
field is included in Appendix B. 
 
DOUBLE RING INFILTRATION TESTING 
 
The double ring infiltrometer test method was utilized to perform a total of six (6) infiltration tests on October 15, 
2018, on August 21,2019, and on September 4, 2019 to evaluate near surface infiltration rates in order to estimate 
the amount of storm water runoff that can infiltrate into the onsite WQMP areas.  The infiltration tests were 
performed in general accordance with the requirements of double ring infiltration testing, ASTM D3385 and general 
infiltration testing requirements of the San Bernardino County Local Agency Management Program (LAMP).   
 
The infiltration tests were performed using double ring infiltrometer and Mariotte tubes at a depth of 3 to 9 feet 
below existing grades.  The locations of the infiltration tests are indicated on the attached Infiltration Map, Plate 1.  
The double ring infiltrometer tests were located by property boundary measurement on the site plan and by using 
geographic features. Infiltration test data recorded in the field are summarized in the following table and is included 
within Appendix B including the graph of Infiltration Rate versus Elapsed Time.

TEST RESULTS 
 
The Double Ring infiltration test rates ranged from 16.13 to 28.51 inches per hour (in/hr) in the vicinity of DR-5 and 
DR-6. A factor of safety of 2 will be applied to the measured rates in order to achieve a design rate.   
 
 

CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
 
The factor of safety for the infiltration design was determined using Worksheet H from Appendix D of the San 
Bernardino County Stormwater Program. The suitable assessment safety factor was calculated to be 1. However, 
the minimum factor of safety of 2 will be applied to the measured infiltration rates. Section B of Worksheet H is 
pending per review by the designing engineer. 
 
Based on the data presented in this report and the recommendations set forth herein, it is the opinion of Earth Strata 
Geotechnical Services Inc., that the WQMP areas, utilizing a minimum factor of safety of 2, can be designed for an in-
situ infiltration rate of 14 inches per hour in the vicinity of DR-5 and 8 inches per hour in the vicinity of DR-6. The 
areas of DR-1 through DR-4 should be avoided.

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EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 

Partner Engineering and Science, Inc. (Partner) has performed a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment 

(ESA) in general accordance with the scope of work and limitations of ASTM Standard Practice E1527-13, 

the Environmental Protection Agency Standards and Practices for All Appropriate Inquiries (AAI) (40 CFR 

Part 312) and set forth by Duke Realty Limited Partnership for the property located at 8565 Almond 

Avenue in the City of Fontana, San Bernardino County, California (the “subject property”).  The Phase I 

Environmental Site Assessment is designed to provide Duke Realty Limited Partnership with an 

assessment concerning environmental conditions (limited to those issues identified in the report) as they 

exist at the subject property.

The subject property is a 9.53-acre parcel of land improved with a one-story, single-family residential 

structure and two ancillary structures. The residential structure is situated in the northwest corner of the 

subject property; while the remaining portions of the subject property are vacant and house grazing land.  

On-site operations consist of residential living and horse grazing. 

According to available historical sources, the subject property was formerly undeveloped as early as 1896; 

developed with the residential structures currently on the northwest portion in 1940; for agricultural and 

farm use between 1938 and circa 1975; used for vehicle storage, dismantling and possibly shredding 

trucks and trailers between 1992 and 1998; occupied with a mulch recycler along the southern half 

between 1992 and 1999; used for vehicle storage and trailer parking between 2005 and 2012; and has 

been mostly vacant land (with exception to the northwest portion) since 2014.  Tenants on the subject 

property have included Bengal Recycling along the southern half (1992 to 1999).  Significant 
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environmental conditions including the presence of a former buried waste materials were formerly 

associated with the subject property. Various environmental investigations and remedial actions have 

been performed under regulatory reporting requirements and regulatory oversight. Additional details are 

presented in the below findings section.  

The immediately surrounding properties consist of a residential home and vacant land to the north; 

commercial properties to the south; residential homes, Terex Utilities, Advanced Steel, Quinonez, and a 

commercial property to the east; and residential homes and a commercial property to the west across 

Almond Avenue.   

According to a previous subsurface investigation conducted on a nearby property (13560 Whittram 

Avenue and Case #2002024) and topographic map interpretation, the depth and direction of groundwater 

in the vicinity of the subject property is inferred to be approximately 250-feet below ground surface (bgs) 

and flow is toward the southwest. 

Findings 

A recognized environmental condition (REC) refers to the presence or likely presence of any hazardous 

substances or petroleum products in, on, or at a property: due to release to the environment; under 

conditions indicative of a release to the environment; or under conditions that pose a material threat of a 

future release to the environment.  The following was identified during the course of this assessment:   

 Partner did not identify any recognized environmental conditions during the course of this 

assessment. A Phase II Subsurface Investigation was performed on the subject property concurrent 

with this Phase I ESA to supplement and further evaluate subsurface conditions relative suspect 

environmental conditions. No contaminants of concern were identified either above naturally 

occurring background levels (select metal constituents) or above laboratory analytical detection 

limits (total petroleum hydrocarbons and volatile organic compounds). As such, no further 

investigation or remedial actions are warranted. 

A controlled recognized environmental condition (CREC) refers to a REC resulting from a past release of 

hazardous substances or petroleum products that has been addressed to the satisfaction of the applicable 

regulatory authority, with hazardous substances or petroleum products allowed to remain in place subject 

to the implementation of required controls.  The following was identified during the course of this 

assessment:    

 Partner did not identify any controlled recognized environmental conditions during the course of 

this assessment.  

A historical recognized environmental condition (HREC) refers to a past release of any hazardous 

substances or petroleum products that has occurred in connection with the property and has been 

addressed to the satisfaction of the applicable regulatory authority or meeting unrestricted use criteria 

established by a regulatory authority, without subjecting the property to any required controls.  The 

following was identified during the course of this assessment:   
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 According to available historical sources, the southern half of the subject property was formerly 

used for vehicle storage and dismantling between 1985 and 1992, occupied with a mulch recycler 

along the between 1992 and 1999, and used for vehicle storage and trailer parking between 2005 

and 2012.  According to a Draft Phase I Environmental Site Assessment Report (Arcadis, 2014), the 

southern half of the subject property was formerly occupied by Bengal Recycling for recycling 

green waste and reportedly accepted construction debris from the former Kaiser Steel Plant 

located approximately 0.25-miles south of the subject property.  According to previous reports, 

several test trenches were excavated throughout the southern half of the subject property 

beginning in 1997, near a target area identified by an employee.  Samples of black, fine grained 

granular material containing demolition type wastes, and soil stockpiled near railroad cross ties 

collected from the southeast portion of the subject property were analyzed for total metals, 

volatile organic compounds (VOCs), semi-volatile organic compounds (SVOCs), and extractable 

fuel hydrocarbons.  Chromium, lead, select VOCs, polynuclear aromatic compounds (PNAs – a 

subset of SVOCs), and extractable fuel hydrocarbons, were detected; with select concentrations 

being above the regulatory action/cleanup limits.  A Leaking Underground Storage Tank (LUST) 

incident case and Spills, Leaks, Investigations, and Cleanup (SLIC) release incident was reported to 

and under the regulatory oversight of the San Bernardino County Fire Department Hazardous 

Materials Division (SBCFD). Partner submitted a Freedom of Information Act Request (FOIA 

Request) to the SBCFD for which a response is pending and outstanding.  According to the SLIC 

listing, a release of other solvent or non-petroleum hydrocarbon was opened on February 22, 

1999, and the LUST release was reported on March 17, 1999.  According to the LUST listing, a 

release of hydrocarbons was reported which impacted soil only. A preliminary 

investigation/remedial action work plan was submitted on February 22, 1999. Additional 

information related to the LUST release was not specified within the regulatory database report or 

GeoTracker website.  Additional investigations and remedial actions identified and delineated the 

presence of buried wastes within two buried pits in the southern portion of the subject property 

with a depth maximum of 32-feet bgs. The source of imported buried wastes was allegedly from 

the former Kaiser Steel Plant; while select surficial wastes was likely recycling wood based tenant 

operations. The buried waste included treated wood waste, demolition debris and soils impacted 

with various organic contaminants including PNAs, benzo[a]pyrene, and dibenz[a,h]anthrance 

(known carcinogens), and elevated concentrations of inorganic contaminants including soluble 

lead and soluble chlordane (associated with former wood treatment operations). The volume and 

distribution of the waste discovered in the subsurface was described as creating a “landfill” 

condition at the subject property. Remedial actions including the excavation of the buried waste 

and off-site disposal was performed. Approximately 8,920 cubic yards of debris and solid waste 

impacted by hazardous substances were removed from the subject property in April and July 

1999.  Regulatory reporting and oversight was provided by SBCFD. Upon review of investigation 

and remedial action activities, SBCFD issued a No Further Action Letter (NFA Letter) on April 14, 

2009. Based on the investigation and remedial actions performed including the excavation, 

removal and off-site disposal of waste material, the regulatory oversight and issued NFA Letter, 
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and supplemental/confirmation information obtained from the 2017 Partner Phase II Subsurface 

Investigation, the removed buried waste material formerly located in the southern half of the 

subject property is a historical recognized environmental condition for which no further 

environmental investigation or remedial actions are warranted.  

 According to historical sources, the subject property (northern and southern portions) was used 

for storing, dismantling, and possibly shredding trucks and trailers from 1992 through 1998.  

During auto dismantling operations, vehicles are typically raised, drilled, and pumped of any fluid 

which may have been stored in the various fluid containers/reservoirs within the vehicle prior to 

the disassembly and/or crushing of the vehicles.  The surface of the subject property appears to 

have been unpaved (earthen) during the period which these operations took place.  The extracted 

fluids are typically transferred/conveyed/stored into appropriate ASTs.   A Phase II Subsurface 

Investigation was performed on the subject property concurrent with this Phase I ESA to further 

evaluate subsurface conditions relative the aforementioned. With the exception of select metal 

constituents attributed to naturally occurring background concentrations, no contaminants of 

concern were identified above laboratory analytical detection limits, and as such, no further 

investigation or corrective actions are warranted. A summary of the Phase II Subsurface 

Investigation is provided within this section. 

 According to the Draft Phase I Environmental Site Assessment Report prepared by Arcadis US 

Incorporated (Arcadis) in 2014, a legal complaint was filed in 2008 against the subject property 

owners for “creating a nuisance to include conducting a storage yard of various items including 

inoperable/operable vehicles and parts, storage containers, wood and construction debris, junk, 

and trash”. Associated debris was reportedly removed and was not observed in 2014 during 

associated site reconnaissance activities nor within Partner’s 2017 site reconnaissance. A Phase II 

Subsurface Investigation was performed on the subject property concurrent with this Phase I ESA 

to further evaluate subsurface conditions relative the aforementioned. With the exception of 

select metal constituents attributed to naturally occurring background concentrations, no 

contaminants of concern were identified above laboratory analytical detection limits, and as such, 

no further investigation or corrective actions are warranted. A summary of the Phase II Subsurface 

Investigation is provided within this section. 

An environmental issue refers to environmental concerns identified by Partner, which do not qualify as 

RECs; however, warrant further discussion.  The following was identified during the course of this 

assessment:  

 A Phase II Subsurface Investigation was performed on the subject property concurrent with this 

Phase I ESA to further evaluate subsurface conditions relative to the former agricultural activities, 

auto dismantling-site activities, and stockpiled soil.  A total of ten (10) soil borings were advanced 

to depths of 11 and 15 feet along the north portion, and five feet along the south portion in 

select areas based on historical aerial photographs and suspected operational areas. A total of ten 

(10) soil samples, collected at varying depths were submitted for laboratory analysis of volatile 

organic compounds (VOCs), carbon chain total petroleum hydrocarbons (TPH-cc), and for 
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California Administrative Manual (CAM) 17 metals.  None of the analyzed soil samples contained 

detectable concentrations of TPH-cc or VOCs above laboratory analytical method detection limits 

or state regulatory guidance and screening levels within analyzed soil samples. Arsenic was 

detected in three of the analyzed soil samples at concentrations exceeding screening levels.  It 

should be noted that the screening levels are well below typical background concentrations and 

none of the three detected concentrations of arsenic exceeded the background concentration for 

typical California soils.  It appears that the detected concentrations of arsenic exceeding screening 

levels can be attributed to background levels at this time.  No other metals were detected above 

background concentrations.  Neither saturated soil conditions nor groundwater were encountered 

during subsurface investigations which extended to a maximum depth of 15-feet below ground 

surface. As such, collection and laboratory analysis of groundwater was not performed. Based on 

the Subsurface Investigation, there is no evidence of a release of hazardous materials from the 

subject property and Partner recommends no further investigation with respect to the former 

auto dismantling operations and former soil stockpiles on-site.  As such, Partner did not identify 

any recognized environmental conditions in connection with the subject property, and no further 

investigation or corrective actions are warranted. 

 Due to the age of the subject property buildings, there is a potential that asbestos-containing 

material (ACM) and/or lead-based paint (LBP) are present.  Overall, suspect ACMs and painted 

surfaces were observed in good condition. Prior to planned demolition activities a comprehensive 

ACM and LBP survey is recommended to identify and appropriately manage and abate ACM and 

LBP materials in accordance with regulatory requirements. 

Conclusions, Opinions and Recommendations 

Partner has performed a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment in conformance with the scope and 

limitations of ASTM Practice E1527-13 of 8565 Almond Avenue in the City of Fontana, San Bernardino 

County, California (the “subject property”).  Any exceptions to, or deletions from, this practice are 

described in Section 1.5 of this report.   

This assessment has revealed no evidence of recognized environmental conditions in connection with the 

subject property.  However, environmental issues relative to future/planned redevelopments are 

identified. Based on the conclusions of this assessment, Partner recommends the following: 

 In the event of a change in use of the subject property involving planned demolition, a Pre-

Demolition Environmental Survey inclusive of an asbestos identification survey, a lead-paint 

identification survey, other hazardous materials, and universal waste survey (such as mercury-

containing devices, CFC-containing devices, remaining petroleum products or hazardous 

substances after tenant vacancy, etc.) is recommended to be completed to identify and 

appropriately manage or abate regulated materials in accordance with local and state regulatory 

requirements. 
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1.0 INTRODUCTION 

Partner Engineering and Science, Inc. (Partner) has performed a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment 

(ESA) in general conformance with the scope and limitations of ASTM Standard Practice E1527-13 and the 

Environmental Protection Agency Standards and Practices for All Appropriate Inquiries (AAI) (40 CFR Part 

312) for the property located at 8565 Almond Avenue in the City of Fontana, San Bernardino County, 

California (the “subject property”).  Any exceptions to, or deletions from, this scope of work are described 

in the report. 

1.1 Purpose 

The purpose of this ESA is to identify existing or potential Recognized Environmental Conditions (as 

defined by ASTM Standard E1527-13) affecting the subject property that: 1) constitute or result in a 

material violation or a potential material violation of any applicable environmental law; 2) impose any 

material constraints on the operation of the subject property or require a material change in the use 

thereof; 3) require clean-up, remedial action or other response with respect to Hazardous Substances or 

Petroleum Products on or affecting the subject property under any applicable environmental law; 4) may 

affect the value of the subject property; and 5) may require specific actions to be performed with regard 

to such conditions and circumstances.  The information contained in the ESA Report will be used by Client 

to: 1) evaluate its legal and financial liabilities for transactions related to foreclosure, purchase, sale, loan 

origination, loan workout or seller financing; 2) evaluate the subject property’s overall development 

potential, the associated market value and the impact of applicable laws that restrict financial and other 

types of assistance for the future development of the subject property; and/or 3) determine whether 

specific actions are required to be performed prior to the foreclosure, purchase, sale, loan origination, 

loan workout or seller financing of the subject property. 

This ESA was performed to permit the User to satisfy one of the requirements to qualify for the innocent 

landowner, contiguous property owner, or bona fide prospective purchaser limitations on scope of 

Comprehensive Environmental Response, Compensation and Liability Act (CERCLA) (42 U.S.C. §9601) 

liability (hereinafter, the “landowner liability protections,” or “LLPs”).  ASTM Standard E1527-13 constitutes 

“all appropriate inquiry into the previous ownership and uses of the property consistent with good 

commercial or customary practice” as defined at 42 U.S.C. §9601(35)(B). 

1.2 Scope of Work 

The scope of work for this ESA is in general accordance with the requirements of ASTM Standard E1527-

13.  This assessment included: 1) a property and adjacent site reconnaissance; 2) interviews with key 

personnel; 3) a review of historical sources; 4) a review of regulatory agency records; and 5) a review of a 

regulatory database report provided by a third-party vendor.  Partner contacted local agencies, such as 

environmental health departments, fire departments and building departments in order to determine any 

current and/or former hazardous substances usage, storage and/or releases of hazardous substances on 

the subject property.  Additionally, Partner researched information on the presence of activity and use 

limitations (AULs) at these agencies.  As defined by ASTM E1527-13, AULs are the legal or physical 

restrictions or limitations on the use of, or access to, a site or facility: 1) to reduce or eliminate potential 
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exposure to hazardous substances or petroleum products in the soil or groundwater on the subject 

property; or 2) to prevent activities that could interfere with the effectiveness of a response action, in 

order to ensure maintenance of a condition of no significant risk to public health or the environment.  

These legal or physical restrictions, which may include institutional and/or engineering controls (IC/ECs), 

are intended to prevent adverse impacts to individuals or populations that may be exposed to hazardous 

substances and petroleum products in the soil or groundwater on the property. 

If requested by Client, this report may also include the identification, discussion of, and/or limited 

sampling of asbestos-containing materials (ACMs), lead-based paint (LBP), mold, and/or radon. 

1.3 Limitations 

Partner warrants that the findings and conclusions contained herein were accomplished in accordance 

with the methodologies set forth in the Scope of Work.  These methodologies are described as 

representing good commercial and customary practice for conducting an ESA of a property for the 

purpose of identifying recognized environmental conditions.  There is a possibility that even with the 

proper application of these methodologies there may exist on the subject property conditions that could 

not be identified within the scope of the assessment or which were not reasonably identifiable from the 

available information.  Partner believes that the information obtained from the record review and the 

interviews concerning the subject property is reliable.  However, Partner cannot and does not warrant or 

guarantee that the information provided by these other sources is accurate or complete.  The conclusions 

and findings set forth in this report are strictly limited in time and scope to the date of the evaluations.  

The conclusions presented in the report are based solely on the services described therein, and not on 

scientific tasks or procedures beyond the scope of agreed-upon services or the time and budgeting 

restraints imposed by the Client.  No other warranties are implied or expressed. 

Some of the information provided in this report is based upon personal interviews, and research of 

available documents, records, and maps held by the appropriate government and private agencies.  This 

report is subject to the limitations of historical documentation, availability, and accuracy of pertinent 

records, and the personal recollections of those persons contacted. 

This practice does not address requirements of any state or local laws or of any federal laws other than 

the all appropriate inquiry provisions of the LLPs.  Further, this report does not intend to address all of the 

safety concerns, if any, associated with the subject property. 

Environmental concerns, which are beyond the scope of a Phase I ESA as defined by ASTM include the 

following: ACMs, LBP, radon, and lead in drinking water.  These issues may affect environmental risk at the 

subject property and may warrant discussion and/or assessment; however, are considered non-scope 

issues.  If specifically requested by the Client, these non-scope issues are discussed in Section 6.3.

1.5 Limiting  Conditions 

The findings and conclusions contain all of the limitations inherent in these methodologies that are 

referred to in ASTM E1527-13.   

Specific limitations and exceptions to this ESA are more specifically set forth below:  

 Interviews with past owners, operators and occupants were not reasonably ascertainable and thus 

constitute a data gap.  Based on information obtained from other historical sources (as discussed 

in Section 3.0), this data gap is not expected to alter the findings of this assessment. 

 Partner requested information relative to deed restrictions and environmental liens, and a title 

search from the Report User.  This information was not provided at the time of the assessment. 

 Partner was unable to determine the property use at 5-year intervals, which constitutes a data 

gap.  Except for property tax files and recorded land title records, which were not considered to 

be sufficiently useful, Partner reviewed all standard historical sources and conducted appropriate 

interviews. This data gap is not expected to alter the findings of this assessment. 

 Partner submitted Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) requests to San Bernardino County Fire 

Department Hazardous Materials Division (SBCFD) and the San Bernardino County Land Use 

Service Building & Safety (SBC LUS BS) for information pertaining to hazardous substances, 

underground storage tanks, releases, inspection records for the subject property.  As of this 

writing, these agencies have not responded to Partner’s requests.  Based on information obtained 

from other historical sources, this limitation is not expected to alter the overall findings of this 

assessment. 
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 Partner was not provided access to interior units in the subject property buildings. However, 

based on the nature of occupancy (residential), it is Partner's opinion that this limitation is not 

expected to alter the overall findings of this assessment. 

 Due to the size of the subject property, Partner performed a site inspection of the property 

utilizing a field technique of traversing the site in an attempt to provide an overlapping field of 

view.  Due to the size of the property and the vegetation present on-site, isolated areas of the site 

may have not been accessible for direct observation during Partner’s inspection.  
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2.0 SITE DESCRIPTION 

2.1 Site Location and Legal Description  

The subject property at 8565 Almond Avenue in Fontana, California is located on the east side of Almond 

Avenue, south of the intersection of Arrow Route and Almond Avenue.  According to the San Bernardino 

County Assessor (SBCA), the subject property is legally described as:

2.2 Current Property Use 

The subject property is a 9.53-acre parcel of land improved with a one-story, single-family residential 

structure and two ancillary structures. The residential structure is situated in the northwest corner of the 

subject property; while the remaining portions of the subject property are vacant and house grazing land.  

On-site operations consist of residential living and horse grazing. 

The subject property is designated for industrial development by the City of Fontana. 

The subject property or tenants thereof are included within the environmental regulatory database and 

registered as the following: State Leaking Underground Storage Tank List site (LUST); and Spills, Leaks, 

Investigations, and Cleanup (SLIC) site.  Regulatory database listings are further discussed in Section 4.2. 

2.3 Current Use of Adjacent Properties 

The subject property is located within a mixed commercial, industrial, and residential area of San 

Bernardino County.  During the vicinity reconnaissance, Partner observed the following land use on 

properties in the immediate vicinity of the subject property:

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The adjacent property to the southwest was identified within the environmental regulatory database 

report as a Resource Conservation and Recovery Act-Small Quantity Generator (RCRA-SQG), Facility Index 

System Sites List (FINDS), Enforcement & Compliance History Information (ECHO), Facility and Manifest 

Data (HAZNET), San Bernardino County (San Bern Co Permit), PCB Activity Database System (PADS), 

Resource Conservation and Recovery Act Non-Generators (RCRA–NonGen/NLR), Waste Discharge System 

(WDS); to the east as an RCRA-SQG, FINDS, HAZNET, San Bern Co. Permit, ECHO, Statewide Environmental 

Evaluation and Planning System for Underground Storage Tanks (SWEEPS UST), California Facility 

Inventory Database Underground Storage Tanks (CA FID UST), and Emission Inventory Data (EMI) site.  

Regulatory database listings are further discussed in Section 4.2. 

2.4 Physical Setting Sources 

2.4.1  Topography  

The United States Geological Survey (USGS) Fontana, California Quadrangle 7.5-minute series topographic 

map was reviewed for this ESA.  According to the contour lines on the topographic map, the subject 

property is located at approximately 1,180 feet above mean sea level.  The contour lines in the area of the 

subject property indicate the area is sloping moderately toward the southwest.   

The 2012 ortho-image layer (i.e. aerial photographic layer) associated with the most recent 2015 USGS 

topographic map depicts structure and features similar in size and location as those observed during in 

the Partner site reconnaissance. These structures and features have been described in the previously 

current property use section, Section 2.2. 

A copy of the topographic map (ortho-image turned off) is included as Figure 3. 

2.4.2 Hydrology  

According to topographic map interpretation, the direction of groundwater in the vicinity of the subject 

property is inferred to flow toward the southwest.  The nearest surface water in the vicinity of the subject 

property is the West Fontana Channel and spreading grounds reservoir approximately 1/8-mile south of 

the subject property.  No settling ponds, lagoons, surface impoundments, wetlands or natural catch 

basins were observed at the subject property during this assessment.   

According to available information, a public water system operated by the Inland Empire Utilities Agency 

(IEUA) serves the subject property vicinity.  According to a representative of the IEUA, shallow 

groundwater beneath the subject property is not utilized for domestic purposes.  The sources of public 

water for the IEUA and unincorporated San Bernardino County are surface water from the state water 

project and groundwater wells in the Chino and Lytle Groundwater basins located approximately 10 miles 

northeast. 

According to a previous subsurface investigation conducted on a nearby property (13560 Whittram 

Avenue and Case #2002024), the depth of groundwater in the vicinity of the subject property is inferred 

to be approximately 250-feet below ground surface (bgs).   
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2.4.3 Geology/Soils  

The subject property is situated within the Peninsular Ranges physiographic province of the State of 

California.  The uppermost geologic formation underlying the soils at the subject property are Quaternary 

alluvium and marine deposits (Pliocene to Holocene in age), consisting of alluvium, lake, playa, and 

terrace deposits; unconsolidated and semi-consolidated. Mostly non-marine, but includes marine deposits 

near the coast.  

Based on information obtained from the USDA Natural Resources Conservation Service Web Soil Survey 

online database, the subject property is mapped as Tujunga gravelly loamy sand.  The Tujunga series 

consists of very deep, somewhat excessively drained soils that formed in alluvium from granitic sources. 

Tujunga soils are on alluvial fans and floodplains, including urban areas.  Slopes range from 0 to 9 

percent. 

2.4.4 Flood Zone Information  

Partner performed a review of the Flood Insurance Rate Map, published by the Federal Emergency 

Management Agency.  According to Community Panel Number 06071C8651H, dated August 28, 2008, the 

subject property appears to be located in Zone X, an area located outside of the 100-year and 500-year 

flood plains.

Partner obtained historical use information about the subject property from a variety of sources.  A 

chronological listing of the historical data found is summarized in the table below:

According to available historical sources, the southern half of the subject property was formerly used for 

vehicle storage and dismantling between 1960s and 1980s, occupied with a mulch recycler along the 

between 1992 and 1999, and used for vehicle storage and trailer parking between 2005 and 2012.  In 

addition, when the southern half of the subject property was occupied by Bengal Recycling for recycling 

green waste (between 1992 and 1999) it reportedly accepted construction debris from the former Kaiser 

Steel plant located approximately 0.25-miles south of the subject property. Environmental conditions 

associated with the subject property are discussed in detail within Section 5.2.6.

Based on the regulatory status, relative distance across the intersection, 

and inferred direction of groundwater flow (down-gradient relative to the subject property), this 

listing is not expected to represent a significant environmental concern and it is unlikely that a 

regulatory file review for this site would alter the findings of this assessment. 

 The adjacent property, identified as Hogan Motor Leasing at 8594 Cherry Avenue, is located 

adjacent to the east of the subject property (hydrologically cross-gradient). This site was listed as 

an EPA permitted generator of hazardous in 2000, with an EPA ID CAR000074971, for 

tetrachloroethylene, and as a HAZNET generator of hazardous waste from 2000 through 2004, 

notably of other organic solids and an aqueous solution with total organic residues less than 10 

percent.  No violations were listed in connection with the EPA RCRA-SQG and ECHO listings.  This 

facility was also permitted by San Bernardino County for storing hazardous chemicals, small 

quantity generator, and as a special generator, and special handler.  Based on the regulatory 

status, relative distance across the intersection, and inferred direction of groundwater flow (cross-

gradient relative to the subject property), this listing is not expected to represent a significant 

environmental concern and it is unlikely that a regulatory file review for this site would alter the 

findings of this assessment.  

 The adjacent property, identified as Pacific Stress Systems at 8640 Cherry Avenue, is located 

adjacent to the east of the subject property (hydrologically cross-gradient). This site was listed as 

maintaining at least one UST.  No details related to the capacity, contents, installation, 

construction, or status were provided.  This facility was also listed as an emitter from 2002 

through 2005 of total organic hydrocarbon gases, reactive organic gases, carbon monoxide gases, 
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oxides of nitrogen (NOX), oxides of sulfur (SOX), and particulate matter.  This facility was also 

permitted by San Bernardino County as a special generator and special handler.  No additional 

information regarding the presence or a release of hazardous materials, or violations was 

identified in connection with this site.  Based on the regulatory status, relative distance across the 

intersection, and inferred direction of groundwater flow (cross-gradient relative to the subject 

property), this listing is not expected to represent a significant environmental concern and it is 

unlikely that a regulatory file review for this site would alter the findings of this assessment. 

Based on the findings, vapor migration is not expected to represent a significant environmental concern 

at this time.

petroleum products in, on, or from the subject property; or any notices from a governmental entity 

regarding any possible violation of environmental laws or possible liability relating to hazardous 

substances or petroleum products.   

According to Mr. Mushegain, the subject property was previously used for farming, wood storage, and 

green waste recycling.  Several previous subsurface investigations were conducted, as further discussed in 

Section 5.2.6.

The User did not provide information that is commonly known or reasonably ascertainable within the local 

community about the subject property at the time of the assessment – beyond that the subject property 

is occupied by a residential structure and that previous environmental investigations were associated with 

the subject property. Previous environmental reports were provided by the User and are discussed in 

detail within Section 5.2.6.

The following information was provided to Partner for review during the course of this assessment. Copies 

of pertinent pages reviewed are included in Appendix B.  

Correspondence, Alton Geoscience (March 13, 1997) 

Alton Geoscience (Alton) prepared this letter to Bengal Recycling, Incorporated.  The purpose of the letter 

was to submit a proposal for an initial site assessment.  According to the letter, Bengal Recycling 

Incorporated had conducted wood recycling operations on the subject property since 1992.  As part of 

the operations, chemically treated wood was separated and stored in a designated area for off-site 

disposal, while untreated wood is turned into mulch.  The north portion and entire property were 

occupied for auto dismantling prior to 1992, and as such, subsurface assessment activities were proposed.   

Results of Chemical Analysis of Samples Collected from the “Outtake” Material Storage Pile, Alton 

Geoscience (March 31, 1997) 

Alton prepared this report on behalf of Bengal Recycling, Incorporated.  The assessment was performed 

on the southwest corner of the subject property occupied by Bengal Recycling.  The purpose of the report 

was to obtain samples from different grades of waste materials, including grained dirt and wood dust, 

wood splinters, and chunks.  One soil sample from beneath the waste pile was also collected from one to 

two feet bgs and was analyzed for halogenated and aromatic volatile organic compounds (VOCs) and for 

semi-volatile organic compounds (SVOCs).  Various chemicals of concern were detected within the 

composite sample taken from the waste materials, notably tetrachloroethene (PCE) at 7.2 micrograms per 

kilogram (ug/kg).  The concentration of PCE within the waste extract was deemed to be less than that 

obtained from the solid waste sample, below the regulatory hazardous waste classification of 700 

micrograms per liter.  Creosote was not deemed to be present within the samples obtained, as such, Alton 

concluded that the waste does not exhibit hazardous toxicity characteristics, however, a more thorough 

sampling program was recommended.  
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Report of Preliminary Investigation of Buried Waste 8625-8645 Almond Avenue, Fontana, California, 

Geomatrix Consultants Incorporated (June 17, 1997) 

Geomatrix Consultants, Incorporated (Geomatrix) prepared this report on behalf of Rutan & Tucker, LLP 

and behalf of Mr. Richard Mushegain.  The purpose of the report was to assess the subsurface of the 

subject property as a result of buried contaminated waste from the former Kaiser Steel Plant generated 

from the construction of a new raceway.  As part of the investigation, several test trenches were excavated 

throughout the southern half of the subject property near a target area identified by an employee as 

possibly affected.  Samples of black, fine grained granular material containing demolition type wastes, and 

soil stockpiled near railroad cross ties collected from the southeast portion of the subject property were 

analyzed for total metals, SVOCs, and extractable fuel hydrocarbons.  Visible vapor was observed during 

the excavation activities.  Chromium, lead, select VOCs, polynuclear aromatic compounds (PNAs – a subset 

of SVOCs), and extractable fuel hydrocarbons, were detected, some above the regulatory limits.  PNAs 

were also detected at levels above the regulatory limits, and the extent and location of the buried waste 

were not known during the issuance of the report.  A more comprehensive assessment of the property 

through additional trenches or soil borings was recommended.   

Soil Sampling and Analysis, Kendal/Adams Group Incorporated (March 6, 1998) 

Kendal/Adams Group Incorporated (KAGI) prepared this report on behalf of Mr. Mushegain.  The purpose 

of the report was to assess the materials found at 8625 to 8645 Almond Avenue portion of the subject 

property.  As part of the assessment, five samples were obtained from the materials exposed from an 

earlier excavation and one from a stockpile near the southern limits of the subject property and were 

analyzed for PNAs, with one sample additionally analyzed for fuel characterization.  The PNA constituent, 

benzo[a]pyrene, was detected above regulatory limits.  Based on the detection, KAGI recommended metal 

analysis to be performed, since such constituents are typically found in foundry sand.   

Preliminary Remedial Investigation Data and Letter Workplan for Further Remedial Investigation, Secor 

International Incorporated (July 9, 1999) 

Secor International Incorporated (Secor) prepared this report on behalf of County of San Bernardino.  The 

purpose of the report was to present analytical results from samples obtained during the remedial 

investigation conducted on April 1999.  Debris buried as deep as 28 feet bgs were encountered during the 

investigation, however, during court proceedings, information was obtained indicating that potential 

hazardous substances may have been buried as deep as 50 feet bgs.  As such, additional investigation to 

assess the extent of buried wastes was recommended.   

Remedial Investigation and Feasibility Study, Secor International Incorporated (August 3, 1999) 

Secor prepared this report on behalf of Rutan & Tucker, LLP care of Richard Montevideo, Esq.  The 

purpose of the investigation was to characterize the nature and extent of the hazardous substances and 

solid waste on the subject property, including the concentration and distributions, and to identify the 

potential treatment options and techniques to implement remedial action.  Secor summarized all remedial 

investigation field activities conducted to date.  Additional exploration excavations were conducted in 
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April and July 1999.  Approximately 8,920 cubic yards of debris and solid waste impacted by hazardous 

substances was identified on the subject property.  Additional soil sampling was conducted within areas 

not previously sampled.  Samples were also collected from buried and stockpiled debris and solid wastes. 

Imported wastes believed to be from the former Kaiser Steel Plant were identified in two buried pits.  

Wastes were delineated to a maximum 32 feet bgs, and included treated wood waste, demolition debris 

and soils impacted with various organic contaminants including PNAs, benzo[a]pyrene, and 

dibenz[a,h]anthrance (known carcinogens), and elevated concentrations of inorganic contaminants 

including soluble lead and soluble chlordane (associated with wood treatment).  The volume and 

distribution of the waste discovered in the subsurface was described as creating a “landfill” at the subject 

property, which according to Secor “effectively prohibits future development of the property”.  Additional 

segregation of buried debris based on waste streams and adequate off-site disposal based on 

contamination amounts and subsequent hazardous or non-hazardous classifications was recommended.  

Based on the forgoing, the preferred remedial action objective proposed was to further excavate buried 

wastes and stockpile for off-site disposal.  (The aforementioned recommendation to excavate buried  

Debris Stockpiled Profiling for Soluble Lead and Chromium Stockpiles, Secor International Incorporated 

(January 6, 2000 through April 13, 2000) 

Secor prepared this report on behalf of Mr. Mushegain.  The purpose of the report was to evaluate 

whether stockpiled debris from the Kaiser waste maintained at the subject property contained lead and 

chromium.  As part of the assessment, several soil samples were randomly obtained and analyzed from 

each group of stockpile.  Chromium was detected several samples.  For samples with detections above the 

regulatory level, Secor used the SW846 statistical analyses to determine that the calculated mean level at 

an 80% confidence level ranging from 2.34 milligrams per liter (mg/L) to 1.25 mg/L, levels well below the 

state specified soluble lead concentration (STLC) level.  Based on the foregoing, Secor requested 

acknowledgment from the State and approval so that transport can be arranged to remove the debris 

from the subject property, and requested case closure. 

Documents related to legal proceedings and correspondence related to the disposal of stockpiled dirt was 

also provided to Partner.  Stockpiled soil was noted as acceptable for off-site disposal at the Norcal 

landfill in San Bernardino as of April 7, 2000.  According to a No Further Action Letter (NFA) issued to the 

Mushegain Family Trust dated April 14, 2009, the San Bernardino County Fire Department (SBCFD) issued 

the NFA based on the findings of the Final Report of Site Investigation and Remedial Action for Bengal 

Recycling dated April 14, 2009.  This report was not provided to Partner during the completion of this 

investigation.   (A copy of the NFA letter is provided in Appendix B – furthermore Appendix xx of the 2014 

Phase I ESA Report.] 

Draft Phase I Environmental Site Assessment Report, Arcadis (November 7, 2014) 

Arcadis US Incorporated (Arcadis) prepared this report on behalf of Newcastle Partners.  At the time of the 

2014 Draft Phase I Environmental Site Assessment Report (2014 Phase I ESA Report), the subject property 

was used for residential purposes along the northwest portion, and vacant land throughout the rest.  

According to the 2014 Phase I ESA Report, the subject property was developed with the residential 
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structures currently on the northwest portion in 1938; was used for agricultural purposes from 1938 

through the early 1960s; was vacant land from the 1960s through the mid 1980s; and was used for 

storing, dismantling, and possibly shredding trucks and trailers from the 1992 through the mid 1998.  The 

southern half was then occupied by Bengal Recycling for recycling green waste and was reportedly 

accepting construction debris from the former Kaiser Steel plant located approximately 0.25-miles south 

of the subject property.  The waste was reportedly buried within the southern half of the subject property, 

and was considered a landfill.  Numerous subsurface investigations were conducted on the southern half 

of the property to assess the amount and extent to which buried debris were maintained on the subject 

property, including the excavation and off-site disposal of approximately 9,000 cubic yards of debris and 

solid waste impacted by or commingled with hazardous substances.  Based on the off-site removal of the 

landfill identified waste, the lead agency, the SBCFD issued an NFA letter for the southern half of the 

subject property in April 14, 2009.  

According to the 2014 Phase I ESA Report, a legal complaint was filed in 2008 against the subject property 

owners for “creating a nuisance to include conducting a storage yard of various items including 

inoperable/operable vehicles and parts, storage containers, wood and construction debris, junk, and 

trash”. Associated debris was reportedly removed and was not observed in 2014 during the site 

reconnaissance activities associated with the 2014 Phase I ESA Report. Soil debris was however observed 

and noted throughout the southern half.   

Based on the former use for vehicle storage and dismantling along the north portion, and lack of 

subsequent subsurface sampling; as well as the unknown origin of the soil stockpiles, Arcadis concluded 

and identified such conditions as RECs. Arcadis recommended additional investigation and the 

performance of a subsurface assessment.   

5.2.7 Phase II Subsurface Investigation - 2017 

A Phase II Subsurface Investigation was performed on the subject property concurrent with this Phase I 

ESA to further evaluate subsurface conditions relative to the former agricultural activities, auto 

dismantling activities, and stockpiled soil.  A total of ten (10) soil borings were advanced to depths of 11 

and 15 feet along the north portion, and five feet along the south portion in select areas based on 

historical aerial photographs and suspected operational areas. A total of ten (10) soil samples, collected at 

varying depths were submitted for laboratory analysis of volatile organic compounds (VOCs), carbon 

chain total petroleum hydrocarbons (TPH-cc), and for California Administrative Manual (CAM) 17 metals.  

None of the analyzed soil samples contained detectable concentrations of TPH-cc or VOCs above 

laboratory analytical method detection limits or state regulatory guidance and screening levels within 

analyzed soil samples. Arsenic was detected in three of the analyzed soil samples at concentrations 

exceeding screening levels.  It should be noted that the screening levels are well below typical 

background concentrations and none of the three detected concentrations of arsenic exceeded the 

background concentration for typical California soils.  It appears that the detected concentrations of 

arsenic exceeding screening levels can be attributed to background levels at this time.  No other metals 

were detected above background concentrations.  Neither saturated soil conditions nor groundwater 

were encountered during subsurface investigations which extended to a maximum depth of 15-feet below 
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ground surface. As such, collection and laboratory analysis of groundwater was not performed. Based on 

the Subsurface Investigation, there is no evidence of a release of hazardous materials from the subject 

property and Partner recommends no further investigation with respect to the former auto dismantling 

operations and former soil stockpiles on-site.  As such, Partner did not identify any recognized 

environmental conditions in connection with the subject property, and no further investigation or 

corrective actions are warranted. 

A copy of the Phase II Subsurface Investigation is provided in Appendix D. 
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6.0 SITE RECONNAISSANCE 

The weather at the time of the site visit was sunny and clear.  Refer to Section 1.5 for limitations 

encountered during the field reconnaissance and Sections 2.1 and 2.2 for subject property operations.

No potential environmental concerns were identified during the onsite reconnaissance.  

6.1 General  Site Characteristics  

6.1.1 Solid Waste Disposal 

Solid waste generated at the subject property is disposed of in dumpsters located on the northwest 

portion of the subject property.  An independent solid waste disposal contractor, Burrtech Incorporated 

removes solid waste from the subject property.  

No evidence of illegal dumping of solid waste was observed during the Partner site reconnaissance. 

6.1.2 Sewage Discharge and Disposal  

Sanitary discharges on the subject property are directed into the municipal sanitary sewer system.  The 

City of Fontana services the subject property vicinity.  No wastewater treatment facilities or septic systems 

are observed or reported on the subject property.    

6.1.3 Surface Water Drainage  

Storm water is removed from the subject property primarily by sheet flow action across the paved 

surfaces towards the public right of way.  Site storm water from roofs, landscaped areas, and paved areas 

is directed to on-site concrete swales, which drain to the public right of way.  The subject property is 

connected to a municipal owned and maintained sewer system. 

The subject property does not appear to be a designated wetland area, based on information obtained 

from the United States Fish & Wildlife Service; however, a comprehensive wetlands survey would be 

required in order to formally determine actual wetlands on the subject property.  No surface 
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impoundments, wetlands, natural catch basins, settling ponds, or lagoons are located on the subject 

property.  No drywells were identified on the subject property. 

6.1.4 Source of Heating and Cooling 

Heating and cooling systems as well as domestic hot water equipment are fueled by electricity and natural 

gas provided by Southern California Edison (SCE) and Southern California Gas Company (SCGC), 

respectively.  The mechanical system is comprised of a split system with a central unit and interior air-

handler and an exterior condenser.  Hot water is provided by a conventional residential natural gas water 

heater. 

6.1.5 Wells and Cisterns  

No aboveground evidence of wells or cisterns was observed during the site reconnaissance. 

6.1.6 Wastewater 

Domestic wastewater generated at the subject property is disposed by means of the sanitary sewer 

system.  No industrial process is currently performed at the subject property. 

6.1.7 Septic Systems  

No septic systems were observed or reported on the subject property. 

6.1.8 Additional Site Observations 

No additional general site characteristics were observed during the site reconnaissance. 

6.2 Potential Environmental Hazards 

6.2.1 Hazardous Substances and Petroleum Products Used or Stored at the Site  

No hazardous substances or petroleum products were observed on the subject property during the site 

reconnaissance.   

6.2.2 Aboveground & Underground Hazardous Substance or Petroleum Product Storage 
Tanks (ASTs/USTs) 

No evidence of current or former ASTs or USTs was observed during the site reconnaissance.    

6.2.3 Evidence of Releases 

No spills, stains or other indications that a surficial release has occurred at the subject property were 

observed. 

6.2.4 Polychlorinated Biphenyls (PCBs) 

No potential PCB-containing equipment (transformers, oil-filled switches, hoists, lifts, dock levelers, 

hydraulic elevators, etc.) was observed on the subject property during Partner’s reconnaissance.  

6.2.5 Strong, Pungent or Noxious Odors 

No strong, pungent or noxious odors were evident during the site reconnaissance. 
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6.2.6 Pools of Liquid 

No pools of liquid were observed on the subject property during the site reconnaissance. 

6.2.7 Drains, Sumps and Clarifiers  

No drains, sumps, or clarifiers, other than those associated with storm water removal, were observed on 

the subject property during the site reconnaissance.   

6.2.8 Pits, Ponds and Lagoons 

No pits, ponds or lagoons were observed on the subject property. 

6.2.9 Stressed Vegetation 

No stressed vegetation was observed on the subject property. 

6.2.10 Additional Potential Environmental Hazards 

No additional environmental hazards, including landfill activities or radiological hazards, were observed. 

6.3 Non-ASTM Services 

6.3.1 Asbestos-Containing Materials (ACMs) 

Asbestos is the name given to a number of naturally occurring, fibrous silicate minerals mined for their 

useful properties such as thermal insulation, chemical and thermal stability, and high tensile strength.  The 

Occupational Safety and Health Administration (OSHA) regulation 29 CFR 1926.1101 requires certain 

construction materials to be presumed to contain asbestos, for purposes of this regulation.  All thermal 

system insulation (TSI), surfacing material, and asphalt/vinyl flooring that are present in a building 

constructed prior to 1981 and have not been appropriately tested are “presumed asbestos-containing 

material” (PACM). 

Due to the age of the subject property buildings, there is a potential that asbestos-containing materials 

(ACMs) are present.  

Due to site access limitations, a visual screening for suspect asbestos-containing materials was not 

conducted at the time of the site reconnaissance. Based on the potential presence of ACMs and planned 

building demolition, a National Emission Standards for Hazardous Air Pollutants (NESHAP) – compliant 

asbestos survey should be performed prior to demolition activities. 

6.3.2 Lead-Based Paint (LBP)  

Lead is a highly toxic metal that affects virtually every system of the body.  LBP is defined as any paint, 

varnish, stain, or other applied coating that has 1 mg/cm2 (or 5,000 ug/g or 0.5% by weight) or more of 

lead.  Congress passed the Residential Lead-Based Paint Hazard Reduction Act of 1992, also known as 

“Title X”, to protect families from exposure to lead from paint, dust, and soil.  Under Section 1017 of Title 

X, intact LBP on most walls and ceilings is not considered a “hazard,” although the condition of the paint 

should be monitored and maintained to ensure that it does not become deteriorated.  Further, Section 

1018 of this law directed the Housing and Urban Development (HUD) and the US EPA to require the 
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disclosure of known information on LBP and LBP hazards before the sale or lease of most housing built 

before 1978.    

Based on the age of the subject property buildings (pre-1978), there is a potential that LBP is present.   

Due to site access limitations, a visual screening for suspect LBP was not conducted at the time of the site 

reconnaissance. Based on the potential presence of LBP and planned building demolition, a LBP survey 

should be performed prior to demolition activities. 

6.3.3 Radon 

Radon is a colorless, odorless, naturally occurring, radioactive, inert, gaseous element formed by 

radioactive decay of radium (Ra) atoms.  The US EPA has prepared a map to assist National, State, and 

local organizations to target their resources and to implement radon-resistant building codes.  The map 

divides the country into three Radon Zones, according to the table below:   

EPA Radon Zones 
EPA Zones Average Predicted Radon Levels Potential 

Zone 1 Exceed 4.0 pCi/L Highest 

Zone 2 Between 2.0 and 4.0 pCi/L Moderate 

Zone 3 Less than 2.0 pCi/L Low 

It is important to note that the EPA has found homes with elevated levels of radon in all three zones, and 

the US EPA recommends site-specific testing in order to determine radon levels at a specific location.  

However, the map does give a valuable indication of the propensity of radon gas accumulation in 

structures.    

Radon sampling was not conducted as part of this assessment.  Review of the US EPA Map of Radon 

Zones places the subject property in Zone 2.  Based upon the radon zone classification, radon is not 

considered to be a significant environmental concern.  

6.3.4 Lead in Drinking Water 

According to available information, a public water system operated by the IEUA serves the subject 

property vicinity.  According to a representative of the IEUA, shallow groundwater beneath the subject 

property is not utilized for domestic purposes.  The sources of public water for the IEUA and 

unincorporated San Bernardino County are surface water from the state water project and groundwater 

wells in the Chino and Lytle Groundwater basins located approximately 10 miles northeast.  According to 

the City of Fontana and the 2015 Annual Water Quality Report, water supplied to the subject property is in 

compliance with all State and Federal regulations pertaining to drinking water standards, including lead 

and copper.  Water sampling was not conducted to verify water quality.    

6.3.5 Mold   

Molds are microscopic organisms found virtually everywhere, indoors and outdoors.  Mold will grow and 

multiply under the right conditions, needing only sufficient moisture (e.g.in the form of very high 

humidity, condensation, or water from a leaking pipe, etc.) and organic material (e.g., ceiling tile, drywall, 

paper, or natural fiber carpet padding).   
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Due to the lack of access to the interior of the subject property buildings, Partner cannot opine on the 

presence or absence of suspected mold on the subject property.  

6.4 Adjacent Property Reconnaissance 

The adjacent property reconnaissance consisted of observing the adjacent properties from the subject 

property premises.  No items of environmental concern were identified on the adjacent properties during 

the site assessment, including hazardous substances, petroleum products, ASTs, USTs, evidence of 

releases, PCBs, strong or noxious odors, pools of liquids, sumps or clarifiers, pits or lagoons, stressed 

vegetation, or any other potential environmental hazards.  
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7.0 FINDINGS AND CONCLUSIONS 

Findings 

A recognized environmental condition (REC) refers to the presence or likely presence of any hazardous 

substances or petroleum products in, on, or at a property: due to release to the environment; under 

conditions indicative of a release to the environment; or under conditions that pose a material threat of a 

future release to the environment.  The following was identified during the course of this assessment:   

 Partner did not identify any recognized environmental conditions during the course of this 

assessment. A Phase II Subsurface Investigation was performed on the subject property concurrent 

with this Phase I ESA to supplement and further evaluate subsurface conditions relative suspect 

environmental conditions. No contaminants of concern were identified either above naturally 

occurring background levels (select metal constituents) or above laboratory analytical detection 

limits (total petroleum hydrocarbons and volatile organic compounds). As such, no further 

investigation or remedial actions are warranted. 

A controlled recognized environmental condition (CREC) refers to a REC resulting from a past release of 

hazardous substances or petroleum products that has been addressed to the satisfaction of the applicable 

regulatory authority, with hazardous substances or petroleum products allowed to remain in place subject 

to the implementation of required controls.  The following was identified during the course of this 

assessment:    

 Partner did not identify any controlled recognized environmental conditions during the course of 

this assessment.  

A historical recognized environmental condition (HREC) refers to a past release of any hazardous 

substances or petroleum products that has occurred in connection with the property and has been 

addressed to the satisfaction of the applicable regulatory authority or meeting unrestricted use criteria 

established by a regulatory authority, without subjecting the property to any required controls.  The 

following was identified during the course of this assessment:   

 According to available historical sources, the southern half of the subject property was formerly 

used for vehicle storage and dismantling between 1985 and 1992, occupied with a mulch recycler 

along the between 1992 and 1999, and used for vehicle storage and trailer parking between 2005 

and 2012.  According to a Draft Phase I Environmental Site Assessment Report (Arcadis, 2014), the 

southern half of the subject property was formerly occupied by Bengal Recycling for recycling 

green waste and reportedly accepted construction debris from the former Kaiser Steel Plant 

located approximately 0.25-miles south of the subject property.  According to previous reports, 

several test trenches were excavated throughout the southern half of the subject property 

beginning in 1997, near a target area identified by an employee.  Samples of black, fine grained 

granular material containing demolition type wastes, and soil stockpiled near railroad cross ties 

collected from the southeast portion of the subject property were analyzed for total metals, 

volatile organic compounds (VOCs), semi-volatile organic compounds (SVOCs), and extractable 
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fuel hydrocarbons.  Chromium, lead, select VOCs, polynuclear aromatic compounds (PNAs – a 

subset of SVOCs), and extractable fuel hydrocarbons, were detected; with select concentrations 

being above the regulatory action/cleanup limits.  A Leaking Underground Storage Tank (LUST) 

incident case and Spills, Leaks, Investigations, and Cleanup (SLIC) release incident was reported to 

and under the regulatory oversight of the San Bernardino County Fire Department Hazardous 

Materials Division (SBCFD). Partner submitted a Freedom of Information Act Request (FOIA 

Request) to the SBCFD for which a response is pending and outstanding.  According to the SLIC 

listing, a release of other solvent or non-petroleum hydrocarbon was opened on February 22, 

1999, and the LUST release was reported on March 17, 1999.  According to the LUST listing, a 

release of hydrocarbons was reported which impacted soil only. A preliminary 

investigation/remedial action work plan was submitted on February 22, 1999. Additional 

information related to the LUST release was not specified within the regulatory database report or 

GeoTracker website.  Additional investigations and remedial actions identified and delineated the 

presence of buried wastes within two buried pits in the southern portion of the subject property 

with a depth maximum of 32-feet bgs. The source of imported buried wastes was allegedly from 

the former Kaiser Steel Plant; while select surficial wastes was likely recycling wood based tenant 

operations. The buried waste included treated wood waste, demolition debris and soils impacted 

with various organic contaminants including PNAs, benzo[a]pyrene, and dibenz[a,h]anthrance 

(known carcinogens), and elevated concentrations of inorganic contaminants including soluble 

lead and soluble chlordane (associated with former wood treatment operations). The volume and 

distribution of the waste discovered in the subsurface was described as creating a “landfill” 

condition at the subject property. Remedial actions including the excavation of the buried waste 

and off-site disposal was performed. Approximately 8,920 cubic yards of debris and solid waste 

impacted by hazardous substances were removed from the subject property in April and July 

1999.  Regulatory reporting and oversight was provided by SBCFD. Upon review of investigation 

and remedial action activities, SBCFD issued a No Further Action Letter (NFA Letter) on April 14, 

2009. Based on the investigation and remedial actions performed including the excavation, 

removal and off-site disposal of waste material, the regulatory oversight and issued NFA Letter, 

and supplemental/confirmation information obtained from the 2017 Partner Phase II Subsurface 

Investigation, the removed buried waste material formerly located in the southern half of the 

subject property is a historical recognized environmental condition for which no further 

environmental investigation or remedial actions are warranted.  

 According to historical sources, the subject property (northern and southern portions) was used 

for storing, dismantling, and possibly shredding trucks and trailers from 1992 through 1998.  

During auto dismantling operations, vehicles are typically raised, drilled, and pumped of any fluid 

which may have been stored in the various fluid containers/reservoirs within the vehicle prior to 

the disassembly and/or crushing of the vehicles.  The surface of the subject property appears to 

have been unpaved (earthen) during the period which these operations took place.  The extracted 

fluids are typically transferred/conveyed/stored into appropriate ASTs.   A Phase II Subsurface 

Investigation was performed on the subject property concurrent with this Phase I ESA to further 
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evaluate subsurface conditions relative the aforementioned. With the exception of select metal 

constituents attributed to naturally occurring background concentrations, no contaminants of 

concern were identified above laboratory analytical detection limits, and as such, no further 

investigation or corrective actions are warranted. A summary of the Phase II Subsurface 

Investigation is provided within this section. 

 According to the Draft Phase I Environmental Site Assessment Report prepared by Arcadis US 

Incorporated (Arcadis) in 2014, a legal complaint was filed in 2008 against the subject property 

owners for “creating a nuisance to include conducting a storage yard of various items including 

inoperable/operable vehicles and parts, storage containers, wood and construction debris, junk, 

and trash”. Associated debris was reportedly removed and was not observed in 2014 during 

associated site reconnaissance activities nor within Partner’s 2017 site reconnaissance. A Phase II 

Subsurface Investigation was performed on the subject property concurrent with this Phase I ESA 

to further evaluate subsurface conditions relative the aforementioned. With the exception of 

select metal constituents attributed to naturally occurring background concentrations, no 

contaminants of concern were identified above laboratory analytical detection limits, and as such, 

no further investigation or corrective actions are warranted. A summary of the Phase II Subsurface 

Investigation is provided within this section. 

An environmental issue refers to environmental concerns identified by Partner, which do not qualify as 

RECs; however, warrant further discussion.  The following was identified during the course of this 

assessment:  

 A Phase II Subsurface Investigation was performed on the subject property concurrent with this 

Phase I ESA to further evaluate subsurface conditions relative to the former agricultural activities, 

auto dismantling-site activities, and stockpiled soil.  A total of ten (10) soil borings were advanced 

to depths of 11 and 15 feet along the north portion, and five feet along the south portion in 

select areas based on historical aerial photographs and suspected operational areas. A total of ten 

(10) soil samples, collected at varying depths were submitted for laboratory analysis of volatile 

organic compounds (VOCs), carbon chain total petroleum hydrocarbons (TPH-cc), and for 

California Administrative Manual (CAM) 17 metals.  None of the analyzed soil samples contained 

detectable concentrations of TPH-cc or VOCs above laboratory analytical method detection limits 

or state regulatory guidance and screening levels within analyzed soil samples. Arsenic was 

detected in three of the analyzed soil samples at concentrations exceeding screening levels.  It 

should be noted that the screening levels are well below typical background concentrations and 

none of the three detected concentrations of arsenic exceeded the background concentration for 

typical California soils.  It appears that the detected concentrations of arsenic exceeding screening 

levels can be attributed to background levels at this time.  No other metals were detected above 

background concentrations.  Neither saturated soil conditions nor groundwater were encountered 

during subsurface investigations which extended to a maximum depth of 15-feet below ground 

surface. As such, collection and laboratory analysis of groundwater was not performed. Based on 

the Subsurface Investigation, there is no evidence of a release of hazardous materials from the 
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subject property and Partner recommends no further investigation with respect to the former 

auto dismantling operations and former soil stockpiles on-site.  As such, Partner did not identify 

any recognized environmental conditions in connection with the subject property, and no further 

investigation or corrective actions are warranted. 

 Due to the age of the subject property buildings, there is a potential that asbestos-containing 

material (ACM) and/or lead-based paint (LBP) are present.  Overall, suspect ACMs and painted 

surfaces were observed in good condition. Prior to planned demolition activities a comprehensive 

ACM and LBP survey is recommended to identify and appropriately manage and abate ACM and 

LBP materials in accordance with regulatory requirements. 

Conclusions, Opinions and Recommendations 

Partner has performed a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment in conformance with the scope and 

limitations of ASTM Practice E1527-13 of 8565 Almond Avenue in the City of Fontana, San Bernardino 

County, California (the “subject property”).  Any exceptions to, or deletions from, this practice are 

described in Section 1.5 of this report.   

This assessment has revealed no evidence of recognized environmental conditions in connection with the 

subject property.  However, environmental issues relative to future/planned redevelopments are 

identified. Based on the conclusions of this assessment, Partner recommends the following: 

 In the event of a change in use of the subject property involving planned demolition, a Pre-

Demolition Environmental Survey inclusive of an asbestos identification survey, a lead-paint 

identification survey, other hazardous materials, and universal waste survey (such as mercury-

containing devices, CFC-containing devices, remaining petroleum products or hazardous 

substances after tenant vacancy, etc.) is recommended to be completed to identify and 

appropriately manage or abate regulated materials in accordance with local and state regulatory 

requirements.

Aldersley this letter contains Alton Geosciences proposal to conduct initial site assessment
activities to determine if the auto salvaging and shredding operations conducted at the site of

your current wood recycling operations has resulted in contamination of soils within the

facility grounds prior to Bengals occupation of the site. This determination is required to

evaluate the proposed purchase of the property by Bengal from the current property owner

who was the previous occupant of the site.

BACKGROUND

Bengal Recycling Inc. has conducted wood recycling operations on the subject property since

1992. The recycling process results in the production of mulch amendment Everglo Fire

Logs landfill daily cover and fuel for the Salton Sea Electric Cogeneration Plant. Only
uncontaminated wood scrap is accepted for recycling. AU trucks which bring wood to the

facility are load checked before their contents are dumped. Unacceptable materials such as

lumber that has been treated with creosote household hazardous waste or other trash and

deleterious materials which are not detected before dumping at the facility are sorted And
separated before processing and stored in a designated area before offsite disposal.

Prior to 1992 the subject property was part of an auto salvaging operation that stillis operating

to the north and the south of the property. According to Bengal operations staff the entirety

of the subject property was used to store salvaged autos and auto parts. They are unsure what

other operations such as auto shredding may have also been conducted on the property.

Since Bengal wishes to acquire the property currently occupied by its operations the company
desires to assess whether or not the soils on the subject property have been impacted by past

uses and occupation of the property. Therefore Bengal has requested Alton Geoscience to

submit this proposal to conduct soil sampling and analysis to make an initial determine of

whether or not the soils beneath the surface contain contaminants as a result of past operations.

Alton Geoscience proposes to take shallow soil samples from all areas of the of site to make a

preliminary assessment of the potential impacts of past operations on the site.

8625-8645 ALMOND AVENUE FONTANA CALIFORNIA

1.0 INTRODUCTION

This report presents the results of a preliminary investigation to assess the presence of waste

materials suspected of being buried at 8625 and 8645 Almond Avenue the site in an

unincorporated area near the City of Fontana San Bernardino County California. Geomatrix was

I
retained by Rutan Tucker on behalf of Mr. Richard Mushegain who is the property owners

representative to observe test and assess subsurface soil conditions at the site. The preliminary

investigation was initiated after Mr. Mushegain received information from a former employee of

the current tenant Bengal Recycling Inc. who indicated that various wastes including waste

I
from the former Kaiser Steel Plant property generated from the cleanup associated with the

construction of the new raceway were buried at the site in what the former and current

employees called Kaiser bunkers.

The site Figure 1 is leased by Bengal Recycling Inc. Bengal which receives and processes

greenwaste tree clippings and wood waste. Land use in the site vicinity is primarily industrial

activities such as auto and truck dismantling vehicle storage and construction equipment rental.

Scattered residences and small businesses are also present within one mile of the site. The site is

located approximately 0.25 miles north of a railroad line and a little more than 0.25 miles north of

the former Kaiser Steel Plant
property.

A representative of Geomatrix first visited the site on February 6 1997 and observed the ground

I surface of the site to be covered with numerous rows of greenwaste. Figure 2 is an aerial

photograph of the site taken in July 1995 again showing rows of greenwaste throughout the site.

The scope of work performed by Geomatrix included observing the excavation of trenches

logging the trenches the collection and laboratory analysis of selected waste and/or soil samples

I from the site and the preparation of this report.

2.0 FIELD INVESTIGATION METHODS

Geomatrix observed the excavation of 23 trenches by Bengal on April 7 8 and 21 and May 8

1 1997. A track-mounted Hyundai excavator capable ofdigging to a depth of approximately 20

feet and an excavator operator were provided by Bengal. Figure 3 shows the general locations of

the trenches. The test trenches are numbered in the order in which they were excavated. The

material excavated from the trenches was temporarily placed along the trench and at the end of

the day was placed back in the trench by Bengal.

Because Bengal did not provide any information regarding the locations of the Kaiser bunkers or

I
other wastes buried on the property the original work plan outlined four test trenches designed to

offer the greatest potential for intersecting the location of wastes indicated by the former Bengal

I
employee. In the original work plan two of the test trenches were to be excavated between the

opposed corners of the property so as to form an X pattern through the-center of the property.

I
The other two test trenches were to be excavated one perpendicular to the north and south limits

of the property and the other perpendicular to the east and west limits of the property so as to

form a pattern through the center of the property. However the rows of greenwaste present

on the surface of the property were not moved by Bengal to allow the original work plan to be

I followed. Consequently most test trench locations were based on the recollection of the former

I
Bengal employee regarding where waste may have been buried on the site. In most cases a

trench could not be excavated in the target area due to the presence of greenwaste or equipment

and therefore the trenches were excavated near the target area.

Photographs were taken of most of the trench excavations and a video recorder was used to

document some of the trenching results. Selected photographs of materials excavated from the

trenches are contained in Appendix A.

Three samples Trench 1 Trench 1-A and Trench-2 of black fine-grained granular material

contained in the construction and demolition-type Kaiser bunker waste encountered in trenches

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I T-I and T-2 were collected and one sample PW-1 collected of black fine-grained granular

material contained in a pipe encountered in the construction and demolition-type waste in trench

T-I were submitted to Del Mar Analytical a state-certified laboratory in Irvine California.

Geomatrix placed each sample into a laboratory-supplied glass jar labeled it with sample

identification information logged it onto a chain-of-custody form and placed it into a cooler with

ice. Two samples DEC-IA and DEC-2A of soil stockpiled in the southeast portion of the site

which was observed by Geomatrix to contain railroad cross-ties were also collected for chemical

analyses. Sample locations are indicated on Figure 3.

I
The samples were analyzed for total metals California Code of Regulations Title 22 list of

metals using EPA Methods 6010 7196 or 7471 for semi-volatile organic compounds using

EPA Methods 3550/8270 and for volatile organic compounds using EPA Method 8240. In

addition samples Trench-I and Trench-2 were analyzed for extractable fuel hydrocarbonsdiesel-range
hydrocarbons using a modified version of EPA Method 8015. The two samples collected

from the soil stockpiled in the southeast portion of the site DEC-1A and DEC-2A were analyzed

for total metals semi-volatile organic compounds volatile organic compounds and extractable

fuel hydrocarbons using the test methods described previously. Table I is a summary of the

sampling locations and analyses performed for these samples.

3.0 MATERIALS ENCOUNTERED DURING TRENCHING

The native soil present beneath the site consists of alluvium composed of yellowish-brown

oxidized well-graded sands and gravels with cobbles. Gravel and cobble size particles are

generally well rounded and derived primarily from felsic igneous and metamorphic rock types.

Sedimentary bedding was observed where gravel and cobbles were concentrated in specific

horizons.

I Disturbed alluvium was encountered in many of the excavations. Disturbed alluvium consisted of

I

material similarto native alluvium but with the sedimentary bedding features disrupted. In

places disturbed alluvium contained variable amounts of greenwaste or other wood metal or

i
plastic waste. Disturbed alluvium used as backfill is less dense than native alluvium and was

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prone to collapse in the trench wall during excavation. The upper 6 to 1 S inches of soil across

the site generally consisted of disturbed alluvium containing a high proportion of organic waste

material.

Both undisturbed and disturbed alluvium were observed to be discolored light gray in many-areas

I
of the site. Gray discolored soils were often very warm and emitted a visible vapor during

excavation. Gray discolored soils are believed by Geomatrix to be a result of gases and moisture

which migratedfrom decomposing waste and altered the soil color. Also naturallygray

unweathered alluvium is present at depth beneath the site and its occurrence at or near ground

I
surface may suggest it was derived from the deeper portions of trenches and used to bury solid

waste on the site.

1
Greenwaste consisting of decomposing leaves wood and plants was encountered in some

I trenches. The greenwaste was very warm and emitted a visible vapor during excavation.

Construction or demolition-type waste consisting of a mixture of a wide variety of materials

including railroad cross-ties lumber plastic paper wire and ceramic and metal pipes was

encountered in some of the trenches. This material reportedly came from the former Kaiser Steel

Plant property. The assorted debris was generally black or dark gray and was encountered at

I depths as great as 20 feet below ground surface and in zones as much as 20 feet wide.

Construction and demolition-type waste also was warm and emitted a visible vapor during

I excavation.

4.0 TRENCHING RESULTS

The logs of the trenches are provided in Appendix B.

I Trench T-1 Trench T-1 was excavated in an area of the site where a Kaiser bunker was said to

be located. Trench T-l was approximately 130 feet long and was excavated to a depth of

approximately 10 feet below ground surface bgs except where construction and demolition-type

waste was encountered. Where construction and demolition-type waste was encountered the

depth of the trench was extended to approximately 20 bgs which was the maximum depth

1
capability of the excavator. The waste was observed to a depth of 20 feet bgs but the total depth

of the waste was not determined during this investigation due to the depth limitation of the

I
excavator. The waste was observed to contain lumber railroad cross-ties plastic and metal

objects such as pipes and brackets other such construction and demolition-type debris and black

1
fine-grained granular material that filled the space between pieces of debris. The waste was very

warm and emitted a visible vapor during excavation. Two samples of black fine-grained material

labeled Trench IA and Trench 1 in the waste were collected and analyzed by the analytical

laboratory. The
analytical results are presented in Section 5.0. The contacts between the buried

1
waste and adjacent soil were observed to be near-vertical and the distribution of the waste in

opposing walls of the trench indicate that the waste had been deposited in two north-south

1 trending trenches or bunkers set approximately 35 feet apart. Logging of trench T-1 indicates

that the waste-containing trenches were subsequently covered with approximately 6 feet ofsandy-gravely
soil similarin texture and composition to undisturbed alluvium except that the cover

material was very warm emitted a visible vapor during excavation and was light gray in contrast

to the yellowish brown that is typical of the undisturbed weathered alluvium.

1 Trench T-2 Trench T-2 was excavated in another area of the site said to contain a Kaiser

bunker. Trench T-2 was excavated to a depth of between 8 and 19 feet bgs and was

approximately 50 feet long. Buried construction and demolition-type waste was encountered to a

1
depth of 19 feet in the trench. The total depth of the buried waste was not determined during this

investigation due to the depth limitation of the excavator. The waste was warm and emitted a

1
visible vapor during excavation. The waste appeared similar to the construction anddemolition-typewaste that was encountered in trench T- 1. A sample of the black fine-grained material

I
sample Trench-2 was collected from the construction and demolition-type waste and submitted

to the analytical laboratory for chemical analysis. The contacts of the buried waste with the

adjacent soil were observed to be near-vertical and the distribution of the waste in opposing walls

of trench T-2 indicate that the waste was deposited in a north-south trending trench

I
approximately 20 wide. Logging of trench T-2 indicates that the waste was subsequently covered

i
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with approximately 5 feet of sandy-gravely soil similarin texture and composition to undisturbed

alluvium.

Trench T-3 Trench T-3 was excavated in a narrow path between two large piles of greenwaste

and was further limited on the north by a buried water pipeline. Trench 3 was approximately 20

feet long and ranged in depth from 4 to 12 feet bgs. Fillmaterial consisting of gray discolored

loose disturbed alluvium was observed to a depth of 4.5 feet bgs in the west wall of trench T-3.

The disturbed alluvium was also observed at a lesser depth in the east wall of this trench

suggesting that the depth of the fill may increase westward from trench T-3. Undisturbed

yellowish-brown alluvium was observed below the disturbed alluvium fill. No samples were

collected from this trench.

1
Trench T-4 Trench T-4 was approximately 28 feet long and 12 feet deep Yellowish-brown

undisturbed alluvium was encountered below a 1-foot-thick layer of disturbed alluvium with

organic debris. No samples were collected from this trench.

1

Trench T-5 Trench T-5 was approximately 210 feet long and the depth varied between 5 and

11 feet bgs. Greenwaste was encountered to a depth of 5 feet bgs in the north end of the west

wall of the trench and to a depth of 6.5 feet bgs on the east wall of the trench. The greenwaste

I appeared to be deposited in a 16-foot wide east-west trending trench and appeared to deepen

toward the east from trench T-5. The greenwaste was covered with approximately 12 inches of

gray disturbed alluvium that contained some organic debris. The southern shallower section of

the trench encountered both yellowish-brown alluvium and gray discolored disturbed and

undisturbed alluvium. No samples were collected from this trench.

Trench T-6 Trench T-6 was approximately 90 feet long. Construction and demolition-type

waste was encountered to a depth of 7 feet bgs approximately 20 to 35 feet from the east end of

the trench in the north wall and to a depth of 2 feet bgs approximately 15 feet from the west end

of the trench in the north wall. The horizontal distance separating these two relatively shallow

pockets of waste is approximately 32 feet. The waste encountered approximately 20 to 35 feet

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t from the east end of the trench had 2 feet of disturbed alluvium covering it the west contact of

I
the waste with the alluvium was near-vertical in contrast to the east contact which dipped at an

apparent angle of 40 degrees to the west. The waste at this location of the trench was not

observed in the opposite south wall and is believed by Geomatrix to be the southern end of one

of the two Kaiser bunkers that were encountered in trench T-1. The waste encountered

approximately 15 from the west end of the trench was covered with about 6 inches of disturbed

alluvium and organic debris and is believed by Geomatrix to be the southern end of the second of

two Kaiser bunkers that were encountered in trench T-1. No samples were collected from this

trench.

Trench T-7 Trench T-7 was approximately 28 feet long and 16 feet deep. Trench T-7 was

excavated perpendicular to trench T-6 at a location approximately 15 feet from the west end of

the north wall of trench T-6 where construction and demolition-type waste was encountered. A

I 12-inch-thick layer of construction or demolition-type waste was observed beneath gray disturbed

alluvium to a total depth of 8 feet bgs in the east wall near the south end trench T-7. The waste

I however was not observed in the west wall of trench T-7. An 8-inch diameter wooden pole

similarto a telephone pole that had been cut off below the ground surface was observed at the

north contact of the waste with the undisturbed alluvium. The undisturbed alluvium beneath and

to the north of waste was discolored gray was very warm and emitted a visible vapor during

excavation. No samples were collected from this trench.

Trench T-8 Trench T-8 was constructed approximately 35 feet east of and parallel with trench

T-5. It was excavated to a depth of 15 feet bgs and was approximately 42 feet long.

Undisturbed gray discolored alluvium was encountered in the trench. The alluvium was very

warm and emitted a visible vapor during excavation. No samples were collected from this trench.

Trench T-9 Trench T-9 was excavated to a depth of 10 feet bgs and was approximately 18 feet

long. Undisturbed yellowish-brown undisturbed alluvium was encountered in the trench. No

samples were collected from this trench.
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Trench T-10 Trench T-10 was excavated to a maximum depth of 15 feet bgs and was
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approximately 51 feet long. A zone of greenwaste approximately 30 wide was encountered in the

trench. The greenwaste was covered with 3 to 4 feet of gray disturbed alluvium and extended

deeper than the bottom of the trench. The trench was not excavated to a depth more than 15 feet

bgs because of the close proximity of the trench to the trammel and the potential instability of the

trench walls. The greenwaste was very warm and emitted a foul odor and visible vapor during

excavation. The undisturbed alluvium adjacent to the greenwaste was discolored gray was warm

and also emitted a visible vapor during excavation. No samples were collected from this trench.

Trench T-11 Trench T-I I was excavated to a depth of 7 feet bgs and was approximately 42

feet long. Yellowish-brown undisturbed alluvium that was slightly warm was encountered in the

I trench. No samples were collected from the trench.

Trench T-12 Trench T-12 was excavated to a depth of 7 feet bgs and was approximately 28

feet long. Gray discolored undisturbed alluvium that was very warm and emitted a visible vapor

I during excavation was encountered in the trench. No samples were collected from this trench.

Trench T-13 Trench T-13 was excavated to a depth of 5 to 6 feet bgs and was approximately

52 feet long. Yellowish-brown undisturbed alluvium was encountered in the trench. No samples

were collected from this trench.

Trench T-14 Trench T-14 was excavated to a depth of 6 feet bgs and was approximately 32

feet long. The north portion of the trench encountered 2.5 feet of gray discolored disturbed

alluvium that caved into the trench from the west wall The east wall of the trench encountered

I
undisturbed alluvium. The undisturbed alluvium was mottled light gray and yellowish brown. No

samples were collected from this trench.

Trench T-15 Trench T-15 was excavated to a depth ofbetween 4.5 and 12 feet bgs and was

approximately 110 feet long. Up to 2 feet of organic debris was observed in the upper part of the

trench and undisturbed alluvium was observed throughout the trench except where it crossed the

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backfill of previously excavated trench T-5. Gray discolored undisturbed alluvium was observed

I
at shallow depths in much of the trench in contrast to the yellowish-brown undisturbed alluvium

observed in the deeper portions of the trench. No samples were collected from this trench.

Trench T-16 Access for the excavator was cleared through a large pile of greenwaste and

trench T-16 was excavated to a depth of 14 feet bgs and a length ofapproximately 31 feet. Gray

discolored disturbed alluvium was observed in much of the trench. The total depth of the fill was

not determined because the trench walls were too unstable to allow deeper excavation. The fill

material contained traces of organic debris estimated to be less than 1 per cent of the total

material excavated. No samples were collected from this trench.

Trench T-17 Trench T-17 was excavated to a depth of between 7 and 11 feet bgs and was

approximately 75 feet long. It encountered loose yellowish-brown disturbed alluvium to a depth

of approximately 5 feet bgs. The identification of disturbed alluvium was based on the loose

nature of the material and the absence of discernible sedimentary layering that are commonly

present in the undisturbed alluvium. No samples were collected from this trench.

Trench T-18 Trench T-18 was excavated west of trench T-7 and was approximately 100 feet

long. A detailed log of Trench T-18 was not made because the trench was excavated at the end

of the day and was backfilled by the operator for safety reasons. The west end of trench T-18

encountered gray disturbed alluvium however the depth of fill was not identified. No samples

were collected from this trench.

Trench T-19 Trench T-19 was excavated east of trench T-17. Trench T-19 was excavated to a

I
depth of 8 feet bgs and was approximately 46 feet long. Yellowish-brown undisturbed alluvium

was encountered in the trench. No samples were collected from this trench.

Trench T-20 Trench T-20 was excavated a length of approximately 280 feet and a depth of

I
between 6 and 17 feet bgs. A 2- to 3-foot-thick layer of disturbed alluvium with traces of organic

debris was observed at the surface in the northern and southern ends of the trench. Greenwaste
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was observed in the east wall approximately 98 feet from the north end of the trench to a total

I
depth of 4 feet bgs in a zone approximately 32 feet wide. The undisturbed alluvium below the

greenwaste was gray and emitted a foul odor and a visible vapor during excavation. The north

end of the zone of greenwaste was underlain by a small pocket of gray disturbed alluvium that

contained a 1-inch-diameter PVC pipe. The east wall of the trench was collapsed for 30 feet

approximately 120 from the north end of the trench. Gray discolored undisturbed alluvium was

observed in a zone approximately 20 feet wide approximately 230 from the north end of the

trench. No samples were collected from this trench.

I
Trench T-21 Trench T-21 was excavated to a depth of between 6 and 7 feet bgs and a length of

approximately 70 feet. Primarily yellowish-brown undisturbed alluvium was encountered in the

trench. The poorly graded sand 0 to 27 from the north end of the trench appeared to be

discolored purplish brown in contrast to the natural medium brown color of the sand. No samples

were collected from this trench.

Trench T-22 Trench T-22 was excavated to.a depth of 7 feet bgs and a length of approximately

72 feet. Primarily yellowish-brown undisturbed alluvium was encountered in the trench except

within 1.5 feet of the surface where discontinuous gray discoloration was observed. Trench T-22

intersected the previously excavated trench T-5 approximately 53 from the north end of trenchT-22No samples were collected from this trench.

Trench T-23 Trench T-23 was excavated to a depth of 6 feet bgs and a length of approximately

50 feet. Yellowish-brown undisturbed alluvium was encountered in the trench. No samples were

collected from this trench.

5.0 ANALYTICAL RESULTS

I Four samples Trench-1 Trench- A PW-l and Trench-2 of black granular material filling the

spaces between pieces of debris were collected from trenches T-I and T-2 and two sampleDEC-IA
and DEC-2A of soil were collected from soil stockpiled at the surface in the southeast area of
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the site. Table I indicates the sample number sample location and the analyses performed on

these samples. Appendix C contains copies of the laboratory results.

5.1 Title 22 Metals

Concentrations of all Title 22 metals in the six tested samples did not exceed Total Threshold

Limit Concentration values for individual metals listed in Title 22 Division 4.5 Chapter 11

Article 3 Section 66261.24 a2A of the California Code of Regulations. Chromium

I
concentrations detected in the four samples Trench-1 Trench-1 A PW-1 and Trench-2 and the

lead concentration detected in one sample Trench- exceeded the Soluble Threshold Limit

I
Concentration STLC values by a factor of 10 or greater suggesting that further testing of these

materials may be necessary to assess the soluble concentrations of these metals in waste relative to

I
Title 22 of the California Code of Regulations STLC values.

5.2 Volatile Organic Compounds

Volatile Organic Compounds VOCs were reported detected in three samples sample numbers

Trench-l Trench-IA and Trench-2 collected from the trenches and in one sample DEC-2A

collected from the stockpiled soil. Detected VOCs included toluene xylenes acetone

2-butanone and/or 4-methyl-2-pentanone in three samples collected from the trenches. Section

6.1 describes generic sources of VOCs.

5.3 Semi-VolatileOrganic Compounds

I
Semi-volatile organic compounds also referred to as Polynuclear Aromatic compounds PNAs
were reported detected in four samples Trench-l Trench-IA PW-l and Trench-2. Detected

I PNAs included acenaphthene anthracene benzoaanthracene benzobfluoranthene

benzokfluoranthene benzoghiperylene benzoapyrene chrysene dibenzahanthracene

I dibenzofuran fluoranthene fluorene indeno123-cdpyrene phenanthrene and pyrene. Three

of these samples Trench-1 Trench-IA and PW-1 contained concentrations of anthracene

benzoaanthracene benzobfluoranthene benzokfluoranthene benzoapyrene chrysene

dibenzahanthracene indeno23-cdpyrene and pyrene greater than the USEPAs

recommended preliminary soil remediation goals for industrial properties USEPA August 1

1996 as indicated in Table 2. Section 6.2 of this report describes generic sources of PNAs.
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I 5.4 Extractable Fuel Hydrocarbons

Extractable fuel hydrocarbons with a carbon range of C8 to C40 were detected in samples

Trench- and Trench-2 at concentrations of 200 and 800 mg/kg respectively. Extractable fuel

hydrocarbons with a carbon range of C8 to C38 were detected in sample DEC-IA at a

concentration of22 mg/kg and extractable fuel hydrocarbons with a range ofC14 to C38 were

detected in sample DEC-2A at a concentration of 9.7 mg/kg. Hydrocarbons with a carbon range

of C8 to C40 are typical of diesel fuel.

6.0 GENERIC SOURCES OF VOCs AND PNAs DETECTED IN SITE SAMPLES

I The following sections discuss typical or generic sources of the chemicals detected at the site.

I 6.1 Sources of Volatile Organic Compounds VOCs

I
The following generic sources of VOCs are based on information contained in Verschueren

1983 Middelditch et al 1981 and Windholz et al 1976

Acetone. Acetone is foundin paints varnishes lacquers sealants adhesives andcellulose

acetate solvent. It is also a common laboratory solvent used to extract solid waste samples and

Ito dry laboratory glassware.

2-Butanone. 2-Butanone also known as methyl ethyl keytone is used as a resin solvent and in

paint strippers wax production cements adhesives and cleaning fluids.

4-Methyl-2-pentanone. 4-Methyl-2-pentanone or methyl isobutyl keytone is a solvent for

I paints varnishes nitrocellulose lacquers and is used in the manufacture of methylamylalcohol and

is a denaturant for alcohol.

Toluene. Toluene is found in the manufacture of benzene derivatives caprolactam saccharin and

is a constituent in perfumes gasoline paint and coatings solvent adhesives solvent asphalt and

I
naphtha. It also makes up from 2% to 2.5% by weight of coal tar Gas Research Institute 1987

and USDA 1980.

Xylenes. Xylenes are found in the manufacture of petroleum distillates coal tar distillates

terepthalic acid for polyester isophthalic acid aviation gasoline protective coatings insecticides

and pharmaceuticals. It is found in some organic chemical plants solvent recovering plants and as

I
a solvent for alkyd resins lacquers enamels and rubber cement. It makes up from 0.14% to 1%

by weight of coal tar Gas Research Institute 1987 and USDA 1980 and occurs naturally in

crude oil.
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The following generic sources of PNAs are based on information contained in Verschueren

1983 Middelditch et al 1981 and Windholz et al 1976

I Acenaphthene. Acenaphthene is found in coal tar as a dye intermediate in the manufacture of

plastics and in insecticides and fungicides. It makes up 4% to 9% by weight of creosote

USEPA 1990 USDA 1980 and Mueller et al 1989 which is a wood preservative and about

1% by weight of coal tar Gas Research Institute 1987 and USDA 1980.

Anthracene. Anthracene is used in dyes and makes up 0 to 13% of creosote USEPA 1990
USDA 1980 and Mueller et al 1989 and about I% of coal tar Gas Research Institute 1987

and USDA 1980.

Benzoaanthracene. Benzoaanthracene is present in gasoline bitumen and crude oil andhot-mixed

asphalt.

Benzobfluoranthene. Benzoafluoranthene is present in petroleum-based fuels coal refuse

heaps and in coke ovens. It is also associated with coal or coal combustion.

Benzoktluoranthen e. Benzokfluoranthene is present in petroleum-based fuels bitumen and
crude oil.

Benzoghiperylene. Benzoghiperylene is a constituent of coal tar and pitch distillate.

I Benzoapyrene. Benzoapyrene is a by-product of combustion and is found in coal refuse piles

outcrops abandoned coal mines coke manufacturing and in the external combustion of
anthracite coal. It also makes up I%by weight of Mueller et al 1989.

Chrysene. Chrysene is a constituent in high octane gasoline motor oils bitumen and crude oil.

It also makes up about 2% to 4% by weight of creosote USEPA 1990 USDA 1980 and

I
Mueller et al 1989.

Dibenzahanthracene. No information regarding this compound was obtained.

Dibenzofuran. Dibenzofuran is used in the manufacture of coumarane-indene resins and makes

up 10% of creosote by weight Mueller et al 1989.

I Fluoranthene. Fluoranthene is a constituent of crude oil coal tar wood preservatives motor

oils and is found in coke ovens and in coal refuse heaps. It also makes up from 4% to 12% by

I
weight of creosote USEPA 1990 USDA 1980 and Mueller et al 1989.

Fluorene. Fluorene is a constituent in coal tar and wood preservatives and is found in coke oven

emissions. It makes up from 6% to 10% by weight of creosote USEPA 1990 USDA 1980
and Mueller et at 1989 and from 0.8% to 1.6% by weight of coal tar Gas Research Institute

I
1987 and USDA 1980.
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I Indeno123-cdpyrene. Indeno123-cdpyrene is a constituent in gasoline motor oil and

coke oven emissions.

I Phenanthrene. Phenanthrene is a constituent in dye stuffs explosives and is used in the synthesis

of drugs and in biochemical research. It also may be associated with coal or coal combustion and

I
makes up from 12.6% to 21%by weight of creosote USEPA 1990 USDA 1980 and Mueller

et a 1989 and from 2.7% to 6.3% by weight of coal tar Gas Research Institute 1987 and

USDA 1980.

I
Pyrene. Pyrene is a constituent of gasoline coal tar and motor oil and is also found in wood

preservative sludge. It also may be associated with coal or coal combustion and makes up from

2% to 8.5%by weight of creosote USEPA 1990 USDA 1980 and Mueller et al 1989.

7.0 REGULATORY CONCERNS

I
Based on our investigation to date several areas of the property were used to bury or dispose of

greenwaste as well as construction and demolition-type waste indicated by a formerBengal

I
employee as coming from the former Kaiser Steel Plant property. Both of these waste types are

solid wastes as defined in Section 40191 of the State of California Public Resources Code.

Disposal of solid wastes onto land requires a permit from the local enforcement agency or the

California Regional Water Quality Control Board if there is no designated or certified

I
enforcement agency Section 44001 Public Resources Code. If Bengal does not have such a

permit or license then the local enforcement agency may order the facility to cease operations

Section 44002 Public Resources Code and has the authority to issue corrective action orders to

abate a nuisance or to protect human heath and safety of the environment Section 45000 Public

I Resources Code.

The construction and demolition-type waste consists of railroad cross-ties lumber metal plastic

and black and fine-grained matter. In the State of California treated wood such as railroad

I cross-ties destined for disposal would be classified as California Hazardous waste if the soluble

concentration of one or more of its constituents exceed the STLC value listed for that constituent

in Title 22 of the California Code of Regulations or if the treated wood were to be tested and

failed an aquatic toxicity test. In 1984 the State of California Department of Health Services

rejected a variance request for disposal of treated wood articles at an uncontrolled or unpermitted

site. Treated wood may go only to landfills with Regional Water Quality Control Board approval

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however some local jurisdictions and disposal site owners strictly forbid its disposal. Burning of

treated wood wastes is also prohibited.

8.0 CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS

The original work plan to construct two trenches intersecting in the form of an X and two

I trenches intersecting in the form of a across the property could not be implemented because

I
rows of greenwaste on the surface of the property had not been moved to accommodate the

original trenching plan. A total of 23 test trenches were excavated for this investigation in

unobstructed areas of the property and in some instances in covered areas of the property when

Bengal was asked to create access for the excavator. The results of this preliminary investigation

identified greenwaste in 3 trenches T-5 T-10 and T-20 and construction and demolition-type

waste in 4 trenches T-1 T-2 T-6 and T-7 that were excavated for this investigation.

I
Laboratory analysis of samples of fine-grained matter collected from the construction and

I demolition-type waste indicated by a former Bengal employee as coming from the former Kaiser

Steel Plant property indicate levels ofPNAs significantly above the USEPAs preliminary

remediation goals for soil at industrial sites. Many of the PNA compounds that were detected in

the samples are listed as hazardous constituents in Appendix VIII Section 66261.126 Division

22 Title 22 of the California Code of Regulations.

The full extent and location of the buried solid waste are not known at this time as the trenching

work at the site was limited by surface conditions and by time and resources. Only a

comprehensive assessment of the property through additional trenches or soil borings to

I
determine the full extent and location of buried solid waste at the site will provide a complete

assessment of the magnitude of the problem created by such buried waste.

Geomatrix estimates that over 3200 cubic yards of construction and demolition-type waste

I
indicated as coming from the former Kaiser Steel Plant property by a former Bengal employee

may be buried on the property. This estimate isbased on Geomatrixs interpretationthat the two
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zones of construction and demolition-type waste encountered in trench T-I and the two zones of

I
similar waste encountered in trench T-6 are connected. Therefore the minimum length of each

of these two Kaiser bunkers is assessed as being 100 feet and the width and thickness of each

1
bunker as observed during logging of trench T-1 are 31 feet and greater than 14 feet

respectively. This estimate does not include the quantity of waste that was encountered in trench

T-2 because no information was obtained to assess the length of this third Kaiser bunker.

Subsequent trenches mayencounter more of this type of waste. Insufficient information was

I
obtained by this investigation to estimate the quantity of greenwaste buried on the property.

A more comprehensive investigation including determining the volume and extent of wastes

buried at the site should be conducted under the auspices of a formal work plan and regulatory

I agency approval. A copy of this report of preliminary investigation should be provided to the

appropriate regulatory agency prior to preparing the work plan for a more comprehensive

investigation of the property. After completion of the comprehensive investigation approved

remedial actions should be developed and implemented under regulatory oversight.

This is to provide information concerning the February 24 1998 sampling of earth materials

found on the property located at 8625 to 8645 Almond Avenue Fontana California and the

subsequent laboratory analyses of the five samples obtained.

Sample Locations and Materials

A total of five samples of materials found on the subject property were obtained on February

24 1998. Four samples were obtained from materials exposed by an excavation near the

northeastern comer of the site two from the excavation and two from materials stockpiled

adjacent thereto i. e. soil and other materials which had been excavated. One sample was

obtained from a stockpile near the southern limits of the property. Sampling locations are

shown on the accompanying Figure 1 - Soil Sample Locations February 24 1998.

The materials observed in the excavation sidewalls and in the stockpiles and which were

sampled are described in the accompanying Description of Soil Samples.

Sampling Procedures

The samples were collected in stainless steel sample sleeves which had been cleaned in a

solution of Alconox and water followed by fresh water and distilled water rinses prior to

arrival at the subject property. One end of each sample container was fitted with a Teflon

sheet and PVC cap. The container was forced into the material to be sampled until filled.

The open end of the container was closed with a Teflon sheet and PVC cap. Each sample

container was labeled placed in a self-closing plastic bag and placed in a chilled chest. The

samples were held in chilled storage until released to the State certified environmental testing

laboratory. A chain-of-custody form copy enclosed was prepared and accompanied the

samples to the laboratory.

Three of the samples Sample Nos. S-1 S-2 and S-5 were obtained directly from stockpiled

materials. At sampling locations S-I and S-2 a shovel was used to expose materials from a

depth of approximately one foot below the surface of the stockpile. At sampling location S-5

materials were obtained from the surface of the stockpile. Sample numbers S-3 and S-4 were

obtained from materials brought to the ground surface at the time of sampling from the

bottom of the excavation by a tracked excavator.

Laboratory Analyses

Prior sampling and analyses at the subject property see Report of Preliminary Investigation

ofBuried Waste 8625-8645 Almond Avenue Fontana California prepared by Geomatrix

Consultants Inc. June 17 1997 indicated the presence of PNAs Polynuclear Aromatic

Compounds in the subsurface. Because these compounds constituted the majority of the

regulated materials found in the earlier investigations it was decided that four of the samples

collected on February 24 sample numbers S-I through S-4 would be analyzed only for

PNAs using Method 8270. The fifth sample S-5 was analyzed by Method 8015Mfuel

characterization to determine whether the sample coloration was caused by petroleum

hydrocarbons.

The results of analyses by Method 8270 are presented in Table 1 - Laboratory Results

Samples Collected February 24 1998. Also shown on Table I are the EPA Preliminary Soil

Remediation Goals for Industrial Property.

Analysis of Sample S-5 indicated that petroleum hydrocarbons in the carbon chain ranges

from gasoline through diesel fuel and into waste oil were Not Detected.

A copy of the laboratory report is enclosed.

Conclusion

Based on the analyses of the four samples tested for PNAs a single compound

Benzoapyrene exceeds the preliminary goals established by the U. S. EPA for industrial

properties. As indicated in the earlier report on investigations at the subject site this material

is a by-product of combustion and is found in coke manufacturing areas.

The absence ofpetroleum hydrocarbons in sample S-5 together with the appearance of that

material may imply that this is foundry sand. In this regard if foundry sand is present on the

site analyses for metals should be performed.

This is in response to your question concerning Benzoapyrene. Specifically you had

inquired whether this material might be volatile.

Today we spoke with Dr. Larry Zhang of Cheruical and Environmental Laboratories Santa

Fe Springs the State-certified laboratory which analyzed the samples collected on February

24. Dr. Mang stated that Benzoapyrene is very stable that is this material is not volatile

or semi-volatile and would not volatilize when exposed to the atmosphere.

Thus based on the results of analyses of Samples S-1 and 9-2 versus the results of analyses

of Samples S-3 and S-4 it appears that the difference in concentrations ofBenzoapyrene
is a direct result of differences in concentrations in the samples and not a result of Samples

S-1 and S-2 having been exposed to the atmosphere.

5 otherwise released various solid wastes and hazardous substances

6 onto the Kaiser Property and into the soil at such property.

7 17. The solid wastes and hazardous substances released onto

8 the Kaiser Property included but were not limited to waste

9 products and by-products from the steel manufacturing process

10 including polynuclear aromatic compounds such as benzoapyrene

11 acenaphthene anthracene benzoaanthracene

12 benzobflouranthene benzokflouranthene benzoghiperylene

13 chrysene dibenzahanthracene dibenzofuran flouranthene

14 flourene indeno123-cdpyrene phenanthrene and pyrene as

15 well as other volatile organic compounds including but not

16 limited to toluene xylenes acetone 2-butanone and/or4-methyl-17
2-pentanone. In addition in the course of Kaisers activities on

18 the Kaiser Property it utilized handled disposed and/or

19 abandoned numerous railroad ties that had been chemically treated

20 with various hazardous substances including a chemical know as

21 Creosote also a hazardous substance.

22 18. Plaintiffs are informed and believe and based thereon

23 allege that in or about November of 1995 Kaiser transferred its

24 interest in the Kaiser Property to Defendant the Speedway

25 Development Corporation which thereafter merged into the

26 California Speedway Corporation. Plaintiffs are informed and

27 believe and based thereon allege that Kaiser however retained a

28 significant ownership interest in and is a shareholder of the

1 Speedway.

2 19. Plaintiffs are informed and believe and based thereon

3 allege that prior to and subsequent to the transfer of the Kaiser

4 Property to the Speedway Kaiser and the Speedway engaged in

5 significant dismantling demolition and development activities on

6 the Kaiser Property which involved the demolition of various

7 structures buildings and other improvements on the Kaiser

8 Property including portions of the former Kaiser Steel Facility

9 and including several large cooling towers and other structures

10 and buildings as well as the removal and the relocation of

11 various railroad lines that traversed the Kaiser Property. The

12 development activities engaged in by Kaiser and the Speedway

13 during and after the demolition activities on the Kaiser property

14 involved the redevelopment of the entire Kaiser property and other

15 adjacent properties into what is now commonly known as the

16 California Speedway.

17 20. As a result of the demolition and development

18 activities significant quantities of various solid waste and

19 hazardous substances were released emitted and disposed of on the

20 Kaiser Property including but not limited to various construction

21 debris plastic wood and miscellaneous metal waste and debris a

22 significant quantity of wood wastes and other miscellaneous solid

23 wastes including large tree stumps trunks and roots from the

24 uprooting of eucalyptus trees and other trees and vegetation as

25 well as numerous railroad ties containing Creosote and the various

26 hazardous substances referenced above. In addition the prior

27 operations of the Kaiser Steel Corporation Steel Mill as well as

28 the dismantling and demolition activities conducted on the Kaiser

1 Property by the Kaiser Defendants herein and the Speedway

2 resulted in the emission release discharge disposal and

3 abandonment by Kaiser and the Speedway of a number of different

4 hazardous substances including but not limited to various

5 polynuclear aromatic compounds considered hazardous substances

6 under State and federal law asmore specifically described above

7 as well as Creosote contaminated railroad ties and cross ties and

8 various other hazardous substances.

9 21. Plaintiffs are informed and believe and based thereon

10 allege that Kaiser commenced demolition and construction

11 activities on the Kaiser Property resulting in the generation and

12 disposal of solid wastes and hazardous substances and that

13 thereafter upon the transfer of the Kaiser Property to the

14 Speedway that the Speedway continued demolition and dismantling

15 activities generating additional solid wastes and hazardous

16 substances. Defendants Kaiser and the Speedway thereafter

17 directly or indirectly arranged for the disposal of such solid

18 wastes and hazardous substances as defined under Federal and

19 State law with Bengal who disposed of and released the same onto

20 the Subject Property including soil contaminated with polynuclear

21 aromatic compounds and Creosote contaminated railroad ties and

22 cross-ties as well as other wastes contaminated with various

23 hazardous substances and solid wastes.

24 22. Plaintiffs are further informed and believe and based

25 thereon allege that commencing in or about August of 1994 Kaiser

26 Resources Inc. entered into a contract with Defendant Bengal

27 Environmental Equipment entitled Agreement for Kaiser Plant Site

28 Woodwaste Grinding and Cleanup Fontana California whereby

1 Bengal removed various solid wastes and/or hazardous substances

2 from the Kaiser Property and thereafter unlawfully disposed of

3 and released such wastes and hazardous substances at various

4 locations on and beneath the Subject Property.

5 23. Plaintiffs are informed and believe and based thereon

6 allege that in or about November of 1995 the Speedway entered

7 into a contract with Bengal Environmental Co. which was

8 subsequently amended to include Bengal Recycling Inc. whereby

9 Bengal preceded to remove and dispose of all trees and shrubs

10 including stumps from the Kaiser Property and to remove railroad

11 ties. and cross-ties and miscellaneous wood throughout the Kaiser

12 Property including providing trash and soil separation

13 stockpiling of dirt and trash and removing other miscellaneous

14 wood debris. The agreement also .provide for the removal of wood

is cooling towers trash items stockpiled items on the Kaiser

16 Property and wood fence and posts all site wood debris and the

17 removal and disposal of wood from covered storage areas and wood

18 buildings. In the process of removing material pursuant to this

19 contract with the Speedway Bengal removed from the Kaiser

20 Property various solid wastes and hazardous substances and

21 miscellaneous construction debris tree stumps and roots plastic

22 and metal waste materials general trash and other debris

23 including various types of wood wastes railroad ties andcross-24ties contaminated with Creosote and other hazardous substances

25 and contaminated soil and other trash that had been contaminated

26 with various hazardous substances including but not limited to

27 polynuclear aromatic compounds and other hazardous substances.

28 All such materials were stockpiled removed transported and
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1 disposed of from the Kaiser Property onto the Subject Property.

2 24. The hazardous substances and solid wastes released and

3 disposed of from the Kaiser Property onto the Subject Property

4 includes but is not limited to a large quantity of railroad ties

5 and cross-ties chemically treated with creosote and other

6 hazardous substances contaminated soil and various solid wastes

7 including miscellaneous construction debris various plastic wood

8 and metal wastes and debris a significant quantity of wood wastes

9 andother miscellaneous solid wastes including large tree stumps

10 trunks and roots and other vegetation as well as various other

11 hazardous substances including contaminated soil. The hazardous

12 substances released and disposed of from the Kaiser Property onto

13 the Subject Property include but are not limited to Creosote and

14 various polynuclear aromatic compounds such as benzoapyrene

15 acenaphthene anthracene benzoaanthracene

16 benzobflouranthene benzokflouranthene benzoghiperylene

17 chrysene dibenzahanthracene dibenzofuran flouranthene

18 flourene indeno123-cdpyrene phenanthrene and pyrene as

19 well as certain volatile organic compounds such as toluene

20 xylenes acetone 2-butanone and/or 4-methyl-2-pentanone and

21 other hazardous substances.

22 25. On or about November 3 1992 Plaintiffs initially

23 leased the Subject Property to Bengal through a lease with World

24 Products Recycling II Inc. A copy of this lease is attached

25 hereto and marked as Exhibit A and incorporated herein and is

26 hereafter referred to as the 1992 Lease.

27 26. Thereafter on or about February 21 1995 Bengal

28 entered into a second lease agreement with Plaintiffs allowing
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1 Bengal to continue to operate on the Subject Property for purposes

2 of conducting their green waste and wood waste recycling

3 operation. A copy of the February 1995 lease is attached hereto

4 as Exhibit B and incorporated herein and is hereafter referred

5 to as the 1995 Lease.

6 27. Under both the 1992 and 1995 leases Bengal was

7 required to comply with all laws concerning the Premises and

8 Bengals use of the Premises. including all local state and

9 federal laws statutes and regulations and specifically all

10 federal state and local laws ordinances and regulations

11 relating to environmental protection or the use analysis

12 generation manufacturing storage disposal or transportation of

13 any hazardous substances. Under both leases Bengal further

14 agreed not to use the Premises in any manner that would constitute

15 waste nuisance or an unreasonable annoyance to owners or

16 occupants of adjacent properties and to keep and maintain the

17 Premises and appurtenances and every part thereof in good order

18 and to make no alterations additions or other improvements to

19 the Premises without the Plaintiffs prior approval. Furthermore

20 under both leases Bengal agreed to hold the landlord harmless

21 from all liability or losses or injuries caused by or resulting

22 from tenants operations on the Premises.

23 28. As a part of. the 1995 Lease Bengal agreed it would not

24 generate possess store use transport or dispose of any

25 hazardous substances onto the Subject Property and agreed to

26 indemnify Plaintiffs for any damages caused by any hazardous

27 substances it brought onto the property. Such indemnification

28 included but was not limited to the cost of remedying the
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1 effects of any contamination or injury to persons property or the

2 environment created by Bengal as well as all costs related to the

3 investigation removal remediation restoration and/or abatement

4 of any hazardous substances. In addition Defendant Crawford

5 personally guaranteed the 1995 Lease for Bengal a copy of which

6 is included with Exhibit B and is incorporated herein.

7 29. Through various agreements and understandings between

8 the Speedway Kaiser and Bengal Bengal removed transported and

9 disposed of the various solid wastes and hazardous substances

10 referenced above from the Kaiser Property onto the Subject

11 Property. Further although Bengal was not licensed or authorized

12 to handle transport or dispose of hazardous substances from the

13 Kaiser Property or from any other property Bengal removed the

14 hazardous substances referenced above such as the chemically

15 treated railroad ties and cross-ties and soil and other debris

16 contaminated with various hazardous substances from the Kaiser

17 Property onto the Subject Property without the knowledge

18 authority or consent of Plaintiffs.

19 30. In addition pursuant to the written or oral agreements

20 with the Speedway and/or Kaiser Defendant Bengal proceeded to

21 remove transport and dispose of certain solid waste such as.

22 miscellaneous construction debris plastic materials

23 miscellaneous metal debris large stumps and roots and various

24 wood wastes and other solid waste from the Kaiser Property to the

25 Subject Property.

26 31. Defendants Crawford and Aldersley were individually

27 involved in the operations conducted on the Subject Property for

28 their own benefit and acted as operators on the Subject Property.
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1 Defendants Crawford and Aldersley also were specifically involved

2 and directed operations conducted by Bengal on the Kaiser Property

3 and both individually and personally participated in the

4 management and in the day-to-day operations conducted on the

5 Subject Property whereby various solid wastes and hazardous

6 substances as discussed above were removed transported and

7 disposed of and released onto the Subject Property. Both

8 Defendant Crawford and Aldersley were individually and personally

9 involved in the day-to-day operations and the management and

10 operations conducted on the Subject Property and were aware of and

11 participated in the disposal of the various solid wastes and

12 hazardous substances onto the Subject Property.

13 32. At no time did Plaintiffs participate in any of the

14 activities relating to the clearing and redevelopment of the

15 Kaiser Property nor did Plaintiffs ever authorize approve or

16 consent to the storage or disposal of any of such hazardous

17 substances or solid wastes onto the Subject Property. In

18 addition Plaintiffs have not caused or in any way contributed to

19 the contamination in issue and are not responsible for and did

20 not participate in the discharge release or disposal of any such

21 hazardous substances or solid wastes on the Subject Property.

22 33. In or about February of 1996 Plaintiffs first became

23 aware of the burying of miscellaneous solid wastes on the Subject

24 Property by Bengal. At that time Plaintiffs were not aware of

25 the identity of the generators of the wastes nor were Plaintiffs

26 aware of the location from which the wastes were transported. On

27 or about February 28 1996 Plaintiffs issued a cease and desist

28 order under the 1995 Lease requiring Bengal to immediately halt
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1 all illegal disposal and storage activities on the Subject

2 Property. Plaintiffs also demanded that Bengal immediately remove

3 the wastes from the Premises.

4 34. In or about February of 1996 Defendant Crawford on

5 behalf of himself and Bengal admitted to burying various solid

6 wastes on the Subject Property and assured Plaintiffs the waste

7 would be properly removed and the property restored. Although the

8 waste discovered by Plaintiffs was believed to have been removed

9 and the property restored by Bengal Plaintiffs are informed and

10 believe and based thereon allege that not all such waste was

11 removed and that additional waste which had already been buried on

12 the Site the existence of which was not disclosed to Plaintiffs

13 remained on the Subject Property and was not removed by Bengal.

14 35. At the time Plaintiffs issued the cease and desist

15 order they were unaware Bengal had disposed of was in the

16 process of disposing of or intended to dispose of additional

17 solid wastes and hazardous substances onto the Subject Property

18 from the Kaiser Property and potentially from other property.

19 36. Plaintiffs are informed and believe and based thereon

20 allege that even though Plaintiffs issued and served a cease and

21 desist order upon Bengal Bengal without the consent or

22 permission of the Plaintiffs continueddumping solid waste and

23 hazardous substances from the Kaiser Property onto the Subject

24 Property as well as wastes from other locations onto the Subject

25 Property in direct violation of federal State and local law the

26 cease and desist order and the 1995 Lease.

27 37. In or about December of 1996 Plaintiffs discovered

28 that Bengal had disposed of or caused to be disposed of additional
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1 quantities of solid waste and at the time what was believed to

2 be potentially hazardous substances onto the Subject Property.

3 Plaintiffs are informed and believe and based thereon allege that

4 Bengal buried the various solid wastes and hazardous substances at

5 depths in excess of 20 feet below the surface and that Bengal

6 attempted to cover up its disposal and burying operations by

7 conducting such activities behind large mounds of stock piled

8 green waste strategically placed on the surface of the Premises

9 by Bengal to avoid having their disposal activities discovered.

10 38. In or about April or May of 1997 laboratory tests

11 confirmed that a portion of the solid waste disposed of from the

12 Kaiser Property onto the Subject Property was in fact hazardous.

13 Thereafter after repeated demands on Bengal Bengal assisted

14 Plaintiffs in the assessment and investigation of the types and

15 locations of solid wastes and hazardous substances released and

16 disposed of onto the Subject Property. In conducting this

17 investigation and assessment and subsequent investigations

18 Plaintiffs have incurred various response costs some of which was

19 reimbursed by Bengal and other response costs which remain

20 unreimbursed. These responses costs were necessary response costs

21 and were incurred in accordance with the National Contingency

22 Plan.

23 39. Plaintiffs have been informed by employees and

24 representatives of Bengal that certain locations where wastes

25 from the Kaiser Property were buried were commonly referred to as

26 the Kaiser Bunkers a reference by the Bengal employees to the

27 origin of the waste.

28 40. After discovering the existence of hazardous substances
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1 and the solid wastes on the Subject Property Plaintiffs made

2 repeated demands on Bengal Kaiser and the Speedway to assess

3 investigate remove and remediate such material from the Subject

4 Property and to restore the Subject Property to its original

5 condition. All such Defendants either failed or refused to comply

6 with such demands and failed and refused to abate such conditions

7 on the Subject Property and the nuisance created by their

8 activities.

9 41. Plaintiffs are informed and believe and based thereon

10 allege that Bengal and specifically Crawford and Aldersley

11 directed and/or supervised the removal of the solid waste and

12 hazardous substances from the Kaiser Property and the burying

13 dumping and disposal of such materials onto the Subject Property.

14 42. In or about July of 1998 Plaintiffs contacted a

15 representatives of the County of San Bernardino for direction and

16 oversight in the investigation assessment removal and/or

17 remediation of the various solid wastes and hazardous substances

18 on the Subject Property. As of the date of the filing of this

19 Complaint the various solid wastes and hazardous substances from

20 the Kaiser Property remain on and beneath the Subject Property

21 and the location quantity and various types of materials remain

22 to be fully investigated assessed removed and/or remediated and

23 the Subject Property restored to its previous condition. The

24 nuisance created by the existence of the solid wastes and

25 hazardous substances and the trespass resulting from such

26 materials remains to be abated and the injury and damages to the

27 Subject Property and to the Plaintiffs continues as the solid

28 wastes and hazardous substances remain unabated.
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1 43. On or about January 6 1997 Plaintiffs notified the

2 Department of Toxic Substances Control DTSC of the California

3 Environmental Protection Agency informing said agency that

4 Defendant Bengal disposed of solid waste and potentially hazardous

5 substances onto the Subject Property.

6 44. Plaintiffs are informed and believe and based thereon

7 allege that there exists and at all times herein mentioned there

8 existed a unity of interest and ownership between the Bengal

9 Corporate Defendants and Crawford and to the extent of any

10 ownership of such corporations by Defendant Aldersley also

11 Aldersley such that any individuality and separateness between

12 the Bengal Corporate Defendants and Crawford and Aldersley have

13 ceased and Defendants Crawford and Aldersley are the alter egos of

14 the Bengal Corporate Defendants. Plaintiffs are informed and

15 believes and based thereon allege that at all relevant times

16 herein Defendants Crawford and Aldersley dominated and controlled

17 the Bengal Corporate Defendants and failed to follow corporate

18 formalities and commingled and manipulated corporate assets

19 using the Bengal Corporate Defendants as mere conduits for the

20 business of Defendants Crawford and Aldersley.

21 45. Plaintiffs are informed and believe and based thereon

22 allege that the Bengal Corporate Defendants at all times

23 mentioned herein were the alter egos of the Defendant Crawford and

24 Aldersley whereby there existed a unity of interest and ownership

25 between such Defendants such that any separateness has ceased to

26 exist in that Defendant Crawford and Aldersley used assets of the

27 Bengal Corporate Defendants for the benefit of Defendants

28 Crawford and Aldersley and caused assets of the Bengal Corporate
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1 Defendants to be transferred without adequate consideration and

2 withdrew funds from financial accounts of the Bengal Corporate

3 Defendants for the personal use of Defendants Crawford and

4 Aldersley.

5 46. Plaintiffs are informed and believe and based thereon

6 allege that the Bengal Corporate Defendants were at all times

7 herein mentioned mere shells instrumentalities and conduits

8 through which the Defendants Crawford and Aldersley carried on

9 their businesses exercising complete control and dominance over

10 these businesses to such an extent that any individuality or

11 separateness of the Bengal Corporate Defendants does not and at

12 all times herein mentioned did not exist.

13 47. Plaintiffs are informed and believe and based thereon

14 allege that the Bengal Corporate Defendants are and at all times

15 mentioned herein were controlled dominated and operated by the

16 Defendants Crawford and/or Aldersley as their alter egos and that

17 the activities and business of the Bengal Corporate Defendants

18 were carried out without the holding of all necessary and

19 appropriate directors or shareholders meetings and with

20 inadequate records and/or minutes of corporate proceedings.

21 48. Plaintiffs are further informed and believe and based

22 thereon allege that adherence to the fiction of the separate

23 existences of the Bengal Corporate Defendants as entities distinct

24 from Defendants Crawford and/or Aldersley would permit an abuse

25 of the corporate protections and would promote injustice in that

26 Defendants Crawford and/or Aldersley could be wrongfully protected

27 from personal liability even though such Defendants have not

28 observed corporate formalities and have commingled and
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1 manipulated corporate assets.

2

3 FIRST CLAIM FOR RELIEF

4 For Contribution Under CERCLA 42 U.S.C.

5 9613f and 9607a Against All Defendants

6 49. Plaintiffs reallege Paragraphs 1 through 48 above as

7 though fully set forth and incorporated herein.

8 50. The Subject Property-is a facility for the purposes of

9 and pursuant to 42 U.S.C. 96019. The damages and response

10 costs incurred by Plaintiffs to date were incurred consistent with

11 the National Contingency Plan and were necessary costs of

12 response in accordance with 42 U.S.C. 9607 and 960125.

13 51. Defendant Kaiser is a generator of the hazardous

14 substances released discharged and disposed of on the Subject

15 Property as set forth above and is a party that directly or

16 indirectly arranged for the disposal of hazardous substance onto

17 the Subject Property. As such Defendant Kaiser is a liable and

18 responsible party for all costs of response and other damages

19 incurred or to be incurred by Plaintiffs pursuant to 42 U.S.C.

20 9607 and 9613f.

21 52. Defendant Speedway generated and/or directly or

22 indirectly arranged for the disposal of hazardous substances on to

23 the Subject Property and is a liable and responsible party for

24 all costs of response and other damages incurred or to be incurred

25 by Plaintiffs pursuant to 42 U.S.C. 9607 and 9613f.

26 53. As set forth above the Bengal Defendants are liable

27 and responsible parties for response costs and other damages and

28 relief as said Defendants generated transported and disposed of

I and/or arranged for the disposal of hazardous substances onto the

2 Subject Property and operated on the Subject Property from

3 approximately 1992 to 1998 and as said Defendants discharged

4 released and disposed of various hazardous substances onto the

5 Subject.Property. The Bengal Defendants are liable and

6 responsible parties for all costs of response and other damages

7 incurred or to be incurred by Plaintiffs pursuant to 42 U.S.C.

8 9607 and 9613.

9 54. Plaintiffs have incurred and will continue to incur

10 response costs and other damages as a result of the hazardous

11 substances released threatened to be released and/or disposed of

12 on the Subject Property in the form of assessment investigation

13 monitoring removal treatment remedial action costs clean-up

14 costs oversight costs and all related costs and damages including

15 attorneys fees and costs incurred in investigating potential

16 responsible parties and other related costs in expenses.

17 55. Plaintiffs have incurred and will continue to incur

18 response costs in connection with the Subject Property whereby

19 such costs are necessary and are consistent with the National

20 Contingency Plan.

21 56. Plaintiffs seek and are entitled to contribution from

22 the Defendants and each of them for any and all amounts incurred

23 in accordance with 42 U.S.C. 9607a pursuant to 42 U.S.C.

24 9613f.

25 57. Plaintiffs seek total and/or partial contribution from

26 the Defendants and each of them for all such response costs and

27 all other costs and damages permitted under 42 U.S.C. 9613f.

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1 SECOND CLAIM FOR RELIEF

2 For Response Costs Under CERCLA 42 U.S.C.

3 9607a Against All Defendants

4 58. Plaintiffs reallege paragraphs 1 through 57 above as

5 though fully set forth and incorporated herein.

6 59. Defendants and each of them either owned or operated

7 on the Kaiser Property at the time of the generation removal

8 and/or disposal of hazardous substances are generators

9 transporters or parties who arranged for the disposal of hazardous

10 su ect Property and/or are persons who caused

11 th JY1ý zed release of the same resulting in the

12 ex substances in the soil and ground at the

13 Sul

-4Duch all Defendants are liable parties for

14 the s in the soil and ground at the Subject

15 Property.

16 60. Plaintiffs and each of them are innocent landowners

17 pursuant to 42 U.S.C. 9607a as they did not participate in or

18 consent to or authorize the generation removal transportation

19 and/or disposal of any of the hazardous substances onto the

20 Subject Property by Bengal or any other party or person. In

21 addition Plaintiffs were not aware of the activities and

22 operations of the Defendants which have lead to the disposal and

23 releases and threatened releases of the hazardous substances in

24 question.

25 61. As a result of the disposal and releases of hazardous

26 substances into the soil and ground at the Subject Property

27 Plaintiffs have incurred and will continue to incur necessary

28 response costs consistent with the National Contingency Plan in
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1 the form of investigation assessment monitoring and/or

2 evaluation response costs and additional costs to be incurred in

3 the future including but not limited to removal treatment

4 and/or remedial costs as well as investigative attorney fees.

5 62. All response costs Plaintiffs have incurred and/or will

6 incur in responding to the releases and threatened releases of

7 hazardous substances into the soil and on the ground at the

8 Subject Property including assessment removal cleanup and/or

9 remedial action costs enforcement. costs investigatory attorney

10 costs consultant fees and related costs are or will.be necessary

11 response costs consistent with the National Contingency Plan and

12 Plaintiff hereby seeks reimbursement for any and all such past

13 present and/or future response costs incurred prior to trial

14 together with interest thereon said Defendants being strictly

15 liable for the same.

16 THIRD CLAIM FOR RELIEF

17 For Declaratory Relief Against All Defendants

18 under CERCLA 42 U.S.C. 9613f and 9613g2
19 The Declaratory Judgment Act 28 U.S.C. 2201

20 and Title 5 U.S.C. 702

21 63. Plaintiffs reallege Paragraphs 1 through 62 above as

22 though fully set forth and incorporated herein.

23 64. An actual controversy presently exists between

24 Plaintiffs and Defendants and each of them with respect to the

25 solid waste and hazardous substances in the soil and on the

26 ground at the Subject Property. Plaintiffs contend and

27 Defendants deny that said Defendants are responsible parties for

28 the hazardous substances in the soil and on the ground at the
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1 subject Property. Plaintiffs contend and Defendants deny that

2 Defendants are liable for such costs and damages that have been

3 and will be incurred for activities performed or to be performed

4 though the investigation assessment monitoring remediation

5 and/or cleanup of any hazardous substances including all

6 necessary removal or remedial action taken or to be taken to

7 respond to the releases alleged releases and threatened released

8 of hazardous substances.

9 65. Plaintiffs request a judicial determination of the

10 respective rights and duties of Plaintiffs and Defendants herein

11 in accordance with 42 U.S.C. Sections 9613f and 9613g2 and

12 28 U.S.C. Section 2201 with respect to the responsibility of said

13 parties to investigate assess monitor remove and/or remediate

14 any and all hazardous substances as well as the releases or

15 threatened releases of hazardous substances in the soil at the

16 Subject Property and the costs associated with same including

17 costs Plaintiffs have already incurred and will incur in the

18 investigation assessment monitoring removal and/or remediation

19 of same.

20 66. A judicial declaration setting forth the parties

21 rights and obligations on the issues set forth herein is necessary

22 for the parties to ascertain their rights and duties with respect

23 to the claims in issue and to 1 resolve the actual controversy

24 regarding the rights and duties of the respective parties with

25 respect to the claims herein 2 avoid the circuitry and

26 multiplicity of actions that will likely result if Plaintiffs are

27 forced a to proceed in litigation with the Defendants and

28 thereafter with other governmental organizations and/or any other
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1 parties or persons and 3 resolve responsibility for future

2 response costs in connection with any hazardous substances in the

3 soil and on the ground at the Subject Property.

4 1 FOURTH CLAIM FOR RELIEF

5 For Reimbursement Indemnity and Contribution

6 Under the California Superfund--Health Safety Code

7 Section 25363 et seq. Against All Defendants

8 67. Plaintiffs reallege Paragraphs 1 through 66 above as

9 though fully set forth and incorporated herein.

10 68. Plaintiffs have incurred and will continue to incur

11 response costs in accordance with the requirements of CERCLA 42

12 U.S.C. 9601 et seq. and in accordance with Chapter 6.8 of

13 Division 20 of the California Health Safety Code California

14 Health Safety Code Section 25300 et seq. for the releases and

15 threatened releases of the hazardous substances in issue.

16 69. Plaintiffs hereby seek reimbursement indemnity and

17 contribution from the Defendants and each of them for any and

18 all past present and/or future response costs incurred in

19 connection with the soil and on the ground at the Subject

20 Property together with interest thereon with said Defendants

21 being strictly liable to Plaintiff for the same pursuant to

22 California Health Safety Code Section 25363 and provisions

23 related thereto.

24 FIFTH CLAIM FOR RELIEF

25 For Private and Public Nuisance

26 Against All Defendants

27 70. Plaintiffs reallege paragraphs 1 through 69 above as

28 though fully set forth and incorporated herein.
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1 71. With the actions inactions and omissions of Defendants

2 through the generation transportation disposal and the

3 arranging for disposal and the discharge spillage and/or release

4 of hazardous substances and solid wastes as set forth above and

5 with Defendants failure and refusal to promptly and properly

6 assess investigate monitor treat and remove and remediate such

7 material from the Subject Property Defendants have created or

8 assisted in the creation of a condition of pollution and nuisance

9 resulting in the interference of Plaintiffs comfortable use and

10 enjoyment of the Subject Property. The condition of pollution and

11 nuisance continues each day the pollution and nuisance remains

12 unabated. Plaintiffs have previously requested and demanded that

13 the Defendants abate the continuing nuisance but said Defendants

14 have failed and refused to do the same.

15 72. As a result of the actions. inactions and omissions of

16 the Defendants and each of them Defendants have interfered with

17 Plaintiffs use and enjoyment of the Subject Property resulting

18 in an ongoing and continuing nuisance which can be abated with the

19 proper investigation assessment and remediation and/or removal of

20 the hazardous substances and solid wastes and restoration of the

21 Subject Property.

22 73. Plaintiffs have no plain speedy or other adequate

23 remedy of law and injunctive relief is necessary in order to have

24 the Defendants and each of them abate the nuisance and the

25 condition of pollution.

26 74. The nuisance that has resulted from the actions

27 inactions and omissions of the Defendants is a nuisance that

28 affects not only Plaintiffs and the interference with Plaintiffs
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1 rights and ability to use and enjoy the Subject Property but also

2 affects the entire community or neighborhood and a considerable

3 number of persons. The nuisance created affects the public in

4 general but its affect is separate and distinct from the nuisance

5 and its impact on Plaintiffs.

6 75. As a result of the continuing nuisance Plaintiffs

7 seeks a preliminary and permanent injunction requiring the

8 Defendants and each of them to assess investigate monitor

9 treat remove and remediate any and all hazardous substances and

10 solid wastes from the Site including contamination of the soil

11 in a timely manner and in a manner so as to.not interfere with

12 the continuing operations of Plaintiffs or its tenants on the

13 Site.

14 76. Plaintiffs further seek damages in the form of general

15 compensatory and consequential damages to be shown in accordance

16 with proof at the time of trial including amounts incurred or to

17 be incurred by Plaintiffs for the assessment monitoring

18 investigation removal cleanup and/or remediation of the

19 hazardous substances and solid wastes in the soil and on the

20 ground at the Subject Property and all related costs expenses

21 and damages and damages for the diminution in the value of the

22 subject Property as a result of such solid wastes and hazardous

23 substances and any lost rent loss of use of the Subject

24 Property and other amounts that have not been fully ascertained

25 at this time but which will be more specifically shown in

26 accordance with proof at the time of trial.

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1 SIXTH CLAIM FOR RELIEF

2 For Trespass Against All Defendants

3 77. Plaintiffs reallege paragraphs 1 through 76 above as

4 though fully set forth and incorporated herein.

5 78. The generation transportation and disposal and

6 arranging for the disposal and the discharge release and/or

7 spillage of hazardous substances and solid wastes onto the Subject

8 Property and the failure of Defendants to remove and abate the

9 same constitutes an interference with Plaintiffs right of

10 possession of the Subject Property and constitutes a continuing

11 trespass which can be abated upon proper action by Defendants to

12 investigate assess remove cleanup and remediate the Subject

13 Property and to restore the condition of the Site.

14 79. Plaintiffs seek all general consequential and

15 compensatory damages against Defendants as shown in accordance

16 with proof at the time of trial including amounts incurred or to

17 be incurred by Plaintiffs for the assessment monitoring

18 investigation removal cleanup and/or remediation of the

19 hazardous substances and solid wastes in the soil and on the

20 ground at the Subject Property and all related costs expenses

21 and damages as well damages for the diminution in the value of

22 the Subject Property as a result of such solid wastes and

23 hazardous substances and any lost rent loss of use of the

24 Subject Property and other amounts that have not been fully

7 though fully set forth and incorporated herein.

8 82. The hazardous substances and solid wastes on the

9 Subject Property and in the soil and ground at the Subject

10 Property were released in whole or in part as a result of the

11 negligence and careless actions inactions and omissions of the

12 Defendants through their generation use handling storage

13 transportation disposal and/or arranging for the disposal of

14 hazardous substances and solid wastes onto the Subject Property

15 and in their actions inactions omissions and failures to follow

16 proper policies and procedures to assure the proper removal

17 handling storage transportation and disposal of the solid wastes

18 and hazardous substances and/or to respond to releases or

19 threatened releases of the solid wastes and hazardous substances.

20 83. As a. result of the actions inactions and omissions of

21 the Defendants hazardous substances and solid wastes have been

22 released and disposed of at and onto the Subject Property.

23 84. Plaintiffs have suffered and will continue to suffer

24 general compensatory and consequential damages including but not

25 limited to amounts incurred or to be incurred by Plaintiffs for

26 the assessment monitoring investigation removal cleanup and/or

27 remediation of the hazardous substances and solid wastes in the

28 soil and/or the ground at the Subject Property and all related
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1 costs as well as damages for the diminution in the value of the

2 Subject Property lost rent and loss of use of the Subject

3 Property and other amounts that have not been fully ascertained

4 at this time but which will more specifically be shown in

5 accordance with proof at the time of trial.

6 NINTH CLAIM FOR RELIEF

7 For Breach of Contract And

8 Indemnification Against The Bengal Defendants

9 85. Plaintiffs reallege paragraphs 1 through 84 above as

10 though fully set forth and incorporated herein.

11 86. As set forth above the Bengal Defendants failed to

12 comply with the terms and conditions of the 1992 and the 1995

13 Leases and failed to comply with the representations and

14 warranties set forth therein.

15 87. Bengal failed to abide by the terms of the lease

16 agreements as they generated transported and arranged for the

17 disposal of and disposed of and released hazardous substances and

18 solid wastes into the soil and onto the ground at the Subject

19 Property. Bengal also failed to comply with the terms of the

20 lease agreements wherein they failed/refused to investigate

21 assess monitor treat remove and remediate such hazardous

22 substances and solid wastes and to restore the Subject Property

23 to its original condition.

24 88. Both the 1992 and 1995 Leases require that the tenants

25 comply with all laws concerning their operations on the Subject

26 Property including all federal state and local laws ordinances

27 and regulations concerning hazardous materials including hazardous

28 substances. The tenants under the Leases further agreed not to
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1 use the Premises in any manner that would constitute waste

2 nuisance or unreasonable annoyance to owners or occupants and

3 agreed to keep and maintain the Premises in good repair and order.

4 The Bengal Defendants have breached and violated these terms and

5 provisions of both the 1992 and 1995 leases and other terms and

6 provisions of such leases including various representations and

7 warranties sec forth in such leases which have been incorporated

8 herein.

9 89. In accordance with the 1992 and 1995 Leases the Bengal

10 Defendants agreed to indemnify and hold the Plaintiffs harmless

11 from and against any and all claims arising out of the tenants

12 use and operation of the Premises. any breach of the agreement or

13 any negligence of the tenant and for such other matters as set

14 forth in said Leases. Bengal has failed and refused to comply

15 with all requests to indemnify and hold the Plaintiffs harmless

16 from all claims and damages resulting from said Defendants

17 actions and operations on the Subject Property.

18 90. Defendant Crawford is directly responsible for the

19 violations and breaches of the 1995 lease as said Defendant

20 personally guaranteed the obligations of the Bengal Corporate

21 Defendants thereunder.

22 91. As a result of the failure of the Bengal Defendants to

23 comply with the terms and conditions of the lease agreements as

24 set forth above said parties have breached and violated the

25 leases.

26 92. Plaintiffs have complied with all of their obligations

27 and the terms and conditions of the leases and all other relevant

28 agreements between the parties.
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1 93. The Bengal Defendants are liable for any and all costs

2 damages and fees including attorney fees as permitted under the

3 lease agreements to Plaintiffs as a result of their actions

4 inactions omissions and breaches of the agreements in issue

5 including any and all response costs and damages related thereto

6 and including all general consequential and compensatory damages

7 to be shown in accordance with proof at the time of trial.

8 TENTH CLAIM FOR RELIEF

9 For Civil Penalties Pursuant to Health

10 and Safety 25359.7 Against The Bengal Defendants

11 94. Plaintiff realleges paragraphs 1 through 93 above as

12 though fully set forth and incorporated herein.

13 95. The Bengal Defendants were tenants of nonresidential

14 real property who knew or had reasonable cause to believe that a

15 release of hazardous substances had come to be located on or

16 beneath the Subject Property during the time of their tenancy on

17 the Site.

18 96. The Bengal Defendants although knowing and/or having

19 reasonable cause to believe of the existence of releases of

20 hazardous substances on the Subject Property failed to provide

21 written notice of the same to the Plaintiffs as required by law

22 pursuant to California Health and Safety Code Section 25359.7.

23 Said Defendants further failed to comply with the terms and

24 conditions of the lease agreements in question by failing to

25 investigate assess and remove cleanup and remediate the

26 hazardous substances and other solid wastes and contamination in

27 issue.

28 97. The Bengal Defendants had actual knowledge of the
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1 presence of the release of a material known to contain hazardous

2 substances and were required to report the existence of such

3 hazardous substances to state or local agencies pursuant to state

4 and federal law. Said Defendants knowingly failed to provide such

5 notice to these agencies and failed to provide the notices as

6 required by California Health and Safety Code Section 25359.7 to

7 the Plaintiffs.

8 98. The failure of the Bengal Defendants to provide such

9 notices constitutes a default of the written Lease Agreements and

10 subjects the Bengal Defendants to general and consequential

11 damages as set forth above to equitable and injunctive relief

12 and to civil penalties up to $5000 a day for each separate

13 violation with the number of violations and the dates of each

14 violations all being subject to proof at the time of trial.

15 ELEVENTH CLAIM FOR RELIEF

16 For Waste Against The Bengal Defendants

17 99. Plaintiff realleges paragraphs 1 through 98 above as

18 though fully set forth an incorporated herein.

19 100. As a result of the Bengal Defendants transportation

20 storage arranging for the disposal of and the handling and

21 disposal of and releases of various solid wastes and hazardous

22 substances onto the subject Property and the contamination

23 resulting therefrom to the Premises the Bengal Defendants have

24 committed waste on the Subject Property and have rendered the

25 Subject Property unfit for normal use or occupancy resulting in

26 the diminution of the use and marketability of the Subject

27 Property and diminution in the value of the Subject Property.

28 101. The Bengal Defendants failed to use and operate on the
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1 Subject Property in accordance with the terms of the lease

2 agreements in question and used the Premises for improper and

3 illegal storage handling and disposal purposes to dispose of

4 various solid wastes and hazardous substances as described above.

5 102. The damages and wastes committed to the Subject

6 Property were specifically prohibited by the lease agreements and

7 were in excess of the damage and destruction to the Premises as

8 expected from the reasbnable use and wear of the Premises for the

9 operations permitted under the lease agreements. Plaintiffs have

10 requested and continue to seek to have the Bengal Defendants

11 remove the wastes committed on the Premises but said Defendants

12 have failed and refused to do so.

13 103. As a result of the waste committed to the Subject

14 Property by the Bengal Defendants Plaintiffs have suffered and

15 continue to suffer general compensatory and consequential

16 damages inclusive of but not limited to any and all amounts

17 incurred and to be incurred for the investigation assessment

18 monitoring treatment removal. cleanup and/or remediation of the

19 hazardous substances the solid wastes and other wastes and

20 contamination on the Subject Property and damages from the

21 diminution in value of the Subject Property and the loss of use

22 and loss of rent from the use of the Subject Property all in the

23 amounts not yet fully ascertained but which will be more

24 specifically shown in accordance with proof at the time of trial.

25 104. Plaintiffs further pray that a mandatory and/or

26 prohibitory injunction be issued requiring the Bengal Defendants

27 to remedy the waste committed on the Subject Property and to

28 perform any and all actions necessary to assess investigate
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1 remove remediate treat monitor and/or cleanup the solid wastes

2 and hazardous substances and other contamination on the Subject

3 Property and to remedy the waste committed by the Bengal

4 Defendants during and as a result of their operations on the Site.

5 TWELFTH CLAIM FOR RELIEF

6 For Fraud and Misrepresentation

7 Against All Bengal Defendants

8 105. Plaintiff realleges paragraphs 1 through 104. above as

9 though fully set forth and incorporated herein.

10 106. At the time the Bengal Defendants entered into the 1992

11 and 1995 Lease Agreements said Defendants represented and

12 warranted that they would comply with all applicable state

13 federal and local laws that they would maintain the Premises in

14 good order and repair and that they would not use the Premises in

15 any manner that would constitute waste nuisance or unreasonable

16 annoyance to the landlord or occupants of adjacent properties.

17 107. In the 1995 lease agreement the Bengal Defendants

18 further represented and warranted that they would not engage in

19 any activity on or about the Premises which constituted a

20 reportable use of hazardous substances without the prior consent

21 of the landlord and agreed that they would inform the landlord if

22 they had reasonable cause to believe that a hazardous substance or

23 a condition involving or resulting from a hazardous substance came

24 to be located in on under or about the Premises.

25 108. Defendant Charles Crawford further executed a Guaranty

26 of the terms of the February 1995 lease wherein he agreed to

27 unconditionally and irrevocably guarantee the payment by the

28 tenant and the faithful and prompt performance by the tenant of
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1 each and every term condition and covenant of the lease.

2 109. The Bengal Defendants made such representations and

3 promises knowing that they did not intend to perform the same and

4 for purposes of injuring and causing damage to the Plaintiffs.

5 110. The Bengal Defendants further transported and disposed

6 of the various solid wastes and hazardous substances and other

7 contamination on the Subject Property without the consent or

8 authority of the Plaintiffs and took action to conceal their

9 illegal and improper actions and acted in such a fashion so as to

to purposely and intentionally injure and damage the Plaintiffs and

11 acted in conscious disregard of the Plaintiffs rights.

12 111. As a result of the fraudulent actions and

13 misrepresentations of the Bengal Defendants and each of them

14 Plaintiffs herein have suffered and will continue to suffer

15 general compensatory and consequential damages to be shown in

15 accordance with proof at trial and as a result of such actions

17 are entitled to exemplary and punitive damages against each of the

18 Bengal Defendants.

19 THIRTEENTH CLAIM FOR RELIEF

20 For Declaratory Relief Against All Defendants

21 112. Plaintiffs reallege paragraphs 1 through 111 as though

22 fully set forth and incorporated herein.

23 113. An actual controversy exists between the Plaintiffs and

24 Defendants herein in that Plaintiffs contend and Defendants

25 deny that if Plaintiffs allegations with respect to their

26 damages and injuries are true that the Defendants and each of

27 them have the responsibility for such costs and damages that have

28 been or will be incurred for activities performed and/or to be
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1 performed in the repair investigation assessment monitoring

2 treatment removal cleanup and remediation of any solid wastes

3 or hazardous substances and other contamination on the Subject

4 Property and for the diminution in the market value of the

5 property and the loss of rent and use of the property and for

6 such other damages as Plaintiffs may incur all amounts in

7 accordance with proof at the time of trial.

8 114. Plaintiffs therefore request that a judicial

9 determination and declaration setting forth the parties rights

10 and obligations as necessary and appropriate in order to avoid a

11 multiplicity of actions and in order for the respective parties

12 herein to ascertain their rights and duties with respect to the

13 Plaintiffs claims herein and each of them.

14 WHEREFORE Plaintiffs pray for judgment as follows

15 1. For a judicial determination of the parties respective

16 rights duties and responsibilities for the alleged response costs

17 and damages and other alleged liabilities in accordance with the

18 provisions of 42 U.S.C. 9607 and 9613 and state law

19 2. For contribution for respnse costs and damages pursuant

20 to the provision of 42 U.S.C. 9607 and 9613.

21 3. For response costs damages and other relief against

22 all of the Defendants pursuant to 42 U.S.C. 9607a

23 4. For the reimbursement of costs and restitution and a

24 mandatory and/or prohibitory injunction requiring Defendants and

25 each of them to enjoin and abate the alleged nuisance and

26 trespass and to assess investigate monitor remove treat

27 cleanup and remediate any and all solid waste hazardous

28 substances and other contamination in on under or beneath the
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1 Subject Property

2 5. For general compensatory and consequential damages in

3 accordance with proof to be shown at the time of trial

4 6. For contribution indemnity and/or an apportionment of

5 fault

6 7. As against the Bengal Corporate Defendants and

7 Defendants Crawford and Aldersley for exemplary and punitive

8 damages

9 8.. For attorneys fees and other related fees and costs as

10 permitted under the Lease Agreements or as provided by law

11 9. For costs of suit incurred and

12 10. For. such other and further relief as this Court deems

13 just and proper.

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1.0 INTRODUCTION

SECOR International Incorporated SECOR on behalf of the Mushegain 1988 Family That dared

February 7 1989 the Trust is pleased to present this Remedial Investigation Workplan for additional site

assessment at the Trusts property located at 8625-8645 Almond Avenue in an unincorporated area near

Fontana California the Site see Figure 1. Based on a site visit knowledge of
past operations and

previous investigations at the property various hazardous and solid waste materials from off-site sources

have been stockpiled or buried at the Site.

This workplan for remedial investigation proposes an approach to evaluate the lateral and vertical extent of

the wastes and to characterize the various hazardous and solid waste by limited excavation and segregation
of the waste materials including but not limited to railroad tie waste telephone pole waste other treated

wood waste contaminated soil and other solid wastes found in backfilled excavations and in a stockpile of

tree stumps railroad ties telephone poles other wood wastes and soil in the southwest comer of the Site.

This work is proposed in order to investigate and characterize the type and extent of the hazardous and solid

waste on the site and to ultimately restore the property to its former condition.

1.1 Summary of Environmental Impacts

Based on previous reports the Site was leased by Bengal Recycling Inc. a greenwaste recycling company
or an affiliated or related entity from approximately 1992 to 1998. Formeremployees of Bengal Recycling

informed the property owners agent that various waste generated from the cleanup of the former Kaiser

Steel Plant located approximately Vi to one mile southwest of the Site for the construction of the California

Speedway were taken from the Kaiser property and disposed of at the Site. Employees of Bengal

Recycling called the burial and stockpile areas Kaiser Bunkers. Large tree stumps railroad ties

telephone poles and treated and untreated wooden beams mixed with smaller wood fragments imported

soil and other miscellaneous wastes were also reportedly brought onto the property by Bengal Recycling
from the Kaiser property and stockpiled or buried. Other wood waste had been stockpiled on the property
and some greenwaste was also reportedly buried on the property Geomatrix 1997 Mushegain 1998 but
this material reportedly came from sources other than Kaiser Steel and the California Speedway. Such
wood waste and greenwaste reported from sources other than Kaiser Steel and the California Speedway is

not believed to be contaminated.

Much of the buried material materials found on the Site during previous investigations include railroad ties

plastics and soils impacted by polyaromatic hydrocarbons PAH and possibly metals and other

contaminants. Trenching conducted at the Site and documented by Geomatrix Consultants Geomatrix in

t
1997 showed the existence of large quantities of hazardous and solid waste in baekfrlled excavations

Kaiser Bunkers on portions of the property but the extent and characterization of the buried waste

material has not been fully assessed or investigated.

I
Soil samples have been obtained from imported soil near surface and subsurface areas for laboratory

analysis to determine the nature of the contamination and to assess health and safety concerns. Initial

analyses indicate the backfilled excavations and possibly the surrounding native soils to contain various

PAH compounds including benzoapyrene benzoaanthracene chrysene dibenzahanthracene

indeno123-cdpyrene and others and potentially some soluble heavy metals. Some buried wood and

I
railroad ties discovered on the property have been treated with creosote and possibly otherchemicals and/or

pesticides.

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11 Assessment and Characterization Objectives

SECOR proposes to evaluate the lateral and vertical extent of the known buried waste excavation on the

eastern portion of the Site and other possible backfilled excavation locations on the western end of the

property by excavation with an excavator or equivalent. Due to the native soil conditions which contain

abundant gravel and cobbles deposits and the type and size of buried waste assessment by conventional

exploratory drilling and sampling would be inefficient ineffective expensive and require specialized

drilling equipment such as sonic or percussion hammer rigs. To minimize future costs associated with

handling excavated materials debris and soil will be segregated into stockpiles for characterization and

further segregation as needed.

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2.0 SITE INFORMATION

2.1 Site Location and Description

The Site is located near the northeast comer of the intersection of Almond Avenue and Whittram Avenue in

an unincorporated area of San Bernardino County near the City of Fontana California Figure 1. The Site

is bordered by various industrial/commercial
properties with intermittent residential properties remaining

from past rural/agricultural land use in the area. South of Whittram Avenue is the former Atchison Topeka
and Santa Fe Railway now used for the Los Angeles Metrolink. South of the Railway is the California

I
Speedway located on the former Kaiser Steel Plant property. The former Kaiser Steel Plant consisted of

numerous structures mill facilities and railroad
spurs across a significant area Figure 1 and was the

subject of an extensive environmental cleanup under the guidance of the California Department of Toxic

Substances Control DISC as a result of the discovery of numerous hazardous substances on that property

including many of the same PAHs which are now the subject of cleanup action on the Trusts property.

The Mushegain Family Trust property occupies approximately five acres and is situated at an elevation of

approximately 1 170 feet above mean sea level. Surface topography is generally flat with surface drainage
directed toward the south side of the property.

Currently the Site is not occupied by the owner or any tenant for business purposes. There are no buildings

or other major improvements located on the
property. A large trammel for segregating bulk materials is

located on the Site from previous operations. No subsurface structures such as underground storage tanks

are known.at the Site.- There is-no.electrical service supplied to the property. Underground water lines

cross the property to supply firewater to two hydrants on the north and south boundaries. Geomatrix

reported a water line near the southwest comer of the property during exploratory trenching. Based on

previous reports and discussions with the Trust representative the Site had been leased by a greenwaste

recycling company Bengal Recycling Inc. and its affiliates from approximately 1992 to 1998. Previous to

Bengal Recyclings occupancy the Site was used for the
storage and dismantling of trucks and trailers.

Previous to that the property was agricultural land..

2.2 Geologic Setting

The-Site is located in the Upper Santa Ana River Valley near the junction of the eastern Transverse Ranges
and Peninsular Ranges physiographic provinces. The Upper Santa Ana River Valley is a heavily faulted

depositional basin bounded by the San Bernardino and San Gabriel Mountains to the northeast and

northwest respectively the Chino and Puente Hills to the southwest and the Jurupa Hills to the east. The

I Site is located in the central portion of the basin south of the Cajon Pass Summit and San Andrea Fault

Zone. Surface water drainage in the area is primarily to the south-southwest toward the Santa Ana River

located approximately nine miles south of the Site.

The Site is situated on unconsolidated Recent fluvial and alluvial fan deposits of silts sands gravels and

cobbles derived from erosion of the northern mountains. Information obtained during site assessment

activities conducted by Geomatrix indicates the Site is underlain by alluvium composed ofyellowish-brownoxidized well-graded sands and gravels with cobbles. Some sediment encountered near 15 to 20

feet bgs was gray in color. Geomatrix reported sedimentary bedding features in excavation sidewalls where

coarser materials where concentrated in specific horizons. Gravel and cobble size particles arc well

rounded and consisted of igneous and metamorphic rock
types.

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23 Hydrogeology

The Site is located in the Chino Groundwater Basin which is part of the Corona-Chino Valley crustal block
a structural low bounded by the Chino Fault to the west the Cucamonga Fault Zone and San Gabriel

Mountains to the north the Rialto-Colton Fault to the south and the La Sierra and Pedley Hills to the south

CBMWD 1993. Regional surface drainage is south toward the Santa Ana River. The maximum
thickness of water-bearing sediments in the basin is approximately 1100 feet which thin

gradually to the

east to approximately 700 feet thick in the Fontana Area CBMWD 1993. Groundwater in the eastern

Chino Basin is unconfined under water table conditions occurring. several hundred feet below ground
surface. San Gabriel Valley Water Companys Well F7A State Well No. IS6W10H02S located

approximately 3000 feet north of the Site reported the depth to groundwater at 452 feet in May 1995.

Other wells in the area report depths to groundwater from 428 to 492 feet below grade for the same period

WMWD 1998.

2.4 Previous Site Investigations

I Environmental work was initiated at the Site during the second
quarter of 1997 as a preliminary

investigation to further investigate the presence of waste materials suspected of being buried at the
property.

The following is a chronology of site assessment activity conduct at the Site

On April 7 8 21 and May 8 1997 Geomatrix observed and documented the excavation of 23 trenches

I
conducted by Bengal Recycling. No information was available regarding the location of the backfilled

excavations or. bunkers so exploratory-trenches were-placed where space was available between rows of

stockpiled waste and equipment. Exploratory trenches ranged in length from 18 to 280 feet and extended to

depths of 4 to 20 feet in depth. The excavator provided by Bengal Recycling had a depth limitation of 20
feet bgs and could not reach the maximum depth of buried waste encountered in trenches T-1 and T-2.

Geomatrixs Figure of trench locations and individual trench logs are included in Appendix A. The

I

locations ofdebris and greenwaste are summarized on Figure 2.

Waste materials and soils encountered during trenching fell into four general categories

I Undisturbed native alluvium encountered during trenching was described as yellowish-brown and well

compacted with discernable sedimentary bedding features. Occasionally undisturbed native alluvium

was described as gray sometimes as the natural color and at times apparently the soil was discolored

I from overlying greenwaste or buried waste in the near surface.

Disturbed alluvium from the excavation and burial of waste materials was described fromyellowish-brownwith no discernible sedimentary bedding features and loosely compacted to a discolored gray

cover material that was commonly warm and emitted a visible vapor during excavation. The

disturbed alluvium was used as cover over backfilled excavations and as fill material. In some trenches

this material was described as impacted by the adjacent buried waste.

Geeenwaste was encountered in three trenches T-5 T-10 T-15 and T-20 buried beneath one to four

feet of disturbed alluvium with traces of organic debris. The greenwaste consist primarily of

decomposing leaves plants and wood. The greenwaste and soils underlying the greenwaste were

reported to be very warm have a foul odor and emit visible vapors. Green waste was encountered to

I
a depth of 6.5 feet in Trench T-5 and to unknown depths exceeding 15 feet bgs in Trench T-10.

SECOR
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Two excavations of demolition-typedebris were encountered trending north to south in exploratory
trenches T-1 T-6 and T-7. The debris was observed to contain lumber railroad ties plastic metal

pipes metal brackets wire ceramics and similar assorted debris. Associated with the debris Geomatrix

reported a black fine-grained granular material fillingthe void spaces between the larger objects.

Four samples collected by Geomatrix Trench-I Trench-IA PW-I and Trench-2 of a black granular
material were collected from trenches T-1 and T-2 during the preliminary investigation. Sample locations

I

are shown on the Geomatrix figure in Appendix A. These samples were analyzed for California Code of

Regulations CCR Title 22 metals semi-volatile organic compounds SVOCs/PAHs volatile organic

compounds VOCsand Total Petroleum Hydrocarbons TPH in an extended range through diesel and oil.

All total metals concentrations in these four samples were below the Total Threshold Limit Concentration

TTLC for hazardous waste characterization. In the preliminary assessment high total metals

concentrations indicate that soluble metals concentrations could exceeded the Soluble Threshold Limit

Concentration STLC for chromium in all four samples and for lead in samples Trench-I and Trench-2A

Table 1. However no soluble metals analyses were performed during the preliminary assessment.

In the Geomatrix samples PAH concentrations were highest in sample Trench-IA with seven of the 15

detected PAH compound concentrations exceeding the United States Environmental Protection Agency
US EPA Region IX Preliminary Remediation Goals PRGs for hazardous substances in soil at an

I
industrial property Table 2. Because the PRG values are periodically revised to reflect the most current

US EPA toxicological and risk assessment information the PRG concentrations presented in Table 2 for

industrial soil are different than the PRGs cited in previous reports for this Site. Previous reports have cited

t
the 1996 PRGs while 1998 PRG concentrations are included in this report. In general the PRO
concentrations for PAHs detected at the Siie have increased in value for the 1998 industrial soil listings i.e.

.th risk-based remediation goals are less stringent. PAH concentrations which exceed the respective

PRGs are highlighted in Table 2.

Trace concentrations of only a few VOCs were detected in Geomatrixs trench samples including acetone

130 - 140 g/kg toluene 2.3 tg/kg and Xylenes 6.6 g/kg. TPH concentrations ranged from 200 to

800 mg/kg. See Table 3 for a summary of VOC and TPH results. For additional information on the

preliminary assessment completed by Geomatrix and the types of PAHs detected at the Site please refer to

the Geomatrix
report entitled Report of Preliminary Investigation of Buried Waste 8625-8645 Almond

Avenue Fontana Californiadated June 17 1997.

Geomatrix also sampled an existing soil stockpile located in the southeast comer of the Site. Samples

DEC-lA and DEC-2A were analyzed for heavy metals PAHs VOCs and TPH in an extended range

through diesel and oil. In the stockpile metals concentrations appear to be within the range for naturally

I
occurring background concentrations Table 1 no PAHs were detected Table 2 only trace concentrations

of TPH 9.7 to 22 mg/kg toluene 2.5 g/kg and total xylenes 7.4 g/kg were detected Table 3.

On February 24 1998 Kendall/Adams Group Inc. collected samples for additional
analyses

in the area of

the eastern bunkers. The Trust had conducted limited shallow re-excavation in the area of Geomatrixs

Trench T-1 for further characterization of the soil associated with the buried waste. Samples of soil from

the backfilled excavation S-3 and S-4 stockpiled material excavated while opening the excavation S-I
and S-2 and a fragment of gray/black sandstone material from existing stockpiled soil S-5 were

collected for analysis of PAH samples S- I through S-4 and TPH sample S-5 through the gasoline diesel

and oil
ranges.
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The material sampled by Kendall/Adams Group consisted primarily of soil described generally as

gray/black to tan coarse sand with gravel to 1-inch in diameter and some wood and trace metal
fragments.

Analyses showed the existence of PAHs Table 2. The PAH Benzoapyrene exceeded the US EPA
Region IX PRGs for a hazardous substance in soil at an industrial property however a complete suite of

PAHs may not have been analyzed. Sample S-5 contained no detectable TPH or VOCs by EPA Methods
8015m and 8640 respectively. Kendall/Adams Group concluded from the results that the consolidated

gray/black sandstone material Sample S-5 might be foundry sand based on the absence of TPH.
Kendall/Adams Group presented the results of the sample analyses in a letter

report dated March 6 1998

and a follow-up memorandum dated March 111998. The report and memo are presented in Appendix B.

On August 6 1998 the Trust Representative Mr. Richard Mushegain took additional samples to test for

PAHs and heavy metals. Material associated with a backfilled bunker was collected. One sample contained

wood fragments while the second sample was strained to remove a majority of the wood and both samples

were analyzed. The same procedure was conducted with material taken from a stockpile of stumps railroad

ties imported soil and treated wood waste located in the southwest corner of the
property.

In general the

samples strained of the majority of the wood had proportionally lower PAH concentrations than the raw

samples but the difference was not significant Table 2. Selected metals analyses from a rock of

I
consolidated black granular material similar to the Kendall/Adams Group S-5 showed no excessive

concentrations of metals Table 1. The
laboratory reports for this sampling event is presented in

Appendix C.

I
During the summer of 1998 the Trust conducted partial removal of non-hazardous wooden pallets and

processed grcenwaste left by Bengal Recycling. Recently the Trust conducted partial removal of tree

stumps from the stockpile of imported Kaiser waste material in the southwest corner of the Site to allow for

further remedial investigation and to make the property usable. Railroad ties telephone poles treated and

untreated wood beams and other wood fragments were segregated for characterization and recycling of the

tree stumps.

2.5 Potential Waste Streams

Based on previous assessment data and descriptions of exploratory trenching the following potential waste

streams are anticipated for further characterization and segregation during the remedial process

1. Imported soil contaminated with hazardous substances possibly mixedwith disturbed native oil
2. Treated Wood Railroad tics telephone poles and other treated lumber and wood
3. Miscellaneous hazardous and/or non-hazardous demolition-typedebris metal plastic etc.
4. Tree stumps and logs greenwaste and

S. Native soil
potentially impacted with hazardous substances from waste streams 1 2 and 3.

Where possible non-hazardous materials will be segregated and recycled off site potentially metals and

wood wastes. The previous characterization analyses have primarily been conducted for the gray/black

soil and granular material associated with the demolition-type debris. Based on preliminary results some

granular material may be classified as a hazardous waste for soluble lead and chromium concentrations that

may exceed the STLC of 5.0 mgfL for both metals.

In the preliminary results from prior assesment conducted on the property three sampling events for PAHs

I
two compounds benzoapyrene and dibenzahanthracene were the most pervasively detected throughout

the samples at levels exceeding the US EPA Region IX PRGs for hazardous substances in industrial soil.

SECOR
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These two compounds have the lowest PRG screening values at 0.36 mg/kg and are also classified as

I
carcinogens. In some sample results the concentration for individual PAH concentrations exceed the

Federal Resource Conservation and Recovery Act RCRA treatment standards for disposal to land. For

example benzoapyrene residue or contaminated soil water or other debris resulting from cleanup may

I
be classified as a RCRA listed waste number U022 due to the compounds toxicity and therefore restricted

from land disposal landfill without treatment if concentrations exceed 3.4 mg/kg. Potential waste streams

will be characterized by the EPAs SW-846 sampling and analysis protocols.

3.0 PROPOSED SITE ASSESSMENT

SECOR proposes the following scope of work to meet the objectives of this remedial investigation

I 1. Determine the lateral extent vertical extent and volume of hazardous and solid wastes in the backfilled

excavations and stockpile referred to as Kaiser Bunkers

Determine the perimeter and
top of the buried waste through excavation in order to estimate the

lateral extent of waste material in the three known backfilled excavations in the east and central

Estimate the depth of buried waste material by excavating to 20 feet bgs or greater at the three

known excavations

excavations or bunkers. If any additional backfilled excavation are found they will be excavated to

expose any discovered buried waste in order to determine the type and the lateralextent and depth

of waste material

From the lateral extent and depth of buried material estimate the volume of material for future

remediation and

I. As needed the dimensions and locations of the backfilled excavations will be surveyed following

excavation activities for volume determination and relocation in the future.

2. Characterize the type and extent of hazardous and solid waste streams identified during the remedial

investigation of the Kaiser Bunkers including the
stockpiles

of wastes

I. Where possible perform preliminary segregation of soil from Kaiser Steel material in separate

surface stockpiles during excavation. Where possible large size waste debris will be further

segregated from the waste stockpiles for characterization

I Characterize the demolition-type debris stockpiles and/or components of the debris by additional

sampling and laboratory analyses

I Characterize the soil stockpiles by additional sampling and laboratory analyses to determine what

impact has occurred from the buried waste and the extent of contaminated soils and whether the

cover soil can be reused as backfill material and

SECOR
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Identify specific waste streams to be generated from the segregation of waste for final remediation.

Where possible estimate the volumes of specific waste streams. SECOR will research

recycling/disposal facilities that can accept the types of waste encountered during this remedial

investigation for purposes of preparing a Feasibility Study FS.

3. Determine site-specific background concentrations for metals and PAHs

Determine a range of site-specific background levels for Title 22 metals and PAHs at the Site.

3.1 Pre-Field Activities

All field activities will be completed with the protection of workers health and safety as the foremost

I concern. A site-specific health and safety plan HASP will be prepared for the excavation and sampling

activities at the Site. All SECOR personnel as well as any other on-site contractors subcontractors or

regulatory personnel will be required to familiarize themselves with and sign the HASP in an effort to

I
minimize safety hazards. SECORs HASP will identify the specific chemical compounds which have been

identified in previous investigations PAHs and metals and present the chemical properties and atask-specifichealth and safety risk analysis.

Prior to initiating fieldwork the following notifications and arrangements will be completed

Workplan approval will be obtained from the San Bernardino Fire Department SBCFD

All proposed assessment locations will be cleared of underground utilities by Underground Service

I
Alert

The SBCFD and other applicable agencies and parties will be notified of proposed field activities at

least 5 days prior to initiating any field work and

The schedule for the fieldwork will be confirmed within 72 hours with the excavation contractor

environmental laboratory soil disposal contractor and representatives of the Trust.

3.2 Soil Assessment Excavation

Upon the SBCFDs approval of this workplan SECOR in conjunction with the Trust will initiate the

proposed remedial investigation activities at the Site. Excavation will be completed using a track-mounted

excavator provided by the property owners. A qualified SECOR geologist engineer or technician working

under the supervision of a State of California Registered Geologist or Professional Engineer will direct

I
excavation.

The Site is now completely fenced to prevent access of unauthorized personnel. A grid system will be

devised for the Site and marked off along the perimeter along the fence line. Excavation and sampling

locations will be measured using the grid system for future reference. Key locations such as the comers of

backflled excavations will be marked/staked for possible surveying following exploratory excavation.

SECOR
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The three known underground Kaiser Bunkers will be revisited and laterally delineated by trenching.
Additional trenching will be completed to determine the depth of the bunker and a volume of debris
material will be estimated. Additional trenching is planned for areas not accessible during the preliminary
assessment in 1997 to determine if other backftlled excavations of demolition-type debris exist. Excavated

I

soil will be
stockpiled on site in the area of excavation. Proposed trenching locations are shown in Figure 3.

The significant contaminants identified at the Site to date are primarily PAHs and metals. These

I

constituents are not highly mobile in the subsurface or volatile causing vapors and fumes when exposed to

air. The vapors and odors reported by Geomatrix during the preliminary investigation appear to be

primarily due to the decomposition of organic biomass from the buried greenwaste. Therefore the primary
concern during excavation segregation and stockpiling activities is the generation of dust and the

dispersion of dust particulates by the wind. Dust will be controlled with water during excavation to prevent
dust from blowing across and off the Site.

33 Characterization Sampling and Analyses

I
Soil and debris samples collected for potential chemical analysis will be collected in brass tubes or sample

jars. Samples will be immediately sealed with TeflonTM film and capped or with a TeflonTM lined cap to

avoid possible loss of volatile hydrocarbons. Samples will be named based on the grid location depth and

location. The sample containers will be labeled and placed in a chilled cooler for delivery to the analytical

laboratory. Soil samples will be visually classified and described in accordance with the Unified Soil

Classification System USCS. In addition the soil will be monitored in the field for volatile organic vapors

by the headspace method using a hand-held photoionization detector PID or comparable instrument.

All sampling equipment will be cleaned in an aqueous solution of Liqui-NoxTM cleanser or equivalent no

I
phosphates rinsed with tap water and rinsed a second time with distilled water to prevent
cross-contamination between sample locations. Decontamination water generated during assessment

activities will be placed in labeled DOT-approved 55-gallon steel drumsand stored on-site pending receipt

of the analytical results. All waste will be
properly disposed of in accordance with all

applicable Federal

State and local regulations.

Collected samples will be submitted to a State-certified laboratory for potential analysis using appropriate

EPA methods. Samples from the primary potential waste streams will be submitted for characterization. If

an additional potential waste stream is discovered or a secondary waste stream can be segregated during

assessment and requires characterization similar analyses will be completed using representative samples

of that material.

Based on the preliminary assessment data buried hazardous and solid waste material from Kaiser Steel

consists of but is not limited to 1 large fragments of treated and untreated wood railroad ties telephone

poles wooden beams tree stumps etc. which can be segregated by hand and backhoe 2 imported soil

and associated fine granular materials which have been characterized with PAR contamination in previous

investigations and 3 miscellaneous wood waste with other non-segregated material wood plastic

metaletc..

It appears that contaminated soil was imported with the various Kaiser Steel waste materials. Because of

the previous analyses of the soils some limited sampling is proposed to confirm that similar concentrations

of PAHs and metals are present for waste that is similar. Wood chips from the treated wood such a railroad

ties are found in the Kaiser Steel waste and in the stockpile in the southwest comer of the property with

other treated and untreated wood. Much of the buried Kaiser wood may have been treated with creosote

and otherchemicals but the various woods has not been
previously analyzed or characterized. No analyses

are planned for the tree stumps or other miscellaneous debris associated with the Kaiser Steel waste at this

time.

Some undisturbed native soils may have been impacted by buried Kaiser Steel waste materials that leached

I 3.4 Background Sampling and Analyses

Background samples will be collected from undisturbed soils from a minimum of three locations across the

Site. Background samples will be collected from a depth of three feet or greater to minimize the potential

for detecting surface contaminates that may bias the background concentrations. From these samples a

range of site-specific background concentrations will be determined for CCR Title 22 metals and PAHs by

the following methods

3 samples for Title 22 Metals by EPA Method 6010/7000 series

3 sample for PAHs by EPA Method 8270

SECOR
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Background sampling will be completed at representative locations across the property in the west central

and east segments of the
property. The final sampling locations will be confirmed in the field as areas

where no burial of waste has occurred.

3.5 Backfill Material

To minimize the cost of site restoration as much acceptable on-site material as possible is desired for use as

backfill material to replace the removed waste. The existing stockpile of excavated soil sandy to gravelly
located on the southeast comer of the Site appears to be native sediments excavated to create the so-called

I
bunkers and other backfilled excavations. Previous sampling of this material indicates there are no PAHs or

hydrocarbons as TPH from samples DEC- and DEC-2 collected by Geomatrix and sample S-5 collected by
the Kendall/Adams Group and the material is

acceptable for use as backfill. Results of previous sampling

of the stockpile are presented in Tables 2 and 3.

3.6 Volume Determination and
Feasibility Analysis

Following delineation and determination of the volume of waste materials a Feasibility Study will be

prepared on the alternatives available to remedy the contamination determined to exist on the property

along with a cost estimate to perform such remediation These estimates will be used to estimate the scope
and cost of remediation including excavation handling and treatment and/or disposal of waste streams.

1

4.0 PROJECT REPORTING

The final Remedial Investigation Report will be submitted to the SBCFD approximately three to four weeks

following receipt of all analytical results. The
report

will document the methodologies used for data

collection present the findings of the investigation and the hydrogeologic and geologic interpretations.

Analytical data will be presented in tabular format and annotated on the appropriate figures. Figures and

I
plates will include a site map sample location map depicting the estimated lateral extent of hydrocarbons

and boring logs. The report will contain all pertinent documentation such as permits laboratory reports
chain of custody forms and disposal/recycling certifications. The final Remedial Investigation Report will

be reviewed in its entirety and signed by a State of California Registered Geologist or Professional

Engineer. Based on these results a Feasibility Study FS and subsequently a Remedial Action Plan RAP
and otherquality control documents will be generated and submitted as required.

5.0 PROJECT SCHEDULE

It is anticipated that the SBCFD can approve this workplan in a timely manner so that field work can be

initiated by late-February to early-March 1999. Once workplan approval is procured one week will be

required for scheduling and notifications for the involved parties. Fieldwork will require two to three days

to complete depending on the encountered field conditions and the completed work
scope.

Soil analytical

results should be received from the laboratory within two weeks of the fieldwork. A final Remedial

Investigation Report will be submitted to the SBCFD in early April 1999.

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6.0 STANDARD LIMITATIONS

This workplan has been prepared as a guidance document for a planned assessment and field-testing.

I Situations may arise during the assessment phase which may require modifications to the workplan.

Should any modifications be necessary the changes will be documented in the field records. If actual field

conditions result in deviation from this workplan the SBCFD and the Trust will be notified. The exact

duration of the assessment is unknown and is dependent upon the Site conditions encountered during the

fieldwork.

All work will be performed under the supervision of a Registered Geologist or Professional Engineer. The

information contained in this workplan represents our professional interpretations and is based in part on

information supplied by the client. These interpretations are based on currently available information and

are arrived at in accordance with currently accepted hydrogeologic and engineering practices at this time

and location. Other than this no warranty is implied or intended.

This is to provide information concerning the February 24 1998 sampling of earth materials

found on the property located at 8625 to 8645 Almond Avenue Fontana California and the

subsequent laboratory analyses of the five samples obtained.

Sample Locations and Materials

e A total of fivesamples ofmaterialsfound on the subject property were obtained on February

24 1998. Four samples were obtained from materials exposed by an excavation near the

northeastern corner of the site two from the excavation and two from materials stockpiled

adjacent thereto i. e. soil and other materials which had been excavated. One sample was

obtained from a stockpile near the southern limits ofthe property. Sampling locations are

shown on the accompanying Figure 1 - Soil Sample Locations February 24 1998.

The materials observed in the excavation sidewalls and in the stockpiles and which were

sampled are described in the accompanying Description of Soil Samples.

Sampling Procedures

The samples were collected in stainless steel sample sleeves which had been cleaned in a

solution of Alconox and water followed by fresh water and distilled water rinses prior to

arrival at the subject property.. One end of each sample container was fitted with a Teflon

sheet and PVC cap. The container was forced into the material to be sampled until filled.

The open end of the container was closed with a Teflon sheet and PVC cap. Each sample

container was labeled placed in a self-closing plastic bag and placed in a chilled chest. The

samples were held in chilled storage until released to the State certified environmental testing

laboratory. A chain-of-custody form copy enclosed was prepared and accompanied the

samples to the laboratory.

Three of the samples Sample Nos. S-1 S-2 and S-5 were obtained directly from stockpiled

materials. At sampling locations S- I and S-2 a shovel was used to expose materials from a

depth of approximately one foot below the surface ofthe stockpile. At sampling location S-5

materials were obtained from the surface of the stockpile. Sample numbers S-3 and S-4 were

obtained from materials brought to the ground surface at the time of sampling from the

bottom of the excavation by a tracked excavator.

Laboratory Analyses

Prior sampling and analyses at the subject property see Report of Preliminary Investigation

of Buried Waste 8625-8645 Almond Avenue Fontana California prepared by Geomatrix

Consultants Inc. June 17 1997 indicated the presence of PNAs Polynuclear Aromatic

I Compounds in the subsurface. Because these compounds constituted the majority of the

regulated materials found in the earlier investigations it was decided that four of the samples

collected on February 24 sample numbers S-1 through S-4 would be analyzed only for

PNAs using Method 8270. The fifth sample S-5 was analyzed by Method 8015Mfuel

characterization to determine whether the sample coloration was caused by petroleum

hydrocarbons.

The results of analyses by Method 8270 are presented in Table I - Laboratory Results

SamplesCollected February 241998...Also shown on Table I are the EPA Preliminary Soil

Remediation Goals for Industrial Property.

Analysis of Sample S-5 indicated that petroleum hydrocarbons in the carbon chain ranges

from gasoline through diesel fuel and into waste oil were Not Detected.

A copy of the laboratory report is enclosed.

Conclusion

Based on the analyses of the four samples tested for PNAs a single compound

Benzoapyrcne exceeds the preliminary goals established by the U. S. EPA for industrial

properties. As indicated in the earlier report on investigations at the subject site this material

I
is a by-product of combustion and is found in coke manufacturing areas.

The absence ofpetroleum hydrocarbons in sample S-5 together with the appearance of that

material may imply that this is foundry sand. In this regard if foundry sand is present on the

site analyses for metals should be performed.

This is in response to your question concerning Beatoapyrene. Specifically you had

inquired whether ibis material might be volatile.

Today we spoke with Dr. Larry Zbang of Chemical and Environmental Laboratories Santa

Fe Springs the State-certified laboratory which analyzed the samples collected on February

24. Dr. Zhang stated that Beszoalpyrene is very stable that is this material isnot volatile

or semi-volatile and would not volatilize when exposed to the atmosphere.

Thus based on the results of analyses of Samples S 2 and S-2 versus the results of analyses

of Samples S-3 and S-4 it appears that the difference in concentrations of Benzoalpyrene

is a direct result of differences in concentrations in the samples and not a result of Samples

S-1 and S-2 having been exposed to the atmosphere.

Materials Division SBCFD. This work was completed in accordance with SECORs Workplan for

Remedial Investigation for the site located at 8625-8645 Almond Avenue in Fontana California dated

February 19 1999 and approved by the SBCFD in correspondence dated March 17 1999 and under

the site-specific health and safety plan for the project.

The summary tables present analytical results for samples of buried debris bunkers stockpiled debris

surface bunker segregated railroad ties non-segregated wood fragments in the debris soil samples

from beneath the buried debris and background soil samples from on and off-site. Also attached are

site maps showing trench locations from preliminary site assessment activities and the remedial

investigation sample locations and the probable lateral extent of buried solid waste debris and

hazardous substances in the known bunker locations. Trench logs showing the depth and distribution of

the buried debris are also attached.

These data will be submitted to SBCFD in a detailed Remedial Investigation/Feasibility Study RI/FS
this month. In the meantime this preliminary information is being submitted as part

of a request for

additional remedial investigation. Based on the enclosed analytical data and dimensions of debris

material calculated from the bunker delineation trenches SECOR believes vertical and horizontal limits

of the known bunkers and overlying cover material primarily soil has been estimated.

Debris buried as deep as 28 feet below ground surface bgs was encountered during the RI. However

during recent disclosures in the civil lawsuit being pursued by the Trust information was obtained

indicating that waste debris and potential hazardous substances may have been disposed of by burial to

depths as great as 50 feet bgs. Based on the information obtained by the Trust the debris was buried in

separate lifts then covered by layers of native soil and then more debris was placed on top

lifts. One area on the property may have been excavated to approximately 40 to 50 feet bgs for the

purpose burying imported waste materials beneath the northern end of Bunker 1/2. A second

suspected area not previously known as a burial location is in the southwest corner of the property

where the same type of debris was reportedly buried to depths of 20 to 25 feet bgs.

SECOR on behalf of the Trust proposes additional remedial investigation to confirm that debris may
have been buried at greater depths than the known bunkers defined in the attached data. This

additional investigation will be useful to further evaluate the potential environmental impact and to

complete a Feasibility Study to select an appropriate remedial action and estimate costs for cleanup and

property restoration.

Additional remedial investigation will be completed per the same guidelines proposed in the February

19 1999 workplan. To reach the suspected total depth of approximately 50 feet bgs an excavator with

an extended reach of approximately 50 feet will be utilized. The scope of work to be completed is as

follows

Excavate debris and waste material from the northern end of known Bunker 1/2 to a depth of

approximately 40 to 50 feet bgs with an extended-reach excavator to confirm the burial of waste

and if possible evaluate the volume of waste. Following excavation the removed material will be

used to backfill the excavation and stabilize the pit. Temporary fencing will be used to barricade

the excavation area as the backfill material will not meet compaction standards

Excavate in the southwestern corner of the site to a depth of approximately 25 feet bgs with an

excavator in the area where additional buried waste was reported to exist. Excavation trenching

1.0 INTRODUCTION

SECOR International Incorporated SECOR prepared this Remedial Investigation and Feasibility Study

RI/FS for a property formerly occupied by a greenwaste recycling company known as Bengal

Recycling Inc. Bengal located at 8625-8645 Almond Avenue in an unincorporated area of San

Bernardino County near Fontana California the Site see Figure 1. This RI/FS has been prepared on

behalf of Rutan Tucker LLP for the property owner Mushegain 1988 Family Trust dated February

7 1989 the Trust for submittal to the County of San Bernardino Fire Department Hazardous

Materials Division SBCFD. The procedures and methods employed in conducting this RI/FS are in

substantial compliance with the National Oil and Hazardous Substance Pollution Contingency Plan

NCP 40 CFR Part 300.

1.1 Remedial Investigation Purpose

This Remedial Investigation RI was conducted in order to characterize the nature and extent of the

hazardous substances and solid waste on the Site including the concentrations and distributions. The

Feasibility Study identifies and evaluates potential treatment options and techniques to implement

remedial action and ultimately restore the property to its former condition.

The RI was completed per SECORs workplan entitled Workplan for Remedial Investigation of

Mushegain Family Trust Property at 8625-8645 Almond Avenue dated February 19 1999 and SECORs

Preliminary Remedial Investigation Data and Letter Workplan for Further Remedial Investigation dated

July 9 1999 as approved by SBCFD Appendix A. The remedial investigation was conducted to

evaluate the lateral and vertical extent of the wastes and to characterize the various hazardous and solid

wastes by excavation and limited segregation of the waste materials where possible. The types of waste

include but are not limited to railroad tie waste telephone pole waste other treated wood waste beams

and lumber fiber board plastics demolition debris asbestos containing debris steel metal brackets and

bolts wire ceramics concrete and masonry steel and PVC piping contaminated soil and other solid

and hazardous wastes and hazardous substances found in backfilled excavations and in a stockpile of tree

stumps railroad ties telephone poles otherwood wastes and soil in the southwest comer of the Site.

The objectives of the remedial investigation as proposed in SECORs Workplan dated February 19 1999

were to work with the representative of the Trust to complete the following

1. Determine the lateral extent vertical extent and volume of hazardous substances and hazardous and

solid wastes in the backfilled excavations and surface stockpile referred to as the Kaiser Bunkers

by excavation.

1.2 Site Background

1.2.1 Site Description

The Site is located near the northeast comer of the intersection of Almond Avenue and Whittram Avenue

in an unincorporated area of San Bernardino County near the City of Fontana CaliforniaFigures I and

2. The Site is bordered by various industrial/commercial properties with intermittent residential

properties remaining from past ruralagricultural land use in the area. South of Whittram Avenue is the

former Atchison Topeka and Santa Fe Railway now used for the Los Angeles Metrolink. South of the

Railway is the California Speedway located on the former Kaiser Steel Plant
property. The former

Kaiser Steel Plant consisted of numerous structures mill facilities and railroad spurs across a significant

area Figure 1 and was the subject of an extensive environmental cleanup under the guidance of the

California Environmental Protection Agency Department of Toxic Substances Control Cal-EPA
DTSC as a result of the discovery of numerous hazardous substances on that property including various

Polynuclear Aromatic Hydrocarbons compounds PNAs or PAHs which are now a part of the cleanup

action on the Trusts property.

Currently the Site is not occupied by the owner or any tenant for business purposes. There are no

buildings or other major improvements located on the property. A large trommel previously used for

segregating bulk materials is located on the Site from the previous greenwaste recycling operations. No
subsurface structures such as underground storage tanks are known to exist at the Site. There is no

electrical service supplied to the property. Underground water lines cross the property to supply

firewater to two hydrants on the north and south boundaries. The water supply line enters the property

from Almond Avenue.

1.21 Site History

According to previous reports and discussions with the Trust representative the Site had been leased by a

greenwaste recycling company Bengal Recycling Inc. and its affiliates from approximately 1992 to

1998. Previous to Bengal Recyclings occupancy the Site was used by the owner for the storage and

some limited dismantling of trucks and trailers. Previous to that the property was agricultural land.

Based on the RI knowledge of past operations and previous investigations conducted at the Site various

hazardous substances and hazardous and solid wastes are believed to have been disposed of from anoff-site
source and stockpiled and buried at the Site. Former employees of Bengal Recycling informed the

property owners agent that various waste generated from the cleanup of the former Kaiser Steel Plant

located approximately V2 to one mile southwest of the Site were taken from the Kaiser property and

disposed of and buried at the Site. Employees of Bengal Recycling referred to the burial and stockpile

areas as the Kaiser Bunkers. Large tree stumps railroad ties telephone poles and treated and

untreated wooden beams mixed with smaller wood fragments imported soil and other miscellaneous

wastes were reportedly brought onto the property by Bengal Recycling from the Kaiser property and

stockpiled and buried.

Bengals recycling operations. Such wood waste and greenwaste reported from sources other than Kaiser

Steel and the California Speedway is not the subject of this Remedial Investigation.

Much of the buried waste found on the Site during previous investigations include railroad ties imported

soils plastics general demolition debris PAH impacted soils and metals and other contaminants.

Trenching conducted at the Site and documented by Geomatrix Consultants Inc. Geomatrix in 1997

showed the existence of possibly extensive volumes of potentially hazardous substances and hazardous

and solid waste in backfilled excavations Kaiser Bunkers on portions of the property but the full extent

and characterization of the buried waste material was not fully assessed and investigated.

In previous investigations soil samples have been obtained from imported soil near surface and

subsurface areas for laboratory analysis to determine the nature of the contamination and to assesshealth

and safety concerns. Initial analyses indicate the backfilled excavations and possibly the surrounding

native soils contain various hydrocarbon constituents including PAH compounds such as

benzoapyrene benzoaanthracene chrysene dibenzahanthracene indenoI23-cdpyrene and

others and potentially some soluble heavy metals.

Section 1.0 the introduction is a summary of the RI objectives and scope including background

information for the site and hazardous substances previously detected at the site. Section 2.0 describes

the physical characteristics of the investigation area including surface water geology and hydrogeology.

A summary of previous investigations and RI field activities performed at the property in this phase of

the investigation are presented in Section 3.0. Section 4.0 is a discussion of the finding and conclusions

for the nature and extent of the discovered contaminants. Sections 5.0 and 6.0 presents a brief discussion

of contaminant fate and transport and risk assessment. Section 7.0 presents a feasibility analysis for the

screening and selection of remedial options.

2.0 PHYSICAL CHARACTERISTICS OF THE SITE

2.1 Site Location and Physiography

The Site is located in the Upper Santa Ana River Valley near the junction of the eastern Transverse

Ranges and Peninsular Ranges physiographic provinces. The Upper Santa Ana River Valley is a heavily

faulted depositional basin bounded by the San Bernardino and San Gabriel Mountains to the northeast

and northwest respectively the Chino and Puente Hills to the southwest and the Jurupa Hills to the east.

The Site is located in the central portion of the basin south of the Cajon Pass Summit and San Andrea

Fault Zone.

2.2 Topography and Surface-Water Hydrology

The Mushegain Family Trust property occupies approximately five acres and is situated at an elevation

of approximately 1170 feet above mean sea level. Regional surface drainage is south toward the Santa
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Ana River. Surface topography at the site is generally flat but uneven with a gentle slope directed toward

the south side of the property. The property is not paved or developed with any structures that would

produce significant runoff. Therefore storm water generally ponds in low spots and later evaporates or

infiltrates into the ground. Regionally surface water drainage in the area is primarily to thesouth-southwesttoward the Santa Ana River located approximately nine miles south of the Site. Public surface

streets are paved and curbed with drainage to storm sewers.

2.3 Climate and Meteorology

The Site is located in a semi-arid inland valley which receives an average of 15 inches of rainfall per

year. The climate is generally mild with temperature extremes reaching the 30s of in the winter and can

exceed 100 of in the summer. The area is occasionally susceptible to high winds during Santa Ana wind

conditions which blow from the north through the Cajon pass into the Upper Santa Ana River Valley

toward the ocean.

2.4 Geology

The Site is situated on unconsolidated Recent fluvial and alluvial fan deposits of silts sands gravels and

cobbles derived from erosion of the northern mountains. Information obtained during site assessment

and remedial investigation activities show the Site is underlain by alluvium composed ofyellowish-brown
to reddish brown oxidized well-graded sands and gravels with cobbles. Some native soils

encountered near 10 to 20 feet bgs was gray to brownish gray in color. Sedimentary bedding features are

evident in excavation sidewalls where coarser materials are concentrated in specific soil horizons.

Gravel and cobble size particles are well rounded and consisted of igneous and metamorphic rock types.

Other soils described during trenching investigations are discussed within this report as disturbed or

previously excavated soils consisting primarily of coarse sand and gravel. Disturbed soil were found

mixed within the bunker wastes at the surface and in the subsurface. The disturbed soil and mixed debris

has coloration ranging from dark-gray to black and appears to be waste imported from off site with the

debris. Some disturbed native soil appeared to have been mixed with the waste debris during burial.

Disturbed native soils also appear to have been used as cover material over the subsurface bunkers.

Disturbed native soils are also described in various exploratory trenches across the property where

former excavations were backfilled with uncompacted soil. The disturbed native soil often appear as

gray to light gray and brown in color with no obvious sedimentary bedding structures.

2.5 Hydrogeology

The Site is located in the Chino Groundwater Basin which is part of the Corona-Chino Valley crustal

block a structural low bounded by the Chino Fault to the west the Cucamonga Fault Zone and San

Gabriel Mountains to the north the Rialto-Colton Fault to the south and the La Sierra and Pedley Hills

to the south CBMWD 1993. The maximum thickness of water-bearing sediments in the basin is

approximately 1100 feet which thin gradually to the east to approximately 700 feet thick in the Fontana

Area CBMWD 1993. Groundwater in the eastern Chino Basin is unconfined under water table

conditions occurring several hundred feet below ground surface. San Gabriel Valley Water Companys

Well F7A State Well No. IS6WIOHO2S located approximately 3000 feet north of the Site reported

the depth to groundwater at 452 feet in May 1995. Other wells in the area report depths to groundwater

from 428 to 492 feet below grade for the same period WMWD 1998.
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3.0 REMEDIAL INVESTIGATION FIELD ACTIVITIES

3.1 Previous Assessments and Site Investigations

Environmental work was initiated at the Site during the second quarter of 1997 as a preliminary

investigation to investigate the presence of waste materials suspected of being buried at the property.

Table I lists the samples collected during preliminary assessments Geomatrix Kendall/Adams and the

Trust and two phases of the RI SECOR Apriland July 1999 and summarizes the sample dates sample

collector and the analyses for each sample collected. The following is a chronology of site assessment

activity conducted at the Site

3.1.1 Geomatrix Initial Assessment

On April 7 8 21 and May 8. 1997 Geomatrix Consultants Inc. Geomatrix of Newport Beach

California observed and documented the excavation of 23 trenches conducted by Bengal Recycling. No
information was available regarding the location of the backfilled excavations or bunkers so exploratory

trenches were placed where space was available between rows of stockpiled waste and equipment.

Exploratory trenches ranged in length from 18 to 280 feet and extended to depths of 4 to 20 feet in depth.

The excavator utilized by Geomatrix had a depth limitation of approximately 20 feet bgs and could not

reach the maximum depth of buried waste encountered in trenches T-1 and T-2. Geomatriz s Figure of

I
trench locations and individual trench logs are included in Appendix B. The locations of debris artificial

fill and greenwaste are summarized on Figure 3.

Waste materials and soils encountered during trenching by Geomatrix fell into four general categories

Undisturbed native alluvium encountered during trenching was described as yellowish-brown and

well compacted with discernable sedimentary bedding features. Occasionally undisturbed native

alluvium was described as gray sometimes as the natural color. At times the soil was described as

discolored from overlying greenwaste or buried waste in the near surface.

Disturbed alluvium from the excavation and burial of waste materials was described fromyellowish-brownwith no discernible sedimentary bedding features and loosely compacted to a discolored gray

I
cover material that was commonly warm and emitted a visible vapor during excavation. The

disturbed alluvium was used as cover over backfilled excavations and as fill material. In some

trenches this material was described as impacted by the adjacent buried waste.

Greenwaste was encountered in three trenches T-5 T-10 T-15 and T-20 buried beneath one to four

feet of disturbed alluvium with traces of organic debris. The greenwaste consisted primarily of

decomposing leaves plants and wood. The greenwaste and soils underlying the greenwaste were

reported to be very warm have a foul odor of decay and emit visible vapors. Green waste was

encountered to a depth of 6.5 feet in Trench T-5 and to unknown depths exceeding 15 feet bgs in

Trench T-10.

1 Geomatrix encountered two apparent subsurface bunkers of demolition-type debris trending

generally north to south in exploratory trenches T-1 T-6 and T-7 near the northeast comer of the

Site trenching conducted by SECOR has shown that the two bunkers are likely one continuous
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bunker - Bunker 1/2. A third bunker was encountered in exploratory Trench T-2 in the northern

central portion of the Site Bunker 3. The debris was observed to contain lumber railroad ties

plastic metal pipes metal brackets wire ceramics and similar assorted debris. Associated with the

debris Geomatrix reported a black fine-grained granular material filling the void spaces between the

I larger objects.

Four samples collected by Geomatrix Trench-I Trench-IA PW-1 and Trench-2 of the black granular

material were collected from trenches T-I and T-2 during the preliminary investigation. Sample
locations are shown in Figure 3 and on the Geomatrix figure in Appendix B. These samples were

analyzed for California Code of Regulations CCR Title 22 metals semi-volatile organic compounds

SVOCs/PAHs by EPA Method 8270 volatile organic compounds VOCs by EPA Method 8260 and

extractable Total Petroleum Hydrocarbons TPH in an extended range through diesel fuel and

lubricating oil by modified EPA Method 8015.

In the Geomatrix samples PAH concentrations were highest in sample Trench-IA with seven of the 15

detected PAH compound concentrations reported as exceeding the United States Environmental

Protection Agency US EPA Region IX Preliminary Remediation Goals PRGs for hazardous

substances in soil at an industrial property. Because the PRG values are periodically revised to reflect

the most current US EPA toxicological and risk assessment information the current PRG concentrations

in soil at an industrial property have changed since the PRGs cited in previous reports for this Site.

Previous reports cited the 1996 PRGs while 1998 PRG concentrations were used for this report. In

addition since future site use and zoning is unknown SECOR has evaluated PAHs relative to the EPA
PRGs for residential property to avoid any limitations on the Trusts use of the property and to minimize

future liability. The approach is consistent with the Region 9 guidelines which recommend that when

considering PRGs as preliminary screening for remedial goals the residential concentrations should be

used and do not recommended that the industrial PROS be used unless the industrial PRGs are used in

conjunction with residential concentrations. PAH concentrations that exceed the respective current

residential PRGs are highlighted in Table 2.

I All total metals concentrations in these four samples were below the Total Threshold Limit

Concentration TTLC for hazardous waste characterization. In the preliminary assessment high total

metals concentrations indicated that soluble metals concentrations could exceed the Soluble Threshold

Limit Concentration STLC for total chromium in all four samples and for lead in samples Trench-I and

Trench-2A Table 3. However no soluble metals analyses were performed during the Geomatrix

1
assessment. Hexavalent chromium or chromium VI was non-detected in the four characterization

samples.

Trace concentrations of only a few VOCs were detected in Geomatrixs trench samples including

acetone 130 - 140 gg/kg toluene 2.3 g/kg and xylenes 6.6 gg/kg. TPH concentrations ranged

from 200 to 800 mg/kg. See Table 5 for a summary of VOC and TPH results. For additional

information on the preliminary assessment completed by Geomatrix and the types of PAHs detected at

the Site please refer to the Geomatrix report entitled Report of Preliminary Investigation of Buried

Waste 8625-8645 Almond Avenue Fontana California dated June 17 1997.

Geomatrix also sampled an existing stockpile of apparently native soil located in the southeast comer of

the Site. The soil stockpile appeared to be native soil based on SECORs inspection of the material in

April 1999 and based on the results of analytical testing. The soil is predominately brownish gray to

light gray coarse sand with common gravel and cobbles throughout. Samples DEC-lA and DEC-2A
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were analyzed for heavy metals PAHs VOCs and TPH in an extended range through diesel and oil. In

the stockpile metals concentrations appear to be within the range for naturally occurring background

concentrations Table 3 no PAHs were detected Table 2 and only trace concentrations of TPH 9.7 to

I

22 mg/kg toluene 2.5 g/kg and total xylenes 7.4 g/kg weredetected Table 5.

3.1.2 Kendall/Adams Group Additional Sampling

On February 24 1998 Kendall/Adams Group Inc. collected five samples S-I through S-5 for

additional analyses in the area of the eastern bunkers. The Trust had conducted limited shallowre-excavationin the area of Geomatrixs Trench T- I for further characterization of the soil associated with

the buried waste. Samples of soil from the backfilled excavation S-3 and S-4 and stockpiled material

excavated while opening the excavation S-I and S-2 were collected for analysis of PAHs. Also a

fragment of gray/black sandstone material from an existing stockpile of material S-5 was collected

for analysis of TPH through the gasoline diesel and oil ranges.

The material sampled by Kendall/Adams Group consisted primarilyof disturbed soil described generally

as gray/black to tan coarse sand with gravel to 1-inch in diameter and some wood and trace metal

fragments. Analyses showed the existence of PAHs Table 2. The PAH benzoapyrene was reported

as exceeding the 1996 US EPA Region IX PRGs for a hazardous substance in soil at an industrial

property. The reported concentrations also exceed the residential PRGs for benzoapyrene. Using the

residential values benzoaanthracene and benzobfluoranthene also exceed the 1998 PRG
concentrations see Table 2. The complete suite of PAHs was not analyzed.

I
Sample S-5 contained no detectable TPH by EPA Methods 8015m. Kendall/Adams Group concluded

from the results that the consolidated gray/black sandstone material Sample S-5 might be foundry

sand based on the absence of TPH and recommended metals analysis of the material Table 3.

Kendall/Adams Group presented the results of the sample analyses in a letter report dated March 6 1998

and a follow-up memorandum dated March 11 1998. The report and memo are presented in

Appendix C.

I
3.13 Wood/Soil Differentiation and Analyses

On August 6 1998 the Trust Representative Mr. Richard Mushegain collected additional samples to

test for PAHs and heavy metals. Material associated with the eastern backfilled bunkers 1/2 was

collected. One sample contained wood fragments while the second sample was strained to remove a

majority of the wood and both samples were analyzed. The same procedure was conducted with material

t

taken from the surface bunker stockpile of stumps railroad ties imported soil and treated wood waste

located in the southwest comer of the property surface bunker. In general the samples strained of the

majority of the wood had slightly lower PAH concentrations than the raw samples but the difference was

not significant Table 2. However the detected PAH concentrations still exceeded the PRG for

residential soil. Selected metals analyses from a black rock of consolidated black granular material

similar to the Kendall/Adams Group sample S-5 showed no excessive concentrations of heavy metals

Table 3. The laboratory reports for this sampling event are presented in Appendix D.

3.1.4 Pallet and Green Waste Removal

During the summer of 1998 the Trust conducted partial removal work of non-hazardous wooden pallets

and processed greenwaste left by Bengal Recycling. In addition commencing in April 1998 the Trust

conducted partial removal of tree stumps from the stockpile of imported Kaiser waste material in the

southwest corner of the Site to allow for further remedial investigation and to start the process of

returning the property to a usable condition. Railroad ties telephone poles treated and untreated wood
beams and other wood fragments were segregated for characterization and recycling of the tree stumps.

3.2 Pre-Field Activities for RI

The R1 was completed to achieve the three objectives as summarized in Section 1.1 and field activities

were completed with the protection of workers health and safety as the foremost concern. A site-specific

health and safety plan HASP was prepared for the excavation and sampling activities at the Site. All

SECOR personnel as well as any other on-site contractors subcontractors or regulatory personnel were

required to familiarize themselves with and sign the HASP in an effort to minimize safety hazards.

SECORs HASP addressed the specific chemical compounds which were identified in previous

investigations PAHs and metals and presented the chemical properties and a task-specific health and

safety risk analysis.

Prior to initiating fieldwork the following notifications and arrangements were completed

I A workplan for remedial investigation was prepared and submitted to the San Bernardino County
Fire Department SBCFD and the SBCFD approved the workplan

Proposed assessment locations were cleared for known underground utilities by notifying

Underground Service Alen and

The SBCFD was notified of proposed field activities prior to initiating fieldwork.

33 Bunker Excavation and Delineation Overview

Delineation of the subsurface bunkers was completed on April 7 8 and July 14 1999. A SECOR
geologist and/or technician working under the supervision of a CaliforniaRegistered Geologist provided

oversight and documentation of excavation activities. Excavation to delineate the lateral and vertical

I
extent of the buried wastes and debris was completed as summarized below

1. The approximate locations for the subsurface bunkers were based on the waste material

encountered in exploratory trenches documented by Geomatrix in 1997. Excavation was started

laterally across the area until the waste and debris material was encountered. Trenching

continued to fully delineate the buried debris in various directions until the lateral extent of the

debris mass could be
specifically identified or estimated.

2. On April 7 and 8 1999 in the northeastern portion of the Site Bunkers 1 and 2 were

delineated by trenches T28 T29 130 731 T32 T33 T34 and T35. Previous exploratory
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trenches Tl T6 77 and T23 Geomatrix 1997 were also used to.define the extent of the buried

waste and debris. Based on the results-of trenching suspected Bunkers 1 and 2 represent two

portions of asingle mass of buried waste. This area is hereafter referred to as Bunker 1/2.
The initial delineation trench locations and the extrapolated lateral extentof the buried debris are

shown on Figure 4

3. On July 14 1999 additional delineation of the northern end of Bunker 1142 was defined by

deepening the western end of Trench 128 and adding Trenches T36 and T37. The additional

trenching was conducted to explore for possible waste debris at depth The additional

delineation trench locations and the expanded lateral extent of the buried debris are shown on

Figure 5.

4.. On April 17 1999 Bunker 3 in the central portion of the Site was delineated by trenches T24
T25 T26 and 127. The delineation trench locations including the approximate. location of

exploratory trench 12 and extrapolated lateral extent of the buried debrisare shown. on Figure 4.

I
b. The depth of buried debris in each subsurface bunker was determined by excavation ofthe

material until what appeared to be native soil was encountered at the base of the debris In

various trenches waste material was. removed from the trench. until the apparent vertical limit

was found at depth..

6. Whenthe.horizontal extent of buried debris was apparent surface refereree points-were marked

by wooden stakes near the edges of trenches above where the boundary of buried debris-was

observed in the trench. The reference points were then measured and plotted to scale in the field

to determine the lateral extent of buried debris in the exposed bunker.. The length and depth of

the open trenches were then plotted and a selected wall of the trench was logged to document the

horizontal extent of buried debris and distribution of undisturbed native soil and disturbed soil.

7. Where possible trench excavations were observed and described from the ends of the trenches

where the side of the excavationwas most stable The edges of the trenches were approached by

a geologist wearing a safety harness tied to a rope and.secured to. a stable object. Continuous

effortsivere made to keep observers away from the edges ofdelineation and exploratory trenches

and no one entered a trench to observe or record trenching activities. In general the interlocking

debris and wood formed a stable reinforced sidewall which maintained a near vertical profile

Photograph No. 1. In areas of apparent uncompacted fill material the excavation sidewalls

sloughed.and caved into the excavation

8. Once the vertical and horizontal extent-of buried debris was plotted selected surface reference

points were markedwith steel stakes near the ends and/or intersections of selected trenches. On

April 14 1999 a licensed surveyor Ken Linville of Linville Civil Engineers Land Surveyors

Inc. of Rancho Cucamonga California surveyed the. reference points Appendix E. The

surveyed reference points were used as checks for the field measurements of the lateral extent of

debris in the subsurface and so that the bunker location could easily be relocated re-surveying at

a later date ifnecessary.

9 The Surface Bunker stockpiled wood and -stockpiled native soil located on the Site were

measured and the volume of material in the various stockpiles was estimated based on the length

width height and slope of the stockpiled material
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3.3.1 Delineation of Bunker 112

In. April 1997 Bunker 1/2 was first encountered and described in Geomatrixs 125-footnortheast-southwesttrending Trench.TI excavated to a maximum depth of 20 feet bgs. Debris or trash was also

encountered intheeastern end of Ge6thatrixsTrench T6 to a depth of 5 feet bgs. Based on the

occurrence of debris in these trenches and the lack of debris in Trench T7 there appeared to betwo
subsurface bunkers in the northeastern end of the.site. Geomatrixs ezploratioii trench logs are presented

in Appendix B.

In April 1999 to delineate the extent of debrisTrench 728 was excavated bySECOR 50 feet from east

to west to a tout depth of 21 feet bgs in thewestend. TrenchT29 was excavated approximately 80 feet

north-south by SECOR excavated to a total a maximum depth of 11 feet-bgs and T30 was excavated by

SECOR east to west approximately 35 feet south of T28 excavated tea maximum depth of 18 feet bgs

t
for a length of approximately 77 feet The debris was delineated to the southwest by SECOR trenches

T34 and T35and to the southeast by trenches T31132 and T33. Debris was encountered at maximum

depths of 16 feet bgs in Trenches T31 and T35 in.the southern corners bisected.by an area ofundisturbed

alluvium as defined by Geomatrix Trench Ti SECORs delineation trench logs are presented in

Appendix F Figures TL-3 and TLr5 through TL-8.

I
The greatest mass of buried waste is located inthe.north-central-area of Bunker .1/2 The thickness-of

material appears. to thin slightly to the south from approximately 20. feet bgs to 16 feet bgs but no

obvious ramp or entrance point into thebunker was discovered.

On July 14 1999 additional excavation was conducted to investigate reports of debris and solid wastes

buried at depths greater than 20 feet bgs possibly as deep as-45-to 50 feet bgs in the northern end of

Bunker 1/2. During the additional remedial investigation the western end of Trench T28 was

deepened to 32 feet bgs using a track-mounted excavator with an extended reach boom. The base of the

debris was 20 to 21 feetbgs with undisturbed native soil lying beneath the debris. The underlying soil in

I

the excavation sidewall appeared to have bedding structures similar to those seen in other excavati ons

completed onthe.Site. Accordingly the trench was not excavated to 40 to 50 feet bgs but to a maximum

depth of 32 feet bgs as buried debris was not discovered below 21 feet bgs and as the sidewalls showed

no signs the excavated area had been disturbed below 21 feet bgs. Bedding structures were observed

consisting of linear bedding planes composed.of imbricated coarse gravels and small cobbles within the

sandy matrix. Two additional dclineationtrenches T36 andT37 were excavated north of T28 to explore

fora continuous column of buried debris
greater than21 feet bgs.

Trench T36was excavated north of the.wcstern end of T28 to a depth.of 5 feet bgs Photograph No. 2s

T36 encountered the northwestern boundary of debris so the excavator was moved east to Trench T37

where a.thicker column of debris was found. Trench T37 was approximately 30 feet long and excavated

to a maximum depth of 31 feet bgs.from south to north. The base of the buried.debris was encountered.

at approximately 19 feet bgs underlain with apparent undisturbed native.soil to the maximum depth of 31

I
feet bgs. At the northern extent of Trench 37 the base debris was measured at approximately 22 fed

bgs slightly deeper than the base of debris measured in the southern end of Trench37. However the

excavator could dig no farther to the north because of space constraints between the open excavation and

the northern fence line. Therefore the depth and extent of buried debris in the northern most end of

Bunker 1/2 was not fully determined. Bedding structure similar to those described in the western end

of T28 were observed in the soil underlying the debris in Trench 137. SECORs additional delineation

trench logs for Bunker 1/2 are presented in Appendix F figures-TL-4 and TL-9.

3.3.2 Delineation of Banker.3

In April 1997 Bunker 93 was first encountered in Geomatrixs 50 foot east-west trending Trench T2.

Trench T2 was excavated to a maximum depth of 19 feet bgs without encountering the base of the buried

debris. Trench T24 was excavated for a length of approximately 85 feet from north to south to a

maximum depth of 18 feet bgs. Trench 124 tracked along the eastern edge of the bunker and then

reentered the debris to the south where the greatest mass of waste was discovered Figure 4. The

vertical extent of debris in Bunker.3 extended to a total depth of approximately 27 feet bgs inthe south

1
at the base of TrenchT26 PhotographNo.l.and ended at approximately 15 feet bgs to the north on T27

indicating the bunker-was likely
excavated and filled from it ramp dug from the north. Waste from

Trench 126 appeared dark gray to black and emitted a noticeable tar/creosote odor from the stockpile.

SECORs delineation trench logs forBunker 3 are presented in Appendix F Figures TLI and TL-2.

333 Delineation of the Surface Bunker

The original Surface Bunker Photograph No. 3 or stockpile-of debris railroad ties tree stumps and

I
other materials were spread in an area to the southwest to western portion of the Site. On April 9 1999

SECOR measured the
remaitiing stockpileconsisting of fragments of treated wood plastic greenaste

fine to coarse grain gray to blackish sandy soil and other miscellaneous debris to corer an area

approximately 130 by 165 feet. by two feet thick on average. SECOR has estimated the total volume of

material in the stockpile at approximately 1600.cubic yards excluding most tree stomps and railroad

ties which were previously segregated by the Trust by hand starting from October 1998 through June

1999.

OnJuly 14 1999 the SurfaceBunkerwas consolidated in a stockpile near the original location to allow

for additional exploratory trenching in the southwest quadrant of the property Photograph No. 4. The

Trust had continued to remove stumps.for recycling since the initial volume estimate in April 1999.

Considerable material remained.on the ground adjacent to the consolidated stockpile at depths of one to

two feet The-stockpile. and ground debris was again measured on July 14. 1999 and at that tune was

estimated at approximately 1488 cubic yards.

33.4 Exploration of Bunker 4

On July 14 1999 additional excavation was conducted in the southwest comer of the Site to investigate

reports of debris and solid wastes buried in.an.additional bunker. Four exploratory trenches T38 T39

T40 and T43 were excavated through an area of approximately 150 x 30. feet between the dirt.road at the

southern fence line and the underground water line that enters the property from Almond Avenue to the

west Figure 5. Trenches T38739 T40 and T43 were excavated to maximum depths of 14 17 17

and 3 feet bgs respectively. Sloughing of what appeared to be disturbed unconsolidated backfill

complicated the excavation of Trench 139. The-depth of back-fill varied throughout this area from 5 feet

bgs in Trench T38 to-greater than 17 feet bgs in the..base.of.Trench 739 to 7 feet bgs on the southern

side wall of Trench 139 and to greater
than 12 feet bgs in Geomatrix Trench T16. Geomatrix also

identified caving of the side walls during excavation in this area Log of Test Pit No. T-16 Appendix B.

Wood and plastic debris similar to that encountered in the otherbunkers was encountered in the. loose fill

at approximately 17 feet bgs in Trench T39.. Sample T39-17 was collected from the depth the debris was

encountered and consisted primarilyof coarse sand withiome gravel.

t
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t

3.4 Surveyed Reference Points

A coordinate grid system for naming and locating samples across the Site was not practical for the

measurement of the two main bunker areas due to the uneven terrain and piles of debris and greenwaste.

In lieu of a grid system key locations such as the comers and intersections of open delineation

excavation were staked for subsequent surveying as reference points for use during remediation. The

Site is completely fenced to prevent access of unauthorized personnel. The site corners and fence line

were professionally surveyed by Linville Civil Engineers Land Surveyors Inc. of Rancho Cucamonga
California. Three reference points were staked and surveyed at Bunker 3 and five reference points were

staked and surveyed at Bunker 112 for use as control points in the field mapping of the lateral extent of

buried debris and as references to relocate the bunkers dimensions at a later date before or after remedial

excavation. Survey data is attached in Appendix E.

3.5 Waste MaterialVolumes

The two primary subsurface bunker areas were evaluated for content and thickness of waste. Two
primary categories of materials making up the bunkers not including native undisturbed soil were

differentiated. These categories are

I
1 the gray-disturbed alluvium and artificial fill material used as cover or overburden on top of the

debris waste and

I 2 the debris waste including wood demolition debris and gray to dark gray/black soil and granular

material.

I
Material thicknesses were calculated based on trench cross-section measurements. Material thickness

measurements were mapped and contoured for the cover material and the buried debris waste. Interval

thickness was contoured at 2.5- or 5-foot intervals depending on the total overall thickness and material

slope at the limits of the waste category i.e. the steeper the vertical-edge contact to the adjacent material

or native soil the greater the contour interval.

For Bunker 1/2 trench cross-sections Ti T6 77 T28 729 T30 T31 T32 133 T34 735 T36 and

T37 were used. For Bunker 3 trench cross-sections T2 T24 125 T26 and T27 were used. A fourth

bunker and area of non-compacted fill material was identified near the southwest corner of the Site.

Debris encountered at approximately 17 feet bgs of non-compacted fill in Bunker 4 appears to be

residual material from debris that was reportedly buried and thereafter removed from the excavation.

In addition to the above described buried debris the surface bunker described in Section 3.3.3 located in

the southwest quadrant of the property was measured and the volume of material was estimated. Also

the surface stockpile of
large

railroad ties telephone poles and some structural beams located north of

Bunker 3 was measured and the volume was estimated. A third stockpile consisting of native soil

located in the southeast comer of the Site was also measured and the volume estimated as reusable

I

backfill material. Estimated volumes of buried and stockpiled materials are summarized in Table 9.

Volume calculations are presented in Appendix G. Numerous stockpiles of greenwaste are also located

on the property but have not been included in these volume estimates.
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3.5.1 Stockpiled Debris and Solid Wastes.

On July 14 1999 measurements were taken of the Surface Bunker stockpile consolidated after

greenwaste and railroad tie segregation and the railroad tie stockpile. Volume estimates were then made

for the stockpiles showing that approximately 1488 cubic yards of miscellaneous debris remained in the

surface stockpile and approximately 260 cubic yards of large railroad ties and other wood waste were

stockpiled in the separate stockpile Photograph No. 5 resulting in-a total estimate of 1748 cubic yards

of solid waste on the surface Table 9 Column 1.

3.5.2 Buried Debris and Solid Wastes

Based on volumetric formulas for area calculations for Bunker 1/2 and 3 and estimates for Bunker

4 approximately 3544 cubic yards of buried debris i.e. hazardous substances and hazardous and solid

waste Table 9 Column 2 is present in the three subsurface bunker areas. Based on volumetric

formulas for area calculations for Bunker 1/2 and 3 approximately 1819 cubic yards of gray
disturbed cover material is present in these two subsurface bunkers Table 9 Column 3. Removal of the

debris and cover material from the subsurface required some over-excavation of undisturbed-native soils

from the sidewalls and below the base of the debris. Based on an over-excavation/contingency factor of

20% of the debris and cover material by volume an additional 1059 cubic yards of material will be

mixed with the excavated material Table 9 Column 4. Finally a separate contingency has been added

for additional exploration for debris and solid waste potentially buried deeper than 22 feet bgs in the

north end of Bunker 1/2 for 750 cubic yards to be completed during remedial excavation Table 9
Column 5.

3.53 Re-Excavation and Compaction

In Bunker 4 an estimated 1570 cubic yards of loose fill requires removal for recompaction at which

time the apparent previously identified debris can be removed from the base of the original excavation

Table 9 Column 6. SECOR has estimated that the 1570 cubic yards of disturbed native material can

be reused as compacted fill after the debris is removed Table 9 Column 9. The actual volume of debris

is unknown but assumed to be relatively small in comparison with the other two subsurface bunkers.

SECOR has estimated that up to 70 cubic yards of waste may remain in Bunker 4 based on the what

was encountered during exploratory excavation Table 9 Column 2.

3.5.4 Usable Backfill Material

The stockpile of disturbed native soil in the southeast comer is estimated at 1200 cubic yards and can

likely be use as backfill on the Site. In addition the estimated 1570 cubic yards proposed for

excavation from Bunker 4 will be reused as backfill for an estimated total of 2.770 cubic yards of

usable backfill located on the Site Table 9 Column 9. In addition where possible the remaininggray-disturbed
cover material will be evaluated for use as backfill. Where possible the remaining cover

material in place will be segregated and stockpiled for evaluation. It is likely that an estimated 50% of

the total cover material volume or 910 cubic yards Table 9 Column 8 can be segregated from over the

buried debris in Bunkers 1/2 and 3. This material however will not be appropriate for backfill due

to the mixing of greenwaste from the overlying layer that covers the Site and debris beneath the cover

without screening and characterization sampling.
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3.6 Remedial Investigation in Areas Not Previously Assessed

Additional trenching was completed for areas not accessible during the preliminary assessment in 1997

1
by Geomatrix to determine if other backfilled excavations of demolition-type debris exist. One

excavation was conducted near previously excavated exploratory trench T20 west of Bunker 3. In the

expanded excavation area designated Trench T20A Figure 4 only decomposing greenwaste was

encountered with no evidence of demolition debris similar to Bunkers 1/2 and 3.

Additional exploratory trenching was also completed southwest of Bunker 3 and north of the

underground water line where previously it was not feasible to excavate due to the proximity of the

surface bunker Figure 5. This area was investigated from west to east in exploratory Trench T41

Figure TL-11 Appendix F. The west end of the trench began in undisturbed native soil between the

waterline to the south and the consolidated Surface Bunker stockpiled to the north. The trench was

excavated to the east for approximately 160 feet with undisturbed native soils encountered for

approximately 100 feet. Soils consisted primarilyof yellow-brown sands with some gravels and cobbles

throughout. Some bedding structures were evident in the exposed sidewalls. From approximately 100

feet to 135 feet from the western end ofT41 disturbed alluvial material was noted with a light gray color

and no obvious sedimentary structures. Undisturbed brownish native soil was again encountered from

135 feet to 160 feet in the eastern end of Trench T41.

Exploratory trenching between Bunker /2 and Bunker 3 was also conducted in an area not accessible

to Geomatrix due to stockpiled greenwaste from Bengal Recyclings operations. This area was trenched

from north to south in exploratory trench T42 Figure TL-11 Appendix F. The north end of the trench

began just south of the existing greenwaste stockpile located near the northern fence line Figure 5.

Buried green waste was encountered immediately in the northern end of the trench and continued to the

south for approximately 40 feet. The maximum depth of exploration in T42 was 17 feet bgs in the

northern end where greenwaste was still observed. Overlying cover soils were stained green to light

green-gray. The buried material below approximately 2 to 3 feet contained abundant organic material

with obvious plant material and emitted a strong putrid odor. The extent of the buried greenwaste was

not evaluated and appears to continue to the north east and west from the northern end on of T42.

3.7 Characterization Sampling and Analyses

Characterization sampling is summarized for the preliminary assessment data and the two phases of

remedial investigation. Characterization sampling was completed for the buried debris including

imported/mixed soil and granular material within the subsurface bunkers and the stockpiled surface

bunker. Specific materials within the debris potential waste stream such as wood fragments and

demolition debris suspected of containing possible asbestos were also segregated in the field and

characterized. Characterization results are also summarized for native soil sampled at the base of the

buried debris and the stockpile of native soil located in the extreme southeast corner of the Site.

3.7.1 Characterization Sampling Method

I
Soil and debris samples for potential chemical analysis were collected in sample jars. Samples were

immediately sealed and capped with a Tefloni lined cap to avoid possible loss of volatile hydrocarbons.

Samples were named based on the trench number depth and location of the sample. The sample

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containers were labeled and placed in a chilled cooler for delivery to the analytical laboratory. The

sampledmaterials were monitored in the field for volatile organic vapors by the headspace method using

a hand-held photoionization detector PID. Collected samples were submitted to American Analytics of

Canoga Park California a State-certified laboratory for analysis using appropriate EPA methods.

I Sample control was maintained chain of custody records which stayed with the samples from the time of

sampling until the delivery to the laboratory. Laboratory reports and chain-of-custody records for the

sampling completed during the two RI phases are included in Appendix G.

3.7.2 Debris Characterization Sampling

I Samples collected from buried and stockpiled debris and solid wastes during remedial investigation were

submitted for characterization. Delineation trench samples were collected from the excavator bucket and

from debris stockpiled during the excavation process. Grab samples of finer grained materials obtained

from the excavated debris wastes consisted mainly of light gray to dark gray/black granular material

sands and gravels that appeared to be imported or mixed soil with varying degrees of hydrocarbon

staining and mixed with finer wood debris and plastic. Other samples were collected to characterize

specific materials in the debris potential waste streams namely wood Samples were analyzed to

characterize the type and concentration of hazardous substances in the waste debris for the purpose of

evaluating feasible remedial options for Site cleanup.

Subsurface Bunker Characterization Sampling

IAtotal of seven samples were collected from the buried debris in Bunkers I/2 3 and 4 in addition

to the 10 samples collected during preliminary assessment activities. Samples 128-9 and T29-10 from

Bunker 1/2 Sample T26-15 from Bunker 3 and sample T39-17 from Bunker 4 consist primarily

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In general the PAR concentrations in samples which are primarily wood were comparable in

concentration range and types of PAH compounds as the granular samples Table 2. Low
concentrations of phthalate compounds including bis2-ethylhexylphthalate and butyl benzyl phthalate

were detected in the semi-volatile analyses of some debris samples. Phthalates are plastisizers and may
result from the plastics found throughout the debris. No detectable phthalate compounds exceeded the

specific PRG for residential soil.

Metals concentrations however were generally higher in the wood samples particularly for total

chromium and total lead. Wood samples T28-8 T28-10 and T26-wood with the highest total lead and

total chromium concentrations Table 3 were analyzed for soluble concentrations using the California

Waste Extraction Test WET. Soluble chromium was detected at 6.6 mg/1 in sample T26-wood

exceeding the soluble threshold limit concentration STLC of 5.0 mg/I for a Californiahazardous waste

Table 4. Sample T39-17 was collected from the debris encountered in
potential Bunker 4 and

contained no detectable PAHs or elevated metals concentrations.

Surface Bunker Characterization Sampling

Two samples were collected from the area of stockpiled debris Surface Bunker in addition to the two

samples collected during preliminary assessment activities. Samples STPL-1 and STPL-2 consisted

primarily of sands and gravels with fragments of wood debris. In the finer granular disturbed material

and soils contained within the surface stockpile color ranged from light gray to dark gray/black. Sample
STPL-1 was collected from the light gray material and sample STPL-2 was collected from the darker

gray to black material.

PAH concentrations in STPL-2 where higher than those detected in STPL-1. Benzoapyrene one of the

PAH compound with the lowest PRG for residential soil was 23 mg/kg in STPL-2 and 2.4 mg/kg in

STPL-I. Both concentrations exceed the residential PRG of 0.056 mg/kg for soil Table 2. Sample
STPL-2 contained metals concentrations within the expected range for naturally occurring metals based

on the results from background and native soil samples. In sample STPL-1 however slightly elevated

concentrations of total lead total chromium and total copper were detected. No total metals

concentrations exceed the respective total threshold limit concentrations ITLC. Only the total lead

concentration of 59 mg/kg exceeded the rule of thumb of lOX the STLC for possible elevated soluble

lead concentrations. Total copper was detected at 200 mg/kg Table 3. TPH speciation analysis

detected a total TPH concentration of 2700 mg/kg with the highest concentration in the diesel-range at

1972 mg/kg. No BTEX or PCB concentrations were detected by EPA Methods 8020 and 8080

respectively.
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Debris Material Characterization Sampling

Samples of existing segregated materials railroad tie and pole stockpile and a number of unique waste

materials removed from the excavated debris were sampled for additional characterization. The

I stockpiled railroad ties and poles near the northern fence line were randomly sampled. A railroad tie

sample RRT-1 consisting of pieces of a railroad tie from the stockpile and was analyzed for PAHs and

pesticides by EPA Methods 8270 and 8080 respectively.

Significant concentrations of PAHs were detected in RRT-1 associated with the creosote treatment of the

wood. Also detected were pesticide concentrations of pentachlorophenol 4.6 mg/kg Chlordane

1 mg/kg DDT 0.012mg/kg DDE 0.015mg/kg and Methoxychlor 0.071mg/kg. Pentachlorophenol

and chlordane likely result from wood treatment. Of the three samples of unknown materials suspected

of containing possible asbestos sampleUNKN-1 contained asbestos fibers of 7% Chrysotile.

3.7.3 In-Situ Native Soil Characterization

The undisturbed native soils at the base and sidewalls of the bunkers were analyzed for impacts by
residue from the buried waste materials that may have leached into the native soil causing the staining

noted in the preliminary assessment. To characterize this potential waste representative samples of

excavation sidewall soil and excavation floor soil were analyzed for constituents also detected in the

adjacent buried debris. Three soil samples T28-21 T30-I7 and 131-16 were collected from delineation

trenches at Bunker 112 within a foot of the base of the buried waste. Two soil samples T26-28 and

T27-15 were collected from delineation trenches at Bunker 3 within a foot of the base of the buried

waste. Samples were collected from the excavator bucket. A total of five samples were submitted for

the following characterization analyses

5 samples for SVOCs PAHs by EPA Method 8270

5 samples for Title 22 Metals by EPA Method 6010/7000 series

4 samples for VOCs/BTEX by EPA Method 8260

4 samples for TPH speciation by EPA Method 8015m

4 samples for PCBs by EPA Method 8080

Low level PAH concentrations were detected in three of the five samples indicating some leaching of

hazardous substances from the buried debris into the surrounding native soil. Four of the detected PAH

compounds exceed the PRG concentrations for residential soil. Low level concentrations of heavy-end

TPH was also detected with the PAHs in samples 126-28 and T31-16. No PBCs BTEX or elevated

metals concentrations were detected in the native soil samples.

3.7.4 Stockpiled Native Soil Characterization

The estimated 1200 cubic yards of stockpiled native soil was sampled for characterization by Geomatrix

in samples DEC-IA and DEC-2A collected on April9 1999 for similar compounds found in the buried

debris PAHs metals TPH BTEX and VOCs by the following methods

No PAHs concentrations were detected and Title 22 metals concentrations were non-detected or within

the expected range for background concentrations. Low concentrations of TPH in the diesel- through

lubricating oil-range C8 to C40 were detected at 22 mg/kg to 9.7 mg/kg in samples DEC-lA and

DEC-2A respectively. The only VOCs detected were toluene at 2.5 g/kg and total xylenes at 7.4 g/kg
in sample DEC-2A.

Kendall/Adams sampled a specific fragment of mediumgray/black sandstone on February 24 1998

from a stockpile they described as near southerly property line westerly of the east entrance. The

I description in the Kendall/Adams report and the accompanying Figure 1 Appendix C indicate a

stockpile that may be the stockpiled excavated native soil in the extreme southeast comer. However the

sandstone material was sampled for TPH gasoline through oil and BTEX and no hydrocarbons were

detected Table 5.

3.7.5 Background Sampling and Analyses

Background samples were collected from undisturbed soils using a hand auger from three locations

across the Site and from two locations off site. Background samples were collected from a depth of

approximately two feet bgs to minimize the potential for detecting surface contaminates that may bias

the background concentrations. From these sample results a general range of site-specific background

concentrations is derived for CCR Title 22 metals and PAHs. A total of five background soil samples

were analyzed for CCR Title 22 Metals by EPA Methods 6010/7000 series and for PAHs by EPA
Method 8270.

5 samples for SVOCs PAHs by EPA Method 8270

5 samples for Title 22 Metals by EPA Method 6010/7000 series

No PAHs were detected in background samples and metals concentrations were within a range of

naturally occurring background concentrations for the soil types on and adjacent to the site. Background

soil sample locations are shown on Figure 2.

4.0 DISCUSSION OF NATURE AND EXTENT OF CONTAMINATION

Following is a summary of the nature and extent of contaminants assessed at the site based on the results

of the remedial investigation RI presented in Section 3.0. Likely resulting waste streams from the

segregation of buried debris and wastes are presented. Also the conclusions from this RI are

summarized.

In summary the imported wastes believed to be from the former Kaiser Steel Plant were identified in

two subsurface bunkers buried pits designated Bunker 1/2 and Bunker 3 an area of uncompacted
backfill designated as Bunker 4 a Surface Bunker of debris and a stockpile of treated wood railroad

ties and poles removed from the Surface Bunker. The approximate locations of these wastes and sample
locations are shown on Site Maps Figures 5 through 8. The delineation and exploratory trenches

completed by SECOR T-24 through T-43 showing subsurface profiles and delineating the buried

wastes are represented on Trench Log Figures TL-I through TL-I I in Appendix F. The maximum depth

of the waste discovered I the subsurface bunkers varies between 15 and 27 feet
bgs. The maximum

I depth excavated in Bunker 1/2 was 32 feet Trench T-28 and the maximum depth excavated in

Bunker 3 was 28 feet Trench T-26.

The imported waste materials and impacted native soil created by the burial of the waste materials

consist primarily of treated wood waste demolition debris and soils found to be impacted with various

organic contaminants such as Polynuclear Aromatic Hydrocarbon compounds including benzoapyrene

t
and dibenzahanthracene known carcinogens elevated concentrations of inorganic contaminants

including soluble lead and soluble chromium associated primarilywith wood debris and also pesticides

such as pentachlorophenol and chlordane associated with wood treatment. These contaminants occur

in varying concentrations above background levels in the different components of the waste. The

characterization analyses are summarized in Tables I through 6 while background sample

concentrations are summarized in Tables 7 and 8. If excavated the waste components may be segregated

into specific waste streams.

4.1 Potential Waste Streams

Based on remedial
investigation data and descriptions of exploratory trenching the following potential

waste streams have been identified for segregation and further characterization during the remedial

process

I. Wood - Creosote Treated Railroad ties telephone poles

2. Wood - Structural/Construction Debris lumber beams possible cooling tower debris

3. Non-Wood Demolition-TypeDebris metal plastic concrete etc.

4. Greenwaste tree stumps logs plant material

5. Imported Soil with hazardous substances some possibly mixed with disturbed native soil

6. Cover Soil Disturbed gray alluvium used as cover for buried debris bunkers

7. Native Soil potentially impacted with hazardous substances from other waste streams.

Segregation of the buried material by size will result in segregation of the larger waste material such as

most wood and demolition debris.

Based on segregation of the potential waste streams where possible non-hazardous and/or recyclable

materials should be segregated and recycled ordisposed of off site potentially metals and wood wastes.

Other potential waste streams will have to be characterized. for disposal as non-hazardous or hazardous

wastes and the type ofhazardous waste determined as federal hazardous waste under the Resource

Conservation and Recovery. Act RCRA versus a California-Only Hazardous Waste. Due to the mixing

of the waste streams much of the fine to medium size segregated material will likely contain the same

chemical characteristics of the creosote. impacted material and/or the treated wood. As discussed below

contamirwnts of concern COCs have beent identified from the characterization analyses for use. in

evaluating hazardous waste classifications of the potential waste streams.

The Contaminants of Concern fall into thicetypes

I
1 Organic compounds specifically PAWs derive from creosote coal tar in treated wood and

emissions from the former Kaiser Steel facility

I 2 Inorganic constituents specifically soluble metals from treated wood in former cooling tower debris

and

3 Pesticides within some treated Wood wastes.

IMany of the contaminants detected dieing characterization sampling are listed under the Comprehensive

Environmental Response Compensation and.. Liability Act CERCLA and the NCP as hazardous

substances. Listed hazardous substances are elements compounds and hazardous wastes listed in 40

CFR Section 3014 with release reporting quantities which require notification of an appropriate

regulatory agency.
The hazardous substances associated with the buried and stockpiled wastes arelisted

t
in Table 10. Certain hazardous substances detected at the site are of greater concern than others when

evaluating COCs. While-many of the PAHs exceed the PRG screening for residential soil some PAH

compounds pose a greater .ris and are more pervasive such as benzoapyrene and

dibenzoahanthrecene. Therefore these organic compounds will drive the cleanup to the required

t

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action levels. Many of the inorganic elements metals occur naturally in soil and were detected within

background concentrations while others approached or caoeeded regulatory thresholds for hazardous

waste and are therefore of greater concern. Similarly the pesticides known to be associated with wood

I
treatment and detected at elevated concentrations near regulatory thresholds are of greaterconcern than

pesticides with relatively low concentration which are known to be persistent in the environment from

past widespread use e.g. DDT.

Organic compounds detected at the site-consist primarily of PAHsand TPH in the mid-distillate range -

C12 to C34 with no significant volatile constituents such as BTEX or other VOCs and no PCBs As

shown in Table 10 most of the PAHs
are-listed

hazardous substances underCERCLA. The
analytical

laboratory chemist indicated. that the detected TPH concentrations show the hydrocarbon chain

distribution of a mid-range distillate fuel such as a Diesel No. 3 American Analytics 1999. The

detected TPH range is not typical of a Diesel No. 2 which is used to fuel vehicles. This TPH range is

I
consistent with a heavier fuel oil used in boilers furnaces orsimilarcombustion devices. Alternati vely

mid-range distillates of this type are mixed with coal tars/creosote to reduce the viscosity for treatment

purposes. The correlation of elevated PAH and TPHconcentrations in the characterization analyses e.g.

samples 128-9 and STPL-2 supports the mixing of mid-range distillate with creosote/coal tar.

Thereforethe organic COCs are limited to the PARcompounds.

Elevated concentrations of inorganic compounds detected at the site include kad chromium barium

vandium zinc and copper which were detected above background levels in one or more samples from

the bunkers. Asbestoi was also detected in a debris sample None of the metals were detected at

I
concentrations greater than the California threshold for hazardous waste based on the total metal

concentration TfLC and only lead and chromium had concentrations high enough to potentially exceed

California. and federal soluble concentration thresholds for hazardous waste classification. Therefore

only soluble lead and soluble chromiumareidentified as the inorganic COCs.

Pesticide analyses by EPA Method 8080 fororganochlorine pesticides were completed on samples.from

three of the. bunkers. Pesticide analyses were conducted on samples with. a high percentage of wood

fragrnents.T28-8 and T28-10 a sample of segregated wood T26-wood and. a railroad tie sample

RRT-1_ Pentaehlorophenol is an insecticide and general herbicide used.for termite control as a

preservative for wood and is detected by EPA Method 8270 forSVOCs. Pentachlorophenol was

detected in two samples with the highest concentration of 4.6 mgfkg from the railroad tie sample RRT-l.

Other detected pesticide compounds are chlordane meihoxychlor DDT and DDE. Regulated pesticide

compounds identified as COCs due to their concentrations and use. as wood treatments are

peatachldtophenoland chlordane.

The selected COCs as described above. are indicated in Table 10 with the concentration ranges of the

detected hazardous substance.andthe site specific background concentrations.

4.2.2 Hazardous Waste Classification Criteria

Based on using the State and federal regulations for hazardous.waste classification the identified COCs

are evaluated for hazardous waste classifications only for the purpose of determining the appropriate

disposal facility for the final waste streams. The segregated waste streams can be. classified as either

California-Only Hazardous Waste Non-RCRA Hazardous Waste or Unacceptable Class 3 Solid

Waste RCRA Hazardous Waste or.Non-Hazardous Waste.

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The PRGs for PAHs are used as a risk screen based on the known toxicological.properties Section 6.0.

The PRGs vary greatly between compounds. Thus the compounds with the lowest PRGs are utilized as

they pose the most stringent screening values due to the greater risk to potential receptors. Ofthe PAHs
detected benzoapyrone and dibenzahanthrecene.have the lowest PRO for residential soil at 0.056

mg/kg and both
are known human carcinogens Table 2.and Table 4.4.4 below. Other PAHs exceeding

relatively low. PRO screening levels are benzoaanthracenc benzobfuoranthene

benzokfluoranthene and chrysene.

However the PRG concentrations are utilized for cleanup purposes and are not applicable for waste

characterization. Separate sets of standards areused for waste.classification purposes to. determine if the.

waste isa hazardous wasteand the appropriate facility.

Spent or used PAH compounds and the creosote they derive from have no hazardous waste

characteristics under RCRA and without information on the generation of the wastei.e. whether the

waste was generated from. another hazardous waste or from commercial chemical product in unused

form the. waste should not be classified .a a RCRA waste. Under the State system there- are no
hazardous waste. thresholds for PAH compounds.as totalor.soluble concentrations. The existence of

PAHs therefore could result in the waste stream being designated as a California-Hazardous Waste if

the toxicity characteristic of the waste fails the California aquatic toxicity test. If the waste has no

toxicity characteristic the classification is.non-hazardous. As a Non-Hazardous Waste contaminated.

with hazardous substances thewaste stream may be eligiblefor disposal in a Class 3 municipal landfill.

However due to the PAHs with associated. TPH concentrations there are some limitations on what a

Class 3 landfill will accept For the.purposes of this discussion the waste with high TPH concentrations

arereferred to-as Unacceptable Class 3 Solid Waste 1.. Certain Class 3 landfill exemptions may apply

for treated wood and other construction debris wastes

I For lead and chroiiriuta in a given waste stream there are specific regulatory thresholds for RCRA and

California Hazardous Wastes toxicity characteristics RCRA wastes are defined by the soluble

component of the total metal concentration soluble and insoluble using the toxicity. Characteristic

Leaching Procedure or TCLP. Due to dilution factors in the procedure. the TCLP-soluble metal

concentration can only be one twentieth of the total metal concentration if the metal is 100% soluble.

No chromium VI has been detected when total chromium concentrations were elevated 150 rngkg in

sample Trench-2 and 250 mg/kg in sample Trench-1 indicating the detectable chromium is primarily in

the less We trivalent form. The highest total chromium concentration was 310 mg/kg with a soluble

concentration of 6.6. mg/l by the California method which exceeds the. STLC for classification as a

California-Only Hazardous Waste. Base on these results the federal threshold should not have been
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exceeded under the less rigorous.TCLP method for a RCRA-Hazardous Waste. Therefore the inorganic

contaminant impacted waste streain will likely fall into the Non-Hazardous category or into the

California-Only Hazardous Waste category based on soluble trivalent chromium and soluble lead.

No total

pesticide concentrations detected in characterization sampling have exceeded the TTLC or the STLC10-times
dilution factor. Only the chlordane concentration of I mg/kg in railroad tic sample RRT-I

I exceeded the 20-times dilution .facto for the low TCLP threshold for chlordane 0.6 mg/L but the

chlordane TCLP was not analyzed.. Based on the pesticide screening results most waste streams should

maintain a Non-Hazardous classification although there is a possibility that RCRA-Hazardous waste

classification or the pesticide waste could be invoked if one or more soluble pesticide concentrations

exceed the TCLP value.

4.3 Waste Stream Characterization

Based on the waste classification characteristics of the COC the waste classification is now evaluated for

the final waste streams derived from the segregation process presented in Section 4.1. Again waste

classifications include Non-Hazardous Waste California-Only Hazardous Waste Non-RCRA Hazardous

I
Waste or RCRA Hazardous Waste with progressively stricter restrictions and increased costs of
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disposal/treatment Segregated waste streams will be characterized by the EPAs SW-846 sampling and

analysis protocols following post-excavation segregation in older to profile the wastes.

4.3.1 Creosote Treated Wood

Railroad ties telephone poles and fragments of these items occur throughout the debris. The Trust has

already conducted considerable segregation of the railroad ties and telephone poles from the Surface

Bunker stockpile. SECOR estimated spproximatcly 260 cubic yards of treated wood was stockpiled on

site as of July 14 1999. Additional railroad. ties and large pieces oftreated wood can be segregated from

the buried debris during excavation with an estimated additional.375 cubic yards. based on creosote

treated wood being 12% of the total volume of all known bunkers PAHs detected in the buried debris

in wood and in other materials may have derived at least in part from the creosote in the wood.

Pesticides treatment of the railroad ties is also indicated by characterization analyses. However wood

treated in this manner can be disposed to a Class 3 landfillsuch as theMid-Valley Landfill for a standard

gate fee. of $30 to $351ton for wood less than 10 feet in length Larger niaterial.can be disposed of but

would re5alt in an additional $50/ton surcharge.

4.32 Sttuctural/ConstructiouDebris Wood

The buried debris appears to be predominately wood and other construction demolition debris with the.

largest percentage being lumber structural beams and possible cooling tower debris mixed with the

creosote treated wood. Large lumber and timber fragments are estimated as high as 1400 cubic yards of

waste based on 25% of the total bunker volumes Metals contaminants associated with the lumber

indicate that former cooling tower materials are a likely source for some of the wood. COCs associated

with the structural wood include PAI-Is total lead total chromium soluble chromium and possibly.

hexavalent chromium which is commonly associated with cooling towers. Samples collected

specifically for wood fragments in the bunkers have elevated concentrations of total lead ranging from

t

50 to 100 mg/kg total chromium ranging from 57 to 310 mg/kg hexavalent chromium was not detected..

Soluble. total chromium trivalent and hezavalent chromium resulted in one sample with. soluble

chromium greater than the STLC of 5.0mg/I indicating potential classification of some wood as a

California-Only Hazardous Waste Non-RCRA. Elevated 771H concentrations in the mid-distillate

rango although non hazardous may limit acceptance ofthis waste to.Class 3 landfill facility.

4.33 Structural/Construction Debris Non-Wood

Non-wood structural demolition debris was encounter throughout the bunker wastes and included metal

plastic concrete and other miscellaneons building materials as well as some unique industrial

equipment such as the insulated piping/nozzle discovered in Bunker 41/2 Photographs No.6 and 7.

The majority of this waste is nori-haiatdous andpossibly recyclable such as the metal. The remainder of

the material plastic concrete PVC fiberboard etc. can be disposed ofat the local Class 3 landfill as

construction waste. Up to 150 cubic yards of non-wood structural waste is estimated based on 3% of the

total banker volumes. Some of the unique fragments of equipment such as the crushed.steel vessel with

7% asbestos in the insulated liner are very rare but can be segregated with characterization analyses.

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4.3.4 Greenwaste

I
Greenwaste material was documented in the .burie debris primarily as large stumps tree trunks and

branches.. Smaller size green waste was notevident if the misbellaneous debris. The Trust has removed

considerable-amounts of stumps from the surface stockpile for recycling Large stumps and trees can

also be removed and segregated from the subsurface bunkers for recycling. Up to 170 cubic yards of

large size greenwaste is estimated based on 3.5% of thetotal bunker volumes. Smaller woody and plant

I
material would remain with the general debris following on-site screening for disposal as construction

debris at the Class 3 landfill or with the impacted waste streams.as California-Only Hazardous Waste

43.5 Imported Soil

The granular material mixed with the debris and solid wastes in the various bunkers consist mainly of

sandy to gravelly soil mixedwithvarying amountsof PAHs and elevated TPH concentrations and other

unknown fine grain materials described as asphaltic to possible-fouridry sand Kendall/Adams 1998.
This material ranges from light grayto dark gray/black in color and is likely a commingling of imported

I
soil andother wastes mixed. with disturbed native soil froth the Site. Sample results indicate that this

mixture is contaminated with hazardous substances-primarily PAHs and fine fragments of the various

debris wastes which cannot likely be segregated economically.

Based on characterization results for the various soils and granular material from within the bunkers the

material will be.classified.as a Non-Hazardous Waste. Although much of the waste contains hazardous

substances it should not be classified as hazardous wastes for the reasons described above. In addition

because the waste is not a RCRA-Hazardous Waste the RCRA treatment standards for disposal to land

for specific PAH compounds mixed within the waste do not apply.

I However the waste has limited disposal and recycling. treatment options due to the high TPH

concentrations associated with the PAHsPhotograph No. 8 and the mix of materials wood and soil.

Disposal/treatment options for the mixed fines include disposal to a Class 3 municipal landfill if TPH
concentrations are below the local unlined Mid-Valley Landfill limits of 100 mg/kg treatment and

recycling at TPS Technologies TPS in Adelanto California. or disposal to a lined landfill able to accept

TPH in soil.

4.3.6 Cover Soil

Cover soil appears to consist of disturbed gray to gray-brown alluvium probably excavated to create the

subsurface bunkers and then used to cover buried debris within the subsurface bunkers. While reworking

the alluvium it has been mixed with some greenwaste from the surface and some imported soil and

debris. Also during exploratory and delineation trenching additional mixing of the cover material with

the underlying debris occurred and the material was stockpiled together. Therefore.segregation of soil

as a separate waste stream will.have to be completed by mechanical screening following excavation of

the buried material and overlying soils.

Some cover material may be recoveizble during remedial excavation by segregation while exposing the

remaining buried debris. However this material may still be unusable as backfill material and should be

screened on site stockpiled and sampled to confirm if the material is acceptable for backfill.

Approximately 50010 of the calculated volume of total cover material 1819. cubic yards is estimated for
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recovery as ball 910. cubic yards by this method. Disposal/treatment options for the remaining

mixed fines include.
disposal. to a Class 3 municipal landfill. if TPH concentrations associated with the

PARs are below the local unlined Mid-Valley Landfill limits of 100 mg/kg or treatment and recycling

at TPS.

43.7 Native Soil

I
In certain places native in-situ soil appears to be impacted with hazardous substances from other waste

streams within the bunker. Native soil samples collected from the suspected base of burieddebris-beneathBunkers 1/2 and 3 contains some elevated concentrations of PAHs but are less than the

concentrations detected within the bunkers. In sampled native soil four PAH compounds including

benzoapyrene exceed the residential PRG for soil fora specific compound. These resultsindicate that

some leaching of hazardous substances has occurred from the buried waste into the native soil TPH

concentrations associated with the.PAHshas also leached into native soils where the.PAH concentrations

are highest

Based on these results some over-excavation of the bunkers into nativesoil will be necessary to remove

concentrations of PAHs in soil which exceed the residential limit During remedial excavation of the

debris in the bunkers an over-excavation/contingency volume of approximately20% of the bunkerand

cover material volume is assumed in order to remove the debris and to account for presently unknown

I waste Additional hot spot excavationmay be needed in areas ivhere.leaching of PAHs and TPH from

the bunker is more extensive as indicated by soil staining and excavation confirmation sampling

analyses.

Based on 20/a over-excavation/contingency approximately 793 cubic yards of undisturbed native soil

will be generated and mixed with removed material prior to any segregation Excavated native soils

would remain mixed with the finer material after any on-site screening. The soil.will then be stockpiled

for characterization sampling. Any hot spots. of impacted native material left after the debris is

removed Maybe segregated and stockpiled separately. Disposal/treatment options for the mixed fines

1
include disposal to a Class 3 municipal landfill if TPH concentrations associated with PAHsare below

the Deal unlined Mid-Valley Landfill limits of 100 mg/kg treatment and recycling at TPS.

I 4.4 Remedial Investigation Conclusions

The following conclusions are based on the results of preliminary assessments two phases of remedial

investigation analytical data and discussion of final waste streams for the subject Site. These findings

and conclusions are.thcn used to develop remedial objectives and to analyze feasible options to obtain

I
those objectives in Section 7.0 of this report.

1. Background soil samples collected from on and off Site contained no significant detectable PAHs

confirming thatthe PAH concentrations associated with the stockpiled and buried waste ispart of the

impoFted waste and leached into native soils in some areas at the base and sidewalls of the

subsurface and surface bunkers.

2. Background soil samples collected from on and off Site contained. low non-hazardous

concentrations of CaliforniaTitle 22 metals. Elevated concentrations. of metals detected in wood and

other debris/soil samples are not ruiturally occurringat the sittersurrounding area.
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3. The volume .an distribution of waste discovered in the subsurface at the site has resulted in the

creation of a landfill which effectively prohibits future development of the property. Factors

affecting future development include. health and safety concerns created by the existence of the

I hazardous substances and other wastes and the practical and economical difficulties of developing

an un-pertititted.landfill.

4. Wastes impacted by PAH concentrations greater than the USEPA Region 9 PRGs pose a risk to

human.health and the environment.. Eiccavated wastes contaminated with PAHs although hazardous

substances may be classified as non-hazardous to California-Only Hazardous wastes depending on

toxicity. However even if classified as non-hazardous the 7P14 concentrations may prevent

acceptance of the waste to a Class 3.landfill.Unacceptable Class 3 Solid Waste.

5.. Washes impacted by elevated metals concentrations may be classified as non-hazardous to

California-Only Hazardous sastedependiiig on the soluble concentrations of lead and chromium in

the waste.

t 6. Segregation of buried debris imported soil and granular material and overlyingdisturbed.native soil

proved very difficult to segregate during excavation of the delineation trenches.. As the segregation

of waste. streams could not be completed solely with the excavation equipment appropriate

segregation of materials. as waste streams will have to be. completed by other physical and

mechanical means following excavation of the buried material and overlying soils.. During burial.of

I
the waste there appears to have been some mixing of the cover material with the. buried debris and

with other greenwaste at the surface. This mixing duirngburial combined with additional mixing

during remedial excavation may render thismaterial unusable as backfill material without on-site

I
screening.

7. Native soil samples collected from the suspected base of buried debris beneath Bunkers 112and 3

I
contain elevated concentrations of PAHs indicating that some. leaching of hazardous substances has

occurred from the buried-waste intothe native.soil. During any proposed remedial excavation of the

debris in the bunkers an over-excavation/contingency volume-of approximately 20% of thebunker

I

and cover material volume. is assumed in order to remove the debris and to account for presently

unknown waste. Also additional hot spot excavation may be needed.

S. From previous analysis the existing stockpile of excavated soil. sandy to gravelly located on the

southeast comer of the Site appears to be native sediments excavated to create the so-called bunkers

Previous sampling of this material indicates that there are no PAHs or significant hydrocarbons

concentrations.. Therefore the material appears to be acceptable for use as backfill. SECOR

recommends that this material be approved for use as back- fill material during any remedial

excavation.

9. Where hazardous and solid wastes are excavated and removed imported fill iateral will be required

to backfill the remedial excavations. Fill material will have to be engineered and compacted to

acceptable standards from depths as great as 32 feet bgs to surface. Areas requiring
backfill and

compaction include Bunkers 1/2 3 and 4. where waste may be removed and. Bunker 4 where

native soils were used as backfill after buried waste was reportedly previously buried and later

removed.

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5.0 CONTAMINANT FATE AND TRANSPORT

Coýtýminýýt fate and transport of the COCs is primarily concerned with the.movemenI of identified

contaminants through soils in a liquid phase or vapor-phase to impacting groundwater and/or human

receptors. Of primary interest are sensitive receptors such as nearby groundwater drinking wells site

occupants and schools. Leaching of contaminants from the surface and subsurface bunker waste to

groundwater which is situated at appfozii ately 428.to 492 feet depth is unlikely .base on the low

volatility and mobilityof PAHs metals and pesticides identified as.
the primary COCsat the site. Due to

the very- low mobility of the COCs and depth of the groundwater there .i a very low probability of

I impacts beyond the immediate source area.i.e. bunkersand therefore fate and
transport analysis has not

been further evaluated or modeled.

6.0 BASELINE. RISKASSESSMENT

Baseline. risk assessments provide an evaluation of the potential threat to human health and the

I
environment in the absence of any remedial action and assuming no further development of the.property

or disturbance of the waste. Risk assessment may provide the basis fordetermining whether or not

remedial action is necessary and the justification for performing remedial actions or accepting no

I
remedial action. The Baseline. Risk Assessment process can be divided into four coriiponents including

1 contaminant identification 2 exposure assessment. 3 toxicity assessment and 4 risk

characterization as summarized below

Contaminants of concern have been identified as certain. PAH compoundsincluding benzoapyreneand-dibenzahanthracenein excess of 0.056 mg/kg in soil.. Also identified are soluble metals including

chromium and lead potentially in excess of 5.0 mg/L associated with the buried waste bunkers and

Surface Bunker waste. TPH associated with PAHs and the wood treatment pesticides pentachlorbohenol

and chlordane have also been-detected.

The primary exposure medium and pathways considered are air soil and water. Impacts to native.soil

has been.shown due to leaching of hazardous substances from the bunkers therefore the COCs pose a

potential threat to groundwater albeit a very low probability of impact. Excavated
bunker

waste and.

surface bunker
stockpiles may also result in air and surface water exposure pathways that will require

environmental controls.

The toxicity of the-.COCs include known carcinogens benzoapyrene dibenzahanthracene and others

exceeding EPA Region 9 PRGs for soil at a residential site -and systemic poisons or non-carcinogens -

chromium and lead potentially exceeding the California Code of Regulations CCR Soluble Threshold

Limit Concentrations STLCs.

USEPA Region 9 PRGs at residential levels are beinguised as screening levels for die applicable
PAHs

I
and other SVOCs. PRO guidelines provide that the published PRG concentrations can be used to

screen pollutantsin environmental media trigger
further investigation and provide an initial-cleanup

goal if applicable.
The PRG concentrations are based on. exposure pathways for which generally

I
accepted methods models and assumptions have been developed i.e. ingestion. dermal contact and
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inhalation for specific land-use conditions but do not consider inipact to groundwater or ecological

receptors which would be considered in a risk assessment.

The guidelines also state that when considering PRGs as preliminary goals residential concentrations

should be used for maximum beneficial uses of a property. Industrial concentrations are included in

the table as an alternative cleanup. goal for soils. In general it is not recommended that industrial

PRGs be used for screening sites unless they are used.in conjunction with residential values.

Riskto future workers and occupants at the Site and surrounding area are evaluated using the first three

risk assessment components in conjunction with contaminant fate and transport pathways. Risk

I
characterization would evaluate inhalation and dermal exposure to various receptors on and off site

surface water runoff impacts and potential leaching ofCOCs through soils and groundwater.

Beyond the risk associated. with the identified.000s are concerns regardingthe existence of solid waste

at.the Site and the likelihood that land use. restrictions will be imposed if the wastes are not removed.

Regulatory problems are also created as result of the landfill activities and the resulting need for

corrective action and compliance. with closure and post closure regulatory requirements. Compliance

with such regulatory requirements even if technically possible would likely prevent any future

economically viable use of the property. A baseline risk assessment therefore has not been completed

for the Site as leaving the waste in place without further action would not meecregulatory requireinents

.fo the creation operation and maintenance of a landfill.

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7.2 Remedial Action Objectives Response Options and Technologies.

7.2.1 Identification and Screening of Remedial Action Technologies

I Alternatives for remediation aredeveloped.by assembling combinations of technologies that would be

applied to each medium of interest e.g. soil and groundwateri it and surface water into alternatives

I
that address hazardous substance contamination on a site wide basis or an identified operable unit eg.
the Site. The process consists of three. general. steps for development and screening ofalternatives

including development of 1 Remedial Action Objectives 2 General Response Actions and 3
technologies for each medium of interest.

Technologies to be screened include both demonstrated technologies and recently developed innovative

technologies with good potential.. The selected potentially applicable technologies are then evaluatedin

terms of effectivenessimplementability and relative cost. Technologies that are ineffective in meeting

the objectives when specific site characteristics are considered or that are obviously unacceptable to

regulators or have grossly high costs are. then eliminated.. The screening process will allow the

formation of technologies or combinations of technologies into selected remedial alternatives to be

retained for further-detailed study and screening as describedin Section 7.3

7.2.2 Remedial Action Objectives

The Remedial Action Objectives RAOs are established. based on. the COCs potential exposure

pathways and ARARs. The federal and State ARARs concerning remediation of contaminated sites

include chemical-specific location-specificand action-specificARARs under RCRA CERCLA EPA

I
Region 9 and the California Code of Regulations CCRs and are subject to review by the San

Bernardino County Fire Department SBCFD. The long-term remedial action objectives are focused on

soil and groundwater as the primary mediums of interest. Additionally short-term environmental

I
controls may be implemented during remediation to reduce potential exposure pathways through air and

surface water.

Remedial action
objectives identified below have assumed that. the property will not be maintained as a

landfill as the Site has not been permitted as a landfill and as operating and maintaining the property as

a landfill would require compliance with all applicable regulations concerning the creation operation

maintenance. closure and post-closure requirements for a. landfill. Further allowing the waste to

remain in place and the property to be maintained .a a landfill will likely prevent any future

economically viable use of the property.

I Accordingly the future land use and restoration of the property for unrestricted use is a primary

objective considered in the development of RAOs. Future development and building on the site requires

the removal of hazardous substances and hazardous and solid wastes beneath the surface and those

stockpiled on site aswell as proper backfilling and soils compaction in the effected areas

The Remedial Action.Objectives are summarizedas follows

1. Mitigate the potential for exposure with hazardous substances from the contaminated bunker wastes

by future workers and occupants of the property

I
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2. Restoration of the Site to_conditions priorto the stockpiling and burial of imported hazardous

I
substances and hazardous and. solid waste and debris for unrestricted land use and future

development for indusfrial commercial or iesidential use and

The third option of In-Situ Treatment with Containment regulatory compliance and institutional

controls does address mitigating the hazardous subs lances which present a risk of human exposure.and

threat to the surrounding soil and groundwater. This option goes one step .furthe than Containment by

proposing to remediate the COCs in place in order to reduce futdre.liability.

Unfortunately because the detected hazardous substances art associated with various buriedsolid wastes

treated wood wastes as well as the imported soil and as most of the COCs are not volatile or

highly mobile in the subsurface in-situ.treaiment technologies such as vapor extraction to remove the

hazardous substances are limited in their applicability at the Site and cannot work effectively at the Site.

The objective of in-situtreatment would therefore have to focus on enhancing in-situ degradation of the

organic constituents PAHs and pesticides while controlling and monitoring the. migration of the same

hazardous constituents. Thesoluble components of the elemental inorganic COCs such as chromium

would also require monitoring as they will not degrade However no in-situ treatment will reduce or

remove the mass of waste in the bunkers Which restricts future development and viable use of the

property other than a landfill with the same expenses and restrictions as discussed in the containment

response action. Furthermore it is unlikely given the.heterogeneous nature of the waste and the volume

of treated wood waste in the debris that any in-situtreatment can be effectively implemented at this Site.

The final three potential general response actions each involve complete removal of the hazardous

substances and hazardous and solid wastes by excavation with final disposal treatthentandfor recycling

off site.at the appropriate facilities. Excavation and Of Site Disposal-as Non-Hazardous orCalifornia-On
Hazardous Wastes proposes the simplest process of the three options involving excavating and

transporting the mixed contents from all subsurface bunkers and surface stockpiles to an appropriate

landfill. Under this response action there isno physical segregation ofwaste streams and the excavated

waste is classified based on additional characterization data All waste is assumed to be California-Only

Hazardous Waste Non-RCRAor Non-Hazardous Waste by previous analyses. A lined landfill which

accepts California-Only Hazardous Waste will also accept wastes with elevated TPH concentrations

associated with the PAHs Unacceptable Class 3 Solid Waste The Unacceptable Class.3

The process is easily implemented but would not be accepted by

the regulatory agencies. Presumed costs associated with no action would be the loss of the value of the

property itself and future income that may be derived from-the property. These costs would be high.

Excavation

Removal of the buried waste can be completed by excavation with a standard track excavator with a

reachto approximately 20 feel bgs. The base ofthe. buried waste was deepest in the southern end of

Bunker 3 at a depth of approximately 27 feet bgs with the average depth of the base of the buried waste

at approximately -20 feet bgs. An excavator working from the ground surface can remove the majority of

the waste. To reach the deeper waste. the excavator can.ramp through the sidewall of the bunker or an

excavator with an extended reach 40 to 50 feet can be utilized. The removed waste will be stockpiled

on the ground surface near the bunker.

An excavator is an efficient technology for removal of the waste as demonstrated in the RI trenching.

Excavation is easily implemented through numerous contractors or rental companies with trained

personnel. Competitive costs for use of the machine by the hour day or week are available. An

extended reach excavator is more costly than the standard machine but could stockpile further from the

bunker reach farther with less. repositioning and dip deeper when needed. Workers will require

appropriate 40-hour OSHA training and daily safety review meetings..
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On-Site Segregation and Stockpiling

Differentiation of theproposed-waste streams would be completed on site through mechanical screening

and segregation by machine and hand. As thewastes are excavated large pieces of wood and stumps can

be set aside and the stockpiled waste can be designaied as mostly soil/granular material wood waste

etc. as a preliminaryvisnal segregation rfiethod..

For-the minimal segregation approach the waste -Would be moved from the initial stockpiles with a

loader to the processing area and mechanically screened to - remove the larger size wastes from the

smaller debris at a maximum screen size of 5 to 64nches.

Magnets can also be used to remove smaller metal components of the waste. While the screening

methods for fine grain sizes areproven technologies the efficiency of the technology on the site-specific

material with various types and sizes of waste is uncertain..

IA.pilot
test of the second fine screening technology is recominended.before or at the beginning of any

remedial action to- evaluate if extensive screening would be efficient and cost effective. Additional

feasibility analysis will indicate how much post-excavation segregation will be technically feasible and

economically desirable to allow for waste stream handling transportation and disposal- based on size of

the segregated material. Extensive and complex. segregation of specific waste streams by size and type

maybe a technieal.and economic hindratceto.obtaining the remedial objectives.

Implementation of the screening processes would requiiernore planning than.strictdig and haul. On-site

activities will require planning for segregation and stockpiling areas for the. various waste streams

including traffic patterns for loaders backhoes and trucks. Berm construction will be required
in the

stockpile areas for storm-water runoff control and dust control will be needed in transportation paths. and

in the segregation areas. Workers will require appropriate 40-hour OSHA training and daily safety

review meetings.

The costs of conducting the screening processes include the operation.and maintenance of the screening

To be acceptable the soil would have to be free of solid

waste debris that may contain associated hazardous substances primarily wood fragments which would

also prohibit proper compaction Characterizationsampling would also be.required to ensure no COCs

were detected above the proposed action levels to .classif the waste. stream as non-hazardous. The

screening. and testing.could best be implemented for the remaining cover material overlying then buried

waste in.the subsurface bunkers possibly inthe pilot-testing phaseof extensive segregation screening.

The cost savings are directly tied to the efficiency of the extensive. segregation approach needed to

segregate soil from the majority of the debris.

For non-hazardous soil waste streams that are high in TPH and not acceptable in the local Class 3

landfills an alternativeapproach to transportation to a distant Class I or 2 landfill is recycling the soil at

TPS Technologies Inc. in.Adelanto California TPS recycles non-hazardous soils by thermal reduction

for use as mad base. Because of the recycled use this option.is effective only for a soils waste stream

resulting from the extensive segregation option where the soil is.-not acceptable.for on-site reuse as fill

material. Because this technology would only apply to a welldefteed waste stream implementation of

the. technology is unlikely. However this approach may be acceptable for soil with elevated TPH

73.1 Development of Remedial Alternatives

The remedial alternatives presented in this section have been selected from thegeneral response actions

and technology/process options screened above to satisfy the RAOs. In thissection the refined remedial

alternatives. for the bunker wastes are condensed and evaluated against the three general criteria of

technical effectiveness implementability and cost.

The technology screening criteria indicate that No Action is not a feasible alternative for achieving

compliance with ARARs nor is it effective in reducing long-term risk to human health and the

environment. The No Action alternative does not satisfy future land use requirements and Will no longer

be considered for screening or analysis.

The purpose of this preliminary screening is to eliininateremedial alternatives from.furtherconsideration

that do not to satisfy the three criteria. As a result of this screening a final number of remedial

alternatives willbe scleciedfor the detailed analysis-using the nine NCP criteria.

Daily record keeping site safety monitoring and sampling will be similar to that presented in

Alternative I along with dust suppression. Alternative 2 will decrease transportation costs and limit the

volume of material that could present long-term liabilityby reducing the volume of hazardous waste

generated. The remaining 6800 tons ofmaterial would be disposed of at local Class 3 landfills or

recycled. SECOR projects that Alternative 2 would require 24 day to excavate segregate. and transport

materials off site.
Backfilling and engineered compaction could require up to 18 days to complete.

Evaluation of Effectiveness

Highly effective as all waste and associated hazardous materials are removedfrom the site.

Evaluation of imnlementahility

Imptementable with appropriate engineering design and ongoing maintenance. The bunker wastes would

be segregated by size in the physical screening. The efficiency of thescreening mechanism is unknown
due to the unique wastes with abundant long wood waste which could jam the machine and cause

processing difficulties. The multiple waste streams arethen characterized for offsite disposal or offsite

recycling. Similar to Alternative 1 wastes are characterized as non-hazardous versus hazardous per

EPA and State guidelines in evaluating disposal treatment or recycle options.

Evaluation of Cost

I The costs are anticipated to be comparable to Alternative I if the hazardous waste stream can be reduced.

Segregation of hazardous materials with detailed. stockpile management and field sampling for

characterization will play an important-role in cost control. The costs as compared to Alternative 1

include the added cost of size and material segregation of the waste streams and then reduced treatment

or recycle costs. For the added costs of size and material segregation to be more cost effective than

Alternative 150% California-Only Hazardous and 50% Non-Hazardous the process must reduce the

hazardous waste percentage below 50%.

7.3.3 Summaryof Remedial Alternative Screening

Based on the results of the comparison Alternatives 1 2 and 3 are retained as remedial alternatives for

the detailed analysis by the nine NCP criteria.
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7.4 Detailed Analyses of Remedial Alternatives

7.4.1 Introduction

Based on the general response actions and potentially applicable technologies selected thus far the

feasible remedial alternatives are analyzed in detail in accordance with the nine NCP evaluation criteria

USEPA 1988 summarized in the table below.

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7.4.2 Individual Analysis of Remedial Alternatives

7.4.Z.I Alternative I- Excavation and Off-Site Disposal

Approximately 8920 cubic yards of debris and solid waste impacted by or commingled with hazardous

substances would be excavated and stockpiled for disposal. This remedial alternative involves little to no

systematic waste segregation before off-site disposal. A summary of the comparative analysis for the

three options is presented in Table 11. More detail costs and assumptions as presented in Table 12.

This alternative will irreversibly reduce toxicity mobility and volume of the contaminants if properly

implemented by removing the bulk of the identified wastes.

This alternative will provide immediate effectiveness once implemented. Environmental controls will be

I This alternative is readily implementable. Standard permitting documentation and agency oversight

would be required for excavation stockpile management and disposal.

results in the lowest overall costs. The alternative estimates 50% for the California-Only Hazardous

Waste component based on remedial investigation analyses. Estimated costs range from $900000 to

.4.2. Alternative 2 - Excavation with MinimalSegregation

Approximately 8920 cubic yards of debris and solid waste impacted by or commingled with hazardous

substances would be excavated and stockpiled for disposal. This remedial alternative involves minimal

waste segregation before off-site disposal and recycling. A summary of the comparative analysis for the

threeoptions is presented in Table 11. More detail costs and assumptions as presented in Table 13.

This alternative reduces health risk to all potential receptors and prevents further contaminant migration.

Dust control will be required for worker safety during excavation loading transport treatment or

recycling operations. Dust will increase with additional segregation and stockpiling activities. Cautions

should be taken to prevent spreading the impacted soil around the site during these operations.

Criterion 2 Compliance with AR4Rs

Remedial objectives will be met by this alternative.

I Criterion 3 Long-Term Effectiveness

If implemented properly this technology is effective on a long-term basis and will provide a permanent

reduction in contaminant concentrations that is reliable and adequate.

Criterion4 Reduction of Toxicity Mobility or Volume

This alternative will irreversibly reduce toxicity mobility and volume of the contaminants if properly

I
implemented by removing the bulk of the identified wastes.

Criterion5 Short-Term Effectiveness

This alternative will provide immediate effectiveness once implemented. Rigorous environmental

controls for dust will be necessary to minimize potential for short-term exposure through air and surface

water pathways during excavation and waste management activities.

Criterion 6 Implementability

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This alternative is easily implementable with appropriate engineering design and ongoing maintenance

and repair of the screening apparatus. Standard permitting documentation and agency oversight would

be required for excavation stockpile management disposal and treatment options. Special permitting

documentation or agency requirements would be expected for any special on-site segregation units.

The economic feasibility analysis for Alternatives 2 indicates that minimal segregation of individual

waste streams does not accomplish a lower overall cost of remediation. Estimated costs range from

$975000 to $1025000.

This alternative would receive agency acceptance. The lead agency is expected to be the SBCFD.

Historically the effectiveness of this alternative has been demonstrated and accepted by various state

agencies including the CRWQCB and DTSC.

Criterion 9 Community Acceptance

Since this is a well-proven technology concerns by the community are not expected as long sufficient

dust controls are maintained and blowing dust does not impact the surrounding properties.

7.4. Z3 Alternative 3 -Excavation with Extensive Segregation

Approximately 8920 cubic yards of debris and solid waste impacted byor commingled with hazardous

substances would be excavated and stockpiled for disposal. This remedial alternative involves extensive

waste segregation before off-site disposal recycling and on-site reuse. A summary of the comparative

analysis for the three options is presented in Table 11. More detail costs and assumptions as presented in

Table 14.

This alternative reduces health risk to all potential receptors and prevents further contaminant migration.

Dust control will be required for worker safety during excavation loading transport treatment or

recycling operations. Dust will be generated in the extensive segregation and stockpiling activities

especially in the fine screening segregation for soils. Cautions should be taken to prevent spreading the

I
impacted soil around the site during these operations.

Criterion 2 Compliancewith ARARs

Remedial objectives will be met by this alternative.

Criterion 3 Lanz- Term Effectiveness

If implemented properly this technology is effective on a long-term basis and will provide a permanent

reduction in contaminant concentrations that is reliable and adequate.

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Criterion4 Reduction ofToxicity Mobility or Volume

This alternative will irreversibly reduce toxicity mobility and volume of the contaminants if properly

implemented by removing the bulk of the identified wastes.

Criterion5 Short-Term Effectiveness

I
This alternative will provide immediate effectiveness once implemented. Environmental controls will be

necessary to minimize potential for short-term exposure through air and surface water pathways during

excavation and waste management activities.

I Criterion6 Implementability

This alternative is technically sound as an accepted technology however implementable to the unique

mixed waste streams at the Site is not known. Pilot
testing is recommended before implementing this

remedial alternative. Standard permitting documentation and agency oversight would be required for

excavation stockpile management disposal and treatment options.

Criterion 7 Cost

The economic feasibility analysis for Alternative 3 indicates that extensive segregation of individual

waste streams does not accomplish a lower overall cost of remediation and that more extensive

segregation does not reduce costs over minor segregation efforts. Estimated costs range from $975000

to $1025000.

Criterion 8 Site Acceptance

This alternative would receive agency acceptance. The lead agency is expected to be the SBCFD.

Historically the effectiveness of this alternative has been demonstrated and accepted by various state

agencies including the CRWQCB and DTSC.

Criterion 9 Community Acceptance

Since this is a well-proven technology concerns by the community are not expected as long sufficient

dust controls are maintained and blowing dust does not impact the surrounding properties.

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7.5 Conclusions and Recommendations

In this feasibility study remedial alternatives were developed to evaluate the most appropriate action for

remediating the site. Three alternative remedial approaches were addressed to evaluate a cost-effective

method of waste removal disposal and site renovation. Due to the commingled nature of the various

I
discarded materials SECORs approach is to minimize the volume of waste that must be disposed of as

hazardous waste or unacceptable Class 3 solid waste. Achieving this goal should minimize

transportation and disposal costs and will also limit long-term liabilitysomewhat.

Based on detailed analysis of the nine criteria discussed above cost for the remedial alternatives are

relatively equal whether or not any segregation processes are implemented Tables 11 through 14. As

the segregation processes increase from minimal to more extensive waste stream segregation the

increased costs to screen stockpile and conduct additional characterization analyses are not fully offset

by the cost savings for recycling non-hazardous waste disposal and reused on site. This is due in part to

the relatively small difference in transportation and disposal costs between the Class 3 - non-hazardous

facilities and BFIs non-RCRA hazardous waste disposal facility in La Paz Arizona for California-Only

Hazardous Waste and Unacceptable Class 3 Solid Waste. In addition because there is a relatively low

initial percentage of hazardous waste 50% or less segregation to further reduce the hazardous waste

component and thereby the disposal cost is not efficient per the cost analysis.

Segregation of waste into individual waste streams also increases the handling of waste by more workers

and equipment. Each additional processing step will generate additional dust that may escape the dust

control measures and blow across the site and possibly off site. The additional handling increases the

risk of exposure to workers and surrounding properties to hazardous substances associated with the dust.

I
Additionally the increased logistics of segregation requires planning and space for stockpiling

characterization sampling and truck loading. A breakdown in machinery or vehicles or other unforeseen

occurrence at a point in the process will reduce productivity and increase the time and costs of

segregation. With the uncertainty of implementing extensive segregation without pilot testing and the

possibility of no further reduction in the percentage of hazardous waste by segregation there is no cost

advantage to initiating waste stream segregation as an approach to this cleanup unless the hazardous

waste percentage is significantly greater than the RI characterization analyses indicate.

I
Therefore with the basis for a relatively low initial volume of hazardous waste approximately 50% or

less Alternative 1 Excavation and Off-Site Disposal with additional characterization sampling of the

waste streams is recommended as the preferred remedial alternative. Excavation and off-site disposal is

a fully developed remedial method that is effective in satisfying the remedial action objectives and future

land use requirements.

SECOR estimated approximately 8920 cubic yards approximately 10500 tons of material andover-excavated
soil will have to be removed to cleanup the Site. Non-segregated wastes characterized asnon-hazardous
waste will be transported to the local municipal landfills pending on acceptable TPH

concentrations. The remaining California-Only Hazardous Waste and Unacceptable Class 3 Solid Waste

due to high TPH associated with PAHs is recommended for transport to BFIs disposal facility in La Paz

Arizona which is licensed by the USEPA to received California-Only/Non-RCRA waste.

found on the property located at 8625 to 8645 Almond Avenue Fontana California and the

subsequent laboratory analyses of the five samples obtained.

Sample Locations and Materials

A total of five samples ofmaterials found on the subject property were obtained on February

24 1998. Four samples were obtained from materials exposed by an excavation near the

northeastern comer of the site two from the excavation and two from materials stockpiled

adjacent thereto i e. soil and other materials which had been excavated. One sample was

obtained from a stockpile near the southern limits of the property. Sampling locations are

shown on the accompanying Figure 1 - Soil Sample Locations February 24 1998.

The materials observed in the excavation sidewalls and in the stockpiles and which were

sampled are described in the accompanying Description of Soil Samples.

Sampling Procedures

The samples were collected in stainless steel sample sleeves which had been cleaned in a

I solution of Alconox and water followed by fresh water and distilled water rinses prior to

arrival at the subject property. One end of each sample container was fitted with a Teflon

sheet and PVC cap. The container was forced into the material to be sampled until filled.

The open end of the container was closed with a Teflon sheet and PVC cap. Each sample

container was labeled placed in a self-closing plastic bag and placed in a chilled chest. The

samples were held in chilled storage until released to the State certified environmental testing

laboratory. A chain-of-custody form copy enclosed was prepared and accompanied the

samples to the laboratory.

Three of the samples Sample Nos. S-1 S-2 and S-5 were obtained directly from stockpiled

materials. At sampling locations S-1 and S-2 a shovel was used to expose materials from a

depth of approximately one foot below the surface of the
stockpile.

Laboratory Analyses

Priorsampling and analyses at the subject property see Report of Preliminary Investigation

ofBuried Waste 8625-8645 Almond Avenue Fontana California prepared by Geomatrix

Consultants Inc. June 17 1997 indicated the presence of PNAs Polynuclear Aromatic

Compounds in the subsurface. Because these compounds constituted the majority of the

regulated materials found in the earlier investigations it was decided that four of the samples

collected on February 24 sample numbers S-1 through S-4 would be analyzed only for

PNAs using Method 8270. The fifth sample S-5 was analyzed by Method 8015Mfuel

characterization to determine whether the sample coloration was caused by petroleum

hydrocarbons.

The results of analyses by Method 8270 are presented in Table 1 - Laboratory Results

Samples Collected February 24 1998. Also shown on Table 1 are the EPA Preliminary Soil

Remediation Goals for Industrial Property.

Analysis of Sample S-5 indicated that petroleum hydrocarbons in the carbon chain ranges
from gasoline through diesel fuel and into waste oil were Not Detected.

A copy of the laboratory report is enclosed.

I Conclusion

Based on the analyses of the four samples tested for PNAs a single compound
Benzoajpyrene exceeds the preliminary goals established by the U. S. EPA for industrial

properties. As indicated in the earlier report on investigations at the subject site this material

i
is a by-product of combustion and is found in coke manufacturing areas.

Tice absence of petroleum hydrocarbons in sample S-5 together with the appearance of that

material may imply that this is foundry sand. In this regard if foundry sand is present on the

site analyses for metals should be performed.

Thus based on the results of analyses of Samples S 1 and S-2 versos the results of analyses

of Samples S-3 and S-4 it appears that the difference in concentrations ofBenzoalpyrene

is a direct resuk of differences in concentrations in the samples and not a result of Samples

S-1 and S-2 having been exposed to the atmosphere.

8625-8645 Almond Avenue in Fontana California the Site Figure 1. As discussed in the meeting of

November 4 1999 with Mr. Richard Mushegain and Mr. Kyle Emerson the Trust desires to

implement the remedial alternative number one as described in the Remedial Investigation/Feasibility

Study RI/FS dated August 3 1999. .

Background

As documented in the RI/FS wastes and debris have been disposed of from an off-site source and

stockpiled and buried at the Site. Former employees of Bengal Recycling previous site tenants

informed the property owners agent that various waste generated from the cleanup of the former

Kaiser Steel Plant located approximately Ik to one mile southwest of the Site were taken from the

Kaiser property and disposed of and buried at the Site. Other wood waste and greenwaste had been

stockpiled on the property but this material reportedly came from sources other than Kaiser Steel and

the California Speedway as part of Bengals former recycling operations.

Employees of Bengal Recycling referred to the burial and stockpile areas as the Kaiser Bunkers.

Bunkers are identified as Bunker 1/2 buried waste debris and soils in the northeast corner of the

Site Bunker 3 buried waste debris and soils in the north-central portion of the Site Bunker 4un-compactednative soil and minor residual buried debris in the south-central portion of the Site and one

Surface Bunker of wood stumps soil and debris in the southwest quadrant of the Site Figure 2.

Some of these wastes discovered on the property have been found to contain Polynuclear Aromatic

Hydrocarbons compounds PAHs such as benzoapyrene with concentrations exceeding EPA Region

9 Preliminary Remediation Goals PROs. The types and extent of wastes are described in detail in the

RI/FS. Based on the depth and aerial extent of buried and surface waste/debris the volumes of the

various wastes and soil were calculated. Estimated volumes are included in Table 1.

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Selected Remedial Action

In the Feasibility Study remedial alternatives were developed to evaluate the most appropriate action

for remediating the Site. The FS process narrowed the applicable remedial option to three alternatives

consisting of excavation and off-site disposal with increasing degrees of segregation increasing from

Alternative 1 no segregation Alternative 2 minor segregation by size screening of all waste to

Alternative 3 extensive segregation of all potential waste streams. As the segregation processes

increase from minimal to more extensive waste stream segregation the increased costs to screen

stockpile and conduct additional characterization analyses are not fully offset by the cost savings for

recycling and disposal. As a result of the economics of the process Alternative I was recommended in

the RI/FS.

Alternative 1 Excavation and Off-Site Disposal was selected as the preferred remedial alternative as

described in Section 7.3.2 of the RI/FS. Based on practicality and SBCFD requirements some minor

segregation of large waste debris potentially asbestos containing building materials ACBM and soil

will be segregated for further evaluation. The Trust plans to implement the remedial action with

SECOR contracting to conduct soil sampling for laboratory analyses overseeing and reporting on

compaction of engineered backfill completing a final report and providing other assistance as needed.

The following sections outline the planned remedial action as described in the RI/FS and modified in

the November 4 meeting.

Chemicals of Concern and Proposed Action Levels for Soil

The organic Chemicals of Concern COCs identified in the RI/FS are listed in Table 2. Organic

COCs detected at the Site consist primarily of PAHs and TPH in the mid-distillate range -

C12 to C34 with no significant volatile constituents such as BTEX or other VOCs and no PCBs.

Asbestos was detected in one debris sample. Elevated concentrations of inorganic compounds detected

at the Site were lead chromium barium vandium zinc and copper which were detected above

background levels in one or more samples from the bunkers. None of the metals were detected at

concentrations greater than the California threshold for hazardous waste based on the total metal

concentration TTLC and only lead and chromium had concentrations high enough to potentially

exceed California and federal soluble concentration thresholds for hazardous waste classification.

Therefore only lead and chromium are identified as the inorganic COCs. Chemical concentrations

from the RI and other previous assessments are summarized in the RI/FS.

Waste Characterization

In the RI/FS SECOR estimated approximately 8920 cubic yards approximately 10500 tons of

material and soil will have to be excavated and possibly removed to cleanup the Site Table 1. The

Trust is currently seeking confirmation from a Class 3 disposal facility to accept for disposal thenon-segregatedwastes as non-hazardous based on the existing characterization data. The non-segregated

waste bunkers will be excavated/loaded and hauled to the identified facility following the minor

segregation of large debris potential ACBM and pockets of disturbed soil that may be usable as

backfill as required by the SBCFD.

UU550 MT RAP kt-xfd
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Any non-segregated waste with TPH exceeding acceptable threshold levels is recommended to be

transported to BFIs disposal facility in La Paz Arizona which is licensed by the USEPA to received

California-Only/Non-RCRA waste or a similar facility. When a disposal facility has been selected and

acceptance of the non-segregated waste has been obtained this information will be submitted to the

SBCFD in an addendum to this RAP.

The segregated waste will include potential ACBM and soil for potential reuse as backfill. Potential

ACBM debris that is removed in the field during excavation will be stockpiled and analyzed for

potential asbestos content. If asbestos is detected the waste will be manifested and transported to an

appropriate disposal facility as hazardous waste.

Segregated soil from the over-lying cover pockets of soil within the debris and disturbed native soil

will be stockpiled and characterized for potential reuse as backfill in the excavated bunkers. Potential

characterization of segregated soil is as follows

I. Non-hazardous with TPH 1000 mg/kg and PAHs lead and chromium below the industrial

PRGs - reused on site as backfill.

2. Non-hazardous but TPH exceeds the Class 3 threshold e.g. 1000 mg/kg pending confirmation

with disposal facility - recycle off-site or Class I or 2 landfill disposal.

3. California-only hazardous waste from lead or chromium exceeding TTLC/STLC concentrations -

disposal offsite at a non-RCRA facility such as BFI La Paz.

4. RCRA hazardous from lead or chromium exceeding TCLP concentrations if any - disposal to

RCRA facility.

Proposed minimum action levels for site-specific COCs determining the reuse of soil on-site is

summarized in Table 2. The proposed minimum action levels are based on industrial PRGs for PAHs
and metals and on the anticipated landfill threshold concentration for TPH. These action levels will be

used unless less restrictive standards are accepted by the SBCFD.

Greenwaste will be placed in the southern portion of the site in the area where a new tenant a wood

recycler will be located. During the process of working to recycle the wood in that area by the

operator the greenwaste will be removed from the site and recycled with the other materials.

Excavation and On-Site Handling of Waste

Waste materials include stockpiled and buried non-segregated waste associated with the former Kaiser

Steel plant on the Site.

The buried non-segregated waste in two subsurface Bunkers Bunkers 1/2 and 3 will be

exposed by removing the cover soil which will be stockpiled in a segregated area.

The buried non-segregated waste will be excavated for transport and disposal to a Class 3 landfill

pending approvals as described above.

Where possible soil not mixed with debris and large debris fragments will be segregated from the

bulk of the solid waste material and stockpiled separately. Where the soil cannot be segregated

from the bulk of the debris the excavated waste will be stockpiled together and/or loaded directly to

trucks for transport.
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Large pieces of debris will only be segregated for handling purposes e.g. beams and trees or

possible recycling e.g. metals.

Potential ACBM will also be picked out and segregated for additional assessment sampling and

proper handling and disposal if appropriate.

Existing surface stockpiles Surface Bunker of non-segregated waste will be handled in the same

manner as buried waste. The bulk of this waste will be transported to the approved landfill

Soil Segregation Characterization and Reuse

Soil that is segregated as overburden over the buried waste and/or segregated from the waste will be

stockpiled on site and evaluated for reuse as backfill. If the material is determined to be acceptable for

backfill i.e. little to no greenwaste and wood fragments the stockpiles will be sampled and

characterized for COCs petroleum hydrocarbons PAH compounds lead and chromium in general

accordance with USEPA SW-846 protocols and as negotiated with the SBCFD on-site.

Per SW-846 and SBCFD requirements a valid number of samples for characterization will be

determined and random sample locations and depths will be pre-selected. Collected soil samples will

be delivered to a State-certified laboratory and analyzed for PAHs by EPA Method 8270 extractable

TPH by modified EPA Method 8015 and total lead total chromium and chromium VI by EPA

Method 6010. Any samples with total metals concentrations exceeding lOX the STLC will be analyzed

for soluble components for additional hazardous waste characterization.

The existing stockpile of native soil on southeast corner of the Site is earmarked for use as backfill

material and will not be sampledprior to use as backfill.

Transportation and Disposal

All waste removed from the Site will be documented under the appropriate bill of lading weight

tickets and manifests for the type of waste and the final disposition of the waste. Railroad ties will be

removed as non-hazardous waste for disposal at a Class 3 facility. Manifests and weight tickets

documenting the amount and types of waste removed will be collected summarized and included in

the final report for the remedial action.

Confirmation Soil Sampling

Following completion of the excavation of the buried wastes in the bunkers the SBCFD will be notified

when a bunker is ready for confirmation sampling and backfilling. SECOR will sample the sidewalls

and base of the final excavations where appropriate and as directed by the SBCFD.

Soil samples will be analyzed for PAHs by EPA Method 8270 extractable TPH by modified EPA

Method 8015 and total lead total chromium or limited to analyses required by the SBCFD. The

results will be compared to the proposed minimumaction levels in Table 2 or levels dictated by the

SBCFD and submitted to the SBCFD prior to initiating backfill and compaction.

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Backfiling and Compaction

Approved backfill material will be placed and compacted in the excavated bunkers and buried

greenwaste pits. The excavations will be backfilled with material already stockpiled on site

southeast corner with material segregated from solid wastes and characterized by SW-846

protocols or SBCFD directed sampling programs and approved imported material. Backfill will be

compacted to 90% of standard Proctor.

Site Controls

The property is fenced and will be locked when remediation is not being performed. The portions

of the property being remediated will also be separated from any tenant activities or other activities.

The Trust will implement a system to control potential rainwater runoff from the property with soil

berms and/or sandbags and appropriate control measures at the perimeters of the property.Storm-waterrunoff on the property is generally to the south.

Water spray will be used to suppress dust during excavation and loading of waste and segregation

and stockpiling of soil.

Report

On behalf of the Trust SECOR will prepare final report documenting remedial actions. The report will

describe the remediation and sampling methodology utilized including waste disposal manifest. The

report will include tabulated data site figures manifests laboratory reports and supporting data as

appropriate. After completion of remedial actions including confirmation sampling and backfilling and

assuming all waste is remediated the Trust will seek a no further action determination NFA and a

closure letter from the SBCFD for the Site.

Scheduling

The first objective is to clear the southern portion of the Site for a lessees use for staging pallets for

recycling beginning in December 1999. Following approval of this RAP the Trust will proceed with

the excavation and disposal of the buried and stockpiled waste and backfilling.

Per the SBCFDs verbal approval November 4 1999 to prepare the portion of the Site to be leased

the remaining surface stockpile of Kaiser waste in the southwest quadrant will be moved to the northern

side of the property or disposed of off site directly to make room for the tenant. While moving such

material any large fragments of wood and other debris will be removed and segregated for disposal to

a Class 3 landfill. Any segregated soil remaining suitable for reuse as backfill will be stockpiled for

later sampling per SW-846 procedures for potential reuse on site. The Trust will also excavate

backfill and compact the Bunker 4 area in the southwest quadrant of the property. Any residual

debris if any will be removed at that time. If the debris is minimal 1 to 2 yards no confirmation

sampling is planned prior to re-compaction of Bunker 4. After the southern portion of the property is

cleared for the tenant the existing stockpiled greenwaste not associated with Kaiser will be moved

onto the southern portion of the property for use as cover material for the future tenant.
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Excavation and removal of the Kaiser related waste will begin after the southern half is secured and the

SBCFD approves this RAP. The project can begin as soon as late December or early January

following procurement of equipment and finalizing the Class 3 disposal facility. A final report of

remedial actions could then be submitted to SBCFD within two months of completion of the

remediation.

Closing

The Trust is anxious to proceed with the proposed work as soon as possible and appreciates the SBCFD

prompt response to the proposed approach. In the mean time the Trust will proceed with preparing

the southern portion of the property for the tenants use in December 1999 per the verbal approvals to

proceed received during the November 4 1999 meeting.

As requested during the field reconnaissance meeting of December 10 1999 SECOR International

Incorporated SECOR is submitting for review a detailed verification soil sampling plan for the

subject site. This plan was discussed with Mr. Curtis Brundage with the County of San Bernardino

Fire Department CSBFD at the subject site and the results of the agreements reached are provided

below.

1.0 BACKGROUND INFORMATION

SECOR submitted on November 23 1999 a remedial action plan RAP for the above referenced

site. The intent of this RAP was to set forth a program designed to remove waste materials

deposited on the subject property by a prior tenant Bengal Recycling. That RAP laid out three

areas where debris of concern from the Kaiser Steel plant demolition activities were deposited.

These were identified as bunker Nos. 1 and 2 bunker No. 3 and the Kaiser surface bunker by the

property owner and are indicated on the attached Figure 2.

2.0 PLANNED REMOVAL PROGRAM

As witnessed during the site reconnaissance of December 10 1999 the debris contained in bunker

No. 3 was being physically removed by a rubber tired loader. Where possible the soil overlying the

debris was separated from the debris and stockpiled at a separate location for potential reuse onsite

as backfill. The removed debris from within the bunker was stockpiled at a separate location from

the soil both being placed on plastic sheeting to avoid the potential for cross contamination on

unimpacted areas. The excavation process was to continue until the subsurface bunker was void of

all wood and organic debris. This same process is planned for bunker Nos. I and 2.

3.0 VERIFICATION SAMPLING

At the time that visual observations indicate the excavations are debris-free SECOR will contact

the CSBFD specialist to inform him of pending verification sampling. As much notice as possible

will be provided to allow a County specialist to witness the sampling if desired.

SECOR is proposing to collect from each sidewall of each excavation one to two samples at varying

elevations to verify removal of chemicals of concern in the native soil has been completed.

Additionally two to three samples from the base of the excavation will be collected at

representative locations. Each of these locations will be carefully plotted on a map which will be

included with the final verification sampling report. Additionally photographs will be obtained of

the excavation to validate removal of debris and to identify the physical locations where samples

were collected.

With regard to the surface bunker it is SECORs proposed plan to physically load this material into

trucks and transport the debris offsite along with other excavated onsite debris. Once the debris is

removed to a clean surface two to three verification samples will be collected in the underlying

native materials. These samples will be collected to verify that all debris and chemicals of concern

have been eliminated with the disposed of waste. Again photographs will be obtained of the

sample locations and an accurate map provided indicating sample locations.

4.0 LABORATORY ANALYSES

SECOR will submit each of the collected soil samples to a state certified laboratory.
Within that

laboratory each sample will be analyzed in accordance with EPA Test Method 8270 forsemi-volatile
organic compounds. In addition the samples will be sampled by EPA Test Method 8015

modified for extractable total petroleum hydrocarbons and additional analysis for total lead and

total chromium. Upon receipt of the laboratory analysis SECOR will provide copies to the CSBFD

specialist to determine that removal has been accomplished to site specific clean up levels. At the

time that approval is received backfilling of the resulting
excavation will occur. The backfilling

will be under the supervision of a soils engineer who will provide a technician to perform

compaction testing to verify the materials placed to the design specifications as required by the

County of San Bernardino Building Department at this point established to be 90% relative

compaction.

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5.0 REPORTING

Upon completion of all removal operations and verification sampling a report
will be prepared

providing appropriate photographs plans tables chemical analysis results and other information

necessary to convey that the removal has been accomplished to the site specific cleanup objectives

provided by the CSBFD. A separate report will be prepared concerning the compaction test

performed by the soils engineer representative. Each of these reports will be submitted to the

appropriate regulatory agencies for review and approval.

As requested SECOR International Incorporated SECOR has collected samples of stockpiled

waste on the subject property for necessary analytical profiling. The procedures selected were

discussed with Mr. Ray Akhtarshad with the California Regional Water Quality Control Board

CRWQCB Santa Ana Region and Mr. Ron Daerr with NORCALJSan Bernardino Inc.

NORCAL. The purpose of this analytical testing was to evaluate whether the debris was

hazardous by character related to the soluble concentrations of lead and chromium present. The

results of the conducted study are discussed below.

1.0 BACKGROUND INFORMATION

SECOR was contracted and completed a site characterization of the subject property during 1999

related to litigation between the property owner and the responsible parties for deposition of

identified buried demolition debris. Through those investigations soil and debris samples were

collected and analyzed within a State certified laboratory. The results of those investigations

identify the presence of petroleum hydrocarbons semi-volatile organics and heavy metals. The

samples obtained for analysis were taken of selected debris materials to determine their hazardous

character and did not represent necessarily the nature of the debris in total. As a consequence of

that selective method of sampling for litigation purposes no accurate reflection of the debris

character in total was available. As a result the CRWQCB recommended additional sampling in

accordance with SW846 to determine the soluble concentration of two heavy metals lead and

chromium which were suspect within the debris.

As a result of excavating buried debris which was determined to be originating from the Kaiser

demolition activities a total of five
separate stockpiles of debris were generated. The locations of

these stockpiles on site are identified on Figure 1 attached. The total volume of material present in

these five stockpiles is estimated at approximately 3500 cubic yards. The debris is composed of

varying amounts of coarse grain soil whieh.is mixed with construction debris composed of wood

rock and green waste.

SECOR collected samples utilizing procedures specified by SW846. The attached Figures 2

through 6 reflect selection of soil samples selected from each.stockpile using a random number

generator. As a result of that procedure a total of 15 samples of debris were collected at-random

locations within the stockpiled material. These materials were collected into laboratory provided

glass jars which were sealed labeled and held in cold storage for delivery to the laboratory. A

chain-of-custody which has been attached as Appendix A indicate the sample number time of

collection and type of preservation.

3.0 LABORATORY ANALYSIS

Each of the 15 samples collected from the field evaluation were submitted to Centrum Analytical

Laboratories in Redlands California a State certified hazardous waste testing facility. Within this

laboratory each of the samples were subjected to analysis by EPA Test Method 6010 for the

soluble concentrations of chromium and lead to determine the soluble threshold limitconcentration

STLC. The results of those analyses have been attached as Appendix B.

4.0 INTERPRETATION OF RESULTS

As observed on the attached laboratory analysis sheets Appendix B the concentration of soluble

lead STLC in each of the 15 selected sample locations was below the specified
State STLC level

of 5 mg/L. A peak concentration at sample ST1-2 was 4.1 mg/L. At all other locations samples

concentrations were less than that value with predominant concentrator being less than the

laboratory detection level of 2.5 mg/L.

The concentrations of soluble chromium were reported at 14 sample locations at less than the State

STLC level of 5 mg/L with one sample ST5-3 reported at 5.5 mg/L. Based upon that one sample

above the State STLC level SECOR used SW846 statistical analysis procedures to determine that

the calculated mean level at an 80% confidence level was 2.34 mg/L which is less than the State

STLC level. The worksheet has been attached as Appendix C which also indicates the appropriate

number of samples were collected to accurately profile the waste present at the subject site.

5.0 CONCLUSIONS

Based upon the 15 samples selected it has been determined that the concentrations of soluble lead

and chromium within the debris are below the State STLC levels of 5 mgfL for lead and chromium.

Additionally based upon the sample results the correct number of samples were collected from the

debris to appropriately characterize the waste to draw that conclusion.

Based upon SECORs discussion with Mr. Akhtarshad with the CRWQCB and Mr. Ron Daerr of

NORCAL the results received concerning the presence of soluble lead and chromium below State

STLC levels in conjunction with the prior analytical testing conducted from the inplace debris is

sufficient to determine that the material can be deposited at a lined Class III landfill. SECOR is

submitting this information with the intent of reaching concurrence with that previous statement

and allow this material to be deposited at the San Timoteo Landfill facility. Based upon that

request SECOR is requesting acknowledgement of that approval so that transport can be arranged

to remove the debris from the subject property as soon as possible.

1.0 BACKGROUND INFORMATION

SECOR was contracted and completed a site characterization of the subject property during 1999

related to litigation between the property owner and the responsible parties for deposition of

identified buried demolition debris. Through those investigations soil and debris samples were

collected and analyzed within a State certified laboratory. The results of those investigations

identify the presence of petroleum hydrocarbons semi-volatile organics and heavy metals. The

samples obtained for analysis were taken of selected debris materials to determine their hazardous

character and did not
represent necessarily the nature of the debris in total. As a consequence of

that selective method of sampling for litigation purposes no accurate reflection of the debris

character in total was available. As a result the CRWQCB recommended additional sampling in

accordance with SW846 to determine the soluble concentration of two heavy metals lead and

chromium which were suspect within the debris.
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2.0 FIELD PROCEDURE

As a result of excavating buried debris which was determined to be originating from the Kaiser

demolition activities a total of five separate stockpiles of debris were generated. The locations of

these stockpiles on site are identified on Figure 1 attached. The total volume of material
present in

these five stockpiles is estimated at approximately 3500 cubic yards. The debris is composed of

varying amounts of coarse grain soil which is mixed with construction debris composed of wood
rock and green waste.

SECOR collected samples utilizing procedures specified by SW846. The attached Figures 2

through 6 reflect selection of soil samples selected from each stockpile using a random number

generator. As a result of that procedure a total of I S samples of debris were collected at random

locations within the stockpiled material. These materials were collected into laboratory provided

glass jars which were sealed labeled and held in cold storage for delivery to the laboratory. A
chain-of-custody which has been attached as Appendix A indicate the sample number time of

collection and type of preservation.

3.0 LABORATORY ANALYSIS

Each of the 15 samples collected from the field evaluation were submitted to Centrum Analytical

Laboratories in Redlands California a State certified hazardous waste testing facility. Within this

laboratory each of the samples were subjected to analysis by EPA Test Method 6010 for the

soluble concentrations of chromium and lead to determine the soluble threshold limit concentration

STT.C. The results of those analyses have been attached as Appendix B.

4.0 INTERPRETATION OF RESULTS

As observed on the attached laboratory analysis sheets Appendix B the concentration of soluble

lead STLC iq each of the 15 selected sample locations was below the specified State STLC level

of 5 mg/L. A peak concentration at sample STI-2 was 4.1 mg/L. At all other locations samples
concentrations were less than that value with predominant concentrator being less than the

laboratory detection level of 2.5 mg/L.

The concentrations of soluble chromium were reported at 14 sample locations at less than the State

STLC level of 5 mg/L with one sample STS-3 reported at 5.5 mg/L. Based upon that one sample
above the State STLC level SECOR used SW846 statistical analysis procedures to determine that

the calculated mean level at an 80% confidence level was 2.34 mg/1. which is less than the State

STLC level. The worksheet has been attached as Appendix C which also indicates the appropriate

number of
samples were collected to accurately profilethe waste present at the subject site.
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5.0 CONCLUSIONS

Based upon the 15 samples selected it has been determined that the concentrations of soluble Icad

and chromium within the debris are below the State STiC levels of 5 mg/L for lead and chromium.

Additionally based upon the sample results the correct number of samples were collected from the

debris to appropriately characterize the waste to draw that conclusion.

Based upon SECORs discussion with Mr. Akhtarshad with the CRWQCB and Mr. Ron Dacrr of

NORCAL. the results received concerning the presence of soluble lead and chromium below State

STLC levels in conjunction with the prior analytical testing conducted from the inplace debris is

sufficient to determine that the material can be deposited at a lined Class III landfill. SECOR is

submitting this information with the intent of reaching concurrence with that previous statement

and allow this material to be deposited at the San Timoteo Landfill facility. Based upon that

request SECOR is requesting aclmowledgement of that approval so that transport can be arranged

to remove the debris from the subject property as soon as possible.

6.0 CLOSURE

Secor had

characterized the large pieces of wood and debris at this site in order to gain disposal approval

at the San Bernardino County Mid-Valley Sanitary Landfill MVSL. This material was

suspected of being contaminated with lead and/or chromium. The results of the analytical

supplied by Secor indicated that lead and chromium were present. Though the levels of

metals reported in the analytical results were not considered hazardous under Title 22
California Code of Regulations the levels were high. -

It is possible that the screening operation used to separate the wood and debris form the soil

could concentrate contaminates at the site additional analytical will be necessary before

approval can be granted for the screened dirt. Please provide soluble threshold limit

concentration STLC analysis for the dirt you propose to bring to the MVSL. You will need

to determine the number of samples necessary to adequately characterize the dirt pile. I

suggest you use the same pile size to sample ratio you used to characterize the large pieces of

wood.

SECOR has been contracted to

supervise the verification that waste materials are removed from the subsurface and properly

profiled into the receiving off-site facilities. As part of that evaluation options have been pursued

to minimize the expense incurred for disposal. The most cost effective option determined to date

was to separate the soil from the wood debris and also the rock from the wood debris and create

three 3 specific material types which would be disposed of at less expense than disposal of the

material combined.

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In addition overlying cover material which was not comingled with the buried waste was separated

during the excavation process and also screened to remove any organic material contained therein.

The design would be to sample that material to determine that it could be reused on-site as backfill

provided contaminates above site clean-up objectives were not present therein. The following

letter describes procedures designed to accomplish those tasks.

WASTE SEGREGATION PROCESS

The waste excavated from the three buried bunkers was stockpiled on plastic sheeting at the subject

site. A
separate report will be forwarded covering the excavation and verification sampling

completed. The waste was then loaded into a portable screen which separated the waste into three

distinct material types.

The following report provides the results of verification soil sampling conducted subsequent to

removal of debris deposited at the referenced site. This report is designed to respond to the

reporting requirements set forth in the Workplan for Verification Soil Sampling submitted on

December 14 1999 to Mr. Curtis Brundage at the County of San Bernardino Fire Department

SBCFD Hazardous Materials Division. The report includes a description of the activities

conducted to remove the debris from the subsurface at three 3 separate locations on the subject

site. The report also addresses the verification soil sampling conducted to determine that

contaminates of concern COCs were not present in the subsurface soil in the base or sidewalls of

the resulting excavation at concentrations that would require further remediation by excavation.

1.0 BACKGROUND INFORMATION

SECOR International Incorporated SECOR submitted on August 3 1999 a remedial

investigation and feasibility study for the subject site. That investigation identified three specific

areas on the subject property where subsurface debris and/or loose uncompacted fill were present.

These were identified as Bunkers I and 2 combined Bunker 3 and Bunker 4. In addition an

aboveground stockpile of construction debris was also identified on the property which was

consistent in nature to the debris present in the subsurface in Bunkers 1 2 and 3.

Analytical testing of soil present within the debris and the debris itself indicated that potentially

hazardous materials were present at the subject site. Specifically compounds of concern were two

specific metals lead and chromium and certain semi-volatile organics including benzoalpyrene

and benzoaanthracene. The analytical testing did not detect significant migration into the

subsurface soils from the recognized debris of the COC. As a result the report referenced above

recommended excavation of the debris and the adjacent soils and disposal of the materials

excavated to an off-site location under appropriate manifesting and profiling.

On November 23 1999 SECOR submitted a remedial action plan RAP. This RAP set forth a

program designed to remove the waste materials which were deposited on the site at the areas

referenced above. Verbal approval was received for implementation of this RAP by Mr. Curtis

Brundage Environmental Health Specialist with the SBCFD shortly after submittal.

Implementation of the program was initiated during the first week of December 1999. During the

2.0 REMOVAL PROGRAM

1 2.1 BuN1cER4

The debris excavation program was initiated by first removing the loose uncompacted fill present

within Bunker 4. This Bunker was reportedly and area where the initial identification of the illegal

disposal of debris by the prior tenant Bengal Recycling was recognized by the Mushegain Trust

representatives. After identification the debris present in Bunker 4 was physically removed by the

prior site tenant. However as a consequence of their removal efforts loose uncompacted backfill

was placed into the excavation with minor amounts of construction debris. The approximate limits

of the excavation which resulted from the removal of this uncompacted fill are identified on

Figure 2.

The Mushegain Family Trust removed this uncompacted backfill in accordance with the
verbally

approved RAP.During the course of removal efforts at this location small amounts of wood debris

were identified less than 2% to 3% of total material in the backfill material. This wood debris

was hand picked from the backfill during removal and placed with other wood debris onsite of

similar character. The excavation process continued until native materials were identified in the

I sidewalls and base of the excavation. No indications of soil staining or odors were present in this

excavation and as a result verification soil samples were not collected given the absence of any

chemicals of concern being present within the backfill removed at that location.

Subsequent to verification of complete removal of loose fill by a soils engineer compacted fill

which was composed of the previously excavated material and clean import material was placed

into the excavation and compacted to a minimum degree of 90% relative compaction in

accordance with County of San Bernardino standards. This excavation was returned to the design

grade of the adjacent surrounding soils. A separate report will be submitted including the result of

the compaction testing conducted at this location.
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2.2 BUNKER 3

After completion of the reworking of Bunker 4 Bunker 3 was excavated. This process was

I accomplished by removal of the overburden soil which averaged between 3 to 5 feet in thickness.

This material was composed primarily of sandy loose fill with minor amounts of construction

debris specifically wood products.
These materials were stockpiled on plastic sheeting at a single

location located in the northwest comer of the subject property with the anticipation of reuse as

backfill.

I Once the overburden soil was removed the wood and construction debris present in Bunker 3 was

removed with a rubber-tired loader. These removed materials were stock-piled on plastic sheeting

I
surrounding this excavation. The excavation process continued until all debris was removed and

native soils were exposed in the side walls and base of the excavation. The resulting area limits of

the excavation necessary to remove this debris are indicated on Figure 2. Average depth of that

excavation range between 16 and 20 feet.

Once the site geologist had verified the removal to native materials sidewall and base soil samples

were collected at the locations indicated on Figure 2. Photographs of the excavation of Bunker 3

are attached to this report as Appendix A. Each soil sample was collected from the subsurface

sediment by using a hand trowel decontaminated between each sample location by hand scrubbing

and rinsing with distilled water. Materials were placed into a laboratory provided 4-ounce glass jar.

Each of these glass jars were then appropriately labeled sealed and held in cold storage until

I
delivery to the laboratory.

Each of the soil samples collected from the subsurface were analyzed at Centrum Analytical

Laboratories in Redlands California. This laboratory is certified by the State of California

Department of Health Services to perform hazardous waste chemical testing. Each of the soil

samples were analyzed in the laboratory by EPA Test Method 8270 for semi-volatile organic

compounds CAM metals and Total petroleum hydrocarbons by hydrocarbon chain length.

The laboratory results which are described in the following subsections of the report indicated that

removal had been accomplished to regulatory clean-up objectives for all COCs. As a result

SECOR solicited approval from Mr. Curtis Brundage to backfill the resulting excavation. Verbal

I
approval was granted by Mr. Brundage in December of 1999. Subsequent to approval onsite

materials created by generation of a ramp along side Bunker I and 2 and clean import material

were placed into the excavation in a compacted state as described for Bunker 4 until the excavation

had been backfilled to the same elevation as the surrounding ground surface.

2.3 BUNKER I AND 2

As with Bunker 3 the overlying cover material composed of sandy soil and limited amounts of

wood debris was excavated from the suspected area of Bunker I and 2. This material was placed

on plastic sheeting adjacent to the excavation. Once the surface material was removed and the
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debris exposed the rubber-tired loader removed the debris within the excavation areas until native

materials were exposed in the sidewalls and the base of the excavation. The resulting excavation

has been delineated on Figure 2.

r The resulting excavation to remove debris in Bunker I and 2 extended beyond the planned area as

identified by the RI/FS and the resulting RAP. This occurred due to the presence of significant

I
amounts of cover material being placed over isolated pockets of debris which were exposed as the

excavation progressed. Additional excavation occurred along the sidewalls and base of the

excavation to verify the complete removal ofdebris was accomplished in this area given the nature

by which it was originally deposited.

Once removal was verified sidewall and base soil samples were collected at the locations indicated

on Figure 2. As with Bunker 3 these were collected by using a hand trowel and placing the

collected soil into
laboratory provided 4-ounce glass jars. Photographs obtained of the sampling

I
procedures and sampling locations are provided as Appendix A. These soils samples were

submitted under appropriate chain-of-custody and in cold storage to Centrum Analytical

Laboratories for chemical analysis.

In contrast to the samples collected from Bunker 3 the base samples from this excavation were

analyze for CAM metals. The side walls samples were analyzed only for the two metals of

I
concern total lead and total chromium per discussions with Mr. Curtis Brundage and in

accordance with the workplan submitted on December 14 1999 concerning verification soil

sampling.

As of the date of this report the excavation has not been back-filled pending discussions with Mr.

Curtis Brundage and submittal of the attached information. Given space limitations on the

property stockpiles of clean material have been placed in the excavation and will be reworked and

compacted in accordance with required soilsengineering criteria.

t 3.0 LABORATORY ANALYSIS

3.1 BUNKERS

The results of the chemical analysis for semi-volatile organic compounds indicates that all sample

locations contained non-detect concentrations of all analytes identified by that test procedure with

exception of sample location CFS-6 located in the eastern central bottom portion of the excavation.

At that location fluoranthene and pyrene were detected at concentrations of .04 and .04

milligrams per kilogram mg/kg respectively. This information is provided in Table I.

I
The results of CAM metal analysis indicates that all metal concentrations detected from the

sidewall and base samples from Bunker 3 were essentially at background concentrations well

below any recognized total threshold limit concentrations. Results for these samples are provided

in Table 2.
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1 The results of the petroleum hydrocarbon analysis indicates that sample locations were atnon-detect
concentrations with the exception of CCS-6 which detected petroleum hydrocarbons with a

I
carbon chain length greater than C-22 at 120 parts per million ppm. Based upon SECORs

experience this concentration is below anticipated regulatory action level for that compound given

the separation to identified groundwater greater than 400 feet.

3.2 BUNKER 1 AND 2

I Results of the chemical analysis of the soil samples analyzed for semi-volatile organics indicate

detection of a number of analytes as indicated in Table 1. In each case the concentration of

particular analyte was below I ppm which was the site specific clean-up level assigned for the two

primary contaminates of concern benzoapyrene and benzoaanthraacene.

I
The base samples collected from the excavation were analyzed for Title 22 cam metals samplesS-I

through S-4. The results indicated concentrations of detected metals were in the background

ranges as identified from Bunker 3 and elsewhere on the subject property with one exception. The

I
sample from S-3 detected chromium at 53 mg/kg. At this concentration there was a tentative

concern that the soluble threshold limit concentration STLC may exceed a threshold value of 5

mg/L at this location. Hence SECOR reanalyzed that soil sample to determine the STLC

concentration. The result of that analysis was at the soluble concentration was at non-detect levels.

The laboratory detection levels were set at 1.25 mg/L. The sidewall samples analyzed for lead and

chromium were all at background concentrations.

The analysis of all soil samples for total petroleum hydrocarbons based upon carbon chain length

indicated that all analyzes were at non-detect concentrations. The results are presented in Table 3.

4.0 CONCLUSIONS

Based upon the visual observations conducted during the removal of the waste it has been

determined that the debris present within Bunkers 1 2 and 3 have been physically removed to

expose native soils in the base and side wall of each excavation. In addition the loose

uncompacted fill present in Bunker 4 which contained minor amounts of construction debris was

I

also physically removed to expose native materials in the base and side walls of that excavation.

All materials generated by this process and not reused as backfill have been stockpiled on plastic

sheeting pending off-site disposal to an approved location.

Analytical results received from the base and sidewall sampling of excavations indicate that all

metal concentrations are below any threshold values and in all but one instance S-3 were at

I
background concentrations. Total petroleum hydrocarbons is all cases were at non-detect with the

exception of CSS-6 which was at 120 mg/kg for a heavy end petroleum hydrocarbon below

anticipated action level for that compound given the depth to groundwater at the site. Allsemi-
nen min N
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I
volatile organics were also below recognized or assigned clean-up levels for the site of 1 ppm for

any analyte of concern.

Based upon the above information it appears that the excavation program has successfully

I
removed the debris and the impacted materials which surrounded the debris to the site closure

criteria established by negotiations with the SBCFD. Based on that removal program the site

should be acceptable for closure pending the removal of the stockpile debris form the subject site.

A subsequent letter will be submitted discussing the implemented segregation program and the

approaches for deposal of the debris to licensed acceptable disposable facilities. In addition a

separate report will be submitted to the appropriate building agency addressing the inspection of the

backfill material placed to insure compaction to design specifications. Subsequent to approval for

the
backfilling operations which remain in Bunker I and 2.

5.0 CLOSURE

As requested SECOR International Incorporated SECOR has collected samples of stockpiled

waste on the subject property for necessary analytical profiling. The procedures selected were

previously discussed with Mr. Ron Daerr with NORCAUSan Bernardino Inc. NORCAL. The

purpose of this analytical testing was to evaluate whether the soil physically separated from the

debris on-site was hazardous by character related to the soluble concentrations of lead and

chromium present. The results of the conducted study are discussed below.

1.0 BACKGROUND INFORMATION

SECOR was contracted and completed a site characterization of the subject property during 1999

related to litigation between the property owner and the responsible parties for deposition of

identified buried demolition debris. Through those investigations soil and debris samples were

collected and analyzed within a State certified laboratory. The results of those investigations

identified the presence of petroleum hydrocarbons semi-volatile organics and heavy metals. The

samples obtained for analysis were taken of selected debris materials to determine their hazardous

character and did not necessarily represent the nature of the debris in total. As a consequence of

that selective method of sampling for litigation purposes no accurate reflection of the debris

character in total was available. As a result the CRWQCB recommended additional sampling in

accordance with SW846 to determine the soluble concentration of two heavy metals lead and

chromium which were suspect within the debris and soil. The results of that study indicated that

the combined material did not contain concentrations of soluble lead or chromium above threshold

concentrations.

Based on technical evaluations of disposal options it was determined the best approach was to

separate the soil from the wood debris. The soil with minor wood chips was then acceptable for

disposal as daily cover to Mid Valley landfill provided soluble lead and chromium concentrations

were below threshold values. The following report describes the sample protocols used to comply

with SW-846 and the results of the chemical analysis.

2.0 FIELD PROCEDURE

As of March 13 2000 two stockpiles of soil were generated as a result of separation of the soil from

the wood debris. The locations of these stockpiles on site are identified on attached Site Map

Figure 1. The total volume of material present in these two stockpiles is estimated at

approximately 1200 cubic yards. The debris is composed of varying amounts of coarse grain soil

which is mixed with small 1-inch or less wood chips.

SECOR collected samples utilizing procedures specified by SW846. The attached Site Map
reflects the location of soil samples selected from each stockpile. A total of 16 samples of soil were

collected at random locations within the stockpiled material. These materials were collected into

laboratory provided glass jars which were sealed labeled and held in cold storage for delivery to

the laboratory. A chain-of-custody which has been attached as Appendix A indicates the sample

number time of collection and type of preservation.

3.0 LABORATORY ANALYSIS

Of the 16 samples collected from the field evaluation 12 were submitted to Centrum Analytical

Laboratories in Redlands California a State certified hazardous waste testing facility. Within this

laboratory each of the samples were subjected to analysis by EPA Test Method 6010 for the

soluble concentrations of chromium and lead to determine the soluble threshold limit concentration

STLC. The results of those analyses have been attached as Appendix B.

4.0 INTERPRETATION OF RESULTS

As observed on the attached laboratory analysis sheets Appendix B the concentration of soluble

lead STLC in each of the 12 selected sample locations was below the specified State STLC level

of 5 mg/L. A peak concentration at sample SP1-1 was 4.1 mg/L. At all other locations samples

concentrations were less than that value with predominant concentrator being less than the

laboratory detection level of 2.5 mg/L. The calculated mean soluble lead level was 2.0 mg/L.

The concentrations of soluble chromium were reported at 12 sample locations at less than the State

STLC level of 5 mg/L. A peak concentration at sample SP2-3 was 4.4 mg/L. At all other locations

sample concentrations were less than that value with a calculated mean value of 2.42 mg/L for all

samples.

5.0 CONCLUSIONS

Based upon the 12 samples selected it has been determined that the concentrations of soluble lead

and chromium within the separated soil are below the State STLC levels of 5 mg/L for lead and

chromium. Additionally based upon the sample results the correct number of samples was

collected from the debris to appropriately characterize the waste to draw that conclusion.

Based upon SECORs discussion with Mr. Ron Daerr of NORCAL the results received concerning

the presence of soluble lead and chromium below State STLC levels in conjunction with the prior

analytical testing conducted from the debris stock piles is sufficient to determine that the material

can be deposited as daily cover to Mid Valley Landfill in Fontana California. SECOR is

submitting this information with the intent of reaching concurrence with that previous statement

and allow this material to be deposited at the above referenced site. Based upon that request

SECOR is requesting acknowledgement of that approval so that
transport can be arranged to

remove the debris from the subject property as soon as possible.

6.0 CLOSURE

As requested SECOR International Incorporated SECOR has collected samples of stockpiled

waste from stockpile SP-3 on the subject property for necessary analytical profiling. The

procedures selected were previously discussed with Mr. Ron Daerr with NORCAL/San Bernardino

Inc. NORCAL. The purpose of this analytical testing was to evaluate whether the soil physically

separated from the debris on-site was hazardous by character related to the soluble concentrations

of lead and chromium present. The results of the conducted study are discussed below.

1.0 BACKGROUND INFORMATION

SECOR was contracted and completed a site characterization of the subject property during 1999

related to litigation between the property owner and the responsible parties for deposition of

identified buried demolition debris. Through those investigations soil and debris samples were

collected and analyzed within a State certified laboratory. The results of those investigations

identified the presence of petroleum hydrocarbons semi-volatile organics and heavy metals. The

samples obtained for analysis were taken of selected debris materials to determine their hazardous

character and did not necessarily represent the nature of the debris in total. As a consequence of

that selective method of sampling for litigation purposes no accurate reflection of the debris

character in total was available. As a result the CRWQCB recommended additional sampling in

accordance with SW846 to determine the soluble concentration of two heavy metals lead and

chromium which were suspect within the debris and soil. The results of that study indicated that

the combined material did not contain concentrations of soluble lead or chromium above threshold

concentrations.

Based on technical evaluations of disposal options it was determined the best approach was to

separate the soil from the wood debris. The soil with minor wood chips was then acceptable for

disposal as daily cover to Mid Valley landfill provided soluble lead and chromium concentrations

were below threshold values. The following report describes the sample protocols used to comply

with SW-846 and the results of the chemical analysis.

2.0 FIELD PROCEDURE

As of March 31 2000 soil from stockpile SP-3 was sampled for profiling purposes. This material

was generated by screening of debris at the site. The location of this on-site stockpile is identified

on attached Site Map Figure 1. The total volume of material present in this stockpile is estimated

at approximately 500 cubic yards. The debris is composed of varying amounts of coarse grain soil

which is mixed with small 1-inch or less wood chips.

SECOR collected samples utilizing procedures specified by SW846. The attached Site Map

reflects the location of soil samples selected from stockpile SP-3. A total of 6 samples of soil

were collected at random locations within the stockpiled material. These materials were collected

into laboratory provided glass jars which were sealed labeled and held in cold storage for delivery

to the laboratory. A chain-of-custody which has been attached as Appendix A indicates the

sample number time ofcollection and type of preservation.

3.0 LABORATORY ANALYSIS

Of the 6 samples collected from the field evaluation 3 were submitted to Centnun Analytical

Laboratories in Redlands California a State certified hazardous waste testing facility. Within this

laboratory each of the samples was subjected to analysis by EPA Test Method 6010 for the soluble

concentrations of chromium and lead to determine the soluble threshold limit concentration

STLC. The results of those analyses have been attached as Appendix B.

4.0 INTERPRETATION OF RESULTS

The concentrations of soluble chromium at the three sample locations were reported Appendix B
at less than the State STLC level of 5 mg/L. A peak concentration at sample SP3-4 was 2.6 mg/L.

The other two locations sampled and analyzed were non-detect meaning concentrations were less

than the laboratory detection level of 1.25 mg/L. The calculated mean value for solublechromium

level for all samples was 1.28 mg/L.

As observed on the attached laboratory analysis sheets Table 1 the concentration of soluble lead

STLC in each of the 3 selected sample locations was non-detect below the laboratory detection

level of 2.5 mg/L. Thus all analyzed samples were below the State STLC limit of 5 mg/L. The

calculated mean value for soluble lead level was 1.25 mg/L.

5.0 CONCLUSIONS

Based upon the 3 samples selected it has been determined that the concentrations of soluble lead

and chromium within the separated soil are below the State STLC levels of 5 mg/L for lead and

chromium. Additionally based upon the sample results the correct number of samples was

collected from the debris to appropriately characterize the waste to draw that conclusion.

SECOR is

submitting this information with the intent of reaching concurrence with that previous statement

and allow this material to be deposited at the above referenced site. Based upon that request

SECOR is requesting acknowledgement of that approval so that transport can be arranged to

remove the debris from the subject property as soon as possible.

As requested SECOR International Incorporated SECOR has collected samples of stockpiled

waste on the subject property for necessary analytical profiling. The procedures selected were

previously discussed with Mr. Ron Daerr with NORCAUSan Bernardino Inc. NORCAL. The

purpose of this analytical testing was to evaluate whether the soil physically separated from the

debris on-site was hazardous by character related to the soluble concentrations of lead and

chromium present. The results of the conducted study are. discussed below.

1.0 BACKGROUND INFORMATION

SECOR was contracted and completed a site characterization of the subject property during 1999

related to litigation between the property owner and the responsible parties for deposition of

identified buried demolition debris. Through those investigations soil and debris samples were

collected and analyzed within a State certified laboratory. The results of those investigations

identified the presence of petroleum hydrocarbons semi-volatile organics and heavy metals. The

samples obtained for analysis were taken of selected debris materials to determine their hazardous

character and did not necessarily represent the nature of the debris in total. As a consequence of

that selective method of sampling for litigation purposes no accurate reflection of the debris

character in total was available. As a result the CRWQCB recommended additional sampling in

accordance with SW846 to determine the soluble concentration of two heavy metals lead and

chromium which were suspect within the debris and soil. The results of that study indicated that

the combined material did not contain concentrations of soluble lead or chromium above threshold

concentrations.

Based on technical evaluations of disposal options it was determined the best approach was to

separate the soil from the wood debris. The soil with minorwood chips was then acceptable for

disposal as daily cover to Mid Valley landfill provided soluble lead and chromium concentrations

were below threshold values. The following report describes the sample protocols used to comply

with SW-846 and the results of the chemical analysis.

2.0 FIELD PROCEDURE

As of April 6 2000 the stockpile SP-5 generated as a result of continuing debris screening was

sampled. The location of this on-site stockpile is identified on attached Site Map Figure 1. The

total volume of material present in this stockpile is estimated at approximately 900 cubic yards.

The debris is composed of varying amounts of coarse grain soil which is mixed with small 1-inch

or less wood chips.

SECOR collected samples utilizing procedures specified by SW846. The attached Site Map

reflects the location of soil samples selected from stockpile SP-5. A total of 12 samples of soil

were collected at random locations within the stockpiled material. These materials were collected

into laboratory provided glass jars which were sealed labeled and held in cold storage for delivery

to the laboratory. A chain-of-custody which has been attached as Appendix A indicates the

sample number time of collection and type of preservation.

3.0 LABORATORY ANALYSIS

Of the 12 samples collected from the field evaluation 9 were submitted to Centrum Analytical

Laboratories in Redlands California a State certified hazardous waste testing facility. Within this

laboratory each of the samples was subjected to analysis by EPA Test Method 6010 for the soluble

concentrations of chromium and lead to determine the soluble threshold limit concentration

STLC. The results of those analyses have been attached as Appendix B.

4.0 INTERPRETATION OFRESULTS

The concentrations of soluble chromium are summarized in Table 1. Seven of the nine samples

tested at less than the State STLC level of 5 mg/L. Two samples SP5-1 and SP5-6 reported at 5.1

and 5.5 mg/L respectively. Based on these two samples above State STLC level SECOR used

SW846 statistical analysis procedures to determine that the calculated mean level at an 80%

confidence level was 3.09 mg/L which is less than the State STLC level. The worksheet attached

as Appendix C also indicates the appropriate number of samples were collected to accurately

profile the waste present at the subject site.

As observed on the attached laboratory analysis sheets and Table 1 the concentration of soluble

lead STLC in each of the 9 selected sample locations was non-detect below the laboratory

detection level of 2.5 mg/L. Thus all analyzed samples were below the State STLC limit of 5

mg/L. The calculated mean value for soluble lead level was 1.25 mg/L.

5.0 CONCLUSIONS

Based upon the 9 samples selected it has been determined that the concentrations of soluble lead

and chromium within the separated soil are below the State STLC levels of 5 mg/L for lead and

chromium. Additionally based upon the sample results the correct number of samples was

collected from the debris to appropriately characterize the waste to draw that conclusion.

SECOR is

submitting this information with the intent of reaching concurrence with that previous statement

and allow this material to be deposited at the above referenced site. Based upon that request

SECOR is requesting acknowledgement of that approval so that transport can be arranged to

remove the debris from the subject property as soon as possible.

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1. Executive Summary  

ARCADIS U.S., Inc. (ARCADIS) presents this Phase I Environmental Site Assessment 
(ESA) report for 8565, 8625 and 8645 Almond Avenue in Fontana, San Bernardino 
County, California (“the Site”). The Site consists of a residence and vacant land. 

The findings and conclusions presented by ARCADIS in this Report are based on the 
results of a reconnaissance-level site visit conducted at the Site by ARCADIS personnel 
and ARCADIS’ review of available and pertinent background information.  

The Phase I ESA was conducted in accordance with the ASTM International (ASTM) 
Standard E1527-13, Standard Practice for Environmental Site Assessments: Phase I 
Environmental Site Assessment Process. The goal of the Phase I ESA was to identify 
recognized environmental conditions (RECs), controlled recognized environmental 
conditions (CRECs), and historical recognized environmental conditions (HRECs) 
associated with the property in conformance with ASTM E 1527-13. 

1.1 Historical Findings 

Based on a review of historical sources and prior reports, the Site was used for agriculture 
from as early as 1938 until the early 1960s. A single-family residence (SFR) has been 
located in the northwest corner of the Site from at least 1938. The Site remained mostly 
vacant land from the 1960s until the mid-1980s, when it was reportedly used for storing, 
dismantling and possibly shredding vehicles (trucks and trailers). From 1992 - 1998, the 
southern half of the Site was occupied by Bengal Recycling (Bengal) for the recycling of 
green waste. However, it was discovered that Bengal was also accepting construction 
debris from the former Kaiser Steel plant located approximately 0.25 mile south of the Site 
when it was being dismantled to construct the California Speedway racetrack. Numerous 
investigations occurred at the southern end of the Site (as detailed in Section 7.0 of this 
report) and eventually almost 9,000 cubic yards of debris and solid waste impacted by or 
commingled with hazardous substances was discovered buried or stockpiled onsite. The 
amount of debris suggested that the site was being used as an unpermitted landfill. In 
concurrence with the regulatory oversight agency, the San Bernardino County Fire 
Department (SBCFD), the approved remedial action was to excavate all buried debris 
and haul the buried debris and stockpiled material offsite for disposal at nearby landfills. 
This work was completed in 1999/2000. However, the SBCFD did not issue a no further 
action (NFA) letter to the Site until 2009.  
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In 2008, the County of San Bernardino filed a legal complaint against the Site owners 
(the Mushegain family) stating that their property (8645 Almond Avenue) violated the 
San Bernardino County Code “by creating a nuisance to include conducting a storage 
yard of various items including inoperable/operable vehicles and parts, storage 
containers, wood and construction debris, junk, and trash.” Subsequently, a stipulated 
agreement was reached between the parties that all stored materials on the site would 
be removed by November 30, 2008 and that the property would remain vacant unless 
“all proper land use approvals and/or permits are obtained…for a legally intended use”. 
According to the Site owner, the legal complaint pertained to the entire site with the 
exception of the SFR. Apparently there were 4-5 vintage trucks stored on the northern 
end of the Site and approximately 20 empty bins stored on the southern end of the Site. 
Currently, no materials were observed to be stored on site, however, there are stockpiles 
of soil on the southern end of the site.     

The prior use of the Site for agriculture indicates the potential for residual persistent 
pesticides to be present in Site soil. However, if the materials were applied in an approved 
manner at the time of application, it is unlikely their presence would trigger regulatory 
intervention. In addition, no evidence of tanks or pesticide mixing areas was visible on 
historic aerial photographs of the Site. The Site is proposed to be redeveloped with a 
commercial use (warehouse building) and if the Site is covered by the building footprint 
and paving, an exposure pathway to subsurface soil is reduced. Therefore, under the 
current and proposed use of the Site, the historical presence of agriculture on site does not 
appear to represent a current environmental concern for the Site.    

The past use of the southern half of the Site as a disposal area for construction debris is 
considered a HREC for the Site since the debris and commingled hazardous waste was 
removed from the Site, verification soil sampling confirmed chemicals of concern did not 
remain in surface or subsurface soil above regulatory action levels, and the Site has a 
NFA letter. Clean fill material was imported to the Site to fill in the excavated areas; and 
according to the Site owner, was properly compacted. However, according to the owner, 
Apollo Wood Recovery (who leased the Site after Bengal’s departure) excavated shallow 
depressions throughout the southern half of the Site and upon their departure, filled in the 
depressions with soil that was not compacted. The lack of properly compacted soil is not 
considered an environmental concern for the Site but is an item for additional investigation 
beyond the scope of this report. 

The use of the northern end of the Site for vehicle storage, dismantling and possibly 
shredding is a REC for the Site. Activities related to vehicle dismantling indicate the 
potential for a release of contaminants of concern to surface and subsurface soil. 
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According to the Site owner, no soil testing has been conducted on the northern end of the 
Site. 

According to the Site owner, the soil piles located on the southern end of the Site were 
placed there between approximately 2005 through 2014. The soil was mostly generated 
from housing construction activities in the surrounding area. There has been no testing of 
the soil in the stockpiles, and therefore, the unknown origin of the stockpiles represents a 
REC for the Site.        

1.2 On-Site Findings  

At the time of the Site reconnaissance, the 9.41-acre, rectangular-shaped Site was mostly 
vacant land. The Site is protected by a chain-link fence. The SFR in the northwest corner 
of the Site is also surrounded by a chain-link fence. A garage and an apparent shed are 
located behind the residence. No suspect activities or potential hazardous materials were 
observed on the residence parcel from the curbside inspection. The remainder of the 
northern half of the Site is level, undeveloped land covered by exposed soil and 
vegetation.  The southern half of the Site also consists of level, undeveloped land covered 
by exposed soil and vegetation. However, there are also numerous mounds of soil on this 
portion of the Site. There is one large soil stockpile near the eastern Site boundary and 
many smaller soil stockpiles to the west and south of the large stockpile. The soil color in 
the stockpiles varies, indicating off-site origins. Non-hazardous metal debris was observed 
in the southeast corner of the Site. Water spigots were observed along the southern Site 
boundary. No other features were observed on site.  

In summary, no obvious environmental concerns were observed on site and there was no 
evidence of underground storage tanks (USTs), aboveground storage tanks (ASTs), 
surface staining, or the disposal of hazardous waste on site. 

Based on the date of construction of the SFR and outbuildings (circa 1940), there is the 
potential for building materials to contain asbestos and lead paints. ARCADIS 
recommends comprehensive asbestos and lead paint surveys prior to building demolition. 
In addition, according to the County of San Bernardino Building Department, the SFR likely 
uses a septic system. Upon site redevelopment, the septic system should be removed in 
accordance with local regulatory requirements.    

The Site is bounded by commercial and residential uses and vacant land.  
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1.3 Regulatory and Off -Site Findings  

An environmental database report that was prepared by Environmental Data Resources, 
Inc. (EDR) was reviewed for local, state, and federal listings for the Site and properties 
within the site vicinity. Regulatory database lists were reviewed for cases pertaining to 
leaking USTs and ASTs, hazardous waste sites, and abandoned sites within the specified 
radii of standards established by ASTM guidelines. According to EDR’s report, the Site 
addresses of 8625-8645 Almond Avenue are listed in the LUST, SLIC and RGA LUST 
databases under the name Bengal Recycling. The contaminant of concern was listed as 
“other solvent or non-petroleum hydrocarbon”, the media impacted was soil only, and the 
current status is “case closed” as of 2000. The local oversight agency was the SBCFD. 
The SBCFD issued a no further action letter to the Site in 2009 although no work was 
required by them after the removal action in 2000.   

According to EDR’s report, several properties are listed within the ASTM-search radius. 
Based on their listing for tracking purposes only, distance from the Site, type of release, 
groundwater flow pattern, and/or successful remediation with case closure granted by the 
regulatory oversight agency, none of the off-site properties listed in the EDR database 
report are likely to represent a concern of environmental impairment or vapor migration to 
the Site.   

1.4 Conclusions  

ARCADIS has performed a Phase I ESA of the Site in conformance with the scope and 
limitations of ASTM Practice E 1527-13 for Phase I ESAs. ARCADIS did not identify RECs 
in connection with the Site, with the following exceptions: 

• The northern end of the Site has been used for the storage of various materials and 
for vehicle dismantling and possibly shredding, which indicates the potential for a 
release of contaminants of concern. As no soil sampling has been conducted on the 
northern end of the Site, this historical use represents a REC for the Site.   

• The unknown origin of the soil stockpiles on the southern end of the Site represents 
a REC for the Site as the soil may contain contaminants of concern. 

ARCADIS recommends a Phase II soil sampling investigation to address the RECs 
identified in connection with this Phase I ESA. 
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2. Introduction  

ARCADIS is pleased to present this Phase I ESA report for 8565, 8625 and 8645 Almond 
Avenue in Fontana, San Bernardino County, California (“the Site”). The Site, shown on 
Figure s 1 and 2 , consists of a residence and vacant land. The surrounding area is 
improved with commercial and residential properties.    

This assessment includes information gathered from federal, State of California, and local 
regulatory agencies, and a site visit conducted by an ARCADIS representative. The 
findings and conclusions presented in this Report are based on the results of a 
reconnaissance-level site visit, review of regulatory records, and our review of available 
and pertinent background information. 

2.1 Purpose  

Newcastle Partners (Newcastle) requested that ARCADIS conduct a Phase I ESA of the 
Site to facilitate their evaluation of the Site for potential environmental concerns. 

2.2 Detailed Scope of Services  

As directed by Newcastle, the Phase I ESA was conducted in general accordance with the 
ASTM International (ASTM) E 1527-13 Standard Practice for Site Assessments: Phase I 
Environmental Site Assessment Process. The goal of the Phase I ESA was to identify 
recognized environmental conditions (RECs), controlled recognized environmental 
conditions (CRECs), and historical recognized environmental conditions (HRECs) 
associated with the property in conformance with ASTM E 1527-13. 

A REC is defined as the presence or likely presence of any hazardous substances or 
petroleum products in, on, or at a property: 1) due to any release to the environment; or 
2) under conditions that pose a material threat of a release to the environment. De minimis 
conditions are not RECs.  

A CREC is defined as a REC resulting from a past release of hazardous substances or 
petroleum products that has been addressed to the satisfaction of the applicable 
regulatory authority and that subjects the property to activity and use limitations.  

A HREC is defined as a past release of any hazardous substances or petroleum products 
that has occurred in connection with the property and has been addressed in a manner 
accepted by the applicable regulatory authority (for example, as evidenced by the 
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issuance of a no further action letter or equivalent), without subjecting the property to any 
activity and use limitations. 

The ASTM practice requires environmental professionals to identify data gaps following 
reasonable inquiry of Site and Newcastle personnel and ARCADIS’ search for “reasonably 
ascertainable” resources. ASTM E 1527-13 defines a data gap as “a lack of or inability to 
obtain information required by this practice despite good faith efforts by the environmental 
professional to gather such information.”  

ARCADIS’ scope of work included:  

• on-site inspection of the Site to identify environmental conditions issues as defined 
above 

• review of available environmental documents for the Site, including previous site 
assessments and investigations 

• search for environmental liens on the Site 

• interviews with persons represented to be familiar with the operation and history of the 
Site 

• review of property history through interviews and aerial photographs, city directories, 
ownership records, and historical mapping (as available) 

• observation of adjacent properties and the local area to evaluate the potential for 
adverse environmental impact to the Site 

• contracting of Environmental Data Resources, Inc. (EDR) to identify sites of concern 
as required in the regulatory records review section of the ASTM Standard for a Phase 
I ESA. 

The Phase I ESA did not include the collection or analysis of soil, air, water, groundwater, 
or other samples, nor did it include a title search.  

Photographs of the Site and surrounding areas were taken to document current conditions 
and are included in Appendix A.  
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2.3 Significant Assumptions  

ARCADIS has assumed that the information sources used for this investigation provided 
accurate information. Evaluations presented in this report are based exclusively on 
information provided by Newcastle and site personnel and observations made during the 
site visit. No invasive field activities were conducted and no laboratory analyses were 
performed. 

The boundaries of the Site were described in documents provided by Newcastle. 
ARCADIS assumed this information was accurate. 

2.4 Limitations and Exceptions 

The services performed and any opinions expressed by ARCADIS in this report are based 
upon the limits of the investigation described herein. ARCADIS has relied upon the 
accuracy of documents, information, data, and other materials provided or made available 
by Newcastle and others. ARCADIS has not independently verified such information and 
assumes no liability for the accuracy or completeness of such information. ARCADIS 
makes no guarantee that site conditions do not exist, or will not exist in the future, that 
were undetected or that could lead to liability in connection with the Site. Similarly, past 
and present activities on the Site indicating the potential for the existence of environmental 
concerns may not have been discovered by ARCADIS. Such activities may include those 
that would indicate the potential for regulated hazardous substances at the Site. Likewise, 
site conditions or site activities that were outside the scope of the services described 
above, or changes to site conditions or regulatory requirements may lead to liabilities in 
connection with the Site that are not identified in this report.

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The conclusions and observations are based upon limited data and professional opinions, 
and the assessment is performed on a particular date. Site conditions and activities may 
change after that date. Therefore, the risk of undiscovered environmental impairment of 
the Site cannot be ruled out. ARCADIS does not make any representations or warranties 
regarding the condition or value of the Site, regardless of the results of the assessment 
presented in this report. 

ARCADIS makes no guarantees, certifications, warranties, or representations of any kind 
whatsoever, whether expressed or implied, regarding this Phase I ESA, the condition of 
the Site, or the liabilities associated with the Site. 

2.5 Special Terms and Conditions 

No special terms and conditions were imposed on this Phase I ESA. 

2.6 Reliance  

It is understood that this report will be prepared for the sole use of Newcastle, and their 
successors and assigns, and the contents thereof may not be used or relied upon by any 
other person without the express written consent and authorization of ARCADIS. Use of 
this report by any other party shall be at such party’s sole risk and liability. 

2.7 Deviations  

No significant deviations from the referenced ASTM Standard occurred.  

2.8 Additional Services 

No additional services beyond what is outlined in ASTM E 1527-13 were conducted as 
part of the assessment.  

3. Site Setting  

3.1 Site Location and Description 

The approximate 9.41-acre, rectangular-shaped site is located on the east side of Almond 
Avenue between Arrow Route to the north and Whittram Avenue to the south. The Site is 
located approximately 2.6 miles south of the 210 Freeway. A residence is located in the 
northwest corner of the Site and is addressed as 8565 Almond Avenue, and the remainder 
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of the Site is mostly vacant land with soil mounds on the southern end. The southern half 
of the Site was previously addressed as 8625-8645 Almond Avenue.   

3.2 Adjacent Property Use  

ARCADIS performed a walk-by and drive-by reconnaissance of adjacent properties to 
observe current businesses or land uses that may use, store, generate, or dispose of 
hazardous materials. Our observations are noted below:  

North: A single -family residence (SFR) at 8531 Almond Avenue and vacant land, followed 
by Arrow Route.   

East:  Trucking facilities and commercial properties. 

South:  Vacant land and commercial properties followed by Whittram Avenue. 

West:   Almond Avenue followed by, from north to south, apartments, a SFR, a vacant lot 
with parked trucks, a SFR, and commercial properties.  

Current activities at the adjacent properties do not appear to be of environmental concern 
to the Site.  

3.3 Topography  

According to information obtained from the United States Geological Survey (USGS) 
7.5-Minute Series Topographic Map of the Fontana, California quadrangle dated 1980, 
topography at the Site is on average 1,252 feet above mean sea level. The Site is fairly 
level. Regional topography exhibits a downward slope to the southwest. 

3.4 Regional and Local Surface Hydrology, Geology, and Hydrogeology  

3.4.1 Surface Features 

The Site’s surface is mainly covered by grey-brown sandy soil with small cobbles and 
vegetation.   
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3.4.2 Site Geology  

According to an environmental database report prepared by EDR of Shelton, Connecticut, 
the sediments beneath the Site have been identified as part of the Quaternary Series of 
the Quaternary System of the Cenozoic Era. According to the United States Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) Soil Conservation Service (SCS), the Site is underlain by the Tujunga 
soil component, which has a surface texture of gravelly loamy sand, exhibits high 
infiltration rates and is well drained.    

3.4.3 Hydrogeology 

According to the California Department of Water Resources, the Site is located within the 
Upper Santa Ana Valley - Chino sub-basin (Geotracker). Site-specific depth to 
groundwater information was not available; however, a prior report prepared for the Site 
noted that depth to groundwater within a 1.0-mile radius of the Site is over 400 feet below 
ground surface (bgs) (Secor, 1999). Based on topography, the anticipated groundwater 
flow direction is to the southwest.    

According to the EDR report, the Site is not located in a 100- or 500-year flood zone.   

4. User-Provided Information 

4.1 Title Record 

ARCADIS was not provided a chain-of-title report for the Site.   

4.2 Environmental Liens or Activity and Use Limitations  

According to information provided by EDR and the Client, the Site does not appear to be 
encumbered by an environmental lien or activity and use limitation.  

4.3 Specialized Knowledge  

The User of the report, Newcastle Partners, does not have specialized knowledge of the 
Site.    
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4.4 Owner, Property Manager, and Occupant Information  

The Site is owned by the Mushegain family; there is no property manager. According to 
Mr. Thomas Mushegain, the SFR on site is rented. ARCADIS did not interview the 
occupants.  

4.5 Reason fo r Performing Phase I ESA  

The reason for performing the Phase I ESA was to evaluate current environmental 
conditions at the Site. 

5. Site History 

Historically, the Site was used for agriculture from as early as 1938. A residence has also 
been present in the northwest corner of the Site since as early as 1938. Agricultural use of 
the Site appears to have ceased by the mid-1960s. From the mid-1980s until sometime 
around 2009, the Site was used to store miscellaneous materials. Mounds of soil have 
been present on the southern end of the Site from the mid-2000s until the present-day.  

Historical information obtained by ARCADIS from EDR during this Phase I ESA is 
summarized in Table 1.

In the 1938 and 1948 photographs, the northern parcel is 
developed with a residence and small outbuildings in the 
northwest corner and the remainder is covered by agriculture 
(groves). The southern parcel appears vacant or may be fallow 
agricultural land. The surrounding area is agricultural with 
scattered residences and farm buildings. The Site appears 
similar on the 1953 photograph except trees have been planted 
as wind breaks. The surrounding area remains mostly 
agricultural; however, infrastructure associated with the former 
Kaiser Steel plant located approximately 0.25 mile south of the 
Site at its closest point, is now visible.  The 1966 photograph 
shows the northern parcel to consist of the residence and vacant 
land; agricultural uses appear to have been removed from the 
Site. The southern parcel appears to be vacant land. The 
surrounding area remains sparsely developed with less 
agricultural land visible. The Kaiser Steel plant appears more 
developed south of the Site. On the 1977 photograph, there are 
additional buildings visible east of the residence that appear 
farm-related; the southern parcel is vacant land with the 
exception of what appears to be overflow storage of crates from 
an adjacent property in the southeast corner of the Site. The 
quality of the 1985 photograph is poor; however, there appears 
to be miscellaneous materials scattered along the northern 
boundary of the north parcel. The southern parcel appears to be 
completely covered with the storage of miscellaneous items. The 
surrounding area remains similar to the earlier photographs. On 
the 1990 photograph, the entire Site is covered by the storage of 
materials identified through other sources as demolition and 
wood debris. The surrounding area is less agricultural and the 
steel plant south of the Site appears to be undergoing 
dismantling. In the 1994 photograph, most of the stored materials 
on the site appear to have been removed. The surrounding area 
remains sparsely developed and the steel plant is now gone. In 
the 2005 and 2006 photographs, the northern parcel is again 
covered with stored materials and there appears to be ground 
disturbance on the southern parcel and possibly mounds of soil. 
Land immediately surrounding the Site appears to consist of 
storage yards and some commercial buildings and vacant land. 
Land farther north of the Site has been developed into residential 
neighborhoods and the former steel plant south of the Site has 
been redeveloped into the Fontana (or California) Motor 
Speedway. The 2009 photograph shows the Site devoid of most 
features other than the residence and some apparent mounds of 
soil on the southern parcel. All stored materials have been 
removed. The 2010 and 2012 photographs are similar to the 
2009 photograph.                 

The prior use of the Site for agriculture indicates the potential for 
residual persistent pesticides to be present in Site soil. However, 
if the materials were applied in an approved manner at the time 
of application, it is unlikely their presence would trigger regulatory 
intervention.

areas was visible on site. The Site is proposed to be redeveloped 
with a commercial use and if the Site is covered by a building 
footprint and paving, an exposure pathway to subsurface soil is 
reduced. Therefore, under the current and proposed use of the 
Site, the historical presence of agriculture on site does not 
appear to represent a current environmental concern for the Site.  

The storage of miscellaneous materials and mounds of soil over 
time represents a suspect environmental concern for the Site. 
These current and historical uses of the Site are discussed in 
later sections of this report.

The address of the 
residence, 8565 Almond Avenue, was first listed in 1955 as 
occupied by Ben Holbrook. It was listed in successive years as 
occupied by different private individuals, with the last listing in 
2003 as occupied by Thomas Mushegain. There were no listings 
for the street addresses of 8625 and 8645 Almond Avenue. 
Surrounding addresses are first listed in 1960 and include auto 
dismantlers, salvage and recycling yards, and private individuals.    

 

6. Regulatory Agency Research  

As part of this assessment, ARCADIS reviewed regulatory databases and available 
agency files and records for the Site. Information from these sources is discussed in the 
following sections.  

6.1 Regulatory Database Research  

An environmental database report prepared by EDR was reviewed for local, state, and 
federal listings for properties within the site area. Included in EDR’s report are regulatory 
databases reviewed by EDR for cases pertaining to leaking USTs and ASTs, hazardous 
waste sites, and abandoned sites within ASTM-specified radii (Table 2). EDR also 
reviewed selected databases generated by the United States Environmental Protection 
Agency (U.S. EPA). Explanations of the regulatory agency databases reviewed and 
acronyms used by EDR are presented in EDR’s report in Appendix C.

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6.1.1 Site 

According to EDR’s report, the Site addresses of 8625-8645 Almond Avenue are listed in 
the LUST, SLIC and RGA LUST databases under the name Bengal Recycling. The 
contaminant of concern was listed as “other solvent or non-petroleum hydrocarbon”, the 
media impacted was soil only, and the current status is “case closed” as of 2000. The local 
oversight agency was the San Bernardino County Fire Department. The details of the 
release are discussed in Section 7.0 below.      

6.1.2 Off-Site Properties 

According to EDR’s report, several properties are listed within the ASTM-search radius. 
Based on their listing for tracking purposes only, distance from the Site, type of release, 
groundwater flow pattern, and/or successful remediation with case closure granted by the 
regulatory oversight agency, none of the off-site properties listed in the EDR database 
report are likely to represent a concern of environmental impairment or vapor migration to 
the Site.  

6.1.3 Orphan Properties 

EDR identified several regulated facilities that could not be located because of insufficient 
address information. These facilities are referred to by EDR as “orphan” facilities. Based 
on our knowledge of the site vicinity and our observations during the Site reconnaissance, 
the listed properties are not located in proximity to the Site, and are therefore unlikely to 
represent an environmental concern to the Site. Information regarding these regulated 
facilities can be found in Appendix C. 

6.2 Agency Research  

Files and records available at the agencies listed in Table 3 were reviewed for information 
on the Site.

According to the Fontana Building Department, the Site is 
actually located in unincorporated San Bernardino County and 
not the City of Fontana. Therefore, ARCADIS reviewed records 
for the Site addresses at the SBCBD. The Assessor’s Parcel 
Number (APN) associated with the residence is 0230-131-29 
and the APNs associated with the remainder of the Site are 
0230-131-28 (north end) and 0230-131-19 (south end). The only 
permit on file was for the SFR, which identifies it to be a 1,300 
square foot, single-story house on a 307 foot by 160 foot lot. 
The permit was issued in 1989 to Levin Mushegain, Owner, for 
residential improvements. Counter personnel at the SBCBD 
stated that the residence likely uses a septic system and is not 
connected to the sanitary sewer. No other permits or information 
was on file for the Site with the SBCBD.    

 

7. Previous Environmental Reports  

ARCADIS was provided with a CD containing 35 documents and reports related to the 
historical use of the southern half of the Site. A summary of relevant information reviewed 
is provided below:  

In March 1997, Alton Geoscience submitted a soil sampling proposal to Bengal 
Recycling based on their interest in acquiring the property. The proposal provided the 
following background information on the Site: 
 
“Bengal Recycling Inc. has conducted wood recycling operations on the subject property 
since 1992. The recycling process results in the production of mulch amendment, 
Everglo Fire Logs, landfill daily cover, and fuel for the Salton Sea Electric Cogeneration 
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Plant. Only uncontaminated wood scrap is accepted for recycling. All trucks which bring 
wood to the facility are load checked before their contents are dumped. Unacceptable 
materials such as lumber that has been treated with creosote, household hazardous 
waste or other trash, and deleterious materials which are not detected before dumping at 
the facility are sorted and separated before processing and stored in a designated area 
before offsite disposal. Prior to 1992 the subject property was part of an auto salvaging 
operation that still is operating to the north and the south of the property. According to 
Bengal operations staff, the entirety of the subject property was used to store salvaged 
autos and auto parts. They are unsure what other operations such as auto shredding 
may have also been conducted on the property. Since Bengal wishes to acquire the 
property currently occupied by its operations, the company desires to assess whether or 
not the soils on the subject property have been impacted by past uses and occupation of 
the property.” An accompanying report was not provided so it is unknown if this sampling 
occurred. However, there was a small letter report from Alton Geoscience documenting 
the results of sampling an aboveground “outtake materials storage pile.” Contaminants 
of concern above regulatory action levels were not detected.  
 
In June 1997, Geomatrix conducted soil trenching and analysis at the Site after “Mr. 
Mushegain received information from a former employee of the current tenant Bengal 
Recycling Inc. who indicated that various wastes including waste from the former Kaiser 
Steel Plant property generated from the cleanup associated with the construction of the 
new raceway were buried at the site in what the former and current employees called 
Kaiser bunkers.” Green-waste and demolition and construction waste were identified in 
the trenches excavated on site. Laboratory analysis of the excavated materials identified 
levels of polynuclear aromatic compounds (PNAs) significantly above the USEPA’s 
Preliminary Remediation Goals (PRGs) for soil at industrial sites. Geomatrix concluded 
“The full extent and location of the buried solid waste are not known at this time as the 
trenching work at the site was limited by surface conditions and by time and resources. 
Only a comprehensive assessment of the property through additional trenches or soil 
borings to determine the full extent and location of buried solid waste at the site will 
provide a complete assessment of the magnitude of the problem created by such buried 
waste. Geomatrix estimates that over 3,200 cubic yards of construction and demolition-
type waste indicated as coming from the former Kaiser Steel Plant property by a former 
Bengal employee may be buried on the property.” 
 
In March 1998, Kendall/Adams Group submitted a small soil sampling report to Mr. 
Richard Mushegain that identified a single PNA (benzo(a)pyrene) above the PRG for 
industrial sites. The report stated that the appearance of the material sampled could be 
foundry sand, and if foundry sand is present on the site, analyses for metals should be 
performed. 
 
In 1998, the Mushegain family sued various parties (Bengal Recycling, California 
Speedway Corporation, Kaiser Resources, etc.) in a legal action for contamination to the 
Site arising from past activities of named plaintiffs. The site was defined as 
approximately 5 acres at the southern end of the Site addressed as 8625-8645 Almond 
Avenue.   
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In February 1999, Secor submitted a Workplan for Additional Site Assessment to the 
Mushegain Family Trust with a copy to the San Bernardino County Fire Department, 
Hazardous Materials Division (SBCFD, HMD) requesting their acceptance as the lead 
agency overseeing the investigation. The SBCFD, HMD responded with a letter in March 
1999 acknowledging that an unauthorized release of hazardous waste had occurred at 
the Site; that they would be the local oversight agency; and all reports generated would 
be forwarded to the RWQCB. Case #99049 was opened for the Site. 
 
In August 1999, Secor submitted a Remedial Investigation and Feasibility Study Report 
to the SBCFD, HMD. The report was the result of several field events to document the 
type and extent of buried debris onsite. The types of waste identified included but was 
not limited to “railroad tie waste, telephone pole waste, other treated wood waste beams 
and lumber fiber board, plastics, demolition debris, asbestos-containing debris, steel, 
metal brackets and bolts, wire, ceramics, concrete and masonry, steel and PVC piping, 
contaminated soil, and other solid and hazardous wastes and hazardous substances 
found in backfilled excavations and in a stockpile of tree stumps, railroad ties, telephone 
poles, other wood wastes, and soil in the southwest comer of the Site.” Buried wastes 
were encountered to 32 feet bgs and in up to four different “bunkers.” One of the report 
conclusions stated “The volume and distribution of waste discovered in the subsurface at 
the site has resulted in the creation of a landfill which effectively prohibits future 
development of the property. Factors affecting future development include health and 
safety concerns created by the existence of the hazardous substances and other wastes 
and the practical and economical difficulties of developing an un-permitted landfill.”  
Contaminants of concern were detected above regulatory action levels (mainly 
polynuclear aromatic hydrocarbons [PAHs], metals, total petroleum hydrocarbons [TPH], 
and wood pesticides). Secor stated approximately 8,920 cubic yards of debris and solid 
waste impacted by or commingled with hazardous substances was present at the site. 
Secor identified several Remedial Action Objectives (RAOs) for the Site. The preferred 
RAO appeared to be excavation and stockpiling of the buried wastes for off-site 
disposal, and return of the Site to its original condition.  
 
In November 1999, Secor sent a letter to the SBCFD, HMD, stating that the Mushegain 
Trust had selected the RAO that consisted of Excavation and Off-Site Disposal with 
minimal segregation of wastes. Secor stated that based on practicality and SBCFD, 
HMD requirements, some minor segregation of large waste debris, potentially asbestos-
containing building materials, and soil would be segregated for further evaluation. 
Implementation of the approved RAO begin in late 1999. Buried wastes were 
characterized, segregated and ultimately approved for disposal at San Bernardino 
County landfills (as documented by waste hauler tonnage records, bills of lading and 
invoices). Secor stated in a March 2000 Results of Verification Soil Sampling report, “…it 
appears that the excavation program has successfully removed the debris and the 
impacted materials which surrounded the debris to the site closure criteria established 
by negotiations with the SBCFD. Based on that removal program the site should be 
acceptable for closure pending the removal of the stockpile debris from the subject site.”  
In addition, documentation was provided for the importation of clean fill to the Site. 
However, no reports were provided that documented compaction testing of the imported 
fill material. One of the last records on the CD was a copy of an e-mail, as follows: 
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I went ahead and closed this case in GeoTracker with a date of 4/20/2000. I used this date 
because it was the last report submitted by SECOR. It needs to be closed in Geotracker because 
it is shown as an open LOP case (it’s a non-LOP), a case that we’re not timely managing, and a 
case with no recent activity. There are no outstanding requirements in the file nor requests from 
the consultant for us to respond to. Curtis, SECOR and the RP all think it has been closed but a 
closure letter is not able to be produced. If a closure letter ever surfaces, I can change the date. 
It’s presumed to be a closed case. I’ll also close out the case in Rbase.

However, on April 14, 2009, the SBCFD, HMD issued a No Further Action (NFA) letter to 
the Mushegain Family Trust, which states in part: 
 
“The Department has reviewed the report dated April 20, 2000 prepared by Secor Inc. 
This letter confirms the completion of the site investigation and remedial action for the 
contaminated soil at the above site [8625 Almond Avenue]. The remediation goals 
established have been met. With the provision that the information provided to this 
agency was accurate and representative of existing conditions, it is the position of the 
Department that no further action is required at this time. Residual concentrations of 
contaminants (heavy metals) remain in the soil; however, verification sampling has 
revealed the concentrations to be below regulatory thresholds.” See Appendix D  for a 
copy of the NFA letter. The e-mail referenced above explains the disparity in the closure 
date reported for the Site between the RWQCB and the SBCFD, HMD.  
 
ARCADIS was also provided with two hard copy legal documents as discussed below: 
 
In 2008, the County of San Bernardino filed a legal complaint against the Mushegain’s 
stating that their property (8645 Almond Avenue) violated the San Bernardino County 
Code “by creating a nuisance to include conducting a storage yard of various items 
including inoperable/operable vehicles and parts, storage containers, wood and 
construction debris, junk, and trash.” Subsequently, a stipulated agreement was reached 
between the parties that all stored materials on the site would be removed by November 
30, 2008 and that the property would remain vacant unless “all proper land use 
approvals and/or permits are obtained…for a legally intended use”. According to Mr. 
Richard Mushegain, Site owner, the legal complaint pertained to the entire site with the 
exception of the SFR. Apparently there were 4-5 vintage trucks stored on the northern 
end of the Site and approximately 20 empty bins stored on the southern end of the Site. 
Currently, no materials were observed to be stored on site; however, there are stockpiles 
of soil on the southern end of the site.     
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8. Site Reconnaissance  

On October 21, 2014, Ms. Dori Arbour, a representative of ARCADIS, performed a 
reconnaissance-level assessment of the Site to observe general site conditions and 
indications of the possible release(s) of chemicals to the subsurface. A walkover site 
reconnaissance was conducted to identify visible evidence of RECs. The ARCADIS 
representative was unaccompanied during the site inspection. Access to the Site was 
provided by Mr. Thomas Mushegain, the Site owner’s brother, who was also briefly 
interviewed. Photographs taken during the site reconnaissance are included in Appendix 
A. 

8.1 Methodology and Limiting Conditions   

ARCADIS’ representative was granted full access to the Site with the exception of the on-
site residence and associated outbuildings. The methodology for the site visit included 
walking throughout the accessible portions of the Site. There were no limiting conditions.   

8.2 General Site Conditions   

8.2.1 Site Observations 

At the time of the Site reconnaissance, the 9.41-acre, rectangular-shaped Site was mostly 
vacant land. The Site is protected by a chain-link fence. The residence in the northwest 
corner of the Site is also surrounded by a chain-link fence. A garage and an apparent shed 
are located behind the residence. No suspect activities or potential hazardous materials 
were observed on the residence parcel from the curbside inspection. The remainder of the 
northern half of the Site is level, undeveloped land covered by exposed soil and 
vegetation.  The southern half of the Site also consists of level, undeveloped land covered 
by exposed soil and vegetation. However, there are also numerous mounds of soil on this 
portion of the Site. There is one large soil stockpile near the eastern Site boundary and 
many smaller soil stockpiles to the west and south of the large stockpile. The soil color in 
the stockpiles varies, indicating off-site origins. Non-hazardous metal debris was observed 
in the southeast corner of the Site. Water spigots were observed along the southern Site 
boundary. No other features were observed on site, and there was no evidence of surface 
staining or the disposal of hazardous waste on site. 
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8.2.2 Hazardous Substances and Petroleum Products in Connection with Identified Uses 

ARCADIS did not observe the presence of hazardous substances or petroleum products 
on site in connection with identified uses.  

8.2.3 Storage Tanks 

ARCADIS did not observe ASTs on site. No evidence of USTs, such as dispensers, pipes, 
or vent lines, was observed on site.   

8.2.4 Odors 

No odors that would indicate an environmental concern were noted on site.  

8.2.5 Pools of Liquid 

No readily visible standing surface water, pools, or sumps containing liquids likely to be 
hazardous substances or petroleum products were identified during this assessment. 

8.2.6 Drums 

No 55-gallon drums were observed on site. 

8.2.7 Hazardous Substances and Petroleum Product Containers (Not Necessarily in Connection 

with Identified Uses) 

No containers of hazardous substances or petroleum products were observed on site.   

8.2.8 Unidentified Substance Containers 

No opened or damaged containers with unidentified contents suspected of being 
hazardous substances or petroleum products were identified during this assessment. 

8.2.9 PCBs 

No electrical or hydraulic equipment known to contain PCBs or likely to contain PCBs was 
identified onsite during this assessment.    
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8.2.10 Pits, Ponds, or Lagoons 

During the site visit, ARCADIS’ representative looked for pits, ponds, or lagoons on the 
Site. ARCADIS’ representative also looked for pits, ponds, and lagoons on adjoining 
properties to the extent that such features could be visually and/or physically observed 
from the Site or identified in the interviews or records review. No such features were 
identified on or near the Site.  

8.2.11 Stained Soil or Pavement 

During the site visit, ARCADIS’ representative did not observe areas of stained soil or 
pavement.   

8.2.12 Stressed Vegetation 

During the site visit, ARCADIS’ representative looked for areas of stressed vegetation 
(from other than insufficient water). No areas of stressed vegetation were observed during 
this assessment.   

8.2.13 Solid Waste 

During the site visit, ARCADIS’ representative looked for areas that were apparently filled 
or graded by non-natural causes (or filled with material of unknown origin) that suggest the 
presence of trash construction debris, demolition debris, or other solid waste disposal, or 
mounds or depressions suggesting trash or other solid waste disposal. No such areas 
were observed during this assessment; however, these areas previously existed on the 
southern half of the Site.    

8.2.14 Wastewater 

During the site visit, ARCADIS’ representative looked for wastewater or other liquids 
(including storm water) or discharges into a drain, ditch, underground injection system, or 
stream on or adjacent to the Site. There is no process wastewater discharged on site.  

8.2.15 Wells               

During the site visit, ARCADIS’ representative looked for wells, including dry wells, 
irrigation wells, injection wells, monitoring wells, abandoned wells, oil wells, or other wells. 
No wells were observed on site or reported to be on site.  
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8.2.16 Septic Systems  

During the site visit, ARCADIS’ representative looked for indications of on-site septic 
systems or cesspools. No septic systems or cesspools were observed. However, there 
were no records on file at the SBCBD that the on-site residence was ever connected to the 
sanitary sewer system. Therefore, it likely uses a septic system. If a septic system is 
discovered during Site redevelopment, it will need to be removed in accordance with local 
agency requirements.   

8.2.17 Heating/Cooling 

Heating/cooling systems were not evaluated for this assessment. 

8.2.18 Stains or Corrosion 

During the site visit, ARCADIS’ representative looked for stained areas or corrosion. No 
areas of staining or corrosion were observed during this assessment. 

8.2.19 Drains and Sumps 

No drains or sumps were observed on site.     

8.2.20 Radon              

According to the U.S. EPA, the Site is located in a Radon Zone 2, which indicates average 
radon gas levels greater than 2.0 picoCuries/liter (pCi/L) and less than 4.0 pCi/L of air. The 
U.S. EPA considers radon to be unhealthful at levels greater than 4.0 pCi/L of air. 
According to State Radon Information for the Site’s zip code (92335), 56 sites were tested 
and none were above 4 pCi/L of air. Therefore, the potential for elevated radon gas levels 
at the Site appears to be low.   

8.2.21 Asbestos/Lead-based Paint 

Based on the date of construction of the on-site residence and outbuildings (circa 1940), 
there is the potential for building materials to contain asbestos and lead paints.   

9. Interviews  

ARCADIS’ representative conducted interviews, as noted below. 
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9.1 Interviews with Site Contacts  

ARCADIS’ representative briefly interviewed Mr. Thomas Mushegain when he provided 
access to the Site. Mr. Mushegain stated that the Site was previously planted with a 
grapefruit orchard and the southern portion of the Site was previously used as a wood 
recycling facility. ARCADIS also interviewed Mr. Richard Mushegain, Site owner, by 
telephone. Relevant information has been included throughout this report.   

9.2 Interviews with Off -Site Contacts  

ARCADIS’ representative did not interview off-site contacts during this assessment.  

9.3 Interviews with Local Government Officials  

ARCADIS’ representative contacted local government officials as part of our assessment. 
The information obtained from the government agencies through file review and telephone 
interviews is presented in Section 6.2. 

10. Findings  

ARCADIS has performed a Phase I ESA in general accordance with the ASTM E 1527-13 
Standard Practice for Site Assessments: Phase I Environmental Site Assessment 
Process. The findings identified by ARCADIS are summarized below and discussed in 
greater detail in the body of the report. 

10.1  Recognized Environmental Conditions (RECs)  

ARCADIS did not identify RECs in connection with the Site during this Phase I ESA, with 
the following exceptions: 

• The northern end of the Site has been used for the storage of various materials and 
for vehicle dismantling and possibly shredding, which indicates the potential for a 
release of contaminants of concern. As no soil sampling has been conducted on the 
northern end of the Site, this historical use represents a REC for the Site.   

• The unknown origin of the soil stockpiles on the southern end of the Site represents 
a REC for the Site as the soil may contain contaminants of concern. 
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10.2 Controlled Recognized Environmental Conditions (CRECs)  

ARCADIS did not identify CRECs in connection with the Site during this Phase I ESA. 

10.3 Historical Recognized Environmental Conditions (HRECs)  

ARCADIS did not identify HRECs in connection with the Site during this Phase I ESA, with 
the following exception: 

• The past use of the southern half of the Site as a disposal area for construction 
debris is considered a HREC for the Site since the debris and commingled 
hazardous waste was removed from the Site, verification soil sampling confirmed 
chemicals of concern did not remain in surface or subsurface soil above regulatory 
action levels, and the Site has a NFA letter. 

10.4 De Minimis and non- ASTM Conditions  

ARCADIS did not identify de minimis conditions in connection with the Site during this 
Phase I ESA. ARCADIS identified the following non-ASTM condition in connection with the 
Site during this Phase I ESA: 

• The on-site structures may contain asbestos and lead paints. ARCADIS 
recommends comprehensive surveys for asbestos-containing materials and lead-
based paints prior to building demolition.  

11. Opinion  

The findings noted above indicate the presence of potential environmental concerns in 
connection with the Site.     

12. Conclusions  

ARCADIS has performed a Phase I ESA of the Site in conformance with the scope and 
limitations of ASTM Practice E 1527-13 for Phase I ESAs. This assessment has revealed 
no evidence of RECs in connection with the Site, other than as identified in Section 10.1 
above. ARCADIS recommends a Phase II soil sampling investigation to address the RECs 
identified in connection with this Phase I ESA. 
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13. Deviations/Data Gaps  

ARCADIS has performed this Phase I ESA in general conformance with the scope and 
limitations of ASTM Practice E-1527-13 and 40 CFR Part 312. Any additions to or 
deletions from this practice are described in Section 2.4.  

A 50-year chain-of-title report for the Site and questionnaires completed by the past site 
owners/occupants were not provided to ARCADIS. In addition, the interval between aerial 
photographs and topographic maps exceeds 5 years. No other limiting factors were 
documented during this Phase I ESA. These limiting factors represent data gaps. Based 
on information obtained by ARCADIS during our review of historical sources, and 
observation of site conditions during our visit, the lack of the title report, completed 
questionnaires, and additional photographs and maps would not appear to be significant 
and we do not anticipate that the information that could be obtained from these sources 
would change the conclusions of this report. Pertinent data, if any, obtained by the Client 
following the issuance of this report should be reviewed by an environmental professional 
and an addendum prepared presenting an evaluation of the data and any changes to the 
conclusions of this report, as warranted by the data.

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1.0 INTRODUCTION 

1.1 Purpose 

The purpose of the investigation was to investigate the potential impact of petroleum hydrocarbons, volatile 

organic compounds (VOCs), and/or metals to soil as a consequence of a release or releases from the former 

on-site activities and stockpiled soil.  Duke Realty Limited Partnership provided project authorization of 

Partner Proposal Number P17-178593.2. 

1.2 Limitations  

This report presents a summary of work conducted by Partner.  The work includes observations of site 

conditions encountered and the analytical results provided by an independent third party laboratory of 

samples collected during the course of the project.  The number and location of samples were selected to 

provide the required information.  However, it cannot be assumed that the limited available data are 

representative of subsurface conditions in areas not sampled.   

Conclusions and/or recommendations are based on the observations, laboratory analyses, and the 

governing regulations.  Conclusions and/or recommendations beyond those stated and reported herein 

should not be inferred from this document.

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2.0 SITE BACKGROUND 

2.1 Site Description 

The subject property consists of three parcels of land comprising 9.41 acres located on the east side of 

Almond Avenue within a mixed commercial and residential area of San Bernardino County, California. The 

subject property is currently developed with a residence, associated garage, and storage building in the 

northwest corner of the subject property.  The buildings were constructed in 1938 and are occupied for 

residential purposes.  The remaining portion of the subject property are undeveloped and currently used 

for horse grazing.   

The subject property is bound by a residential and vacant properties to the north; residential homes, Terex 

Utilities, Advanced Steel, Quinonez, and a commercial property to the east; Almond Avenue, beyond which 

is a commercial property to the south; and residences and commercial properties the west.  Refer to Figure 

1 for a site plan showing site features and surrounding properties.   

2.2 Site History 

Partner is currently conducting a Phase I Environmental Site Assessment (Phase I) Report.  According to 

historical sources, the subject property was formerly undeveloped as early as 1896; developed with the 

residential structures currently on the northwest portion in 1940; for agricultural and farm use between 

1938 and circa 1975; used for vehicle storage, dismantling and possibly shredding trucks and trailers 

between 1992 and 1998; occupied with a mulch recycler along the southern half between 1992 and 1999; 

used for vehicle storage and trailer parking between 2005 and 2012; and has been mostly vacant land (with 

exception to the northwest portion) since 2014.   

The concurrent Partner Phase I reviewed an ARCADIS U.S., Inc. (Arcadis) Phase I report dated November 7, 

2014 prepared on behalf of Newcastle Partners that identified the following represented recognized 

environmental conditions (RECs): 

 “The use of the northern end of the Site for vehicle storage, dismantling and possibly shredding is 
a REC for the Site. Activities related to vehicle dismantling indicate the potential for a release of 

contaminants of concern to surface and subsurface soil. According to the Site owner, no soil testing 

has been conducted on the northern end of the Site.” 

 “According to the Site owner, the soil piles located on the southern end of the Site were placed 

there between approximately 2005 through 2014. The soil was mostly generated from housing 

construction activities in the surrounding area. There has been no testing of the soil in the 

stockpiles, and therefore, the unknown origin of the stockpiles represents a REC for the Site.”   

2.3 Geology and Hydrogeology 

Based on a review of the United States Geological Survey (USGS) Fontana, California Quadrangle 

topographic map, the subject property is situated at an elevation approximately 1,180 feet above mean sea 

level, and the local topography is sloping gently to the southwest.  Refer to Figure 2 for a topographic map 

of the site vicinity. 
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The subject property is situated within the Peninsular Ranges physiographic province of the State of 

California.  The uppermost geologic formation underlying the soils at the subject property are Quaternary 

alluvium and marine deposits (Pliocene to Holocene in age), consisting of alluvium, lake, playa, and terrace 

deposits; unconsolidated and semi-consolidated. Mostly non-marine, but includes marine deposits near the 

coast.  

Based on borings advanced during this investigation, the underlying subsurface consists predominantly of 

moist, dense, fine to medium grained, poorly graded, olive brown sand (SP), with trace coarse gravel from 

the ground surface to approximately 10 feet below ground surface (bgs).  From 10 to 15 feet bgs, the 

subsurface consists predominantly of moist, dense, olive brown, poorly graded, fine to medium grained 

sand (SP), with trace coarse gravel.  Refer to Appendix A for the borings logs from this investigation.   

Groundwater was not encountered during this investigation and was not a part of the scope of work. 

According to the GeoTracker Website which is maintained by the State Water Resources Control Board 

(SWRCB), a nearby Leaking Underground Storage Tank (LUST) site is General Electric Company-Jet Engine 

Test Cell Facility at 2264 East Avion Avenue in the City of Ontario, which is approximately seven miles 

southwest of the subject property and is overseen by the Santa Ana Regional Water Quality Control Board 

(SARWQCB) as Case Number 36370024.  The site maintains 37 groundwater monitoring wells in the area.  

The most recent monitoring data available on the GeoTracker Website was for March 8, 2010, with depth 

to groundwater ranging from 612.88 to 624.81 feet bgs with a direction of flow to the southwest.    
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3.0 FIELD ACTIVITIES 

Refer to Table 1 for a summary of the borings, sampling schedule and laboratory analyses for this 

investigation.  The scope of the Phase II Subsurface Investigation included the advancement of 10 borings 

(B1 through B10) for the collection of representative soil samples.   

3.1 Preparatory Activities 

Prior to the initiation of fieldwork, Partner completed the following activities.   

3.1.1 Utility Clearance 

Partner delineated the work area with white spray paint and notified Underground Service Alert (USA) to 

clear public utility lines as required by law at least 48 hours prior to drilling activities.  USA issued ticket 

number B70440622 for the project.   

In addition, Partner subcontracted with SubSurface Surveys (SSS) on February 17, 2017 to clear boring 

locations of utilities.  SSS systematically free-traversed each proposed boring location with a Geonics EM-

61 and a Fischer M-Scope electromagnetic induction (EM) equipment, a Schonstedt GA-52 magnetic 

gradiometer, a Sensors and Software Noggin ground penetrating radar (GPR) unit, and a Metrotech 9890 

utility locator with line-tracing capabilities and the equipment readouts were interpreted in real time for 

evidence of utility lines and/or other subsurface features of potential concern.  Boring placement was 

modified as necessary based on the geophysical survey results to avoid damaging underground features.  

3.1.2 Health and Safety Plan 

Partner reviewed the site-specific Health and Safety Plan with on-site personnel involved in the project prior 

to the commencement of drilling activities. 

3.2 Drilling Equipment 

On February 17, 2017, Partner subcontracted with Muñoz Direct Push (MDP) to provide and operate drilling 

equipment.  MDP, under the direction of Partner, advanced borings B1 through B10 with a truck-mounted 

Geoprobe Model 5400 direct-push drill rig.  Sampling equipment was decontaminated between sample 

intervals and boring locations to prevent cross-contamination.   

3.3 Boring Locations 

Borings B1 through B5 were advanced in the northern half of the subject property where the former auto 

dismantling operations were conducted.  Borings B1 and B2 were advanced to the south and east of the 

residence, respectively.  Borings B3 through B5 were advanced in the northern, eastern, and southern 

portions of the northern half of the subject property, respectively. 

Borings B6 through B10 were advanced in the southern half of the subject property where the former 

stockpiles were located.  Borings B6 through B8 were advanced in the western, southern, and eastern 

portions of the former large stockpile.  Boring B9 was advanced in the southeastern area of former small 

stockpiles and boring B10 were advanced to the southwest of the former small stockpiles.  Refer to Figure 

3 for a map indicating boring locations.   
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3.4 Soil Sampling 

Borings B1 through B10 were unpaved.  Borings B1, B2, and B4 were advanced to a terminal depth of 15 

feet bgs.  Borings B3 and B5 encountered drilling refusal at a terminal depth of 11 feet bgs.  Borings B6 

through B10 were advanced to a terminal depth of five feet bgs. 

Soil samples were collected using a two-foot long by 1.5-inch diameter sampler with a two-foot long acetate 

liner and sampling point.  The sampler was advanced by the direct-push drill rig using four foot long by 

1.25-inch diameter hollow rods with the inner rods in place.  At approximately one foot above the desired 

sampling depth, an inner rod was removed and the sampler was advanced to the desired sampling depth 

to allow undisturbed soil to enter the sampling liner.  The sampler was retrieved from the subsurface and 

the soil-filled liner was removed. 

Each acetate liner was cut using a pipe-cutter.  Samples were collected from the lower half of the liner using 

a disposable plastic syringe and retained in two sodium bisulfate-preserved volatile organics analysis (VOA) 

vials in accordance with United States Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) Method 5035 sampling 

protocol.  The remainder of the lower half of the liner was capped on either end with Teflon tape and plastic 

caps.  The capped liners and VOA vials were labeled for identification and stored in an iced cooler.  The soil 

in the upper half of the liner was visually inspected for discoloration, monitored for odors, classified in 

accordance with the Unified Soil Classification System, placed in a sealable plastic bag, and field-screened 

with a photoionization detector (PID).  None of the samples exhibited discoloration or an odor and none of 

the PID readings suggested the presence of elevated volatile organics concentrations.    

Soil samples were collected from borings B1, B2, and B4 at five, 10, and 15 feet bgs; from borings B3 and 

B5 at five and 10 feet bgs; and from borings B6 through B10 at one, two, and five feet bgs.   

3.5 Post-Sampling Activities 

Boreholes were backfilled with hydrated bentonite chips following sampling activities.  No significant 

amounts of derived wastes were generated during this investigation.     
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4.0 LABORATORY ANALYSIS 

4.1 Laboratory Analysis 

Partner collected 28 soil samples on February 17, 2017, which were transported on the same day in an iced 

cooler under proper chain-of-custody protocol to SunStar Laboratories, Inc. (SunStar) a state-certified 

laboratory (California Department of Public Health Environmental Laboratory Accreditation Program 

certificate number 2250) in Lake Forest, California for analysis.  Based on field-screening results, visual 

observations, and/or olfactory observations, one soil sample per boring (ten soil samples total) was analyzed 

for carbon chain total petroleum hydrocarbons (TPH-cc) in accordance with EPA Method 8015B, for VOCs 

in accordance with EPA Method 8260B, and for California Administrative Manual (CAM) 17 metals in 

accordance with EPA Method 6010B/7470/7471.  The remaining soil samples were placed on hold at the 

laboratory.  

4.2 Laboratory Analytical Results 

Laboratory analytical results are included in Appendix B and discussed below.   

4.2.1 Soil Sample Analytical Results 

None of the analyzed soil samples contained detectable concentrations of TPH-cc or VOCs above laboratory 

reporting limits (RLs).  

Arsenic, barium, chromium, cobalt, copper, nickel, vanadium, and zinc were detected in the analyzed soil 

samples at concentrations exceeding laboratory RLs.  No other metals were detected in the analyzed soil 

samples above laboratory RLs.    

Refer to Table 2 for a summary of the soil sample CAM 17 Metals laboratory analysis results, respectively. 
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5.0 DISCUSSION AND CONCLUSIONS 

5.1 Regulatory Agency Guidance 

Maximum Soil Screening Levels 

Maximum Soil Screening Levels (SSLs) are concentrations of petroleum hydrocarbons that are allowed to 

remain in soil without potentially degrading the quality of groundwater underlying a site.  Maximum SSLs 

are established and enforced by the Los Angeles Regional Water Quality Control Board (LARWQCB).   

Department of Toxic Substances Control Attenuation Factor and Regional Screening Levels 

Regional Screening Levels (RSLs) [formerly Preliminary Remediation Goals (PRGs)] are generic, risk-based 

chemical concentrations developed by the EPA for use in initial screening-level evaluations.  RSLs combine 

human health toxicity values with standard exposure factors to estimate contaminant concentrations that 

are considered to be health protective of human exposures over a lifetime through direct-contact exposure 

pathways (e.g., via inhalation and/or ingestion of and/or dermal contact with impacted soil and/or indoor 

air).  RSLs are not legally enforceable standards, but rather are considered guidelines to evaluate if potential 

risks associated with encountered chemical impacts may warrant further evaluation.   

The DTSC Office of Human and Ecological Risk (HERO) developed California-Modified RSLs based on a 

review of 1) the differences in methodology between PRGs and RSLs 2) RSL concentrations, and 3) recent 

toxicity values.   

5.2 Discussion 

None of the analyzed soil samples contained detectable concentrations of TPH-cc or VOCs above laboratory 

RLs and the RLs were below applicable Maximum SSLs and residential/commercial RSLs, respectively.  

The detected barium, chromium, cobalt, copper, nickel, vanadium, and zinc concentrations in the analyzed 

soil samples did not exceed background concentrations for typical California soils as based on the Kearney 

Foundation of Soil Science March 1996 Background Concentrations of Trace and Major Elements in California 

Soils (Kearney) report.  In addition, these concentrations did not exceed residential or commercial/industrial 

RSLs. 

Arsenic was detected in three of the analyzed soil samples (B4-10, B7-2, and B9-2) at concentrations 

exceeding laboratory RLs.  Each of the detected concentrations of arsenic exceeded the residential and 

industrial soil RSLs of 0.68 milligrams per kilogram (mg/kg) and 3.0 mg/kg, respectively.  It should be noted 

that the residential and commercial RSLs are well below typical background concentrations and none of the 

three detected concentrations of arsenic exceeded the background concentration for typical California soils 

as based on the Kearney report.  It appears that the detected concentrations of arsenic exceeding RSLs can 

be attributed to background levels at this time. 

There does not appear to be evidence of a release from the former auto dismantling and former on-site 

stockpiles at this time. 
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5.3 Summary and Conclusions 

Partner conducted a Phase II Subsurface Investigation at the subject property to investigate the potential 

impact of petroleum hydrocarbons, VOCs, and/or metals to soil as a consequence of a release or releases 

from the former on-site activities and stockpiled soil.  The scope of the Phase II Subsurface Investigation 

included the advancement of 10 soil borings. Ten soil samples were analyzed for TPH-cc, VOCs, and CAM 

17 metals. 

Subsurface lithology consists predominantly of poorly graded sand (SP) with trace coarse gravel from the 

ground surface to approximately 10 feet bgs.  From 10 to 15 feet bgs, the subsurface consists predominantly 

of poorly graded, fine to medium grained sand (SP) with trace coarse gravel.  Groundwater was not 

encountered.   

None of the analyzed soil samples contained detectable concentrations of TPH-cc or VOCs above laboratory 

RLs and the RLs did not exceed applicable screening levels.   

Arsenic was detected in three of the analyzed soil samples at concentrations exceeding screening levels.  It 

should be noted that the screening levels are well below typical background concentrations and none of 

the three detected concentrations of arsenic exceeded the background concentration for typical California 

soils as based on the Kearney report.  It appears that the detected concentrations of arsenic exceeding 

screening levels can be attributed to background levels at this time.  No other metals were detected above 

background concentrations.  

Based on the Subsurface Investigation, there is no evidence of a release of hazardous materials from the 

subject property and Partner recommends no further investigation with respect to the former auto 

dismantling operations and former soil stockpiles on-site.
